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The  program  of  the  1935  Conference  of  the  Atlantic  District  was 
rich  and  varied.  Three  public  worship  services,  two  addresses,  a  com¬ 
munion  and  memorial  service  and  four  devotional  periods  presented 
ample  material  for  meditation. 

The  opening  service  was  in  charge  of  the  Rev.E.  T.  Henzel  of 
Albany,  N.  Y.  The  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  President  of  the  Synod  preached 
an  impressive  sermon  of  challenge  and  inspiration  on  the  question  Je¬ 
sus  put  to  Peter:  “Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thou  me?”  The  speaker 
pointed  out  that  the  first  qualification  for  discipleship  is  love  of  the 
Christ.  All  other  things  in  our  fellowship  with  the  Master  are  depend¬ 
ent  upon  this  love.  The  minister  and  the  church  member  must  have 
this  love. 

Peter  did  love  Jesus,  therefore  Jesus  could  do  nothing  greater  for 
his  disciple  than  giving  him  something  to  do  for  the  Master.  We,  as 
followers  of  the  Christ  may  have  many  opportunities  to  prove  our  love 
to  him,  by  caring  for  those  who  are  in  difficult  places  and  situations  of 
life.  This  scope  of  privilege  includes  the  work  in  the  foreign  mission 
fields  as  well  as  the  work  among  those  in  the  neglected  rural  regions 
and  the  submerged  areas  of  our  large  cities.  The  work  of  the  church 
is  to  alleviate  misery  and  sorrow,  to  right  social  injustice,  prejudice 
and  racial  hatred.  Lip  service  without  deeds  will  disprove  our  love 
of  Christ. 

This  is  the  challenge  that  Christ  offers  all  of  us.  We  will  be  able 
to  do  this  task  with  the  help  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  love  of  Christ 
will  make  it  possible  that  we  will  find  a  solution  for  these  many  prob¬ 
lems  of  our  time. 

In  conclusion  the  speaker  said:  “The  Lord  is  depending  upon  us. 


If  we  fail,  all  that  he  did  will  be  a  failure  as  far  as  it  concerns  those 
whom  we  touch.  But  we  will  not  fail  him.  We  shall  do  our  part,  that 
the  prophecy  might  be  fulfilled.  That  the  kingdoms  of  this  earth  shall 
become  the  Kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  his  Christ.” 

The  choir  of  Zion  Church  added  to  the  beauty  of  this  impressive 
service  with  the  singing  of  well-chosen  anthems.  The  pastor  of  the 
church,  the  Rev.  Edw.  Lautenschlaeger,  welcomed  the  guests  of  the 
Conference  in  his  genial  manner.  The  President  of  the  District,  the 
Rev.  F.  C.  Rueggeberg  responded  in  behalf  of  the  Conference. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  Conference  opened  with  a  communion 
service  conducted  by  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Rueggeberg,  President  of  the  Atlan¬ 
tic  District,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Edw.  Lautenschlaeger,  pastor  of  Zion 
Church,  and  the  Rev.  P.  Briesenmeister,  Vice-president  of  the  District. 
During  the  course  of  the  morning  session  President  F.  C.  Rueggeberg 
introduced  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  President  of  the  Synod,  who  spoke  to 
the  Conference  on  various  phases  of  the  Synodical  work.  The  Confer¬ 
ence  gave  the  Rev.  Klick  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  his  stirring  ap¬ 
peal  for  greater  cooperation,  and  requested  that  he  convey  the  greet¬ 
ings  of  the  District  to  other  Conferences  that  he  might  attend.  The 
session  was  closed  with  a  devotional  period,  led  by  the  Rev.  Theo. 
Fischer  of  Cambridge,  Md.,  who  spoke  on  the  subject,  “The  Sustaining 
Work  of  Cod/’ 

On  Saturday  afternoon  a  well  planned  outing  to  the  historic  sites 
of  Cooperstown,  N.  Y.,  brought  an  interesting  diversion  for  the  Confer¬ 
ence  guests. 

Sunday  brought  ideal  weather  for  the  services  planned  for  the  day. 
The  Sunday  school  was  addressed  by  the  Rev.  P.  W.  Meisenheimer  of 
Taylor,  Pa. 

The  morning  worship  was  one  of  Commemoration  and  Challenge. 
The  special  service  was  arranged  to  celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of 
dedication  of  Zion’s  beautiful  church.  The  Rev.  H.  M.  Strub  of  Wil¬ 
liamsport,  Pa.,  was  in  charge  of  the  liturgical  part  of  the  service.  The 
Rev.  L.  C.  F.  Miller  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  preached  the  English  sermon, 
using  as  his  text  Matt.  16:  24.  He  spoke  with  conviction  and  force  on 
the  “Requisites  of  True  Discipleship.”  His  text  naturally  fell  into 
three  headings. 

1.  Self-denial  in  which  we  are  to  learn  the  fine  art  of  giving  up. 

2.  Cross-bearing  which  means  more  than  merely  considering  the  cross 

as  a  symbol. 

3.  Following,  or  continuing  in  the  spirit  of  our  forefathers. 

After  the  singing  of  a  beautiful  anthem  by  the  choir  the  service 
was  continued  in  the  German  language.  The  Rev.  E.  J.  F.  Dettbarn 
of  Baltimore,  Md.,  preached  the  sermon.  He  took  as  his  text  Eph. 
2:  19-22.  In  a  fine  spiritual  way  he  treated  the  subject,  “Die  Kirche 
des  Herrn.”

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At  the  close  of  this  service  ‘‘The  Golden  Book  of  Memories”  was 
dedicated  by  the  Rev.  Edw.  Lautenschlaeger. 

In  the  afternoon  and  evening  a  Young  People’s  Rally  was  held  in 
a  park  near  Amsterdam.  This  rally  closed  with  a  beautiful  twilight 
service.  In  this  service  the  Rev.  Arthur  Newell  of  Richmond,  Va.,  spoke 
very  ably  on  the  subject,  “From  Vision  to  Action.” 

On  Monday  morning  the  session  was  opened  with  a  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vice  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Fuhrmann,  Sr.,  of  Newark,  N.  J. 
This  was  a  brief  but  a  most  impressive  service.  At  the  close  of  the 
session  the  Rev.  Theo.  Essebaggers  of  New  York  City  led  the  devo¬ 
tions.  He  gave  a  challenging  address  on  the  subject,  “Divine  Re¬ 
sources  for  Effective  Living.” 

During  the  afternoon  session  Prof.  John  H.  Eisenhauer,  Director 
of  the  Junior  College  of  Bucknell  University,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  de¬ 
livered  an  enlightening  and  instructive  discourse  on  “Pulpit,  Consistory 
and  Pew.”  President  F.  C.  Rueggeberg  then  presented  Dr.  George  W. 
Richards,  President  General  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church. 
Dr.  Richards  spoke  briefly  on  the  progress  being  made  by  the  Constitu¬ 
tional  Committee.  Rev.  Chas.  Enders  brought  the  session  to  a  close 
with  prayer. 

The  last  public  worship  service  was  held  on  Monday  evening. 
The  Rev.  Chas.  Enders  of  Washington,  D.  C.,  had  charge  of  the  litur¬ 
gical  part  of  the  service.  Dr.  George  W.  Richards  preached  the  ser¬ 
mon.  He  spoke  in  a  very  interesting  and  enlightening  manner  on  the 
Union  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed*  Churches.  The  Rev.  W.  Fren- 
zen  installed  the  members  of  the  District  Council. 

The  last  session  of  the  Conference  was  opened  with  devotions  in 
charge  of  the  Rev.  G.  Siegenthaler  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who  spoke  on, 
“Christ’s  Measure  for  Church  Membership.”  The  Conference  came  to 
a  close  with  a  challenging  devotion  led  by  the  Rev.  Paul  L.  Schmidt 
of  Baltimore,  Md.,  who  spoke  searchingly  on  the  subject:  “The  Disci¬ 
pline  of  Love.”

Resolutions 
District  Reports 

1.  We  agree  with  our  president  that  “a  fearless  proclaiming  of  the 
truth,  as  it  is  in  Christ  Jesus  and  at  the  same  time  a  courageous  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  pastors  and  their  people  to  carry  this  truth  out  as 
consistently  as  it  is  believed,  will  yet  save  the  church  from  dry  rot 
and  moral  impotence.”  It  is  our  conviction  that  the  Christian  Church 
will  mean  no  more  to  our  age  than  the  devotion  with  which  it  teaches 
and  organizes  for  a  genuine  Christian  Society.  We  believe  in  a  Christ- 
like  world  and  regard  the  Kingdom  of  God  as  a  realizable  end  of 
human  enterprize.  We,  therefore,  resolve  to  increase  our  efforts  to 
rediscover  for  our  age  the  values  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  we 
demand  of  any  system  that  it  preserve  and  carry  them  forward. 

2.  We  believe  that  the  financial  problem  in  our  churches  as  well 
as  in  the  Synod  at  large  is  at  bottom  a  spiritual  problem.  We,  there¬ 
fore,  urge  our  pastors  and  congregations  to  place  more  stress  upon 
those  spiritual  truths  which  will  revitalize  our  Christian  living  as  well 
as  our  giving. 

3.  We  agree  with  our  District  President  that  the  Elmhurst-Eden 
Advance  is  still  a  venture  of  our  Church  which  commends  itself  to 
all  of  us.  We  hope,  therefore,  that  all  pledges  from  the  Atlantic  Dis¬ 
trict  may  be  turned  into  cash  as  soon  as  possible. 

4.  The  District  reiterates  its  disapproval  of  the  practice  of  rais¬ 
ing  money  through  questionable  means.  Especially  do  we  agree  with 
our  President  General,  that  the  sale  of  beer  and  liquor  under  the 
auspices  of  the  church,  should  not  be  countenanced. 

5.  We  are  grateful  to  the  churches  who  have  paid  their  Synodical 
budget  in  full  and  to  those  who  met  the  quota  they  accepted.  With 
respect  to  the  delinquent  churches  we  believe  that,  despite  these  hard 
times  more  can  be  done  for  the  Kingdom  than  has  been  done.  We  rec¬ 
ommend  therefore,  that  an  intensive  promotional  program  be  carried 
out  on  the  part  of  the  District  Council  with  a  view  to  awakening  in 
our  people  a  new  interest  and  enthusiasm  for  the  larger  Kingdom 
enterprizes. 

6.  We  rejoice  to  hear  that  the  Home  Mission  work  in  our  District 
has  moved  forward,  and  we  heartily  congratulate  those  churches  that 
have  made  progress. 
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With  respect  to  the  future  of  the  Messiah  Evangelical  Church, 
Woodlawn,  we  feel  that  the  District  Home  Mission  Committee  is  quali¬ 
fied  to  deal  with  the  situation.  At  the  same  time  we  commend  Brother 
Juergens  for  his  valiant  efforts  in  this  field. 

7.  We  concur  with  the  Committee  of  Religious  Education  that  a 
development  of  a  religious  education  consciousness  in  the  local  church 
is  sorely  needed.  Our  committee  is  qualified  to  present  an  adequate 
program  to  create  the  best  possible  conditions  for  the  realization  of  an 
evangelistic  objective.  The  District  welcomes  the  program  offered  by 
our  committee  and  urges  the  churches  to  include  the  services  of  this 
committee  in  their  church  work. 

8.  Recognizing  the  value  of  Dunkirk,  the  District  shall  appropri¬ 
ate  $100.00  from  its  treasury  for  this  religious  educational  venture  of 
our  Church. 

9.  The  District  concurs  in  the  resolution  of  the  Baltimore  Regional 
Conference,  viz:  The  committee  recommends  that  the  Regional  Confer¬ 
ence  ask  the  District  Council  to  request  the  Synodical  Board  of  Relig¬ 
ious  Education  to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  the 
Reformed  Church  with  reference  to  making  the  Leadership  Training 
School  and  the  Boys’  and  Girls’  Camps  at  Camp  Mensch  Mills  and  the 
Mission  Conference  at  Hood  College  available  to  the  members  of  our 
churches,  and  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  moving  the  Leadership 
Training  School  to  Hood  College  in  order  to  provide  room  for  a  larger 
number  than  can  be  accommodated  at  Camp  Mensch  Mills. 

10.  The  District  re-emphasizes  the  values  of  the  Pension  Fund  and 
reminds  Synodical  pastors  of  their  duty  to  become  members. 

11.  The  books  of  the  District  Treasurer  have  been  examined  and 
found  correct.  The  District  voices  its  appreciation  to  Mr.  Adam  Fried¬ 
rich  for  his  splendid  service  of  26  years  as  Treasurer  of  our  District. 
We  bid  him  and  his  wife  Godspeed  as  they  leave  for  a  well  earned  rest 
in  Europe.  We  rise  to  wish  them  health  and  happiness. 

12.  We  desire  to  record  our  confidence  in  and  our  appreciation  of 
the  work  done  by  our  District  Officers  and  our  District  Council  and 
recommend  that  the  President  and  Secretary  be  given  the  customary 
gratuity  of  $100.00. 

13.  To  the  bereaved  families  of  pastors  and  lay  members  of  the 
District  we  tender  our  deepest  sympathies. 

14.  The  District  extends  congratulations  to  those  churches  and  in¬ 
dividuals  who  commemorated  anniversaries  during  the  year: 

We  extend  felicitations  to  Rev.  Bourquin,  upon  completion  of  25 
years  as  minister  in  Bethlehem  Church,  Brooklyn,  New  York. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  F.  W.  Mankey  upon  their  25th  wedding  anniver¬ 
sary. 

To  Rev.  E.  Fuhrmann,  Sr.,  who  will  celebrate  the  50th  anniversary 
of  his  ordination  in  October,  1935. 

To  Rev.  E.  J.  Paetzold,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion,  upon  his  receiving  the  Master  of  Arts  Degree  in  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  from  New  York  University. 


15.  The  District  recognizes  the  faithfulness  and  loyalty  of  two 
men,  who  for  more  than  45  years  attended  the  Conferences  of  our  Dis¬ 
trict  as  representatives  of  their  respective  congregations.  We  refer  to 
Mr.  John  G.  Merrbach  of  Frostburg,  Md.,  and  Mr.  Henry  H.  Burschel 
of  Scranton,  Pa.  The  latter  is  bedfast,  therefore,  we  instruct  our  sec¬ 
retary  to  send  him  a  telegram  in  which  we  assure  him  of  our  wish 
that  God  may  grant  him  a  complete  recovery. 

16.  We  are  grateful  to  Zion  Church  and  its  pastor  for  the  hospital¬ 
ity  shown  in  entertaining  the  Conference  and  vote  the  sexton  a  gift 
of  $10.00. 

17.  It  is  our  contention  that  real  guarantees  to  organize  should  be 
given  American  workers  and  that  our  government  should  provide  for 
the  establishment  of  unemployment,  old-age  and  social  insurance.  Also 
that  we  favor  the  adoption  of  the  child-labor  amendment  now  before 
the  American  people. 

18.  In  view  of  the  many  evidences  of  an  increase  in  Fascist  senti¬ 
ment  in  America  we  desire  to  record  our  loyalty  to  those  democratic 
principles  and  traditions  upon  which  our  Republic  is  founded.  We 
believe  that  in  its  essence,  democracy  is  based  upon  Christian  principles, 
freedom,  justice  and  brotherhood. 

We,  therefore,  assert  our  faith  in  the  following  democratic  prin¬ 
ciples: 

1.  That  the  State  exists  for  the  good  of  the  individual  and  not  the 
individual  for  the  State. 

2.  That  no  form  of  government  has  any  authority  to  exist  save 
as  it  serves  the  public. 

3.  That  the  rights  of  citizenship  belong  equally  to  every  group  in 
our  population,  without  distinction  of  race,  color,  creed  or  political  opin¬ 
ion,  and  that  attempts  to  discriminate  against  any  such  groups  are 
essentially  undemocratic  and  un-American. 

4.  That  no  authority  exists,  anywhere,  competent  finally  to  deter¬ 
mine  what  is  the  public  good,  except  the  people  who  are  governed. 

5.  That  the  right  of  every  individual  to  express  himself  freely 
upon  all  public  questions  is  itself  beyond  question. 

19.  The  District  recommends: 

1.  That  in  all  our  churches  determined,  persistent  effort  be  made 
through  educational  processes  to  persuade  our  people  of  the  unchristian 
sinful  character  of  war,  and  of  those  inherent  characteristics  of  the 
capitalist  system  which  inevitably  lead  to  war. 

2.  That  we  encourage  our  people  to  renounce  war  and  its  causes, 
as  sin  and,  as  Christians,  to  refuse  participation  in  war  or  war  prepa¬ 
rations,  directly,  as  combatants  or,  indirectly,  as  munitions  workers 
or  investors. 

3.  That  we  establish  in  all  of  our  churches  positive  programs  of 
peace  education. 

4.  That  we  oppose  the  compulsory  military  training  of  our  youth 
in  high  schools,  colleges,  universities  or  under  any  auspices  whatsoever. 


5.  That  a  movement  be  started  to  amend  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  to  the  end  that  the  power  to  declare  war  may  be  trans¬ 
ferred  from  the  Congress  and  the  President  to  the  people,  whose  will 
shall  be  determined  by  a  national  plebiscite. 

Furthermore,  we  recommend  that  this  resolution  be  referred  to 
the  General  Conference  for  consideration. 

20.  The  retired  pastors  in  our  District  shall  be;  invited  to  the 
Conferences  of  the  District.  The  cost  shall  be  defrayed  by  our  District 
Treasurer.

2.  With  joy  and  gratitude  the  Atlantic  District  observed  the  unique 
and  splendid  manner  in  which  the  union  of  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Churches  was  consummated,  and  we  are  confident  that  the  fine 
spirit  of  unity  and  fellowship  will  make  the  solution  of  the  further 
problems  as  pleasant  and  effective  as  the  first  great  step  at  the  Convo¬ 
cation  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  last  summer. 

3.  The  Atlantic  District  realizes  the  serious  financial  condition 
of  our  Church,  and  urges  all  to  do  their  utmost  in  training  the  Church 
members  in  Christian  stewardship. 

Quiet  and  prayerful  study,  however,  must  lead  us  to  consider  the 
cause  as  well  as  the  remedy  of  this  retrogression  in  giving  for  the 
Kingdom  of  God  purposes. 

Efforts  of  the  Church  to  change  the  economic  conditions,  which 
will  make  it  possible  for  all  our  people  to  live  and  give,  are  expected, 
necessary,  and  effective.  The  willingness  of  the  people  to  give  is  not 
dead,  but  paralyzed.  May  we  lead  our  people  and  our  churches  to  the 
Healer,  who  in  answer  to  our  faith  and  earnest  efforts,  will  restore 
the  lost  power. 

4.  The  Atlantic  District  requests  that  in  the  new  church  manual 
a  form  be  included  for  the  reception  of  members  of  the  Synod  at  the 
annual  conferences. 

5.  We  thankfully  recognize  the  great  value  of  the  field  work  now 
required  to  be  done  by  all  our  theological  students.  As  the  critical 
study  and  evaluation  of  theological  seminaries  of  our  country  brought 
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about  by  the  articles  of  Fred  Eastman  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  has  shown 
that  our  seminaries  can  be  made  of  greater  value  the  Atlantic  District 
requests  that  the  conclusions  of  this  analysis  be  earnestly  considered 
by  the  Faculty  of  our  Seminary,  and  especially  that  sc  required  course 
in  Religious  Art  and  Architecture  be  added  to  the  curriculum  of  our 
Eden  Seminary  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.

Saenger,  Judiciary  by  Rev.  F.  L.  Dorn:  “All  is  quiet  on  the  Western 
Front,”  District  treasurer  by  Mr.  Ch.  Quast. 
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An  inspiring  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  H.  Y.  Mather  on  “The  Pulpit 
and  the  Pew.”  Dr.  Mather  is  Associate  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
California  Church  Council.  He  emphasized  the  essential  values  in 
creating  and  developing  Christian  personalities  in  the  common  task 
of  both  groups.  This  inspiring  paper  was  gratefully  accepted,  and  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  given  to  Dr.  Mather.

Traveling  Expenses 

The  Committee  No.  4  on  traveling  expenses  reported  for  the  26  dele¬ 
gates  a  total  of  $194.59,  an  average  per  delegate  of  $7.50. 

The  Merger  of  the  Hollywood  Evangelical  and  the 
West  Hollywood  Reformed 

Rev.  A.  F.  Schroeder  reporting  on  the  merger  contended  that  he 
was  misinformed  as  to  the  conditions  stating  that  the  proposed  merger 
of  the  two  groups  was  practically  impossible.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  submitted  the  following  resolution  for 
approval  by  the  conference: 

“Realizing  the  very  limited  field  existing  in  Hollywood  the  Mission 
Board  of  the  California  District  hereby  recommends  to  the  Central  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  that  the  merger  be  affected  at  the  earliest  possible  date 
between  the  Evangelical  Church  of  Hollywood  and  the  Reformed  Church 
in  West  Hollywood." 

This  motion  for  approval  was  defeated  by  the  Conference. 

Rev.  F.  J.  Schmuck  then  presented  a  resolution  which  was  adopted. 
The  resolution:  “Resolved  that 

1.  The  whole  situation  of  the  Hollywood  (Evangelical)  and  West 
Hollywood  (Reformed)  congregations  shall  be  investigated  from  the 
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standpoint  of  future  possibilities,  location,  physical  equipment  and  pres¬ 
ent  membership; 

2.  That  said  investigation  be  made  by  the  resident  pastor,  the 
chairman  of  the  District  Home  Mission  Board  or  his  authorized  agent, 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
together  with  the  Comity  Commission  of  the  Church  Federation; 

3.  That  the  findings  of  this  Committee  be  reported  within  three 
months  from  date  to  the  District  Home  Mission  Board  for  final  deci¬ 
sion.” 

In  the  afternoon  the  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Association  took 
place  and  committee  reports  were  received  on  Women’s  Union,  Brother¬ 
hood,  Promotional  Work  in  the  Council,  Christianity  and  Social  Prob¬ 
lems,  Foreign  Mission  and  Religious  Education. 

Thursday,  May  16,  1935 

At  9  A.  M.  the  conference  reconvened  with  a  Memorial  Service  led 
by  Rev.  F.  L..  Dorn.  His  address  was  based  on  Rev.  21:  4 — “And  death 
shall  be  no  more.”  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  death  is  manifested 
ever  since  Adam,  which  no  philosophy  of  past  or  present,  no  Spencer 
and  no  Fichte  has  succeeded  to  overcome.  The  one  “Sweetwood  tree” 
is  the  cross  of  Jesus.  Death  died  with  the  words  from  the  cross: 
Father,  into  Thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit.” 

Dr.  Evemeyer  brought  greetings  from  the  Reformed  Brethren  ex¬ 
pressing  his  appreciation  in  the  prospect  of  being  able  to  work  with 
us  as  one  church  body  in  the  future.  Moderator  Gebhardt  responded 
with  fitting  words. 

Field  Reports 

Each  congregation  was  given  an  opportunity  to  present  its  particu¬ 
lar  problem  and  outlook  for  development  and  greater  service,  which  re¬ 
ports  proved  highly  interesting  and  offered  a  fair  picture  of  the  work 
done  in  the  California  District. 

At  2:30  P.  M.  the  minutes  of  the  conference  were  read  and  approved 
and  after  the  installation  of  the  newly  elected  officers  by  Rev.  O.  Wich- 
mann  adjournment  took  place. 

The  1936  Conference  will  be  held  in  Woodland,  Calif. 

Summaries  of  Reports  and  Resolutions 
District  President’s  Report 

Dear  Brethren  and  Delegates: 

The  conference  theme  this  year  is:  “The  Greater  Task:  A  Chal¬ 
lenge  to  Our  Membership”;  and  the  conference  motto:  “Every  Member 
Kingdom-Minded.”  In  line  with  this  theme  and  motto  I  have  chosen 
Paul’s  words  to  the  Ephesians  4:  13  as  the  key  word  for  our  brief  medi¬ 
tation:  “Till  we  should  all  attain  the  unity  of  the  faith  and  knowledge 
of  God’s  Son,  reaching  maturity,  reaching  the  full  measure  of  develop¬ 
ment  which  belong  to  the  fulness  of  Christ.”  (Dr.  Moffatt.) 


Status  of  District 


The  District  still  numbers  only  17  congregations  of  which  8  are 
charges  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Seventeen  pastors  are  in  the 
active  ministry;  ten  are  on  the  retired  list  and  one  is  without  a  charge 
at  this  time.  A  total  of  28  pastors.  One  of  our  retired  pastors  passed 
away  shortly  before  our  last  conference,  but  I  was  not  apprised  of  this 
fact  until  after  the  conference.  I  am  thinking  of  Rev.  W.  Pieper  of 
Modesto  who  went  to  his  reward  on  May  1,  1934. 

During  the  conference  year  the  following  changes  took  place  in 
our  District. 

Rev.  G.  Tillmanns,  the  senior  active  pastor  in  this  district,  retired 
on  the  1st  of  August  after  having  served  in  the  Lord’s  vineyard  for 
55  years.  He  made  his  home  with  his  daughter  in  Colton,  Cal. 

The  Central  Home  Mission  Board  called  Rev.  Francis  J.  Schmuck 
to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  Brother  Tillmann’s  retirement.  Rev. 
Schmuck  had  been  pastor  of  Trinity  Reformed  Church  in  West  Holly¬ 
wood.  He  was  installed  by  Rev.  B.  E.  Schalow  on  the  5th  of  August. 

Rev.  0.  Geisler  was  transferred  from  the  Colorado  District  to  take 
charge  of  St.  John’s  Congregation  in  Pasadena.  He  arrived  at  the  end 
of  September. 

Rev.  Alfred  Schroeder  was  transferred  from  the  Kansas  District 
to  serve  the  Evangelical  Church  of  Hollywood  and  Trinity  Reformed 
Church  of  West  Hollywood.  He  landed  in  Hollywood  about  Oct.  1. 
Rev.  J.  Nuesch,  with  the  assistance  of  several  of  our  pastors,  installed 
both  of  these  brethren:  Rev.  O.  Geisler  on  the  18th  of  November  and 
Rev.  Schroeder  on  the  25th.  We  bid  both  of  these  men  and  Rev.  F.  J. 
Schmuck  as  well,  a  hearty  welcome  in  our  midst.  May  their  labors 
in  our  District  not  be  in  vain. 

Special  Events 

On  the  8th  day  of  September,  1934,  the  property  of  the  St.  John 
Church  of  Woodland  was  destroyed  by  fire — the  church  and  parsonage 
completely,  the  Sunday  school  hall,  a  comparatively  new  building,  so 
badly  damaged  that  it  would  have  cost  almost  as  much  to  rebuild  same 
as  to  build  a  new  one.  This  fire  meant  a  very  hard  loss  to  our  Mutual 
Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association  in  which  we  had  all  of  our 
property  insured.  The  insurance  which  we  received  made  it  possible 
for  the  congregation  to  plan  a  new  church,  parsonage  and  Sunday 
school  hall.  All  conference  members  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
see  these  new  buildings  with  their  own  eyes,  for  St.  John’s  Congrega¬ 
tion  cordially  invites  the  1936  District  Conference  to  meet  in  its 
midst.  What  at  the  time  seemed  a  great  calamity,  has,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  turned  out  to  be  a  great  blessing.  I  know  the  whole  District 
will  rejoice  with  St.  John  on  the  day  of  dedication  of  its  beautiful 
church. 

San  Bruno  redecorated  the  interior  of  its  little  church  and  remod¬ 
eled  the  spire.  We  are  glad  for  this  struggling  mission  congregation 
and  its  energetic  pastor  and  congratulate  them  on  these  improvements. 
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St.  Matthews ,  San  Rafael ,  has  added  two  rooms  to  the  parsonage 
at  a  very  reasonable  cost.  This  made  it  possible  for  the  pastor  to  con¬ 
tinue  living  in  the  parsonage,  thus  saving  the  Home  Mission  Board 
rental  in  the  future  and  increasing  the  value  of  the  property. 

Several  weeks  ago  fire  broke  out  in  one  of  the  rooms  of  the  large 
building  on  the  property  of  the  Evangelical  Home  for  the  Aged  at  San 
Rafael.  Luckily  the  superintendent  could  extinguish  the  flame  before 
it  spread  to  other  parts  of  the  building. 

A  fire  of  another  nature  was  started  in  St.  Mark's  Oakland.  This 
congregation  had  the  pleasure  of  burning  a  note  of  $5,000  on  the  17th 
of  February  of  this  year.  Congratulations! 

Regional  Conferences 

Both  Regional  Conferences  met  last  fall — the  Northern  Region  on 
Oct.  16  in  Bethel,  San  Francisco;  the  Southern  Region  on  Oct.  23  and 
24  in  Immanuel’s  Church,  Los  Angeles.  It  was  my  privilege  to  attend 
both  of  these  conferences,  and  I  am  convinced  they  proved  a  blessing 
to  all  who  attended  and  to  our  congregations  as  well.  No  resolutions 
were  sent  to  me  to  be  submitted  to  the  district. 

The  District  Council  met  twice  to  transact  the  necessary  business. 
At  our  last  meeting  it  was  decided  to  pay  the  amount  we  owe  the  Con¬ 
tingent  Fund  out  of  our  district  treasury.  So  far  I  have  not  been  able 
to  order  payment  because  our  treasury  had  not  sufficient  funds.  Quite 
a  number  of  our  congregations  did  not  pay  their  district  budget  last 
year.  I  sincerely  hope  that  all  arrears  will  be  paid  up. 

This  brings  us  to  the  Synodical  Budget. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  our  District  paid  into  the  synodical  treasury 
the  amount  of  $3,229.07  or  104%.  This,  however,  does  not  say  that  all 
congregations  paid  over  100%.  Only  eight  paid  100%  or  more.  One 
reason  for  our  good  showing  is  that  $142.50  paid  by  Woodland  for  1933 
was  credited  for  1934.  In  designations  we  paid  $362.25!  This  year 
our  budget  is  $200.00  higher — not  because  of  our  willingness  to  pay, 
but  because  of  the  number  of  paying  members  reported  by  our  District. 
The  budget  apportionment  to  our  local  congregations  this  year  was 
made  on  the  basis  of  paying  members — a  fairer  basis  than  communicant 
membership. 

Camp  Rose  School  again  had  a  very  successful  session.  We  had 
24  full-time  and  7  part-time  students.  In  all  we  had  over  50  on  the 
campus.  The  usual  number  of  courses  was  offered — five.  In  the  main 
our  program  followed  that  of  previous  years.  Financially  we  made  out 
very  well.  A  balance  of  over  $100  could  be  turned  over  to  the  general 
treasury  for  current  expenses.  This  year  we  shall  have  mostly  out¬ 
side  instructors:  Rev.  C.  Hoffman  of  Portland;  Rev.  H.  L.  Streich  and 
his  son  Paul  of  St.  Louis.  Also  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  worker  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Rev.  Streich  is  coming  to  our  District  as  the  representative  of  the 
Brotherhood  and  Women’s  Union  work.  He  will  be  in  our  District 
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from  the  end  of  June  until  the  28th  or  29th  of  July  spending  about 
two  weeks  in  each  region.  I  am  sure  our  District  will  bid  him  a  hearty 
welcome  and  seek  to  profit  greatly  from  his  visit. 

Synodical  Representative 

I  am  sorry  to  report  that  our  conference  will  not  have  a  synodical 
representative,  in  its  midst  this  year.  In  a  recent  letter  to  me  Rev. 
F.  C.  Klick,  the  President,  states  his  reasons:  the  expense  involved; 
Rev.  Streich's  visit;  that  a  district  conference  must  be  held  in  1936 
and  he  feels  that  it  is  more  important  to  have  a  synodical  representa¬ 
tive  then  than  now.  He  closes:  “Do  not  feel  that  we  consider  your 
conference  of  less  important  than  the  others.  If  I  considered  my  own 
feelings  in  the  matter,  I  should  decide  to  be  with  you,  but  looking  at  it 
from  every  angle,  I  believe  I  must  decide  as  mentioned  above.  This, 
too,  is  the  opinion  of  our  Board  and  others  here  at  the  Synod  House. 

We  wish  you  a  most  blessed  conference  and  the  Spirit's  guidance 
in  all  your  deliberations.” 

Miscellaneous  Items 

Several  years  ago  our  Evangelical  church  in  Hollywood  was  re¬ 
ceived  as  a  member  of  the  Synod  on  condition  that  it  effect  its  incor¬ 
poration.  This  spring  I  finally  learned  that  the  incorporation  papers 
are  in  order.  I,  therefore,  gave  order  to  Rev.  H.  R.  Gebhardt  to  ar¬ 
range  a  service  in  which  this  congregation  could  officially  be  received 
into  membership.  Bro.  Schroeder  informs  me  that  Rev.  Branke  re¬ 
ceived  the  ocngregation  into  membership  on  Sunday,  May  the  5th. 

Rev.  Alberswerth  of  St.  Louis  sent  me  a  letter  recently  pertaining 
to  Christianity  and  Social  problems.  I  shall  give  this  letter  to  the 
committee  which  is  to  report  on  this  matter.  Rev.  Klick,  President, 
also. 

I  deem  it  a  great  privilege  to  have  been  able  to  attend  the  last  gen¬ 
eral  conference  of  our  beloved  Evangelical  Synod  and  the  first  confer¬ 
ence  of  the  merged  Church.  The  conference  took  place  on  June  26th 
and  27th,  1934,  at  Cleveland,  0.  The  other  delegates  of  our  district, 
I  know,  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say:  They  were  inspiring  and  up¬ 
lifting  days.  History  was  made  there. 

Our  Conference  Host 

Early  this  year  Rev.  O.  Satzinger  wrote  me  in  regard  to  our  dis¬ 
trict  conference  stating  that  he  would  like  to  entertain  the  same  if  St. 
John,  Woodland,  was  not  prepared  to  invite.  As  we  feared  we  could 
not  get  our  buildings  ready  in  time  for  the  conference,  I  was  very 
glad  for  this  invitation  and  wrote  Brother  Satzinger  that  the  district 
council,  no  doubt,  would  gladly  and  gratefully  accept  their  invitation. 
So  we  are  gathered  here  for  our  39th  district  conference.  A  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  is  due  this  congregation,  its  pastor  and  his  family. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  this  conference  for 
the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  me  these  four  years.  It  has  been  a 
great  pleasure  and  honor  to  me  to  serve  my  District  in  the  capacity 


of  president.  I  realize  my  shortcomings  and  pray  for  forgiveness  wher¬ 
ever  I  have  failed  in  my  duty. 

My  thanks  also  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the  Boards  for 
their  loyal  support.  May  God  richly  bless  this  conference  and  con¬ 
tinue  His  blessings  upon  our  District  and  our  Church. 

The  “R”  group  of  the  united  Church  elected  Rev.  Kowta  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  as  fraternal  delegate  to  our  conference  thinking  that  our  con¬ 
ference  would  be  in  the  northern  part  of  our  State.  Rev.  Kowta  has 
asked  someone  else  to  represent  him. 

The  California  State  Church  Federation  through  Rev.  Gebhardt 
asked  for  a  place  on  the  program.  This  request  was  granted  them  by 
Rev.  Gebhardt.  I  am  sure  the  conference  willingly  will  give  their 
representative  the  few  minutes  asked  for. 

The  fire  in  Woodland  consumed  some  of  the  district’s  property, 
such  as  the  seal,  some  of  the  records,  and  the  copy  of  the  minutes  in 
my  possession. 

As  I  was  unable  to  find  the  statistics  of  last  year  I  cannot  defi¬ 
nitely  say  whether  our  district  has  made  progress  in  the  last  year  or 
not.  To  judge  from  statements  which  have  come  to  me  I  take  it  that 
several  congregations  have  been  able  to  receive  new  members.  In  other 
respects,  also,  it  seems  progress  is  to  be  noted.

Report  of  the  Home  Mission  Board 

Dear  Brethren: 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  our  California  District  submits 
to  you  the  following  report  covering  the  Conference  years,  1933  and 
1934. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  Conference  years  we  had  7  mission  fields; 
since  then  one,  Pasadena,  has  been  added. 

We  welcome  today,  as  new  members  the  Reverends  Francis 
Schmuck,  Theodore  Schulz,  F.  Schroeder  and  0.  Geisler. 

Rev.  Gustave  Tillmanns,  who  for  many  years  was  pastor  at  San  Ra¬ 
fael,  retired  from  the  active  ministry.  We  wish  him  God’s  richest  bless¬ 
ings. 

Our  Mission  workers  have  sent  in  clear,  thorough,  and  to  our  judg¬ 
ment,  well  balanced  reports  for  which  fact  we  herewith  express  to 
them  our  sincere  gratitude. ' 

Our  work  is  making  progress  and  we  commend  all  Mission  workers 
for  faithful  work  done. 

To  convey  to  this  Conference  a  clear  vision  of  the  present  standing 
and  condition  of  the  individual  field,  we  shall  now  give  a  detailed  re¬ 
port  .... 

Pasadena. — Rev.  Albert  resigned  this  church  due  to  illness.  This 
church  being  unable  to  be  longer  self-supporting,  came  in  for  Mission 
support.  We  were  happy  to  secure  the  services  of  the  Rev.  0.  Geisler — 
he  has  taken  hold  of  the  work  in  a  splendid  way  and  reports  fine  prog- 
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ress;  though  the  work  is  slow,  the  future  is  bright.  We  have  at  Pasa¬ 
dena  a  membership  of  54  and  a  Sunday  school  of  25.  The  field  is  being 
supported  with  $92.50  per  month,  besides  the  $600  the  congregation 
raises  per  annum.  Has  parsonage. 

Casa  Grande,  Arizona. — The  work  at  Casa  Grande  is  very  slow,  and 
not  in  keeping  with  the  expenses  involved.  Rev.  Albrecht,  therefore, 
volunteered  to  do  this  work  for  $40  per  month.  Casa  Grande  remains 
a  stragetic  point  for  further  work  in  Arizona — we  should  hold  what 
we  have  and  look  forward  toward  better  days.  We  have  a  membership 
of  16  and  a  Sunday  school  of  24.  The  field  is  being  supported  with  $40 
per  month. 

Long  Beach,  Calif. — We  commend  the  untiring  effort  of  Rev.  Theo¬ 
dor  Schulz  in  behalf  of  this  field.  Though  discouraged,  he  has 
worked  faithfully  and  is  beginning  to  see  results.  The  future  for  Long 
Beach  is  by  no  means  bright — the  city  seems  to  be  well  churched.  How¬ 
ever,  we  should  continue  this  work  for  there  should  be  a  place  for  an 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church.  Due  to  the  generosity  of  Zion 
Evangelical  Church,  Indianapolis,  and  the  Central  Mission  Board,  this 
church  was  able  to  reduce  its  indebtedness  to  $16,360.43.  Membership 
54,  Sunday  school  91;  the  field  is  being  supported  with  $76.50  per 
month. 

San  Bruno,  California. — San  Bruno  has  revived  to  a  great  extent. 
Under  the  able  leadership  of  Rev.  Theo.  Tillmanns — The  Church  prop¬ 
erty  has  been  completely  remodeled  and  we  have  now  the  outstanding 
church  property  in  San  Bruno.  He  has  gathered  loyal  Evangelical  peo¬ 
ple  and  organized  them  on  a  solid  Evangelical  basis.  There  are  now 
20  paying  members,  and  a  Sunday  school  of  30.  This  little  group 
raised  over  $1200  per  year,  which  speaks  well  for  the  loyalty  and  sac¬ 
rificial  spirit  of  the  people.  It  is  our  judgment  that  this  field  will  have 
to  be  supported  for  many  years  to  come,  but  in  the  end  the  result  will 
outweigh  the  expenses.  San  Bruno  contributes  $20.00  per  month 
towards  the  Pastor’s  salary;  the  Central  Board  supports  this  field  with 
$105.00  per  month.  Has  parsonage. 

San  Rafael,  California. — Rev.  Schmuck  is  doing  fine  work  at  San 
Rafael.  The  results  of  which  should  be  noticeable  in  the  years  to  come 
The  San  Francisco  Golden  Gate  Bridge  should  benefit  this  territory 
This  field  is  also  far  from  becoming  self-supporting.  It  is  my  opinion 
that  the  San  Rafael  Old  People’s  Home  and  the  Church  should  be  taken 
care  of  by  one  man.  In  this  way  our  Board  would  save  money  and 
the  Pastor  would  be  kept  busy.  San  Rafael  has  a  membership  of  65 
and  a  Sunday  school  of  18.  The  field  is  being  supported  with  $82.50 
per  month.  Has  parsonage. 

Hollywood ,  Calif. — We  had  hoped  that  this  church  would  unite  with 
the  Reformed  Church  of  Hollywood  and  thus  form  a  strong  congrega¬ 
tion;  apparently  these  plans  are  far  from  maturing.  Rev.  Schroeder 
has  taken  hold  of  this  work  in  a  splendid  way  and  is  to  be  commended 
for  his  service.  Rev.  Schroeder  will  report  on  the  possibility  of  unit¬ 
ing  these  two  churches.  If  there  should  be  a  field  for  both  churches, 
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we  recommend  that  both  fields  be  worked  to  the  very  limit  and  a  pastor 
be  called  for  the  work  at  Hollywood.  Membership  28;  Sunday  school 
over  30.  This  field  is  being  supported  with  $58.20. 

City  Terrace,  Calif . — The  work  at  City  Terrace  seems  to  be  pro¬ 
gressing  at  a  satisfactory  rate.  The  pastor  now  devotes  his  full  time 
to  this  field  and  reports  a  splendid  increase  in  the  Sunday  school.  The 
outlook  for  this  field  is  bright.  Membership  54;  Sunday  school  88.  The 
field  is  being  supported  with  $82.50  per  month.  Has  parsonage. 

St.  John's,  Los  Angeles,  Calif. — Rev.  Gebhardt  has  worked  faith¬ 
fully  in  this  field,  but  the  depression  seems  to  be  undermining  the  work. 
The  outlook  for  this  Congregation  is  darker  than  for  many  years.  We 
commend  the  people  and  the  pastor  for  the  fine  spirit  and  loyalty.  It 
would  be  splendid  if  some  financial  help  could  be  found  for  this  church. 
Membership  158;  Sunday  school  137.  This  field  is  being  supported 
with  $79.80  per  month.

Report  of  the  District  Budget  Secretary 
Rev.  H.  R.  Gebhardt,  Reporting 

The  report  submitted  to  the  special  conference  last  May  showed 
that  our  District  raised  $3079.10  or  96 .22%  of  its  budget  for  the  year 
1933.  That  placed  it  at  the  top  of  the  list  of  Districts  in  the  entire 
Synod.  Thus  for  the  fourth  consecutive  time  our  District  headed  the 
list. 

Again  we  have  oversubscribed  our  budget  this  year  for  the  second 
time  in  the  history  of  our  District.  It  proves  the  wisdom  of  our  de¬ 
cision  at  the  last  conference,  namely,  to  assist  in  the  Synodical  Recov¬ 
ery  plan  by  endeavoring  to  pay  our  budget  100%  and  more.  The  sta¬ 
tistic  for  the  year  1934  follows:

Eight  of  our  churches  paid  their  quota  100%  and  more;  six  paid 
75%  and  more;  one  paid  more  than  50%  and  only  two  fell  below  the 
half  way  mark.  Our  Budget  for  1934  was  $3100  and  our  payments 
amounted  to  $3216.37  giving  our  District  a  percentage  of  103  plus.  Only 
two  other  Districts — Montana  and  Canada  succeeded  in  reaching  the

Brotherhood  Report 

The  membership  of  the  6  Brotherhoods  reporting  is  119.  We  do 
not  feel  discouraged  because  of  the  small  number  of  Men’s  organi¬ 
zations.  Small  numbers  never  discourage  us  in  California,  nor  do 
they  give  rise  to  any  particular  elation.  The  small  number  of  men 
are  either  already  enlisted  in  active  church  work,  such  as  Sunday 
School  work  or  Church  Council,  or  else  they  show  no  sign  of  encour¬ 
agement  for  efficient  leadership. 

The  most  outstanding  and  the  largest  Brotherhood  is  that  of  St. 
Mark’s,  Oakland.  They  have  come  to  the  fore  with  fine  worthwhile 
programs  and  belong  to  the  Brotherhood  Federation.  It  has  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  35.  They  meet  in  the  homes  of  members,  carry  out  our 
national  Federation  program,  take  in  new  members  and  have  some 
outstanding  speaker  who  brings  a  timely  topic,  which  is  being  dis¬ 
cussed.  It  frequently  contributes  to  the  membership  of  the  church, 
and  is  now  organizing  a  group  to  take  charge  of  the  services  in  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  Pastor.  A  Recreation  Committee  arranges  for  bowling 
and  other  interesting  sports  for  men.  This  organization  and  others 
who  carry  out  an  interesting  program  are  to  be  commended  for  their 


interest  and  progress  in  Kingdom  work.

Resolutions  Presented  and  Adopted 
Synodical  President’s  Report 

1.  The  California  District  endorses  the  sentiment  expressed  in 
President  F.  C.  Klick’s  report,  based  on  Acts  20:  28 — that  we  examine 


ourselves  and  become  clear  in  our  own  mind  where  we  stand,  what 
we  have  accomplished  and  where  we  have  failed. 

2.  We  realize  as  a  District,  that,  if  we  are  conformed  to  the  world 
as  a  Church  and  if  we  use  worldly  methods  to  build  the  Church,  we 
lose  the  respect  among  those  on  the  outside.  We,  therefore,  make  it 
mandatory  to  every  congregation  of  our  District  not  to  use  wordly 
methods  to  build  their  church. 

3.  As  a  District  we  dare  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the 
business  of  the  Church,  first  of  all  to  preach  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God,  who  has  purchased,  redeemed  and  delivered  us  with  His  own 
blood.  We  can  not  feed  the  souls  and  we  are  not  real  shepherds  of 
our  flocks  if  we  are  not  faithful  in  this  matter.  It  is  furthermore  the 
business  of  the  Church  to  speak  out  clearly  against  the  many  sins  of 
our  days. 

4.  The  California  District  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Paul 
Press  for  his  splendid  service  as  President  of  the  Synod.  We  also  pray 
for  God’s  blessing  for  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  our  new  President  and  we 
promise  to  support  him  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

5.  As  God  has  called  21  pastors,  one  commissioned  worker  and 
23  Pastors’  wives,  widows  and  teachers’  widows  to  their  reward  we 
express  our  sentiment  through  the  word  of  the  Holy  Scripture  “Blessed 
are  the  dead,  which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth;  yea,  saith  the 
spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow 
them.”  Rev.  14:  13. 

Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  The  California  District  agrees  in  general  with  the  opinion  of 
the  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  as  to  the  religious, 
economic  and  social  conditions  existing  in  our  country. 

2.  The  California  District  favors  the  establishment  of  a  “Board 
of  Christian  Life”. 

3.  The  California  District  recommends  the  functions  which  the 
Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  suggests  for  the 
Board  of  Christian  Life. 

4.  The  California  District  hopes  that  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church  will  be  able  to  appropriate  such  funds  as  are  necessary 
to  adequately  carry  on  such  work. 

Extension  Fund  Board 

The  California  District  commends  the  Extension  Fund  Board  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  it  handled  very  wisely  and  conservatively 
its  investments,  allotting  practically  all  its  available  funds  to  those 
churches  who  are  in  distress.  We  encourage  the  close  cooperation  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board  with  the  Extension  Fund  Board. 

Board  of  Endowment 

The  California  District  commends  the  Board  of  Endowment  and 
Trust  Fund  at  this  time,  when  the  full  pressure  of  the  present  economic 
crisis  is  felt,  for  the  excellent  way  in  which  it  has  carried  on  its  work. 
We  rejoice  that  the  Board  has  not  sustained  any  actual  loss  of  funds, 
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and  they  are  to  be  commended  for  the  excellent  judgment  they  have 
used  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  Board. 

District  President's  Report 

1.  The  California  District  concurs  with  its  President  that  our 
congregations  must  not  merely  increase  in  numbers  but  grow  spir¬ 
itually. 

2.  To  the  Rev.  G.  Tillmanns  who  has  retired  from  the  active  min¬ 
istry  after  55  years  of  faithful  service,  the  California  District  extends 
its  best  wishes  for  a  well  deserved  rest  and  prays  God's  richest  bless¬ 
ings  to  rest  upon  him. 

3.  The  California  District  wishes  the  Revs.  Schmuck,  Schroeder 
and  Geisler  every  success  in  their  new  field  of  labor. 

4.  While  the  California  District  deplores  the  extremely  heavy  loss 
that  was  sustained  by  the  Woodland  congregation,  it  rejoices  that  by 
the  Grace  of  God  and  renewed  faith  and  efforts  of  the  congregation 
they  will  dedicate  their  new  church,  Bible  School  Hall  and  parsonage 
on  Sunday,  June  2nd,  1935. 

5.  The  California  District  rejoices  with  the  San  Bruno  congrega¬ 
tion  in  the  remodelling  and  renovating  program  just  completed;  St. 
Matthew's  of  San  Rafael  on  the  addition  of  two  rooms  to  the  parson¬ 
age  and  St.  Mark’s  of  Oakland  on  its  debt  reduction  of  $1500.00  and 
the  installation  of  the  Reich  old  Lighting  system;  also  Zion’s  of  Long 
Beach  on  its  debt  reduction. 

6.  The  California  District  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  its  budget 
was  raised  104%  and  does  hereby  approve  the  local  budget  apportion¬ 
ment  on  the  basis  of  paying  members  rather  than  communicant  mem¬ 
bers. 

7.  The  California  wishes  to  thank  sincerely  the  Rev.  G.  Satzinger 
and  his  congregation  for  their  willingness  to  entertain  the  conference. 

8.  The  California  District  recommends  that  due  to  the  loss  of 
certain  records,  the  corporation  seal,  office  equipment,  etc.,  in  the  fire 
at  Woodland,  the  President  be  authorized  to  replace  such  equipments 
as  are  necessary  to  carry  on  his  work. 

9.  The  California  District  recognizes  the  vast  amount  of  time  and 
effort  put  into  the  District  work  by  President  Saenger  and  wishes  to 
express  to  him  our  sincere  thanks  for  his  untiring  efforts. 

10.  The  California  District  accepts  the  invitation  of  the  Wood¬ 
land  congregation  to  hold  the  1936  conference  in  their  church. 

Central  Board  of  Home  Missions 

The  California  District  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  there  are  still  100 
earnest  faithful  Home  Missionaries  who  untiringly  labor  in  the  vine¬ 
yard  of  our  Lord  and  Master.  At  eventide  their  reward  will  be  great. 

The  executive  Board,  as  well  as  our  District  Board  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  especially  earns  the  hearty  commendation  and  co-operation  of 
our  District. 

District  Home  Missions 

We  welcome  in  the  mission  work  of  our  District  the  Revs.  F. 
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Schmuck,  A.  Schroeder,  T.  Schulz  and  G.  Geisler  and  express  our  ap¬ 
preciation  for  the  efficient  work  all  our  missionaries  have  done  in  their 
respective  fields  during  the  Synodical  year. 

Pension  and  Relief 

The  California  District  is  grateful  to  our  God  that  despite  adverse 
conditions  prevailing  in  our  social  economic  life,  our  pensioners  could 
be  awarded  their  pension  during  the  past  Synodical  year. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  in  the  ensuing  year  the  Eden  Publishing 
House  will  be  enabled  to  meet  its  obligation  towards  the  Fund. 

We  most  heartily  thank  the  Pension  Board  for  its  unselfish  and 
efficient  work  during  the  past  Synodical  year. 

Federation  of  Evangelical  Charities 

The  California  District  commends  most  heartily  the  24  institutions 
of  charity  of  our  Synod  to  our  constituency,  but  also  reminds  our  con¬ 
gregations  of  the  adage  that  charity  begins  at  home. 

Eden  Theological  Seminary 

We  rejoice  over  the  fact  that  the  uniting  of  the  Central  Seminary 
of  the  Reformed  Church  with  our  Eden  Seminray  has  proved  such  a 
happy  experience. 

We  heartily  approve  the  phase  of  the  curriculum  known  as  field 
work. 

Elmhurst  College 

The  California  District  congratulates  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College  on  the  accreditation  and  as  a  District  will  do  all  it  can, 
by  encouragement,  gifts  and  prayer  to  help  maintain  the  standards 
the  Board  has  set. 

The  parents  of  our  churches  should  consider  our  own  Christian 
denominational  institutions  of  learning  when  their  children’s  educa¬ 
tion  is  under  consideration,  so  that  the  religious  element  of  education 
shall  find  its  rightful  emphasis  in  their  lives. 

Women’s  Union 

The  California  District  recommends  that  all  societies  promote  fam¬ 
ily  devotion,  that  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Missions  be  observed  in  some 
manner  in  all  our  societies  and  that  they  participate  in  the  “Church 
Paper  Week”  October  20-27. 

Religious  Education 

Resolved  that  our  churches,  Sunday  schools  and  various  auxiliary 
societies  make  greater  use  of  the  Church’s  agencies  and  facilities  for 
visual  education  and  that  more  liberal  use  be  made  of  the  Service  Li¬ 
brary  which  has  been  especially  built  up  to  serve  Church  School 
workers. 

Board  of  Publication 

It  seems  from  the  report  that  the  close  proximity  of  the  Chicago 
Branch  to  the  main  Publishing  House,  the  exceptionally  large  loss  in 
this  branch,  would  indicate  that  the  branch  office  in  these  days  of  fast 
transportation  and  business  efficiency  is  so  expensive  that  it  should  be 
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considered  superfluous.  We  note,  on  the  contrary,  the  gratifying  de¬ 
cision  to  merge  the  three  denominational  church  papers  into  one,  under 
the  title  of  “The  Messenger”  to  be  issued  in  October.  Your  Committee 
urges  upon  the  churches  and  all  members  the  constant  support  of  the 
church  business  House  in  preference  over  others  even  when  such  sup¬ 
port  consumes  more  time  and  entails  some  inconveniences. 

Foreign  Mission 

The  California  District  gladly  acknowledges  that  the  members  of 
the  District  have  through  the  Synodical  budget  contributed  $1000.00  to 
the  cause  of  foreign  Missions,  a  matter  of  one  dollar  per  member,  and 
that  many  Women’s  organizations  have  made  special  gifts  to  various 
fields. 

We  deem  it  a  privilege  to  be  identified  with  the  splendid  and  far- 
reaching  missionary  work  done  and  carried  on  by  the  Reformed 
Church  with  whom  our  own  Synod  has  merged. 

We  appreciate  the  encouragement  and  the  challenge  afforded  by 
reports  from  almost  all  mission  fields  that  the  hearts  of  men  and 
women  are  open  wider  than  ever  before  to  the  Christian  Gospel  in 
spite  of  adverse  economic  and  social  conditions  throughout  the  world 
—  particularly  as  this  eagerness  is  apparent  among  the  Mohammedans 
and  Jews. 

Family  Worship 

We  recommend  that  the  District  institute  arrangements  whereby 
the  importance  and  desirability  of  the  Family  Altar  be  urged  upon 
each  family  in  the  District  and  whereby  assistance  be  offered  them  in 
the  institution  of  family  worship. 

Young  People’s  League 

We  recommend  that,  whereas  the  Y.  P.  L.  of  today  will  become  the 
back-bone  of  the  congregations  of  tomorrow,  and,  as  the  boys  and  girls 
of  that  age  are  getting  altogether  too  much  anti-christian  teachings  in 
the  Public  School  of  today,  we  as  a  Church  are  responsible  for  these 
young  souls,  which  are  tempted  to  follow  the  pathway  of  least  resist¬ 
ance  unless  we  as  a  churchbody  resist.  We  therefore  lay  all  possible 
stress  on  gathering  and  organizing  into  societies  all  young  people 
within  our  reach  for  the  purpose  of  instilling  and  cultivating  in  their 
hearts  Love  of  Christ  as  their  personal  Saviour. 

General  Resolutions 

The  39th  Conference  of  the  California  District  deeply  appreciates 
the  cordial  hospitality  extended  by  Immanuel  Evangelical  Church  and 
the  Pastor,  Rev.  O.  Satzinger  and  his  family. 

The  conference  extends  its  thanks  to  Rev.  C.  Saenger  for  his  able 
and  willing  services  as  President  of  the  District. 

The  conference  extends  its  thanks  to  Rev.  B.  J.  Koehler  for  his 
faithful  service  as  Secretary  of  the  District  for  the  past  six  years, 
regrets  his  transfer  from  our  District  to  the  Southern  Illinois  District 
and  wishes  him  and  his  family  Godspeed  and  happiness  in  his  new 
field  of  service. 
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Resolved,  that  the  District  Council  be  given  authority  to  gather 
information  regarding  the  usual  conference  traveling  expenses  and  to 
prorate  these  expenses  among  the  churches  of  the  District  according 
to  paying  membership  of  the  churches.  This  is  to  be  added  to  the  Dis¬ 
trict  budget  as  a  part  of  the  budget  and  collected  before  the  District 
conference.  Unless  this  District  budget  is  paid  in  advance  the  pastor 
and  the  delegate  shall  not  share  in  the  traveling  expenses  until  such 
budget  be  paid.

The  conference  opened  on  Thursday,  April  25,  at  7  P.  M.,  with  a 
communion  service  in  which  the  President  of  our  Synod,  Rev.  F.  C. 
Klick,  preached  in  the  German  language  on  John  21:  16.  At  the  close 
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of  the  service  the  pastor  of  Zion  Church,  Rev.  Hy.  Baumgaertel,  wel¬ 
comed  the  Conference. 

The  first  business  session  of  the  Conference  was  held  on  Friday 
morning,  preceded  by  devotions  led  by  Rev.  Hy.  Kauerz  on  the  basis 
of  Ps.  91.  The  President  of  the  District,  Rev.  Hy.  Baumgaertel,  was 
unanimously  chosen  as  moderator  and  Rev.  A.  C.  Kroehler  as  secretary 
pro  tern.,  as  our  secretary,  Rev.  G.  T.  Zucher,  was  unable  to  be  here 
on  time. 

The  President  of  our  Synod,  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  acted  as  synodi¬ 
cal  representative,  and  at  this  time  addressed  the  Conference. 

It  was  voted  to  reconsider  the  resolution  of  last  year’s  Conference 
in  regard  to  the  official  language  of  the  Conference,  and  decided  to 
continue  with  the  German  language,  but  to  have  the  transactions  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  English  language. 

Then  followed  the  report  of  the  District  President  and  that  of  the 
District  Board  for  Home  Missions,  read  by  the  President,  Rev.  Hy. 
Baumgaertel. 

Rev.  M.  Schoenhaar  was  appointed  as  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Noon  recess,  12  to  1  o’clock. 

Conference  committee  work,  1  to  2  o’clock. 

Second  business  session  opened  with  devotion  led  by  Rev.  R. 
Schroedel. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  that  up  to  this  time  eight 
delegates  had  come.  These  were  granted  a  seat  and  -vote  in  the  meet¬ 
ings.  There  were  ten  pastors  present  from  our  District. 

Rev.  Zucher  now  read  the  report  of  the  District  Budget  Secretary, 
also  that  of  the  District  Treasurer,  Mr.  Alex.  Oblander,  who  was  un¬ 
able  to  be  present. 

From  2:45  to  3:15  separate  meetings  of  pastors  and  delegates  were 
held. 

It  was  moved  by  the  Ministerial  group  and  voted  by  the  Confer¬ 
ence  that  Rev.  Reinhard  M.  Schroedel  be  received  as  member  of  the 
Synod. 

A  very  fine  paper  was  read  by  Rev.  G.  T.  Zucher  on  the  subject: 
“Confirmation,  Its  History,  Its  Blessings,  and  Its  Problems.”  The  Con¬ 
ference  expressed  its  gratitude  for  the  paper  and  entered  into  a  lively 
discussion  concerning  its  contents. 

The  first  day  of  business  was  brought  to  a  close  with  a  memorial 
address  for  the  members  of  our  Synod  who  have  fallen  asleep,  by  our 
Senior  Pastor,  Rev.  G.  A.  Schmidt.  His  thoughts  were  based  on  the 
words:  “Precious  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord  is  the  death  of  His  saints.” 

At  the  evening  services  Rev.  M.  Schoenhaar  spoke  in  the  German 
language  on  Acts  9:5,  6,  His  topic  was  “Home  Missions.”  Rev.  A. 
C.  Kroehler  followed  with  an  address  in  the  English  language  on 
“Foreign  Missions,”  based  on  Romans  15:  20,  21. 

The  second  day  of  the  Conference  was  opened  with  a  devotion  by 
Rev.  Wm.  Schumann,  based  on  the  23rd  Psalm. 
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The  minutes  of  the  previous  day  were  read  and  approved. 

Election  of  officers  followed.  Rev.  M.  Schoenhaar  was  elected  as 
President  of  our  District;  Rev.  D.  Buchmueller,  Vice-President;  Rev. 
A.  C.  Kroehler,  Secretary;  Mr.  Alex.  Oblander,  Treasurer;  Mr.  J.  Aab, 
Rev.  Wm.  Cramm,  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Krueger,  members  of  the  District 
Home  Mission  Board;  Mr.  J.  Pitsch  and  Rev.  Wm.  Schumann,  members 
of  the  District  Council. 

Resolutions 
Synodical  President 

1.  The  Colorado  District  finds  itself  in  agreement  with  President 
Klick  concerning  the  need  for  examining  ourselves,  that  we  may  know 
what  we  have  accomplished  and  wherein  we  have  failed,  but  it  be¬ 
lieves  the  prevailing  note  of  defeat  among  so  many  Christian  leaders 
has  been  vastly  overemphasized,  and  is  not  convinced  that  the  church 
has  lost  the  respect  of  the  world. 

2.  The  Colorado  District  believes  that  there  is  a  growing  convic¬ 
tion  among  churchmen  that  it  is  the  church's  business  to  preach  Christ, 
and  that  a  very  large  majority  of  pastors  are  taking  a  decided  stand 
against  social  injustice  and  racial  inequality,  as  well  as  against  all 
disregard  of  human  and  divine  law  among  rich  and  poor  alike. 

3.  The  District  regrets  the  resign tion  of  Rev.  Paul  Press  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Synod  and  wishes  him  God’s  choicest  blessings. 

4.  The  Colorado  District  welcomes  the  new  President,  the  Rev. 
F.  C,  Klick,  appreciates  the  sacrifice  he  has  made  in  leaving  his  church, 
in  which  he  was  honored  and  beloved,  wishes  him  success  in  the  diffi¬ 
cult  work  he  has  undertaken  to  do,  and  pledges  him  its  wholehearted 
support  in  his  plans  for  the  future. 

5.  While  the  Colorado  District  fully  appreciates  the  services  of 
the  promotional  officials  of  the  church,  it  suggests  that  the  whole  work 
of  promotion  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  new  committee  of  seven  men, 
carefully  chosen  from  various  walks  of  life  and  whose  business  it  will 
be  to  restudy  the  whole  unfortunate  situation  that  has  developed  in 
regard  to  synodical  finances  and  undertake  an  entirely  new  leadership. 

6.  The  District  appreciates  the  services  of  the  executive  secre¬ 
taries  of  the  administrative  board,  and  believes  the  Board  of  Directors 
might  well  be  guided  largely  by  their  suggestions  and  recommenda¬ 
tions,  as  they  are  in  closer  touch  with  existing  conditions  than  any¬ 
one  else. 

7.  The  District  cannot  see  how  the  calling  of  District  Conferences 
can  be  avoided  for  the  year  1936,  as  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  thor¬ 
ough  discussion  of  the  new  constitution,  to  be  submitted  next  year,  is 
an  inescapable  prerequisite  of  the  successful  working  of  the  whole  plan 
of  the  union. 

Synodical  Treasurer 

1.  The  Colorado  District  thanks  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod,  Mr. 
F.  Keck,  for  his  comprehensive  report  and  for  his  careful  and  con¬ 
scientious  discharge  of  his  duties. 
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2.  We  recommend  this  report  to  our  congregations  for  careful 
study. 

3.  The  district  extends  its  thanks  to  all  who  have  loaned  monies 
to  the  Synod  either  directly  or  in  the  form  of  annuities. 

Central  Board  for  Home  Missions 

1.  We  agree  with  the  Central  Board  for  Home  Missions  that  with 
changing  methods* which  need  to  be  employed,  the  purpose  of  our 
work  must  remain  unchanged. 

2.  It  gives  us  joy  to  note  that  four  congregations  have  become 
self-sustaining,  and  we  trust  that  this  example  will  spur  other  mission 
churches  to  reach  the  same  goal. 

3.  We  recommend  that  our  churches  acquaint  themselves  with 
the  mission  work  of  the  Reformed  branch  of  our  church. 

4.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberal  contribution  which  the 
Women’s  Union  made  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 

5.  We  approve  the  plans  of  the  Central  Board  to  unite  smaller 
churches  or  to  combine  them  in  parishes. 

Foreign  Missions 

The  Colorado  District  takes  cognizance  of  the  favorable  develop¬ 
ment  of  our  mission  fields  in  India  and  Honduras  and  reminds  its 
pastors  and  congregations  of  their  duties  toward  this  cause. 

Evangelical  League 

We  hope  that  the  National  Youth  Convention  in  1936  can  be  held 
as  a  joint  meeting  with  the  young  people  of  the  Reformed  group. 

Extension  Fund 

We  are  thankful  toward  our  Church  Extension  Board  for  the  sup¬ 
port  which  they  have  given  to  individual  churches  through  loans. 
We  urge  churches  of  our  District  to  make  every  effort  to  pay  off  their 
indebtedness. 

Charities 

The  Colorado  District  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  good  work 
done  by  our  charitable  institutions,  and  wishes  them  .God’s  richest 
blessings  for  their  further  ministry  of  mercy. 

Endowments  and  Trust  Funds 

The  Colorado  District  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  board  mem¬ 
bers  for  their  faithful  services  as  stewards  of  the  funds  entrusted  to 
them,  and  is  glad  that  they  have  been  able,  to  do  their  work  so  well 
in  these  most  difficult  times. 

Elmhurst  College 

1.  The  Colorado  District  is  glad  that  Elmhurst  College  has  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  which 
speaks  for  the.  high  standard  of  the  school. 
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2.  The  District  urges  all  churches  to  give  their  full  support  to 
Elmhurst  College  for  we  need  schools  which  put  the  emphasis  on  char¬ 
acter  development  and  Christian  education. 

Women’s  Union 

1.  The  Colorado  District  holds  to  its  resolution  of  last  year  to 
leave  it  to  our  District  Officers  to  try  to  start  a  District  Federation, 
and  believes  that  our  officers  will  know  when  the*  time  has  come  to 
do  so. 

2.  The  Colorado  District  recommends  to  its  ministers  and  Ladies’ 
Aid  Presidents  to  use  as  much  as  possible  of  the  material  furnished 
by  our  Synod  for  the  Evangelical  Women’s  Union,  and  especially  all 
that  will  increase  the  interest  for  our  Synodical  work,  e.  g.,  the  monthly 
programs,  “Our  Work,”  and  “Fliegende  Missionsblaetter.” 

Religious  Education 

The  Colorado  District  asks  its  District  Council  to  make  plans  in 
the  near  future  for  a  few  days  of  some  kind  of  Bible  Institute,  or 
E.  L.  T.  S.,  or  S.  S.  Institute,  or  Y.  P.  Convention  to  bring  our  young 
people  to  a  fuller  understanding  of  the  Bible  and  the  Christian  Life 
and  to  make  them  better  fitted  to  help  in  our  church  work. 

Social  Problems 

The  Colorado  District  agrees  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission 
on  Social  Problems  that  it  is  most  of  all  our  brutal  selfishness  which 
is  the  main  cause  of  all  our  Social  Problems,  and  that  it  is  only  the 
grace  of  God  that  He  has  patience  with  us  even  until  now.  We  as  a 
small  District  are  well  aware  that  all  we  can  do  is  to  surrender  our 
own  selfish  will  and  way  to  God  and,  as  a  part  of  our  Synod,  seek  more 
earnestly  to  do  the  will  of  God  personally  and  in  our  church  work. 

Mutual  Fire  Insurance 

We,  the  Colorado  District,  thank  God  for  the  splendid  Mutual  Fire 
and  Storm  Association  we  have,  and  that  this  association  was  able  to 
pay  for  losses  in  the  sum  of  $52,000.00  last  year  and  still  is  in  a  sound 
financial  condition.  It  is  a  privilege  to  have  such  an  association  and  a 
success  which  God  has  given  that  this  association  could  accomplish 
its  new  policy  form  with  a  better  contract  and  a  wider  coverage. 

Report  of  District  President 

1.  With  grateful  heart  the  Colorado  District  praises  God  for  the 
manifestation  of  His  wonderful  grace  and  patient  forbearance  which 
the  Colorado  District  has  experienced  in  the  past  30  years  of  its  exist¬ 
ence.

The  arrangement  of  his  itinerary  we  entrust  to  our  District  Council. 

6.  We  gratefully  appreciate  the  conscientious  work  of  our  worthy 
President,  Hy.  Baumgaertel,  during  the  four  years  he  has  served  us. 
May  the  Father  in  Heaven  reward  him  for  all  he  has  done.  In  this 
expression  of  thanks  we  include  all  the  officers  of  our  District.

Mission  Board  for  their  labors. 

2.  Our  District  is  thankful  for  the  union  which  took  place  in 
Ft.  Morgan,  and  welcomes  Peace  Church  into  our  midst.  We  wish 
God’s  blessing  upon  this  united  church. 

3.  We  leave  the  matter  of  dealing  with  the  situation  at  Grand 
Junction  and  Lingle  to  the  Mission  Board.

The  District  thanks  its  Treasurer,  Mr.  Alex.  Oblander,  for  his  faith¬ 
ful  services.  The  committee  has  examined  his  books  and  found  them 
to  be  correct  and  free  him  from  further  obligations. 

Traveling  Expenses 

The  Committee  on  Traveling  Expenses  reported  a  total  expense  of 
$40.47.  Upon  their  motion  it  was  voted  to  raised  the  prorated  amount 
of  $3.37  to  $3.40  and  to  turn  over  the  small  surplus  to  the  District 
Treasury. 


A  gratification  of  $5.00  was  voted  for  the  janitor  of  Zion  Church 
for  his  additional  work. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  to  have  the  minutes  of  the  Conference 
printed  together  with  the  minutes  of  the  other  District  Conferences, 
if  possible,  and  that  in  abbreviated  form. 

The  business  sessions  of  the  Conference  were  brought  to  a  close 
at  3:30  P.  M.,  Saturday,  but  for  a  brief  meeting  at  6  o’clock  to  hear 
the  remainder  of  the  minutes.

At  the  close  of 
this  service  the  newly  elected  officers  of  the  District  were  installed  by 
Rev.  Klick.

Krueger  and  Rev.  A.  C.  Kroehler  addressed  the  young  people. 

After  Young  People’s  meeting  the  closing  service  of  the  Confer¬ 
ence  was  held.  Rev.  Wm.  Cramm  spoke  in  the  English  language  on 
Ps.  96:  8,  and  Rev.  G.  T.  Zucher  in  the  German  on  John  7:  37-39. 

Our  newly  elected  President,  Rev.  M.  Schoenhaar,  expressed  the 
heartfelt  gratitude  of  the  Conference  toward  Zion  congregation  and 
their  pastor  with  his  family.  Thereupon  the  Conference  was  declared 
adjourned  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  adopted  on  Saturday  after¬ 
noon.

Introduction 

The  Indiana  District  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  N.  A.  assembled 
for  its  46th  Annual  Conference  from  May  17  to  21  at  the  beautiful  and 
spacious  St.  Luke  Evangelical  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.  The  fine  south¬ 
ern  hospitality  of  both  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Henry  C.  Koch  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  congregation  contributed  largely  to  the  splendid  spirit  pre¬ 
vailing  throughout  the  days  of  the  Conference  and  was  appreciated  by 
all  in  attendance.  The  conference  theme  was  “Every  Member  Kingdom- 
minded,”  the  biblical  reference,  St.  John  15:  5,  “I  am  the  vine,  ye  are 
the  branches.” 

Sermons  and  Addresses 

The  Memorial  and  Communion  Service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev. 
Paul  F.  Hausmann,  his  sermon  topic  being  ‘The  Ultimate  Goal  of  Life.” 
The  morning  devotions  were  in  charge  of  laymen  of  Louisville,  Ky., 
as  follows:  “Our  Christian  Duty,”  by  Mr.  Fred  Kratch;  “United  Forces,” 
by  Mr.  E.  Ritter;  “Mountains  of  Work,”  by  Mr.  Fred  Diehl.  The  con¬ 
ference  sermons  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  J.  Otto  Reller  on  “What 
the  Spirit  Says  to  the  Churches”;  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Schnake  on  “The  Pres¬ 
ent-day  Challenge  to  the  Churches”;  the  Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  Richards  on  “The 
House  of  God— the  Church  of  the  Living  God.”  Informative  and  in¬ 
spirational  addresses  were  delivered  by  the  Rev.  A.  E.  Klick  on  “The 
Present  Status  of  the  United  Church  Constitution”;  the  Rev.  Rufus  E. 
Clement,  Dean  of  the  Louisville  Municipal  College,  on  “The  Church  and 
Race  Relations”;  the  Rev.  Timothy  Lehmann,  President  of  Elmhurst 
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College,  on  “The  Present-day  Problems  and  Challenges  of  Religious 
Education  and  the  Religious  College”;  the  Dr.  L.  J.  Sherrill,  Professor 
of  Religious  Education,  Presbyterian  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky.,  on 
“Present  Trends  in  Christian  Education.”  The  ministers'  session  was 
in  charge  of  the  Rev.  F.  P.  Puhlmann  and  the  Rev.  S.  P.  Bittner  spoke 
on  the  “Pension.”  The  laity  session  was  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
J.  F.  Frohbieter  and  the  attorney,  Mr.  Alfred  C.  Krueger  of  Louisville, 
Ky.,  addressed  the  laity  on  the  subject  “Sustaining  Energies  in  the 
Service  of  Christ.” 

Business 

The  Rev.  A.  E.  Klick  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  was  elected  Moderator  of 
the  Conference  and  Dr.  H.  G.  Weiss  of  Evansville,  Ind.,  was  elected  the 
Vice-Moderator.  Annual  reports  were  read  by  the  District  President, 
the  Rev.  F.  P.  Puhlmann,  the  Budget  Report  by  the  Rev.  A.  G.  Schnake, 
Home  Mission  Report  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Scheer,  Board  of  Religious 
Education  Report  by  the  Rev.  M.  Baas,  Young  People's  Leagues  by  the 
Rev.  F.  Fahrenkamp,  Pension  Board  by  the  Rev.  G.  Krumm,  District 
Fire  Insurance  by  the  Rev.  T.  Goebel,  Orphans’  Society  by  the  Rev.  F. 
Schueler  and  Reports  by  the  Regional  Conference  Presidents.  As  usual, 
all  reports  were  received  and  referred  for  consideration  and  action  to 
the  proper  Commissions. 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  Meusch,  Secretary  of  the  Synod  and  Executive  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  presented  synodical 
matters  to  the  Conference. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  Richards,  President  of  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church,  brought  greetings  from  the  Texas  District,  a  Confer¬ 
ence  which  he  had  attended  previous  to  his  arrival  at  the  Indiana  Dis¬ 
trict  Conference. 

Dr.  Bruce  Cameron,  Secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society,  re¬ 
ported  on  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  and  urged  the  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  oncoming  anniversary  of  the  printing  of  the  English 
Bible. 

The  Revs.  V.  E.  Langhorst  and  K.  C.  Rathert  were  received  into  the 
membership  of  the  Conference  and  District  and  Synod. 

The  rate  of  equalization  of  traveling  expenses  for  the  ministers 
and  lay-delegates  was  adopted  at  $3.60  and  $4.80,  respectively. 

Resolutions 
District  President 

1.  We  believe  with  the  President  of  the  District  that  if  the  Church 
will  emphasize  the  essentials  of  faith,  trusting  in  divine  leadership, 
we  shall  find  our  way  out  of  the  present  chaotic  conditions  into  the  new 
day  of  hope. 

2.  We  approve  the  appointments  of  the  District  Council  in  filling 
the  vacancies  in  offices  caused  by  the  removal  of  President  P.  M. 
Schroeder  to  the  New  York  District. 

3.  We  urge  every  congregation  and  pastor  to  observe  the  provi¬ 
sions  in  the  synodical  Constitution  governing  changes  in  pastorates. 


4.  We  extend  felicitations  to  congregations  and  pastors  having 
observed  anniversaries  and  congratulate  congregations  upon  special 
accomplishments. 

5.  We  gratefully  accept  the  invitation  of  the  Zion  Evangelical 
Church,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  to  hold  our  special  District  Conference  in 
its  midst  in  the  year  1936. 

6.  We  recommend  that  promotional  directors  be  appointed  by  the 
District  Council  of  the  Indiana  District  in  accordance  with  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church. 

7.  We  deplore  the  great  loss  which  the  Church  has  sustained 
through  the  death  of  so  many  of  our  faithful  brethren  in  the  ministry 
and  in  our  congregations  and  heartily  commend  all  sorrowing  to  the 
comfort  of  the  Living  Saviour. 

8.  We  cordially  thank  the  officers  of  our  District  and  the  members 
of  its  commissions  for  the  faithful  services  rendered  during  the  last 
business  year. 

9.  The  Indiana  District  Conference  votes  that  its  Conferences  be 
held  during  the  week  without  continuing  over  Sunday. 

General  President 

1.  We  agree  with  President  F.  C.  Klick  that  the  business  of  the 
Church  is  to  preach  Christ  and  to  bring  His  teaching  into  all  human 
relationships. 

2.  We  rejoice  in  the  progress  that  has  been  made  in  bringing  the 
various  branches  of  the  work  of  the  two  churches  closer  together  and 
in  the  fine  Christian  spirit  that  prevails  in  the  new  Church. 

3.  We  thank  the  Rev.  Paul  Press  for  his  efficient  and  faithful 
service  as  President  of  our  Church  and  pledge  to  the  present  incumbent, 
Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  our  fullest  support  and  cooperation. 

4.  The  Indiana  District  agrees  with  the  President  General  that 
congregations  should  refrain  from  worldly  practices,  such  as  the  sale 
of  beer  and  liquor,  games  of  chance  and  sponsoring  card  parties  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  funds.  Such  practices  are  unbecoming  to  the 
Church,  offensive  to  many  members,  subject  to  severe  criticisms  and 
are  a  disgrace  to  our  Lord  and  Master. 

Finance 

1.  We  appreciate  the  monthly  report  which  is  being  sent  by  the 
synodical  Treasurer  to  the  churches  and  we  recommend  that  these 
reports  be  given  publicity  in  promoting  the  finances  of  larger  Kingdom 
Work. 

2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  First  General  Conference  of  the 
newly-merged  Church  convenes  in  1936  and  that  the  Reformed  branch 
of  the  Church  is  making  strenuous  efforts  to  reduce  its  indebtedness, 
we  earnestly  implore  the  Board  of  Directors  to  make  an  intensive  effort 
to  get  all  churches  to  raise  their  budget  allotments  so  that  not  only 
the  requirements  for  the  year  1935  can  be  met,  but  the  deficit  of  the 
Synod  be  eliminated.  A  “Raise  the  Budget”  effort  could  accomplish 


this.  Therefore  the  Indiana  District  recommends  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  promote  a  “Raise  the  Budget”  Effort  in  the  following  way: 

Work  through  the  chairmen  of  the  various  District  Boards  (Vice- 
Presidents).  These  will  have  their  committee  to  oversee  the  work  in 
different  parts  of  the  Districts  and  encourage  the  congregations  to 
raise  their  allotments  by 

a)  regular  avenues  (duplex  or  special  envelopes) 

b)  appeals  for  special  gifts  from  individuals 

c)  special  offerings  on  designated  Sundays,  stressing  two  Sundays 
of  mission  or  benevolence  Sundays 

d)  encourage  gifts  from  societies 

e)  arrange  for  meetings  with  the  help  of  outside  speakers  (espe¬ 
cially  such  who  have  had  success  in  raising  their  own  budgets). 

3.  The  Indiana  District  will  make  a  determined  effort  to  raise 
its  budget  allotment  for  the  year  1935.  To  attain  this  goal  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  a  conscientious  tactful  field  man  be  employed  by  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Council  to  personally  contact  churches  in  the  District  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  the  presentation  of  the  dire  financial  situation 
of  the  Synod  and  to  recommend  ways  and  means  to  the  congregations 
for  raising  their  budget  quotas. 

4.  Encouragement  should  be  given  those  congregations  who  are 
able  to  assume  a  larger  portion  of  responsibility  than  their  allotted 
quotas  to  make  up  for  such  congregation  that  have  suffered  from  un¬ 
foreseen  causes  (as  drought,  dust  storms,  etc.). 

Federated  Activities 

1.  The  Indiana  District  takes  cognizance  of  the  extensive  and  sig¬ 
nificant  Kingdom  program  that  the  National  Women’s  Union  is  carry¬ 
ing  out  through  its  General  Education,  Devotional  Life,  Missionary  Edu¬ 
cation,  Christian  Stewardship,  Social  Service,  Christian  Citizenship 
Departments,  and  of  the  many  resulting  and  commendable  projects  and 
gifts  that  have  proven  a  great  blessing  to  fields,  communities,  institu¬ 
tions,  and  individuals;  of  the  fine  cooperative  spirit  that  has  prevailed 
among  the  women  of  the  District  in  promoting  the  National  Program; 
of  the  Women’s  District  Convention  held  in  St.  John  Church,  Evans¬ 
ville,  Indiana,  October  24-25,  1934,  which  according  to  the  District  Presi¬ 
dent,  was  the  outstanding  event  in  the  lives  of  the  women  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  conceded  by  National  Leaders  to  have  been  one  of  the  most 
helpful  held  in  the  Synod  in  the  past  year. 

2.  Be  it  resolved:  That  we  urge  a  greater  cooperation  between 
the  organizations  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Groups,  namely, 
the  Brotherhood,  the  Women’s  Union  and  the  Young  People’s  Leagues 
of  the  Evangelical  Group  and  similar  organizations  of  the  Reformed 
Group,  a  good  example  of  which  may  be  seen  in  the  Hanover  Confer¬ 
ence,  and  look  forward  to  their  complete  merger  in  the  very  near 
future. 

That  because  of  the  splendid  program  provided  at  the  Hanover 
Conference,  we  urge  the  churches  to  send  their  Sunday  school  worker*. 


young  people,  mission  workers  and  ministers  to  this  conference,  con¬ 
vening  July  14  to  20  at  Hanover  College. 

3.  Be  it  resolved  that  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
Dr.  H.  H.  Kamphausen,  editor  of  the  Theological  Magazine,  which  for 
many  years  satisfied  the  needs  of  many  pastors  of  our  Church,  for  his 
untiring  efforts  in  editing  this  magazine;  that  we  heartily  endorse  the 
action  of  our  Board  of  Publications  in  merging  the  two  English 
church  papers,  and  that  we  urge  the  merging  of  all  kindred  educational 
publications,  including  the  hymnals. 

4.  The  Indiana  District  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  belongs  to  the 
sphere  of  the  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems,  and 
especially  to  the  District  Commissions  when  they  are  created,  to  secure 
economic  justice  for  the  unemployed  ordained  ministers  against  the 
oft-prevailing  policy  to  supply  vacant  pulpit  by  salaried  ministers  or 
unordained  men. 

Foreign  Missions 

1.  Inspired  anew  by  the  joint  missions  celebration  of  last  year,  in 
our  consciousness  of  the  importance  of  the  cause  of  missions,  and  rec¬ 
ognizing  the  thorough  promotional  work  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions,  wherever  opportunity  offered;  the  Indiana  District  resolves  to 
commend  the  Board 

a)  for  its  active  relationship  with  the  International  Missionary 
Agencies,  as  a  statesmanlike  approach  to  the  solution  of  the  problem 
of  World  Evangelization. 

b)  for  the  progress  of  integrating  our  own  work  with  that  of  the 
Reformed  Board  through  the  common  missionary  literature  and  other 
plans  for  the  future. 

c)  for  its  careful  stewardship  of  the  funds  entrusted  to  its  admin¬ 
istration  whereby  it  has  been  able  to  keep  within  its  allotment. 

2.  The  Indiana  District  notes  its  appreciation  again  to  the  Wo¬ 
men’s  Union  for  the  material  help  through  the  Annual  Thank-Offerings; 
making  possible  the  inauguration  of  projects  which  otherwise  could 
not  have  been  undertaken;  likewise  to  the  congregations  that  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  raising  their  Budgets,  have  paid  the  salary  of  a  missionary. 

At  the  same  time  the  District  reminds  its  congregations  that  large 
capital  investments  are  in  danger  because  of  the  inability  of  the  Board 
to  make  long-pending  repairs  to  property;  and  that  gains  made  will 
be  lost  again  if  the  Board  is  not  given  a  larger  appropriation  where¬ 
with  to  fill  the  vacancies  of  nine  missionaries  who  have  been  forced 
to  retire  or  remain  home  through  illness. 

3.  The  District  rejoices  in  the  growing  Christian  zeal  and  con¬ 
sciousness  of  the  Indian  churches  as  evidenced  by  dependable  leadership 
of  the  native  pastors,  the  raising  of  large  funds  for  their  work,  the 
voluntary  projection  of  the  Gospel  into  unevangelized  areas,  the  effec¬ 
tive  educational  work  which  has  won  the  special  recognition  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  splendid  development  of  the  medical  work  at  our  new 
hospital  and  in  the  leper  asylum. 


4.  In  regard  to  Honduras  the  Indiana  District  commends  the 
Board  in  its  endeavor  to  cover  the  field  more  adequately  by  opening 
two  new  stations  in  the  interior  as  well  as  by  the  effort  to  raise  up 
and  train  a  corps  of  native  leaders. 

Home  Missions 

1.  In  response  to  the  appeal  of  the  North  College  Hill  and  Terre 
Haute  mission  churches,  that  the  Indiana  District  cancel  the  notes  of 
$900.00  and  $1,000.00,  respectively;  we  recommend: 

a)  that  the  Indiana  District  grant  these  churches  reduction  of 
$100.00  additional  for  every  $100.00  paid  on  their  note  to  the  District. 

b)  that  no  interest  be  charged  on  the  note  held  by  the  North  Col¬ 
lege  Church  in  conformity  with  the  present  arrangement  in  vogue  at 
Terre  Haute,  Indiana. 

2.  We  acknowledge  the  unselfish  service  rendered  by  our  five 
home  mission  workers  and  suggest  to  the  churches  of  the  District, 
that  an  opportunity  be  given  our  Home  Missionaries  to  speak  in  the 
various  churches  of  the  District  at  Mission  Festivals  and  other  services 
whenever  possible. 

3.  We  congratulate  the  church  of  Jasper,  Ind.,  upon  having  at¬ 
tained  its  financial  independence. 

4.  Distressed  because  of  the  salary  cut  our  home  missionaries 
have  received,  the  Indiana  District  feels  it  is  imperative  that  we  put 
forth  every  effort  to  raise  our  portion  of  the  synodical  budget. 

5.  The  Indiana  District  appreciates  the  time  and  effort  which  the 
members  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  of  the  District  have  given  to  the 
supervision  of  our  mission  churches. 

6.  In  order  to  stimulate  missionary  interest  and  zeal,  we  urge  the 
churches  of  the  District  to  intensify  their  missionary  educational  ef¬ 
forts  (see  page  54  of  Annual  Report  on  School  of  Missions  and  page  55 
on  Outlook  of  Missions.) 

7.  The  Indiana  District  encourages  the  Central  Mission  Board  to 
continue  its  efforts  in  the  field  of  interdenominational  comity. 

8.  We  recommend  that  the  Indiana  District  Treasury  is  to  provide 
the  funds  necessary  for  the  shortage  incurred  in  the  salaries  of  our 
home  mission  workers  during  April  of  this  year. 

Educational  Institutions 

1.  The  Indiana  District  commends  its  Board  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  for  making  the  survey  in  the  field  of  religious  education  and  rec¬ 
ognizes  with  the  Board,  on  the  basis  of  this  survey,  the  need  for  more 
personal  commitment  to  Jesus  Christ,  a  greater  conscientiousness  on  the 
part  of  many  of  our  teachers  in  their  application  to  the  work  of  teach¬ 
ing,  and  a  profounder  loyalty  on  the  part  of  many  to  the  Church,  as 
well  as,  a  more  comprehensive  integration  of  the  church  school  program 
in  the  entire  program  and  ministry  of  the  Church,  and  finally,  also, 
consistent  policy  by  which  the  homes  and  the  school  are  kept  in  close 
and  vital  relation. 

2.  The  Indiana  District  Conference  also  approves  the  suggestion 
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of  the  Board  that  the  recommendations  of  its  report  be  made  available 
in  mimeograph  form,  for  the  pastors  and  Sunday  school  superintend¬ 
ents  of  the  District,  with  provision  that  recommendations  C  and  E  be 
omitted  and  recommendations  A  be  made  to  read:  “We  recommend  that 
our  Sunday  schools,  without  neglecting  any  emphasis  on  technique, 
methodology,  and  equipment,  place  more  and  more  stress  on  the  type 
of  teachers  who  can  by  personal  consecration  to  the  Master  and  to  the 
task  of  teaching,  lead  the  pupils  into  a  deeper  and  more  abiding  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  Christian  life.” 

3.  The  Conference  supports  the  request  of  its  Board  of  Religious 
Education  to  the  District  Council  that  the  dates  of  the  three  Regional 
Conferences  be  set  consecutively  in  order  that  the  various  phases  of 
our  Church  Work  may  be  presented  by  some  of  the  leaders  of  our 
Church  at  each  of  the  Regional  Conferences,  thereby  affecting  a  saving 
of  time  and  expenses  as  well  as  enrichment  of  program. 

4.  We  commend  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  and  Reformed  Church — 

a)  for  the  significant  contribution  represented  by  the  “Guide  for 
Confirmation  Instruction.” 

b)  for  its  visual  education  service,  and  especially  for  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  the  Bailey  Religious  Art  Collection. 

c)  for  the  growing  Service  Library  in  Christian  Education;  and 

we  recommend  the  use  of  these  resources  to  our  pastors  and  congre¬ 
gations.  # 

5.  The  District  recognizes  with  favor  the  expansion  of  the  Semi¬ 
nary  in  the  four-fold  direction: 

a)  The  introduction  of  the  Department  of  Field  Work. 

b)  The  convocation,  bringing  to  the  Seminary  some  of  the  national 
and  international  church  leaders. 

c)  By  broadening  of  the  services  of  the  Seminary  beyond  our  der 
nomination  by  opening  its  doors  to  students  of  other  races,  nations  and 
denominations,  and  establishing  a  foreign  student  exchange. 

d)  By  the  harmonious  and  effective  merger  of  the  students  and 
staff  of  Central  Theological  Seminary  with  Eden  Theological  Seminary. 

e)  By  requiring  the  A.B.  degree  (or  its  equivalent)  as  a  condition 
for  admission,  rare  cases  excepted. 

6.  We  congratulate  the  administration  and  faculty  of  Elmhurst 
College  for  the  successful  consummation  of  the  efforts  to  make  Elm¬ 
hurst  a  fully  accredited  college. 

7.  We  rejoice  that  the  co-educational  program  of  the  college  is 
progressing  so  satisfactorily. 

8.  We  commend  the  efforts  of  the  administration  and  faculty  in 
strengthening  the  prevailing  Christian  character  of  the  college,  both 
in  the  campus  life  and  in  the  specific  program  of  the  Department  of 
Religion. 

9.  We  recommend  that  the  Secretary  of  the  District  send  the 
Indiana  District’s  Felicitations  to  Dr.  Karl  Bauer  on  the  completion  of 
his  45  years  of  service,  and  express  to  him  our  hearty  appreciation  of 


his  faithful  contribution  to  the  intellectual  and  spiritual  life  of  the 
school  and  the  Church  at  large. 

10.  Due  to  the  reasonable  cost  and  the  high  standard  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  program  at  Elmhurst,  we  commend  this  College  to  the  young 
people  of  our  churches. 

Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  The  Indiana  District  endorses  the  special  Christmas  and  Len¬ 
ten  messages  prepared  by  the  Synodical  Commission  on  Christianity 
and  Social  Problems,  and  in  accordance  with  its  recommendation  in¬ 
structs  the  District  Council  at  once  to  appoint  a  standing  District  Com¬ 
mission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems,  consisting  of  two  pastors 
and  two  laymen,  to  carry  on  the  work  of  discovering  and  proclaiming 
the  social  implications  of  the  Christian  Gospel,  in  cooperation  with  the 
denominational  commissions.  We  further  instruct  the  District  Council 
to  set  aside  sufficient  funds  for  the  efficient  functioning  of  this  com¬ 
mission. 

2.  The  Indiana  District  urges  the  Constitution  Committee  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of 
an  agency  for  giving  studied  expression  to  the  Church’s  conviction  and 
duty  in  relation  to  the  social  problems  of  our  time,  as  recommended  in 
the  joint  statement  of  the  Commissions  on  Christianity  and  Social  Prob¬ 
lems  and  the  Social  Service  Commission;  that  such  a  commission  be 
provided  with  adequate  facilities  and  resources  effectively  to  perform 
the  functions  delegated  to  it;  and  that  this  Commission  be  named  The 
Commission  on  Christian  Social  Action. 

3.  We  affirm  the  necessity  in  such  a  time  of  crisis  of  maintaining 
the  rights  of  free  assembly  and  free  speech  guaranteed  in  the  American 
Bill  of  Rights,  and  deplore  the  persecution  of  advocates  of  opinions  un¬ 
popular  with  selfish  groups. 

Special  Resolutions 

1.  The  Indiana  District  requests  that  new  members  of  a  church 
receive  a  copy  of  the  Fundamentals  of  the  Evangelical  Church  as  con¬ 
tained  in  the  “Handbook  of  Adult  Confirmation”  or  other  Evangelical 
literature  published  by  Eden  Publishing  House. 

2.  The  Indiana  District  deplores  the  diversity  of  constitution  and 
by-laws  existing  in  our  various  churches  and  urges  the  President  of  the 
District  to  avail  himself  of  his  privilege  to  urge  the  congregations  to 
make  their  constitutions  and  by-laws  conform  to  the  standard  of  the 
Evangelical  Church. 

3.  The  Indiana  District  votes  the  honorarium  of  $100.00  for  the 
President,  $100.00  for  the  Vice-President,  $100.00  for  the  Secretary  and 
$50.00  for  the  Treasurer,  for  their  faithful  services;  and  a  gratification 
of  $15.00  to  the  custodian  of  St.  Luke  Evangelical  Church,  also  $10.00 
to  the  official  stenographer  of  the  Conference. 

4.  The  Indiana  District  sanctions  the  resolution  of  the  South¬ 
western  Regional  Conference  to  the  effect  that  all  Regional  Conference 
presidents  be  represented  at  all  District  Council  meetings,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  obtaining  information,  and  that  they  have  a  voice  but  no  vote 
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in  these  District  Council  meetings.  Their  expenses  shall  be  met  by 
their  respective  regions. 

5.  The  Indiana  District  recommends  that  the  District  bears  the 
traveling  expense  of  our  four  retired  pastors  and  urges  our  retired 
pastors  to  attend  the  Conference  next  year,  the  District  to  pay  their 
traveling  and  entertainment  expenses. 

6.  The  Indiana  District  votes  its  hearty  thanks  to  St.  Luke  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  to  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Koch,  the  choir  and  the 
organist,  Prof.  E.  J.  Scheerer,  and  all  other  friends  who  have  given 
of  their  service  to  make  our  stay  so  very  agreeable  and  our  District 
Conference  so  successful. 

7.  The  Indiana  District  votes  its  heartiest  thanks  to  the  Moderator 
and  Vice-Moderator  and  the  various  speakers,  especially  Dr.  Geo.  Rich¬ 
ards,  for  their  faithful  and  efficient  services. 

8.  The  Indiana  District  heartily  endorses  the  work  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Bible  Society  and  requests  that  contributions  for  this  worthy  cause 
be  sent  to  our  Synodical  Treasury. 

9.  The  Indiana  District  kindly  requests  our  Synodical  Treasurer 
to  enumerate  in  his  annual  report  the  assets  of  our  Synod  and  not 
only  its  liabilities. 

10.  The  Indiana  District  authorizes  the  District  Council  to  set  a 
standard  by  which  transportation  expenses  to  the  District  Confer¬ 
ence  shall  be  figured  by  the  Equalization  Committee. 

11.  The  Indiana  District  commends  Brother  A.  E.  Klick,  a  member 
of  the  General  Constitution  Committee  of  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church,  for  his  splendid  informative  outline  of  the  work  of 
this  Committee  to  date,  encourages  the  Committee  in  its  exacting 
task,  and  recommends  that  further  action  on  the  work  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee  be  withheld  until  a  definite  and  final  draft  of  the  Constitution 
is  ready  for  submission  to  the  next  regular  or  special  Conference  of 
the  Districts.

Report  of  Home  Missions 

In  the  beginning  of  last  year  the  attention  of  our  Board  and  the 
President  of  the  District  was  called  to  conditions  in  our  church  at 
Colby  Kans.  The  District  Council  authorized  the  undersigned  to  in¬ 
vestigate,  and  the  result  of  this  investigation  was  that  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  a  student  from  Eden  Seminary  was  sent  there.  This  led 
to  asking  him  to  stay  for  a  year  and  to  try  his  best  to  revive  that 
church.  His  enthusiastic  and  fatihful  work  convinced  your  District 
Board  as  well  as  our  Central  Board  to  make  this  church  a  mission 
charge,  in  the  expectation  that  within  reasonable  time  it  would  be¬ 
come  again  a  self-sustaining  church. 

During  the  summer  of  1934  the  Central  Board  extended  a  call  to 
our  worker  in  Leavenworth,  Kans.,  Rev.  A.  F.  Schroeder,  to  go  to 
Hollywood,  Cal.,  with  the  task,  to  unite  our  Synodical  mission  work 
there  with  another  mission  of  the  former  Reformed  Church.  Brother 
Schroeder  accepted  this  call.  His  successor  in  Leavenworth  became 
Rev.  Ruben  J.  Bierbaum  who  had  been  highly  recommended  for  this 
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place  by  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  our  Central  Board. 
He  is  working  there  enthusiastically  since  November  1,  1934. 

In  October,  1934,  we  were  privileged  to  have  Executive  Secretary 
J.  J.  Braun  visit  our  Kansas  District.  This  visit  resulted  in  the  deci¬ 
sion  to  drop  Powhattan,  Kan.,  by  May  1,  1935,  from  the  list  of  our 
charges,  asking  the  District  President  to  provide  for  Powhattan  after 
that  date  in  the  best  way  possible.  Rev.  Braun  and  your  chairman 
also  visited  together  our  missions  in  Wichita,  Kans.,  and  Enid,  Okla. 
This  visit  convinced  our  church  in  Wichita,  Kans.,  of  the  necessity  of 
raising  their  contribution  to  their  pastor’s  salary  and  our  church  in 
Enid,  Okla.,  of  the  same  necessity  together  with  plans  for  a  relocation 
of  the  church  property. 

Therefore,  when  our  Board  convened  for  its  annual  session  on 
November  13,  1934,  in  Topeka,  Kans.,  we  find  before  us  five  applica¬ 
tions  for  support  from  the  Central  Board  for  Home  Missions.  All 
were  carefully  considered,  and  the  Central  Board  made  the  following 
appropriations  for  the  running  fiscal  year:

Notes:  Enid  was  supposed  to  raise  their  appropriation  from  $600.00 
to  $850.00;  but  since  they  could  only  raise  it  to  $760.00,  the  Board  is 
making  up  the  difference.  As  our  missionaries  Schrupp  and  Bierbaum, 
became  fathers  during  March,  1935,  their  allowance  was  also  raised 
accordingly  by  the  Board.  We  are  indeed  very  thankful  for  these 
appropriations  and  special  allowances,  especially  in  view  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  difficulties  in  which  our  Central  Board,  together  with  the  other 
Synodical  Boards  finds  itself.  Since  these  difficulties  would  not  exist 
if  all  our  churches  would  support  the  Synodical  Budget,  we  urge  all 
our  Kansas  District  churches  to  do  their  very,  yea  their  utmost,  along 
these  lines. 

During  our  annual  meeting  the  books  of  our  treasurer  were  au¬ 
dited  and  found  correct.  In  the  fall  of  last  year  Rev.  Boesch,  who 
had  been  Secretary  of  our  Board,  left  the  District.  In  consideration 
of  the  approaching  District  Conference,  this  vacancy  has  not  been  filled 
by  us.  Brother  Brueggemann  took  the  office  of  Secretary  until  this 
Conference.  It  is  therefore  up  to  the  Conference  to  elect  three  new 
members  to  our  Board;  one  for  two  years,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Brother  Boesch,  and  two  for  six  years  each  in  place  of  Mr.  Brey- 
meyer  and  the  undersigned.  Mr.  Breymeyer  has  been  an  efficient  and 
very  faithful  Treasurer  of  our  Board  since  eight  years,  and  the  under¬ 
signed  has  served  on  this  Board  since  1925,  and  since  1926  as  its  chair¬ 
man.

A  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Enid,  Oklahoma,  on  Tuesday, 
May  29,  1935,  at  which  meeting  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Streich,  who  was  at  that 
time  in  Oklahoma,  represented  the  Central  Board.  Unfortunately  sev¬ 
eral  members  of  the  Board  found  it  impossible  to  attend  this  meeting. 

Activities  of  the  Board  included  sending  out  two  issues  of  a  News 
Bulletin  in  the  interest  of  the  Sunflower  E.  L».  T.  S.,  held  in  Wichita, 
August  6-17,  1934,  and  of  the  Evangelical  Rally  held  at  Friends  Uni¬ 
versity,  in  Wichita,  August  12,  1934. 

The  Board  also  arranged  for  the  showing  of  the  E.  L.  T.  S.  film 
in  the  congregations  at  Marshall,  Ellin  wood,  Hardtner,  Hudson  (Trin¬ 
ity),  and  Enid.  The  Rev.  Paul  Press,  Jr.,  of  Marshall,  graciously  do¬ 
nated  his  services  for  a  tour  with  the  film,  the  congregation  paying 
his  traveling  expense. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board,  a  ministers’  course  was  given  at  the 
1934  Sunflower  E.  L.  T.  S.  by  Prof.  Biegeleisen.  Ministers  who  parti¬ 
cipated  in  the  course  enjoyed  it  very  much. 

We  regret  to  report  that  despite  all  our  effort  to  promote  atten¬ 
dance,  the  enrollment  at  the  1934  Sunflow  E.  L.  T.  S.  was  only  38  as 
compared  with  59  in  1933,  the  Sunflower  School  being  the  only  school 
whose  attendance  showed  a  decline.  We  would  again  urge  all  our  pas¬ 
tors  and  congregations  to  make  a  special  effort  to  interest  their  young 
people  in  attending  the  Sunflower  School. 

The  first  Kansas  District  Evangelical  Rally  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Board  Sunday,  August  12,  1934,  was  a  success,  although  the 
attendance  was  somewhat  disappointing.  The  presence  of  large  dele¬ 
gations  from  such  distant  congregations  as  Marshall,  Oklahoma  City, 
Enid,  and  Kingfisher  indicated  what  might  be  possible  if  all  pastors 
and  congregations  in  the  district  would  give  such  a  venture  their 
wholehearted  cooperation. 

We  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  District- wide  Sunday 
School  and  League  Convention  is  scheduled  to  be  held  in  1935  and 


would  urge  all  our  churches  to  give  the  convention  the  whole-hearted 
support  it  deserves.  Time  and  place  of  the  convention  will  he  an¬ 
nounced  by  the  president  of  the  convention,  Rev.  H.  Reifschneider. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  only  a  very  few  dollars  in 
its  treasury  and  has  no  source  of  income,  it  would  indeed  be  desirable 
if  a  sum  of  money  (say  $50)  could  be  given  the  Board  out  of  the 
District  Treasury. 

May  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  elect 
new  members  to  succeed  the  two  members  whose  term  of  office  expires 
this  year.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  chairman  has  accepted  a  pas¬ 
torate  in  another  District,  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  resign  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  and  the  District  should  elect  a  new  member  to 
fill  his  unexpired  term.  The  chairman  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have 
cooperated  with  him  in  his  work  as  chairman  of  the  Board  during 
the  past  year.  Special  thanks  are  due  Rev.  Paul  Press,  Jr.,  who 
kindly  consented  to  accept  the  responsibility  for  getting  out  the  News 
Bulletin,  as  also  for  making  the  tour  with  the  E.  L.  T.  S.  film.

Regional  Conferences 
Report  of  the  Oklahoma  Region 

The  Oklahoma  Region  consists  of  nine  churches  and  six  pastors. 
Statistical  reports  for  1933  showed  596  individual  members  as  com¬ 
pared  with  569  in  1932. 

The  only  pastoral  change  within  the  region  during  the  past  year 
was  at  Kingfisher  where  the  Rev.  John  W.  Flucke  resigned  on  Decem¬ 
ber  30,  1934,  to  accept  a  call  to  the  Samuel  Evangelical  Church  in 
Clayton,  Missouri.  Rev.  Walter  Press,  of  Grand  Junction,  Colorado, 
has  accepted  a  call  to  the  Kingfisher  Evangelical  Church  and  plans 
to  begin  his  work  there  May  1,  1935. 

Figures  furnished  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Synod  indicate  that  dur¬ 
ing  1934  six  of  the  nine  congregations  in  the  Region  paid  their  budget 
apportionments  in  full.  The  Region,  as  a  whole,  paid  $1,025.53  on 
budget  quotas  totaling  $1,152.70,  in  other  words  approximately  89%. 

The  annual  Regional  Conference  was  held  in  the  Friedens  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  Loyal,  Oklahoma  (Rev.  G.  A.  Firgau,  pastor),  October 
23-24,  1934.  Rev.  H.  Becker,  President  of  the  District,  and  Rev.  H.  L. 
Streich,  of  St.  Louis,  were  guest  speakers. 

The  following  resolutions  passed  by  the  Regional  Conference  are 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  District  Conference: 

1.  We  regret  the  fact  that  the  Synod’s  statistical  reports  for  1933 
distinguish  between  paying  and  non-paying  members.  We  believe  that 
all  confirmed  persons  (or  persons  over  13)  who  take  an  active  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  church  should  be  counted  as  members. 

2.  We  petition  the  District  Council  to  invite  to  our  1935  Kansas 
District  Conference  the  churches  and  pastors  of  the  Kansas  and  Wich¬ 
ita  Classes  of  the  former  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  as  far 


as  they  are  located  within  the  geographical  boundaries  of  our  Kansas 
District. 

3.  Realizing  that  the  continued  incurrence  of  deficits  must  neces¬ 
sarily  hamper  the  work  of  the  church,  we  petition  the  Kansas  Dis¬ 
trict  Conference  to  adopt  the  following  regulations  with  regard  to  bud¬ 
get  payments  by  the  congregations : 

a)  That  every  congregation  in  the  District  be  urged  to  intro¬ 
duce  the  annual  every  member  canvass  and  the  weekly  duplex 
envelopes. 

b)  That  the  Vice-President  of  the  District  prepare  and  dis¬ 
tribute  to  all  congregations  quarterly  reports  on  budget  payments 
made  by  the  churches  of  the  District. 

c)  That  the  Vice-President  of  the  District  report  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  District  in  February  of  each  year  concerning  all  con¬ 
gregations  which  have  failed  to  raise  in  full  the  required  and 
accepted  quotas  for  the  past  year. 

d)  That  the  District  President  turn  this  report  over  to  the 
District  Judiciary  with  the  request  to  cite  these  churches  and  ex¬ 
amine  carefully  in  each  case  the  causes  eriven  by  those  churches 

.  for  their  neglect. 

e)  That  the  District  Judiciary  be  required  to  report  its  find¬ 
ings  to  the  District  Conference,  or  in  years  when  no  District  Con¬ 
ference  is  held,  to  the  District  Council. 

f)  That  the  District  Conference  or  District  Council,  as  the 
case  may  be,  consider  carefully  the  Judiciary’s  report  and  take 
whatever  action  may  seem  necessary  or  advisable. 

g)  The  Oklahoma  Region  further  recommends  that  these  or 
similar  regulations  be  adopted  throughout  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church. 

4.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  twelve  years  of  service  which  the 
Sunflower  E.  L.  T.  S.  has  given  our  churches.  We  regret  that  so  many 
churches  have  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  which  this 
school  affords.  We  urge  all  our  pastors  and  churches  to  give  the 
school  their  whole-hearted  support.  Particularly  we  urge  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  secure  a  large  attendance  for  the  1935  session.  (This 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.) 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  above  resolution  be  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Kansas  District  Conference.  (The  motion  car¬ 
ried  unanimously.)

Naughton.  Attendance  114. 

3)  Annual  Convention  of  the  Oklahoma  Women’s  Union  Federa¬ 
tion  in  El  Reno,  November  21,  1934. 
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4)  Young  People’s  Rally  in  Oklahoma  City,  Ferbuary  17,  1935..

Evangelical  Church,  Ellinwood,  Kansas  (Rev.  R.  Richter,  Pastor),  on 
October  17  and  18,  1934. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun,  Executive  Secretary  of  Home  Missions,  ad¬ 
dressed  the  assembly  on  the  following  topics:  “Vital  Church  Member¬ 
ship,”  “Membership  Activity,”  “The  Challenge  of  the  Merger  to  Our 
Church  Membership”  and  “Membership  Growth.” 

The  dominant  note  pervading  all  meetings  of  this  conference  was 
that  struck  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun  in  stressing  the  need  for  vital 
Christian  lives  in  this  world. 

The  members  of  the  Immanuel  Evangelical  Church  of  Ellinwood, 
especially  the  ladies  of  the  congregation,  ministered  admirably  to  the 
comfort  and  well-being  of  those  attending  the  conference. 

The  newly  elected  officers  were  solemnly  and  fittingly  installed  by 
the  Rev.  J.  Endter  of  Hudson,  Kansas. 

After  two  days  well  spent  all  returned  to  their  homes  and  churches 
fully  resolved  to  lend  a  hand  in  requickening  and  sustaining  the  vital 
life  of  their  respective  church.

We  are  very  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  several  of  the  brethren 
have  joined  the  Fund.

During  the  past  year  five  individuals  have  been  on  our  list,  and 
have  received  a  total  of  $971.36  in  Pension  and  Relief  payments.

Resolutions  Based  upon  the  Reports  of  Synodical  and 
District  Officers  and  Boards 
Report  of  the  President  of  the  Synod 

1.  We  agree  with  the  President  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
needs  to  take  inventory  to  see  if  it  be  true  that:  We  as  pastors  and 
church  members  are  resting  on  the  laurels  of  the  past,  conforming  to 
the  world  rather  than  to  the  Word  of  God,  fearing  to  preach  the  Word 
of  God,  when  it  was  possible  that  some  members  might  be  displeased; 
worldly  methods  have  been  taken  into  the  church  thereby  impairing 
its  influence  and  power.  We  hereby  declare  and  affirm  that  to  preach 
Christ  who  alone  can  still  the  hunger  of  the  soul  is  the  paramount  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Church. 

2.  Promotional  Work,  The  Kansas  District  feels  that  the  promo¬ 
tional  work  done  by  the  Executive  Secretaries  is  of  vital  importance 
to  larger  Kingdom  work  and  hereby  pledges  them  full  co-operation. 

3.  We  joyfully  greet  the  merger  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church  and  pray  that  the  blessing  of  God  may  rest  upon  this  union. 

4.  Finance.  The  Kansas  District  feels  that  we  exist  as  an  organ¬ 
ized  Church  in  order  to  spread  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  We  realize 
that  this  larger  Kingdom  work  can  most  effectively  be  done  by  the  gifts 
of  our  constituency  paid  to  the  synodical  treasury.  We  regret  that  this 
work  has  been  retarded  by  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  its  many  mem¬ 
bers.  We  wish  to  encourage  those  who  have  always  helped,  and  urge 
those  who  have  always  neglected  this  vital  duty,  to  put  forth  more 
strenuous  efforts  that  this  work' might  not  suffer  irretrievable  loss. 

5.  In  Memoriam.  The  Kansas  District,  in  sympathy,  remembers 
those  whom  the  Lord  has  called  from  the  church  militant  to  the  church 
triumphant,  yet  we  grieve  not  as  those  who  have  no  hope,  for  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  we  shall  see  them  again  yonder  where  there  is  no  more 
separation  and  no  death. 

6.  The  Kansas  District  extends  to  the  Rev.  Paul  Press,  D.D.,  its 
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heartfelt  thanks  for  his  services  as  President  of  the  Evangelical  Synod. 
To  his  successor,  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  we  extend  a  hearty  welcome  and 
pledge  to  him  our  support  and  co-operation  in  the  work  of  our  beloved 
Synod. 

7.  We  call  attention  to  the  appended  letter  of  the  President's  re¬ 
port  and  recommend  that  the  pastors  of  the  Districts  call  the  attention 
of  he  congregations  to  its  contents. 

Eden  Seminary 

We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  merger  of  the  Central  Reformed 
Seminary  and  Eden  Theological  Seminary  has  thus  far  worked  out 
satisfactorily.  We  trust  that  Eden  Seminary  will  take  its  place  as  the 
leading  theological  school  of  the  middle  west.  We  heartily  endorse  the 
field  work  which  has  been  added  to  the  curriculum,  however  it  is  our 
belief  that  the  utmost  care  and  discretion  should  be  pursued  in  the  plac¬ 
ing  of  the  students. 

Elmhurst  College 

The  accreditation  of  Elmhurst  College  is  something  of  which  we 
are  justly  proud.  We  urge  the  constituency  of  our  church  to  maintain 
this  very  high  standard  by  fulfilling  the  pledges  already  made  and 
establishing  new  endowments  for  the  school.  Being  of  the  conviction 
that  there  is  a  definite  need  for  the  small  Christian  college,  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  whole-hearted  support  be  given  our  own  denominational 
schools. 

Board  of  Religions  Education 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  closer  co-operation  should  be  in  evi¬ 
dence  between  ministers  and  workers  in  the  field  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  so  as  to  safeguard  against  the  tendency  today  of  the  church  school 
functioning;  as  an  organization  more  or  less  apart  from  the  church. 

We  recommend  that  the  District  Board  of  Religious  Education  ex¬ 
tend  an  invitation  to  the  churches  of  the  “R”  group  in  this  area  to 
share  with  us  in  the  Sunflower  E.  L.  T.  S.  at  Wichita.  We  heartily 
commend  this  school,  which  is  to  convene  at  Wichita  the  beginning 
of  August,  to  our  churches  and  we  believe  that  it  will  be  well  for  all 
of  our  churches  to  be  represented. 

We  favor  the  continuance  of  “Evangelical  Day”  in  connection  with 
the  E.  L.  T.  S. 

We  recommend  to  the  District  that  the  sum  of  $50.00  be  given  to 
the  Board  of  Religious  Education  to  help  them  carry  on  their  work. 

In  view  of  the  helpful  services  rendered  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Flucke 
as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Education,  we  extend  to  him 
our  sincere  thanks. 

Dunkirk  Board 

We  rejoice  in  the  work  of  the  Dunkirk  Board  and  the  great  useful¬ 
ness  of  Dunkirk. 

Federation  of  Evangelical  Charities 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  report  that  the  support  of  the  charitable 
institutions  is  inadequate.  We  encourage  the  Board  to  solicit  support 
in  the  nature  of  annual  membership  dues. 
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Evangelical  League 

We  commend  the  youth  of  our  church  on  its  determined  stand  for 
Christian  principles  in  view  of  the  great  difficulties  confronting  the 
young  people  of  our  country.  We  recommend  that  the  contact  with  the 
youth  of  the  “R”  group  in  the  Kansas  District  be  encouraged  by  our 
young  people’s  organizations. 

Women’s  Union 

We  appreciate  the  special  project  work  which  was  carried  out  so 
successfully  this  past  year.  Honorable  mention  is  due  to  the  women 
who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time  in  the  promotion  of  field  work. 

Evangelical  Brotherhood 

We  are  elated  over  the  fine  progress  of  our  Brotherhood  in  its  mem¬ 
bership  increase  and  also  in  the  fact  that  the  monthly  program  received 
national  recognition  at  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education 
Convention  in  Chicago.  We  express  our  appreciation  for  the  courtesy 
which  is  extended  to  our  secretaries  by  the  railroad  companies  in 
issuing  passes. 

Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  We  approve  and  indorse  the  report  of  the  Commission  on  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  Social  Problems  and  highly  value  their  educational  efforts 
emphasizing  the  implications  of  the  whole  Christian  Gospel  in  relation 
to  our  economic  society. 

2.  Since  the  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  rec¬ 
ommends  the  establishment  of  District  Committees  to  work  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  Central  Committee  in  order  that  this  important  work 
might  be  carried  on  more  effectively  within  the  Districts,  we,  the  Kan¬ 
sas  District,  request  that  the  District  Council  appoint  such  a  committee 
of  three  members  for  our  own  district  and  leave  the  matter  of  revi¬ 
sion  of  necessary  expenses  to  the  discretion  of  the  District  Council. 

3.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Kansas  District  that  the  social  problems 
receive  a  more  prominent  place  in  the  District  program. 

Extension  Fund 

The  Kansas  District  is  grateful  to  note  that  this  Board  has  thought¬ 
fully  expended  its  too  limited  means  in  lending  assistance  where  it  was 
most  urgent. 

Pension  and  Relief 

The  Kansas  District  urges  all  of  its  pastors  who  are  not  yet  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Pension  and  Relief  Fund  to  seriously  consider  their  obliga¬ 
tion  to  membership  in  said  Fund. 

Foreign  Missions 

1.  The  Kansas  District  commends  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for 
its  efficeint  way  of  furthering  our  work  on  the  foreign  mission  fields. 

2.  We  deeply  feel  the  passing  of  our  esteemed  Executive  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  Paul  A.  Menzel,  D.D.,  from  among  us.  His  passing  challenges 
us  to  lend  our  efforts  to  further  the  cause  to  which  he  unstintingly  gave 
his  all. 


Home  Missions 

1.  The  Kansas  District  appreciates  the  whole-hearted  effort  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  is  making  to  meet  the  unprecedented  finan¬ 
cial,  economic  and  social  conditions  of  our  country  in  the  spirit  of 
Christ. 

2.  The  Kansas  District  desires  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend 
a  special  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Rev.  F.  E.  C.  Haas  who  has  served  10 
years  on  the  Home  Missions  Board  of  our  District,  nine  years  as  chair¬ 
man,  and  to  Mr.  H.  W.  Breymeier  who  has  served  eight  years  on  this 
Board  as  treasurer. 

Various  Other  Reports 

1.  That  a  word  of  appreciation  be  extended  to  the  following  for 
their  faithful  efforts  and  results  in  the  past  year,  viz.:  The  Board  of 
Publications,  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association,  the 
Board  of  Endowments  and  Trust  Funds  and  the  Treasurers  of  the 
Synod  and  the  District. 

2.  Although  the  Synodical  Recovery  Plan  during  1934  succeeded 
in  actually  raising  only  about  $25,000.00,  we  recommend  to  all  those 
Districts  and  churches  who  have  not  done  their  share  in  this  plan  to  do 
so  and  we  also  want  to  thank  the  Kansas  District  churches  for  con¬ 
tributing  $1,703.01  toward  this  plan. 

3.  The  total  contribution  of  the  District  during  this  past  year  to 
the  Synodical  Budget  and  Recovery  Program  amounted  to  $6,878.56  and 
proves  that  with  a  determined  will  and  real  consecration  on  the  part 
of  our  pastors  and  churches  we  ought  to  be  able  to  raise  our  full  budget 
quotas  for  this  year,  and  so  let  us  do  so. 

4.  We  ask  the  District  Council  to  appoint  a  certain  individual  in 
each  Regional  Conference  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  see  to  it  that  the 
Synodical  and  District  Budget  quotas  are  raised  in  the  churches. 

5.  Expressing  our  deep  felt  regret  to  the  Board  of  Endowment  and 
Trust  Funds  in  their  great  loss  which  they  sustained  in  the  death  of 
their  former  chairman,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Grotefeld,  we  are  nevertheless 
thankful  that  the  faithful  work  of  this  Board  has  resulted  in  no  serious 
financial  losses,  although  the  principal  as  well  as  the  interest  payments 
have  been  smaller  than  in  previous  years.

P.  W.  Kasper,  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their  congeniality  and 
hospitality. 

3.  Resolved  that  the  Kansas  District  Conference  extend  a  most 
cordial  and  sincere  welcome  who  have  recently  entered  the  District. 
That  we  extend  our  welcome  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ernest  F.  Nolte  of  Nicker¬ 
son  as  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Synod.  That  Mr.  Fresen  and  Mr. 
Groves  be  commended  on  their  excellent  work  at  Herndon  and  Colby 
respectively. 

4.  Resolved  that  the  President  of  the  District,  the  Rev.  H.  Becker, 
and  his  associate  officers  be  complimented  and  thanked  for  their  excel¬ 
lent  work.

The  Rev.  G.  A.  Firgau,  D.D.,  gave  the  memorial  address  on  Tues¬ 
day  morning  based  on  1  Cor.  13 :  12.  His  address  was  deeply  spiritual, 
impressing  upon  us  that  the  human  soul  is  too  noble  to  be  lost,  too 
valuable  in  God’s  scheme  of  things  to  go  by  the  way. 

The  daily  devotions  were  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  O.  Nussmann  who 
used  the  general  subject  “The  Greater  Task  of  the  Church,  a  Challenge 
to  Our  Membership.”  His  topic  was:  “From  Duty  to  Love,”  Matt.  20: 
1-4  and  Mark  14:  12-16.  His  second  topic:  “Living  Stones  in  a  Spiritual 
House,”  1  Peter  2:  3-5.  He  combined  his  two  remaining  subjects  “The 
Christian  Life  in  Repose  and  Action”  and  “Our  Parish,  the  World.” 

The  conference  adjourned  after  the  evening  service  on  Wednesday 
evening,  May  8,  at  9:00  P.  M.

The  Conference  of  the  Michigan  District  was  held  in  Jackson  on 
June  11  to  13  at  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Church, -Rev.  0.  W.  Wagner, 


pastor. 


From  the  report  of  the  President,  Rev.  Jacob  Wulfmann,  we  take 
the  following.  The  district  has  76  ordained  pastors  and  85  churches. 
Twelve  churches  are  not  members  of  the  Synod.  Eleven  pastors  are 
retired  and  two  are  heads  of  institutions  in  the  district. 

Death  came  to  Rev.  F.  Boehm,  Dr.  F.  Mayer,  Rev.  Jacob  Doellefeldt, 
Rev.  John  Schaible,  Emma  Ruth  Wulfmann. 

Resolutions  of  note: 

Due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a  district  debt  to  the  Synod  of 
$474.31,  we  instruct  our  President  to  appoint  a  committee  of  one  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  from  the  congregations  in  the  following  way: 
$1  from  each  congregation  having  membership  of  less  than  fifty. 

$2  from  each  congregation  having  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  members. 
$3  from  congregations  having  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and 

fifty  members  and  $1  for  each  additional  fifty  members. 

The  District  instructs  the  District  President  to  set  aside  a  Sunday 
to  be  known  as  Kingdom  Obligation  Sunday— on  which  the  facts  regard¬ 
ing  the  obligation  of  local  churches  to  the  synodical  and  district  needs 
shall  be  presented. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  District  Offering  does  not  cover  the  district 
expenses,  we  call  upon  the  District  Council  to  follow  the  synodical  con¬ 
stitution  by  determining  and  apportioning  the  District  Budget — which 
it  will  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  meet. 

We  are  glad  of  the  pending  visit  to  our  District  of  Missionary  M. 
P.  Davis,  The  execution  of  our  part  in  this  we  refer  to  the  District 
Council. 
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T*he  Michigan  District  assures  Grace  Church,  Detroit,  of  its  sincere 
interest  in  its  great  venture  of  securing  funds  for  the  erection  of  an 
adequate  church  building  and  grants  Grace  Church  the  privilege  of 
approaching  pastors  of  our  various  congregations  with  a  view  of  solicit¬ 
ing  aid  from  certain  individuals  within  that  congregation. 

We  are  gratified  to  know  that  four  missions  have  declared  them¬ 
selves  to  be  self-supporting. 

Out  of  deference  for  those  who  have  for  many  years  faithfully  read 
the  Friedensbote,  we  respectfully  petition  the  Board  of  Publications  to 
retain  its  present  type  and  also,  if  possible,  its  present  name. 

The  Michigan  District  humbly  requests  the  Eden  Publishing  House 
to  reduce,  if  possible,  the  cost  to  the  churches  of  the  Elmhurst  and 
Evangelical  Hymnals. 

Resolved  that  the  Michigan  District  go  on  record  as  recommending 
to  the  General  Council  the  creation  of  a  Social  Actions  Committee  whose 
task  it  shall  be  to  keep  pastors  and  congregations  informed  with 
factual  materials  as  to  vital  social  issues  and  problems  and  to  suggest 
methods  of  approach  to  the  solution  of  these  problems  through  the  local 
congregations. 

The  District  is  aware  of  the  general  apathy  within  the  churches 
toward  Brotherhood  work  and  therefore  appeals  for  a  general  revival 
of  interest  in  this  work. 

The  Michigan  District  appreciates  the  sacrifices  made  by  the  Rev. 
F.  C.  Klick  in  taking  the  office  of  President  General  at  this  time,  and 
pledges  wholehearted  support. 

Our  District  is  painfully  conscious  of  its  failure  even  approximately 
to  meet  the  just  demands  made  upon  it  by  the  greater  church  and  feels 
that  a  call  to  contrition  and  repentance  is  in  order. 

The  District  expresses  itself  as  not  in  favor  of  the  Charity  Fund 
Plan  as  submitted  on  page  150  of  the  Report  of  the  Federation  of 
Evangelical  Charities. 

We  recommend  to  the  District  Council  that  the  next  conference  be 
held  for  four  complete,  days  to  allow  time  for  both  inspiration  and 
business. 

The  Michigan  Council  of  Churches  and  Religious  Education  is  plan¬ 
ning  the  first  Michigan  State  Pastors’  Convocation  (patterned  after  the 
noted  Ohio  Pastors’  Convention)  to  be  held  in  the  coming  winter.  Be 
it  resolved  that  we,  the  Michigan  District  Conference,  heartily  endorse 
this  plan  and  encourage  this  interdenominational  fellowship. 

Moved,  that  we  accept  the  gracious  invitation  to  convene  at  First 
Evangelical  Church,  Richmond,  Michigan,  for  our  1936  Special  District 
Conference.

The  conference  of  the  Minnesota  District  was  held  June  11-14  in 
St.  Paul’s  Church,  Duluth,  Minnesota,  Rev.  Geo.  J.  Low,  pastor.  The 
opening  worship,  also  a  communion  service,  was  held  on  Tuesday  eve¬ 
ning.  Rev.  John  Bunge  of  Plato,  Minnesota,  preached,  basing  his  words 
on  Joshua  7:  10.  On  Wednesday  evening  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun  of  St.  Louis, 
Executive  Secretary  of  Home  Missions  of  our  Synod,  preached,  challeng¬ 
ing  the  conference  to  greater  Kingdom  efforts  in  America.  At  the  clos¬ 
ing  service  on  Thursday  evening,  Rev.  Fred  Iseli  of  New  Ulm,  Minn., 
preached.  At  the  close  of  the  service  the  Dr.  Louis  Goebel  of  Chicago, 
First  Vice-President  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  spoke 
briefly,  and  then  installed  the  newly-elected  officers  of  the  District. 

Devotions  were  conducted  each  morning  by  the  Rev.  Erwin  Bode 
of  Minneapolis.  Following  the  devotions  on  the  first  morning,  roll 
call  and  the  report  of  the  committee  on  credentials  paved  the  way  for 
the  business  of  the  conference.  41  pastors  and  41  lay  delegates  were 
present.  Rev.  J.  M.  Munz,  President  of  the  District,  was  elected  Mod¬ 
erator  and  Rev.  Otto  A.  Muecke,  Vice-President  of  the  District,  Vice- 
Moderator. 

The  conference  was  privileged  to  have  among  its  speakers  and 
guests  the  Dr.  Louis  Goebel  of  Chicago,  and  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun  of 
St.  Louis.  Dr.  Goebel  gave  a  resume  of  the  developments  in  the  union 
of  the  Reformed  Church  and  the  Evangelical  Synod,  as  also  an  address 
on  the  Synod’s  Financial  Problems  and  Obligations.  Rev.  Braun  spoke 
on  “Home  Mission  Tasks  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church.” 
Rev.  George  J.  Low  read  a  paper  on  “Church  Finances,  especially  in  re¬ 
gard  to  raising  the  Congregation’s  Quota  toward  the  Synodical  Budget.” 

On  each  of  the  three  afternoons  the  local  broadcasting  station, 
WEBC,  kindly  donated  fifteen  minutes  for  brief  talks.  These  were 
given  by  Rev.  A.  O.  Mann  of  New  Salem,  N.  Dak.,  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun  of 
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St.  Louis,  and  Dr.  Louis  Goebel  of  Chicago.  Through  the  efforts  of  our 
hosts  the  Conference  was  privileged  to  spend  Thursday  afternoon  at  the 
Northeast  Experimental  Farm  of  the  Minnesota  Agricultural  College, 
a  few  miles  from  the  city  of  Duluth.  Dinner  and  supper  were  served 
there  that  day,  and  late  in  the  afternoon  a  tour  of  inspection  of  the 
farm  was  made.

Report  of  District  President 

1.  The  District  most  heartily  agrees  with  our  President  in  order 
to  do  justice  to  the  tasks  and  problems  as  they  confront  the  church, 
that  we  must  look  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  wisdom, 
guidance,  strength  and  courage. 

2.  The  District  urges  the  congregations  to  remember  the  St.  Paul 
Old  People’s  Home  in  St.  Paul,  and  the  St.  Lucas  Hospital  in  Faribault 
with  gifts  of  produce  at  harvest  time  and  cash  offerings  at  Christmas. 

3.  The  District  thankfully  accepts  the  invitation  of  the  St.  John’s 
Congregation  in  Minneapolis  for  the  1936  Conference. 

4.  The  District  instructs  its  president  to  express  its  sincere  thanks 
to  the  entertaining  St.  Paul’s  Congregation  of  Duluth,  the  pastor  and 
family  for  the  generous  hospitality  shown  us  while  in  their  midst. 

Home  Missions 

1.  We.  express  our  gratitude  to  the  workers  who  have  so  sacrifi- 
cially  devoted  themselves  to  home  mission  tasks,  and  have  accomplished 
worthwhile  and  outstanding  results  despite  limited  funds. 

2.  The  District  rejoices  and  gladly  pays  tribute  to  the  continued 
splendid  support  given  home  missions  by  the  Women’s  Union,  and  en¬ 
courages  the  Women  of  the  Minnesota  District  to  continue  such  support. 

3.  The  Minnesota  District  urges  its  pastors  and  churches  to  give 
serious  consideration  to  the  suggestions  for  schools  of  missions  in  the 
local  churches,  and  to  the  other  plans  for  Missionary  Education  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  Council  for  Missionary  Education.  It  also  urges  lib¬ 
eral  use  of  the  various  missionary  publications  of  both  the  Evangelical 
and  the  Reformed  Boards. 

Foreign  Missions 

1.  The  Minnesota  District  recognizes  the  great  loss  to  the  cause 
of  foreign  missions  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Paul  A.  Menzel  and  expresses 
its  sincere  sympathy  to  the  sorrowing  relatives. 

2.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Minnesota  District  that  no  worthier  suc¬ 
cessor  to  Dr.  Menzel  could  be  found  than  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch,  and 
we  do  solemnly  pledge  our  support  to  him  and  the  cause  he  represents, 
invoking  God’s  blessing  on  him  and  his  work. 

3.  We  consider  it  a  distinct  blessing  of  God  that  our  foreign  mis¬ 
sion  fields  have  grown  in  the  number  of  converts  in  spite  of  a  decreased 
number  of  workers  and  the  unusual  financial  handicaps  of  the  past 
few  years.

General  Resolutions 

1.  We  are  gratified  to  note  with  what  expediency  and  harmony  the 
combination  and  co-ordination  of  the  several  phases  of  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion  in  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  are  being  effected.  We 
urge  that  this  spirit  of  close  co-operation  be  fostered  in  every  locality 
of  the  United  Church. 

2.  We  are  happy  that  the  North  Star  E.  L.  T.  S.  has  been  re¬ 
established,  and  hope  for  a  large  attendance  from  our  churches  at  the 
Gustavus  Adolphus  College  Campus  in  St.  Peter. 

3.  Since  the  India  Reader  undertaking  of  the  young  people  is 
definitely  a  Minnesota  project,  we  urge  all  our  congregations  to  be 
mindful  of  the  financial  responsibility  which  must  be  met.  It  is  im¬ 
perative  that  every  league  or  congregation  send  in  a  contribution  for 
this  worthy  undertaking. 

4.  The  District  appreciates  the  good  work  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Synod,  Mr.  F.  A.  Keck. 

5.  The  District,  conscious  of  the  fact  that  the  church  needs  to  act 
as  a  leaven  for  the  social,  economic  and  political  welfare  of  the  people, 
hereby  creates  a  commission  of  three  members  to  work  within  the 
District  at  various  conferences  and  conventions. 

6.  We  would  recommend  to  the  Council  for  Home  Missions  newly 
to  be  formed,  and  consisting  of  the  Board  for  Home  Missions  and  the 
Board  for  Church  Building,  that  wherever  there  are  two  struggling 
churches  in  any  community,  that  they  be  merged  and  placed  in  charge 
of  one  pastor,  thus  limiting  the  expenses. 

7.  We  fully  realize  that  the  Extension  Fund  Board  has  carried 
on  its  work  successfully  with  the  funds  available  and  we  hereby  ex¬ 
press  our  appreciation  of  their  noble  service  rendered  the  Synod. 

8.  We  recommend  the  efforts  which  are  being  put  forth  by  the 
faculty  of  Eden  Theological  Seminary  to  link  the  work  of  the  class¬ 
room  more  concretely  to  the  problems  of  the  Christian  ministry  by  the 
extension  of  field  work. 

9.  We  rejoice  in  the  merger  of  Central  Seminary  with  Eden  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  are  confident  that* the  union  of  the  teaching  personnel  and 
the  reconstruction  of  the  curriculum  will  enhance  the  effectiveness  of 
academic  work. 

10.  We  also  commend  the  increasing  tendency  toward  inter-de¬ 
nominational  and  interracial  fellowship. 

11.  The  Minnesota  District  would  also  be  included  in  the  group 
of  districts  that  would  assume  special  responsibility  toward  Elmhurst 
College. 

12.  We  express  our  appreciation  for  the  work  done  by  Dr.  Paul 
Press  as  President  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  until  his  resignation.  To 
the  present  incumbent^  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  we  extend  our  good  wishes 
and  pray  for  him  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  in  guiding  the  affairs  of 
the  Synod. 

13.  In  reference  to  the  Lenten  Pamphlet  for  1935  we  note  with 


gratification  the  disposal  of  80,000  copies  of  this  worthy  publication  and 
trust  that  its  future  sales  may  soon  make  it  self-supporting. 

14.  Be  it  resolved  that  in  spite  of  financial  losses  the  Minnesota 
District  favors  the  continuance  of  the  Chicago  branch  of  Eden  Publish¬ 
ing  House. 

15.  We  recommend  to  the  next  General  Synod  of  1936  that  the 
faculties  of  the  seminaries  be  authorized  to  edit  a  theological  magazine 
or  journal  which  will  offer  material  that  is  really  of  theological  nature, 
which  is  not  found  in  existing  publications.

2.  We  are  grateful  for  the  progress  made  toward  the  consumma¬ 
tion  of  the  merger  of  our  Evangelical  Synod  with  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master’s  prayer,  “that 
they  may  all  be  one.” 

3.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  guidance  of  God  in  prospering 
our  work  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  during  the  past  year  we  had  three 
President  Generals.

4.  In  the  promotional  and  educational  program  of  our  church,  we

5.  We  realize,  with  regret,  the  loss  sustained  by  our  Church  in 
the  departure  of  so  many  of  our  faithful  workers,  and  express  our  sin¬ 
cere  sympathy  to  all  the  bereaved.

Home  Missions  (Synodical) 

1.  The  Missouri  District  desires  to  support  the  interpretation  of 
the  implications  of  Home  Missions  in  the  light  of  modern  needs  as  this 
is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  asks  its  pas¬ 
tors  to  help  their  congregations  understand  these  changing  conceptions 
of  a  fundamental  task  of  the  church.  Specifically,  the  following  state¬ 
ment  is  emphasized:  “Our  denomination  could  find  much  work  for  its 
Home  Mission  forces  in  guiding  and  strengthening  existing  churches; 
in  helping  churches  and  groups  eliminate  rivalry  and  duplication 
through  such  union  efforts;  in  extending  a  much  richer  ministry  to 
the  underprivileged  in  the  wide  mountain  and  other  areas;  in  evangel¬ 
izing  the  millions  that  do  not  know  Christ  and  the  Power  of  His  gos¬ 
pel;  the  godless  rich  and  the  unchurched  masses  in  our  cities  and  rural 
sections;  in  rescuing  the  multitudes  of  boy  and  girl  tramps  and  the 
migrant  workers  of  America;  the  reaching  of  the  criminal  classes;  to 
make  Christ  known  to  the  Jews,  the  Mormons,  and  the  Orientals.” 

2.  The  story  of  enforced  retrenchment  as  reported  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  resulting  in  closed  churches,  churches  on  part-time  ser¬ 
vice,  and  in  actual  suffering  on  the  part  of  mission  workers  and  their 
families,  helps  to  make  concrete  the  meaning  of  our  failure  adequately 
to  support  the  cooperative  tasks  of  the  church.  We  express  our  sense 
of  shame  and  failure  and  emphatically  call  the  churches  of  this  Dis¬ 
trict  to  a  renewed  effort  to  raise  their  full  budget  quotas. 

3.  The  Missouri  District  notes  with  sincere  appreciation  the  re¬ 
sults  that  have  been  accomplished  despite  limited  funds  and  expresses 
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its  gratitude  to  the  workers  who  have  given  of  themselves  so  sacrifi- 
cially  to  their  task. 

4.  The  Missouri  District  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  happy 
plan  whereby  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  cooperated  in  celebrating 
their  75th  and  50th  anniversaries  respectively,  thus  focussing  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  church  upon  the  entire  mission  enterprise, 

5.  Since  the  Ozark  Mission  is  located  entirely  within  the  boundary 
of  the  Missouri  District,  the  District  recognizes  its  obligation  to  assume 
an  ever  greater  share  of  responsibility  for  this  work.  It  asks  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Council  in  cooperation  with  the  Ozark  Auxiliary  Committee  to 
determine  the  specific  project  to  be  undertaken  and  to  provide  a  plan 
for  securing  the- necessary  funds. 

6.  The  Missouri  District  rejoices  in  the  progress  that  is  being 
made  in  merging  the  Home  Mission  work  of  the  “R”  and  “E”  groups 
and  trusts  that  this  progress  will  continue. 

7.  The  District  again  pays  tribute  to  the  continued  splendid  sup¬ 
port  given  Home  Missions  by  the  Women’s  Union. 

8.  The  District  commends  to  its  pastors  and  congregations  the 
serious  consideration  of  the  suggestions  for  School  of  Missions  in  the 
local  church  and  other  plans  for  missionary  education  as  recommended 
by  the  mission  boards.  The  various  missionary  publications  of  both 
the  Evangelical  and  the  Reformed  Boards  are  especially  helpful  in 
bringing  information  to  our  people  and  so  stimulating  their  missionary 
zeal. 

9.  The  District  desires  to  encourage  further  cooperation  with  in¬ 
terdenominational  and  other-denominational  groups  working  at  the 
Home  Missions  task.

Recognizing  the  value  and  the  influence  of  annual  convocations, 
the  practical  expression  of  interdenominational  and  interracial  fellow¬ 
ship  of  students,  and  the  experience  which  the  supervised  and  guided 
field  work  of  the  students  affords,  the  Missouri  District  Conference 
wishes  especially  to  urge  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  president  and  the 
faculty  of  Eden  Theological  Seminary  to  continue  to  carry  on  these 
endeavors  as  effectively  as  possible. 

The  Missouri  District  Conference  expresses  its  satisfaction  in  the 
splendid  manner  in  which  Eden  Seminary  has  handled  the  problems 
growing  out  of  the  merging  of  Central  Theological  Seminary  of  Dayton 
with  Eden. 

The  Missouri  District  Conference  rejoices  with  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  the  president  and  the  faculty  of  Eden  Theological  Seminary  that 
the  entrance  requirements  to  the  seminary  will  be  a  full  A.B.  course.

is  able  to  enjoy  the  benefits  which  such  affiliation  offers. 

3.  The  Missouri  District  Conference  urges  the  congregations  to 
consider  and  to  cooperate  in  the  suggestions  offered  by  Dr.  Timothy 
Lehmann  in  his  report  and  which  follow: 
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1.  A  student  representing  your  congregation  at  our  college  (boy 
or  girl). 

2.  Where  the  heart  prompts  a  youth  and  a  desire  is  awakened  to 
prepare  for  the  ministry,  do  not  quench  the  spirit  but  send  us 
word.  We  shall  be  glad  to  make  further  contacts. 

3.  Prayerfully  share  our  problem  with  us.  Constructive  criticism 
is  welcome. 

4.  Help  us  maintain  our  accreditation  by  supporting  the  Synod 
which  appropriates  a  share  of  its  income  for  our  benefit.  Pay 
up  your  pledges  in  the  Advance  for  continuance  of  the  program 
and  endowment. 

5.  Promote  the  church  interest  in  Christian  Education  on  higher 
levels  for  we  cannot  afford  to  evade  this  responsibility  toward 
the  oncoming  generation.

Religious  Education 

1.  We  rejoice  with  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  at  the  evi¬ 
dent  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  work  of  Christian  education 
as  evidenced  by  the  report  to  the  Districts  for  1934. 

2.  We  feel  deeply  the  loss  sustained  by  the  Church  in  the  death 
of  Prof.  Frederick  Pfeiffer,  for  many  years  identified  with  the  work  of 
Religious  Education  in  our  District  and  in  the  Evangelical  Synod. 

3.  God’s  Word  and  Christian  experience  teach  us  that  more  time 
is  needed  for  the  religious  instruction  of  our  youth;  one  hour  a  week 
is  not  sufficient.  Even  in  the  present  day  the  Church  could  find  time 
and  means  for  this  instruction  if  we  would  but  live  up  to  our  Christian 
standard.  Too  much  time  is  spent  in  learning  how  to  earn  a  living 
instead  of  learning  how  to  live  a  Christian  life. 

4.  We  would  recommend  that  a  longer  period  of  time  be  devoted 
to  Confirmation  instruction  and  furthermore  recommend  a  two-year 
course  of  not  less  than  three  hours  per  week  running  concurrently 
with  the  public  school  year. 

5.  We  suggest  to  the  pastors  and  delegates  of  this  District  that 
they  impress  upon  their  Bible  School  teachers  and  other  church  work¬ 
ers  the  importance  of  taking  part  in  Workers’  Conference  and  Leader¬ 
ship  Training  Schools. 

6.  We  commend  the  Board  for  reopening  the  North  Star  School 
and  strongly  recommended  the  establishing  of  schools  in  other  areas. 

7.  We  would  encourage  all  the  churches  of  the  District  to  establish 
and  maintain  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools. 

8.  We  commend  the  Board  for  the  way  in  which  it  has  developed 
the  Light  Bearer  and  the  help  it  is  giving  through  the  Service  Library, 
and  Art  Slides,  and  other  visual  aids. 

9.  We  are  gratified  to  note  that  the  “Lessons  for  Christian  Living’’ 
are  constantly  going  forward. 
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10.  We  would  encourage  the  three  cooperating  Boards,  i.  e.,  of 
Religious  Education,  Foreign  Missions  and  Home  Missions  in  the  plan¬ 
ning  of  a  “Church  School  for  Missions”  intended  for  the  members  of 
the  entire  family,  for  which  the  syllabus  is  in  preparation.

Special  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved  that  the  Missouri  District  Conference  go  on  record  as 
endorsing  the  action  of  the  District  President  in  appointing  a  District 
Committee  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems;  that  this  Committee 
be  empowered  to  speak  for  the  District  on  social  problems  and  take 
the  initiative  in  social  action;  and  that  the  Committee  be  made  a  per¬ 
manent  Committee  of  the  Missouri  District. 

2.  Whereas  it  is  our  conviction  that  the  Church  must  be  and  is 
anxious  to  concern  itself  with  the  social  problems  which  beset  men  on 
every  hand  and, 

Whereas  the  Church  must,  we  believe,  guide  men  in  individual  and 
social  action  according  to  the  standard  of  the  Gospel: 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  the  Missouri  District  Conference  urge 
the  Committee  on  Constitution  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church 
to  establish  in  the  United  Church  a  Commission  such  as  recommended 
by  the  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  of  the  “E” 
group  in  agreement  with  the  Commission  on  Social  Service  in  the  “R” 
group,  (See  paragraph  two  and  three  under  “The  Function  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,”  Pp.  154;  155  in  “Annual  Reports  to  the  Districts,  1935); 

That  such  Commission  be  provided  with  adequate  facilities  and 
resources  by  the  united  Church  in  order  to  perform  the  functions  dele¬ 
gated  to  it. 

Furthermore  the  Missouri  District  Conference  recommends  that 
the  above  Commission  be  named  The  Commission  on  Christian  Social 
Action. 

3.  Resolved  that  the  Missouri  District  Conference  now  in  session 
communicate  to  our  brother-ministers  in  Germany  our  deep  sympathy 
in  their  sufferings  for  the  sake  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  our  profound 
admiration  for  their  loyalty  to  God  rather  than  to  Caesar,  our  earnest 
prayer  that  they  will  endure  persecution  for  righteousness*  sake  and 
will  be  given  strength  to  be  faithful  even  though  they  have  to  die  for  it. 

4.  Whereas,  one  of  the  major  sources  of  social  injustice  is  the 
disproportion  of  power  and  influence  between  the  owning  and  manag¬ 
ing  groups  of  our  industrial  society  and  the  workers,  and 

Whereas,  the  building  up  of  bargaining  power  amongst  the  workers 
is  an  inescapable  way  of  correcting  economic  injustice,  and 

Whereas,  the  principle  of  collective  bargaining  is  conceded  to  be 
right  and  just, 

Be  it  resolved:  1)  that  we  as  members  of  the  Christian  Church 
lend  our  support  and  influence  to  such  bargaining  groups  of  workers 
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as  farmers*  cooperatives,  labor  unions  and  other  such  organizations 
which  guarantee  to  the  worker  a  fair  and  decent  wage  and,  on  2)  that 
we  encourage  all  congregations  to  scrutinize  the  sources  from  which 
their  supplies  come  and  that  they  give  preference  to  those  firms,  com¬ 
panies,  and  businesses  which  employ  Christian  standards  regarding 
wages  and  working  conditions,  3)  that  congregations  honestly  face  the 
responsibility  of  paying  their  worker,  particularly  the  unskilled,  a 
wage  commensurate  with  their  needs,  and  with  the  demands  of  a 
Christian  standard  of  living. 

5.  Whereas,  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America  has  de¬ 
clared  that  it  will  not  support  any  war,  since  war  is  inconsistent  with 
our  faith  in  Christ  who  is  the  Lord  of  the  Church,  and 

Whereas,  we  cannot  but  be  concerned  over  the  present  tendencies 
in  the  world  and  particularly  in  the  U.  S.  making  for  international 
tension; 

Therefore,  we  cannot  but  regret  the  action  of  the  President  of  the 
U.  S.  in  espousing  and  the  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  in  passing  a  billion 
dollar  appropriation  for  the  army  and  navy;  and 

W~e  do  most  urgently  protest  against  the  maneuvers  of  the  U.  S. 
fleet  in  the  far  Pacific, 

Be  it  further  resolved  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  U.  S.,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives  from 
the  State  of  Missouri. 

6.  Whereas,  it  is  the  conviction  of  the  Missouri  District  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  that  the  proposal  to  li¬ 
cense  racing  in  the  State  of  Missouri  is  a  dangerous  threat  to  public 
morals  and  to  public  welfare  of  the  state; 

Therefore,  we  do  urgently  request  the  governor  and  the  legisla¬ 
ture  of  the  State  of  Missouri  to  use  their  influence  and  authority  to 
defeat  this  iniquitous  measure; 

Furthermore,  the  secretary  of  this  conference  be  instructed  to  send 
the  copies  of  this  resolution  to  the  governor  of  the  state,  the  President 
of  the  Senate,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
to  Dr.  A.  H.  Armstrong,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Church  Federation. 

7.  Whereas,  the  naval  maneuvers,  which  are  now  being  conducted 
by  our  Government  in  the  far  Pacific  with  the  “largest  and  most  power¬ 
ful  fleet  ever  assembled/’  seriously  complicate  the  task  of  maintaining 
our  friendly  relations  with  Japan,  and 

Whereas,  these  naval  maneuvers  are  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
principles  of  Jesus,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  that  we,  the  representatives  of  the  Missouri  District  of 
the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  in  America,  gathered  in  regular 
session  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  April  30  to  May  2,  notify  the  Christian  breth¬ 
ren  of  our  church  in  Japan,  and  through  them  the  people  of  that 
country,  that 

1)  We  are  Unalterably  opposed  to  the  naval  maneuvers  now  being 
conducted  in  the  far  Pacific, 
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2)  Feel  keenly  the  deep  resentment,  which  is  theirs  because  of  this 
uncalled-for  affront,  and 

3)  Entertain  only  the  kindest  feeling  toward  them,  and  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  work  to  neutralize  any  warlike  effect  our  government’s  naval 
maneuvers  may  have  upon  certain  of  our  people. 

8.  Whereas;  the  barbarous  practice  of  lynching  has  been  prac¬ 
ticed  to  an  alarming  degree  in  many  parts  of  our  nation,  and 

Whereas,  the  Congress  of  the  U.  S.  has  before  it  a  bill  which,  if 
passed,  we  believe  would  result  in  checking  this  nefarious  and  bar¬ 
barous  practice,  and 

Whereas,  we  believe  it  is  the  duty  of  every  law  abiding  citizen  to 
use  his  or  her  influence  to  check  this  evil. 

Therefore,  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Missouri  District  Conference  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  in  regular  session  at  Salem  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  that  we  heartily  endorse  the  Anti-Lynch¬ 
ing  Bill,  and  we  urge  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  to  support  this  bill  to  the  end  that,  when  it  becomes  a  law, 
it  will  in  some  measure  abolish  this  evil  and  barbarous  practice  in 
our  land. 

Resolved,  second,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the 
President  of  the  U.  S.,  to  the  President  of  the  Senate,  and  Speaker  of 
the  House,  with  the  request  that  they  be  read  before  the  two  Houses; 
Senators  Wagner  and  Cortigan,  authors  of  the  bill,  and  Clark  and 
Truman,  Senators  from  Missouri.

Missouri  District  gladly  gives  its  officers  the  following 
gratifications  for  services  rendered  during  the  past  two  years,  namely. 
President,  $100;  Vice-President,  50;  Secretary,  $50;  Treasurer,  $50. 

2.  The  Missouri  District  donates  $250  to  the  Synodical  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  and  $250  to  the  District  Council  for  a  Home  Mission  project 
in  the  Ozark  Mountains. 

3.  The  Missouri  District  gives  Dr.  O.  Johnson  and  the  committee 
he  represents,  the  sum  of  $10  to  assist  in  the  work  of  defeating  the 
Hess  Bill  which  seeks  to  license  racing  in  the  state  of  Missouri. 

(Committee  No.  6) 

Foreign  Missions 

1.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  although  this  past  year  was  not 
notable  as  one  of  increased  financial  support,  nevertheless  in  Foreign 
Missions  1934  stands  out  as  a  year  of  encouragement  and  spiritual  prog¬ 
ress  due  principally  to  the  spirit  of  fervent  thanksgiving  and  renewed 
interest  and  consecration  awakened  by  the  combined  50th  anniversary 
of  the  Foreign  Missions  and  the  75th  anniversary  of  Home  Missions 
in  our  church. 

2.  We  deplore  our  loss  through  the  Home-going  during  this  past 
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year  of  the  sainted  Dr.  Paul  Menzel,  a  man  who  for  39  years  was  inti¬ 
mately  associated  with  the  foreign  mission  enterprize  of  our  Church 
_ even  as  we  bear  grateful  testimony  to  the  extraordinary  and  out¬ 
standing  contribution  he  was  permitted  by  the  grace  of  God  to  make  to 
the  whole  cause  of  foreign  missions.  The  sentiment  of  our  District  is 
fittingly  expressed  in  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  last  October,  q.  v. 

3.  We  rejoice  in  the  broader  horizon  in  foreign  missions  made 
possible  by  our  merger  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  and 
we  trust  that  the  day  may  speedily  come  when  a  common  policy  and 
a  united  administration  of  the  whole  foreign  missionary  task  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  shall  have  been  consummated. 

4a.  We  heartily  commend  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  for  the  pub¬ 
lications  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  “Mission¬ 
ary  Horizons”  and  “Missionary  Trails”. — and  consider  these  booklets  in¬ 
valuable  aids  in  the  development  of  a  deeper  and  more  vital  personal 
interest  on  the  part  of  our  constituency  in  the  whole  missionary  pro¬ 
gram  of  the  church. 

4b.  We  are  heartily  in  accord  with  every  medium  employed  by  the 
Church  to  systematically  educate  our  constituency  as  to  the  challenge 
of  the  missionary  enterprise  of  the  church,  believing  that  one  cannot 
love  that  which  one  does  not  know. 

5.  We  rejoice  that  a  number  of  candidates  applied  for  service  in 
India  and  Honduras,  revealing  as  this  circumstance  does  that  conse¬ 
crated  Christian  people  still  do  hear  the  call  of  the  foreign  field.  We 
are  happy  that  the  Foreign  Board  could  call  the  Rev.  Harold  Freund, 
M.D.,  for  service  in  the  Indian  Field  and  wish  him  God’s  blessing  in 
his  work.  At  the  same  time  we  deplore  the  lack  of  faith  and  vision 
in  the  homeland  which  through  its  resulting  inadequate  financial  sup¬ 
port  makes  impossible  the  sending  of  other  needed  workers  into  the 
vineyard,  which  has  resulted  in  serious  necessary  curtailments  and  to 
a  certain  extent  in  the  impairing  of  the  Eord’s  work. 

6.  We  heartily  commend  the  Women’s  Union,  the  Evangelical  So¬ 
ciety  for  Medical  Missions,  and  all  special  supporters  who  through  their 
moral  support  and  financial  gifts  have  rendered  invaluable  aid  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  God’s  Kingdom  in  the  foreign  field  during 
this  past  year. 

7.  We  congratulate  the  Evangelical  Society  for  Medical  Missions 
on  its  first  decade  of  service  in  the  cause  of  foreign  missions,  and  bear 
grateful  testimony  to  its  many  fine  achievements  and  prayerfully  hope 
that  its  aim  to  equip  the  Tilda  Hospital  with  electric  lights  and  X-Ray 
apparatus  may  be  accomplished  within  the  present  year.  To  this  end 
we  heartily  commend  this  vitally  essential  project  to  church  organiza¬ 
tions  and  individuals  in  our  District. 

8.  We  are  deeply  grateful  for  the  splendid  and  inspiring  example 
of  unselfish  sacrificial  devotion  and  service  to  the  cause  of  foreign  mis¬ 
sions,  given  us  by  the  Executive  Secretary,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch,  and 
by  our  missionaries  both  in  India  and  Honduras,  and  for  the  heartening 
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evidences  of  progress  which  have  been  revealed.  All  this  makes  real  to 
us  again  that  “God  hath  not  forgotten  to  be  gracious”  both  in  respect 
to  the  quality  of  the  workers  He  has  raised  up,  and  the  fruitage  both 
invisible  and  visible  of  their  untiring  labors.  All  this  reminds  us 
anew,  however,  of  our  responsibility  to  respond  to  the  very  best  mea¬ 
sure  of  our  ability,  morally  and  financially,  both  as  individuals  and  as  con¬ 
gregations  so  that  God’s  high  work  may  not  suffer  because  of  our  indif¬ 
ference  and  inadequacy,  and  that  those  who  give  themselves  to  His 
work  in  the  foreign  field  may  know  that  in  back  of  them  stands  a 
united  Church  unstinting  in  its  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  high  aim 
that  the  Kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  become  the  Kingdom  of  our 
Christ.

Church  Extension 

1.  The  Missouri  District  is  gratified  that  the  C.  E.  F.  Board  was 
in  a  position  during  the  past  year  to  grant  10  new  loans  amounting  to 
$31,400,  in  spite  of  the  limited  funds  available  for  this  essential  work. 

2.  The  Missouri  District  regrets,  however,  that  the  Budget  Board 
deemed  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  Budget  allotment  for  the  C.  E.  F. 
Board  to  the  lowest  possible  minimum  of  mere  $600.00  which  seems  ab¬ 
solutely  out  of  proportion  with  the  allotments  to  other  Boards,  figured 
on  a  percentage  basis  of  the  necessary  working  capital. 

3.  The  Missouri  District  is  of  the  opinion  that  a  proper  and  effec¬ 
tive  functioning  of  the  C.  E.  F.  Board,  with  a  constantly  increasing 
demand  upon  its  assistance  by  churches  in  financial  distress,  some  of 
them  facing  foreclosure  and  loss  of  their  property,  will  be  sadly  crip¬ 
pled,  unless  an  adequate  source  of  revenue  is  provided  for  by  our 
church. 

4.  In  order  to  facilitate  a  closer  cooperation  between  the  Board 
for  Home  Missions  and  the  C.  E.  F.  Board  whose  interests  are  so 
closely  interlinked  with  each  other,  the  Missouri  District  heartily  en¬ 
dorses  the  recommendation  of  the  C.  E.  F.  Board  to  the  merged  Consti¬ 
tutional  Committee,  the  creation  of  a  “Council  for  Home  Missions” 
consisting  of  members  of  the  two  Boards,  with  the  provision  that  the 
two  treasuries  be  kept  strictly  separate. 

Publications 

1.  The  Missouri  District  is  glad  to  learn  that  the  report  of  the 
Eden  Publishing  House  of  the  past  year  shows  a  substantial  general 
improvement  in  its  finances,  in  spite  of  its  many  adverse  factors  affect¬ 
ing  all  business  enterprises. 

2.  The  Missouri  District  once  more  appeals  to  the  loyalty  of  all 
pastors  and  laymen  to  patronize  Eden  Publishing  House,  which  will 
greatly  alleviate  our  general  financial  distress. 

3.  We  regret  that  the  publication  of  the  Theological  Magazine  has 

\ 
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ceased  and  that  no  solution  for  a  substitution  of  a  similar  paper  has 
been  provided  for. 

4.  The  District  anticipates  favorably,  the  realization  in  the  near 
future  of  the  merging  of  the  Evangelical  Herald  and  similar  Reformed 
Church  publications  in  the  form  of  a  new  denominational  weekly,  and 
pledge  its  loyal  support,  hoping  it  will  find  a  place  in  every  Reformed 
and  Evangelical  home. 

Pension  and  Relief 

1.  The  District  is  glad  over  the  fact  that  the  Pension  Fund  Board 
was  able  to  increase  pensions  over  those  paid  for  the  previous  year 
in  the  amount  of  $70.00  for  pastors  and  $8.00  for  widows. 

2.  The  District  calls  upon  all  of  our  churches  to  be  ready  to  as¬ 
sist  those  pastors  and  widows  who  really  are  in  need  and  who,  because 
of  their  non-membership  in  the  Pension  and  Relief  Fund,  do  not  receive 
aid  from  that  source. 

3.  The  District  takes  grateful  recognition  of  the  liberal  contribu¬ 
tion  the  Women's  Union  has  made  to  the  Pension  and  Relief  Fund,  in 
the  erection  of  a  cottage  at  Blue  Springs,  and  also  in  the  special  gifts 
from  their  Thank  Offerings. 

Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  (Synodical) 

The  District  heartily  approves  the  new  insurance  policy  for  church 
property,  issued  since  June  1,  1934,  and  would  recommend  that  all 
churches  take  advantage  of  this  new  approved  contract. 

(District) 

1.  We  are  pleased  that  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  has 
in  the  past  year  increased  its  insurance  policies  written  in  our  District 
by  $251,320. 

2.  We  extend  thanks  to  our  District  agent,  Mr.  F.  H.  Helmkamp 
and  recommend  him  for  reappointment.

Synodical  Finances 

1.  The  Missouri  District  Conference  commends  the  sixteen 
churches  of  the  District  which  raised  their  1934  synodical  budget  quotas 
100%  or  more.  The  Conference  feels  that  special  commendation  is  due 
those  churches  which  achieved  this  goal  under  extremely  adverse  cir¬ 
cumstances.  The  Conference  commends  all  those  churches  which  made 
a  sincere  effort  to  meet  their  quotas  even  though  they  fell  short  of 
the  coveted  goal. 

2.  The  Missouri  District  Conference  notes  with  dismay  that  125 
of  our  churches,  including  7  in  the  Missouri  District,  are  not  credited 
with  any  contribution  whatsoever  toward  the  synodical  household  for 
1934.  We  feel  that  no  church  with  a  fair  degree  of  good  will  toward 
the  Synod  is  too  small  or  too  poor  to  make  some  contribution,  be  it 
ever  so  small. 
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3.  The  Missouri  District  Conference  feels  that  further  efforts  to¬ 
ward  raising  the  Synodical  Budget  deficit  should  he  held  in  abeyance 
for  the  time  being  and  that  every  effort  should  be  directed  toward  the 
raising  of  the  1935  budget  in  full. 

4.  The  Conference  insists  that  all  congregations  fill  in  and  return 
their  budget  acceptance  blanks  and  holds  its  officers  responsible  for 
securing  their  return. 

5.  The  Missouri  District  gratefully  recognizes  the  interest  mani¬ 
fested  by  the  Ebenezer  Evangelical  Church  of  St.  Louis  as  expressed  in 
the  resolutions  submitted  to  the  Missouri  District  President  (see  p.  20 
of  District  reports)  and  herewith  resolves  that  congregations  failing 
to  raise  their  assigned  synodical  budget  quotas  in  full  shall  be  required 
to  account  to  the  District  Judiciary,  at  the  next  District  Conference, 
for  their  failure  to  do  so. 

6.  Be  it  resolved  that  pastors  and  members  of  congregations 
which  have  failed  during  the  previous  year  to  meet  their  District 
quotas  in  full  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  District  offices. 

7.  The  District  approves  the  practice  recently  adopted  by  the 
synodical  treasurer  of  sending  a  monthly  financial  report  to  all  pas¬ 
tors  and  urges  its  continuance.  The  Conference  deplores  the  fact  that 
only  38  of  the  118  churches  in  the  District  made  any  contributions  to¬ 
ward  the  synodical  treasury  during  the  first  two  months  of  the  current 
fiscal  year.  We  urge  all  pastors  and  delegates  to  impress  upon  their 
respective  congregations  the  pressing  necessity  of  making  regular 
monthly  payments  to  the  synodical  treasury.  We  request  the  District 
officers  to  see  to  it  that  congregations  delinquent  in  this  respect  be  re¬ 
minded  of  their  responsibility. 

8.  Recognizing  the  importance  of  the  study  of  stewardship  prin¬ 
ciples,  the  District  recommends  that  all  pastors  and  church  councils 
study  the  book  “Financial  Recovery  for  the  Local  Church”  by  Julius 
E.  Crawford.  The  District  herewith  authorizes  its  president  to  pur¬ 
chase  with  District  funds  one  copy  of  Dr.  Crawford’s  book  for  each 
pastor  serving  a  congregation  in  the  District. 

9.  We  are  profoundly  convinced  that  no  measures  devised  by  us 
will  achieve  the  aim  of  the  foregoing  resolutions  unless  we  have  an 
awakening  of  Kingdom  conscience  and  a  consequent  release  of  a 
greater  abundance  of  spiritual  powers.  Whether  an  economic  depres¬ 
sion  such  as  the  world  is  experiencing  now,  and  by  which  the  Church 
with  its  Kingdom  tasks  is  so  painfully  affected,  is  caused  by  or  is  the 
cause  of  spiritual  depression  may  be  a  debatable  question.  But  the 
fact  of  our  spiritual  impoverishment  is  a  salient  factor  in  our  financial 
troubles  and  the  call  for  a  spiritual  awakening  as  voiced  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  our  District  in  his  annual  report  should  find  our  hearts  de¬ 
voutly  responsive.

Foreign  Missions 

1.  While  the  policy  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  stay  within 
its  income  is  a  commendable  one,  the  Nebraska  District  begs  to  cau¬ 
tion  against  too  severe  a  curtailment  of  our  Foreign  Mission  work 
which  might  mean  a  present  saving,  but  may  lead  to  greater  expendi¬ 
ture  later  on,  or  even  to  loss  of  ground  hitherto  gained. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  mission  literature,  the  church  papers  and 
mission  study  classes,  the  Nebraska  District  urges  the  personal  presen¬ 
tation  of  the  mission  cause  by  members  of  the  Mission  Boards  and  misr 
sionaries  on  furlough,  as  in  this  manner  more  people  who  are  in  need 
of  information  can  be  reached. 

Publications 

The  Nebraska  District  regrets  the  action  of  the  faculty  of  Eden 
Seminary  taken  upon  the  provision  made  by  the  General  Conference,  in 
reference  to  the  revision  of  the  Theological  Magazine,  and  hopes  that 
the  resolution  of  the  General  Conference  will  be  carrried  out. 

Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

The  district  is  fully  aware  of  the  need  of  more  intensive  study  of 
the  points  of  connection  between  the  principles  of  Jesus  and  modern 
social  problems.  It  welcomes  the  function  of  the  commission  and  prom¬ 
ises  its  hearty  support.  It  therefore  recommends  the  establishment  of 
a  social  committee  within  the  district. 
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Historical  Commission 

The  Nebraska  District  recommends  to  the  General  Synod  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  a  Historical  Commission  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church,  to  be  charged  with  pursuing  the  same  functions  for  the  United 
Church  as  our  present  Commission  for  the  Evangelical  Synod,  without, 
however,  abrogating  the  continued  interest  in  the  historical  research 
pertaining  to  the  origin  and  development  of  the  former  Evangelical 
Synod  as  well  as  the  former  Reformed  Church. 

Nebraska  Council  of  Churches 

The  Nebraska  District,  having  by  unanimous  vote  at  the  conference 
in  1933  joined  the  “Nebraska  Council  of  Churches  and  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation/’  asks  each  congregation  to  do  its  best  in  supporting  the  council 
by  making  the  expected  small  annual  contribution  of  5c  per  enrolled 
Sunday  school  member.

Resolutions 

Report  of  Committee  No.  2  on  the  District  President's  Report 
1.  We  believe  with  the  District  President  that  the  failure  to 
preach  the  vital  message  of  Christ,  “Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness,”  and  the  lack  of  proper  emphasis  on  the  right¬ 
eousness  of  the  Kingdom  is  largely  responsible  for  the  maladjustments 
prevailing  in  the  world  today. 

If  according  to  the  suggestions  of  the  President,  we  are  to  look 
through  an  open  window,  it  must  be  opened  to  the  inpouring  of  the 
guiding  and  directing  spirit  of  God. 
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As  the  spirit  of  God  through  Christ  leads  the  church  of  today, 
we  must  help  rebuild  the  social  and  economic  order  of  the  day  in 
order  that  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  may  truly  come  on  earth. 

2.  The  New  York  District  accepts  the  motto  “A  Challenge  to  Our 
Membership — Every  Member  Kingdom-Minded.” 

Since  responsibility  is  shared  only  partially  by  the  group,  to  which 
the  individual  belongs,  success  will  not  be  attained  until  every  indi¬ 
vidual  becomes  Kingdom-minded. 

3.  The  District  heartily  receives  into  its  fellowship  those  who 
came  from  other  fields  and  wishes  God-speed  to  those  who  have  left 
our  midst,  congratulates  pastors  and  congregations  who  were  privileged 
to  observe  outstanding  anniversaries,  and  extends  its  sincerest  sym¬ 
pathy  to  those  who  mourn  the  departure  of  their  loved  ones. 

4.  The  District  feels  honored  in  having  as  its  guests  Rev.  F.  Klick, 
President  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  and  Dr.  S.  D.  Press,  President  of 
Eden  Theological  Seminary. 

5.  With  reference  to  the  resolution  of  the  Buffalo  Regional  Con¬ 
ference  on  changing  the  date  of  its  meeting  we  refer  to  the  Synodical 
Constitution,  Div.  3,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  98. 

6.  The  District  very  cordially  thanks  the  President,  Rev.  P.  Lang- 
horst,  and  fellow  officers  and  the  District  Council,  for  their  diligent, 
dutiful  and  efficient  work  in  its  behalf.  The  District  votes  to  give  its 
officers  the  usual  honorarium. 

7.  The  District  extends  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Salem  Evang. 
Congregation,  its  pastor,  Rev.  W.  Hetzel,  and  his  wife,  the  Church  Coun¬ 
cil,  organist,  choir  and  various  organizations  for  their  splendid  enter¬ 
tainment  of  the  46th  Conference  and  directs  its  President  to  convey 
these  thanks  at  an  opportune  time. 

8.  The  District  votes  a  gift  of  $15.00  each  to  the  janitor  of  the 
entertaining  church  and  the  office  secretary  of  the  conference. 

Committee  No.  3.  Auditing;  District  Treasurer,  General  Treasurer 
Board  of  Endowments  and  Trust  Funds 

The  New  York  District  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
untiring  efforts  of  the  Synodical  Treasurer,  Mr.  F.  C.  Keck,  and  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  he  conducts  the  affairs  of  his  office  and  the 
personal  efforts  he  puts  forth  to  create  an  interest  in  the  various  con¬ 
gregations  in  the  support  of  the  larger  tasks  of  our  churches.  We  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  treasurer  send  a  receipt  for  all  monies  received  and  a 
letter  of  commendation  to  churches  making  special  donations. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  a  total  of  152  churches  have  contributed 
their  full  quota  during  the  year  1934  showing  an  increase  of  41  over 
the  previous  year,  yet  we  must  confess  that  this  is  a  small  percentage 
of  the  1200  churches  of  our  Synod.  We  deplore  the  fact  that  over  one- 
half  of  the  congregations  did  not  raise  50%  of  the  quota.  Since  this  is 
true  of  our  New  York  District  even  as  it  is  of  the  Synod  as  a  whole. 

1.  The  New  York  District  believes  that  the  lack  of  Synodical  sup¬ 
port  and  the  reason  for  the  constantly  increasing  deficit  lies  not  in  the 
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fact  that  God  has  failed  to  bless  us,  but  that  so  many  of  our  churches 
have  failed  God  in  the  support  of  their  larger  tasks. 

2.  The  New  York  District  feels  that  there  must  be  a  complete 
re-thinking  of  the  plan  underlying  the  securing  of  Kingdom  support. 
The  abstract  terms  of  budget  and  quota  must  be  replaced  by  terms 
which  will  acquaint  the  prospective  giver  with  the  actual  need  that  his 
gift  is  expected  to  meet  and  that  there  be  inaugurated  in  every  church 
a  definite  educational  program  of  training  in  the  principles  of  Christian 
stewardship. 

3.  The  New  York  District  instructs  the  District  Council  to  make 
personal  investigation  of  the  finances  of  the  churches  within  the  Dis¬ 
trict  to  determine  the  financial  condition  of  each  congregation,  and  the 
quota  for  each  congregation  be  based  upon  their  proportionate  financial 
ability. 

4.  The  New  York  District  urges  all  its  pastors  and  councilmen  to 
prayerfully  consider  the  spiritual  and  physical  welfare  of  those  who  are 
engaged  in  the  various  larger  kingdom  projects  and  to  make  every 
effort  to  secure  for  the  Synodical  Treasury more  wholehearted  support 
in  order  that  the  budget  deficit  may  be  reduced  out  of  current  receipts 
and  they  (the  workers)  be  assured  of  the  prompt  and  full  payment  of 
their  salaries. 

Report  of  the  Auditing  Committee 

1.  Your  Committee  has  carefully  examined  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  District  Treasurer,  Louis  Trost,  compared  the  balances  with  the 
bank  books  and  bank  statements  and  finds  that  the  books  are  kept  in 
an  efficient  manner  and  the  balances  shown  on  the  books  to  correspond 
with  the  statements  of  the  bank. 

2.  The  District  expresses  its  appreciation  for  the  conscientious 
and  efficient  manner  in  which  our  treasurer  has  done  his  part. 

Report  of  the  Boards  for  Endowments  and  Trust  Funds 

1.  The  District  commends  the  Board  of  Endowments  and  Trust 
Funds  for  their  faithful  stewardship  during  this  time  of  economic  de¬ 
pression  and  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  no  actual  loss  of  funds  has  been 
sustained. 

2.  The  District  wishes  to  pay  tribute  to  the  faithful  services  of 
the  Rev.  Wm.  Grotefeld,  who  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  many  years 
rendered  such  efficient  service,  herewith  express  our  heartfelt  sympathy 
to  his  fellow  members  of  the  board  and  his  family.

Report  of  Committee  No.  4.  Eden  Seminary,  Elmhurst  College, 
Elmhurst-Eden  Advance 

1.  The  District  commends  President  Press  for  his  call  for  a  more 
daring  and  practical  ministry  that  shall  give  realistic  expression  to  the 
ideals  of  Jesus. 
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2.  We  heartily  endorse  the  curriculum  extension  of  Eden  Semi¬ 
nary  which  more  closely  relates  the  theoretical  to  the  actual  as  the  most 
effective  method  of  meeting  the  desperate  social  needs  of  the  world 
today.  We  particularly  urge  the  development  of  the  Field  Work  De¬ 
partment: 

3.  We  rejoice  over  the  encouraging  progress  made  at  Eden  in 
raising  academic  standards  and  in  the  heightening  of  cultural  values 
generally. 

4.  We  hail  as  a  forward  step  in  the  breaking  down  of  social  and 
denominational  barriers  the  policy  of  opening  the  doors  of  our  Semi¬ 
nary  to  students  of  other  church  bodies  as  well  as  of  other  races. 

5.  We  welcome  as  a  real  contribution  to  the  broadening  of  outlook 
and  deepening  of  knowledge  the  impressive  list  of  lectures  which  the 
seminary  made  available  during  the  past  year  and  would  encourage  the 
continuance  and  extension  of  this  practice. 

6.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  large  enrollment  of  women  stu¬ 
dents  at  Elmhurst  and  would  encourage  other  young  women  of  our 
churches  who  are  interested  in  higher  education  to  attend  Elmhurst 
College. 

7.  We  urge  the  churches  of  the  District  that  they  assume  their 
share  in  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  Elmhurst  College. 

a)  By  furnishing  students; 

b)  by  raising  their  Synodical  Budget  quota,  a  portion  of  which  is 
appointed  for  Elmhurst. 

8.  We  rejoice  in  the  loyalty  of  the  21,000  friends  of  our  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  who  made  pledges  to  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance, 
and  encourage  others  to  follow  their  splendid  example. 

9.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  tuition  at  Elmhurst  will  prob¬ 
ably  have  to  be  raised  we  recommend  the  creation  of  student  aid  funds 
in  local  congregation.

Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

We  believe  that  it  is  the  mission  of  the  Church  to  redeem  the 
world. 

We  interpret  this  mission  to  mean  the  creation  of  a  new  social 
order  and  not  merely  the  reform  of  an  old  one. 

We  believe  that  the  coming  of  the  “Kingdom  of  God”  implies  a 
complete  change  in  the  ecclesiastical,  the  economic,  the  social  and  polit¬ 
ical  structure  of  our  nation  and  of  the  world. 

Such  a  complete  change  would  be  a  transition  from  a  profit-moti¬ 
vated  to  a  servicermotivated  society,  from  private  ownership  to  collec¬ 
tive  ownership  of  the  means  of  production  and  from  a  capitalist  econ¬ 
omy  to  a  cooperative  commonwealth. 
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Believing  that  the  dyanmic  for  an  orderly  and  a  complete  change 
must  come  from  the  Church  and  the  pure  religion  of  Jesus  Christ — 
and  believing  that  such  a  change  will  only  be  in  the  direction  of  the 
“Kingdom  of  God”  if  it  is  tempered  by  the  teaching  of  Christ  and  by 
the  active  participation  of  the  Church  in  the  life  of  our  times, 

The  New  York  District  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America 
resolves: 

1.  That  as  a  Christian  Church  we  will  oppose  war,  dictatorships, 
the  private  ownership  of  all  property  where  there  is  opportunity  for 
the  exploitation  of  basic  human  rights,  and  the  profit  motive  and  prac¬ 
tice  in  our  social  life. 

2.  That  as  a  Christian  Church  we  will  support  peace,  democracy, 
the  social  ownership  of  all  property  where  there  is  opportunity  for  the 
exploitation  of  basic  human  rights,  and  the  service  motive  and  practice 
in  our  social  life. 

•We  shall  struggle  for  these  changes  as  a  Church  by  a  technique 
consistent  with  the  teachings  and  spirit  of  Christ. 

3.  We  commend  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Synod  for  devoting  the  fifth  session  each  day  of  three  of  the 
E.  L.  T.  Schools  to  the  theme:  “Christian  Youth  Building  a  New  World” 
and  for  providing  a  presentation  and  discussion  in  these  sessions  of 
our  contemporary  social  and  economic  problems  in  the  light  of  religion 
under  able  leadership. 

4.  We  recommend  the  use  and  distribution  of  Paul  Hutchinson’s 
“The  Arms  Inquiry”  (Christian  Century,  May  15,  1935).  In  view  of 
the  Nye  investigation  of  the  munitions  industry  we  feel  more  than 
ever  committed  to  our  Synodical  stand  on  war  adopted  1925. 

5.  We  recognize  the  able  leadership  given  to  our  New  York  Dis¬ 
trict  Committee  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  by  the  Chairman, 
Herman  J.  Hahn,  and  pay  tribute  to  the  conviction  with  which  he  acts 
in  accordance  with  his  beliefs. 

6.  We  receive  with  satisfaction  the  occasional  literature  sent  out 
by  the  Synodical  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  and 
hope  that  provision  will  be.  made  for  the  scope  of  this  work  to  be 
enlarged.

Committee  No.  6.  The  Report  of  the  President  General 

1.  The  New  York  District  is  in  full  accord  with  our  esteemed 
President  General  that  “A  call  to  self-examination  and  reminder  of  our 
duty  as  pastors  and  members  of  our  congregation”  is  most  opportune 
and  wholesome.  We  believe  that  the  Christian  Church,  the  custodian  of 
truth  and  the  gospel  of  salvation,  is  the  only  organization  which  is 
able  “to  lead  men  out  of  the  labyrinth  of  trouble  in  which  they  find 
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themselves  today.”  The  church  will  be  victorious  in  the  -measure  in 
which  its  members  will  faithfully  preach  and  practice  the  principles 
of  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  The  New  York  District  recognizes  gratefully  the  great  personal 
sacrifice  our  President  General  has  made  in  assuming  the  duties  of  his 
office  in  a  time  so  full  of  difficult  situations  and  trying  problems.  May 
the  Lord  of  the  Church  daily  replenish  his  strength,  and  animate  us 
to  stand  behind  our  leader  with  uplifted  hands,  willing  minds  and 
wholehearted  co-operation. 

3.  The  New  York  District  gratefully  acknowledges  the  loyal  sup¬ 
port  of  those  churches  which  have  raised  their  quota  in  full  or  over. 
We  also  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  churches  which,  while  they  were 
unable  to  do  as  well  as  in  former  years,  have  done  their  best.  We 
encourage  all  not  to  become  weary  in  welldoing,  but  to  continue  striv¬ 
ing  courageously  to  reach  the  goal. 

4.  Due  to  the  great  importance  of  the  proposed  new  constitution 
the  New  York  District  deems  special  district  conferences  in  1936  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  purpose  of  considering  carefully  the  presentation  of  the 
new  constitution,  and  suggests  that  these  be  held  as  soon  after  Easter 
as  possible. 

5.  The  New  York  District  extends  to  all  in  a  season  of  sorrow 
and  mourning  our  sincere  sympathy.  The  exceptionally  long  list  of 
pastors  who  have  advanced  to  the  church  triumphant  teaches  us  “to 
number  our  days  that  we  may  get  us  a  heart  of  wisdom.” 

6.  The  District  directs  its  pastors  and  delegates  to  bring  to  the 
attention  of  our  churches  and  organizations  the  special  communica¬ 
tion  relating  to  questionable  methods  of  raising  money  for  the  church, 
which  the  President  has  attached  to  his  report.  The  District  reaffirms 
its  stand  taken  in  previous  years  against  the  practices  mentioned  in 
the  report  and  appeals  to  the  churches  to  make  every  effort  to  raise 
the  funds  required  through  voluntary  giving. 

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary 

1.  Since  the  publication  of  the  district  minutes  in  one  volume  has 
been  an  experiment  of  past  years,  which  failed  to  become  popular,  the 
New  York  District  recommends  to  publish  the  several  minutes  sepa¬ 
rately. 

2.  The  New  York  District  believes  that  our  “Lenten  Pamphlets” 
should  be  continued. 

3.  The  New  York  District  recommends  the  creation  of  a  “King¬ 
dom  Service  Committee,”  hoping  that  in  the  meantime  a  more  suit¬ 
able  name  be  found  for  such  a  commission. 

4.  We  believe  that  “Field  Work,”  “Stewardship  Education,”  “Tith¬ 
ing,”  etc.,  shall  come  within  the  province  of  the  activities  of  any  “King¬ 
dom  Committee. 

5.  We  recommend  the  extensive  use  of  the  visual  educational 
material  in  creating  new  and  increasing^ old  interest  in  our  work. 

6.  We  urge  our  pastors,  delegates,  brotherhoods  and  women’s 
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unions  to  give  the  widest  possible  distribution  to  the  splendid  pamphlet 
“A  New  Venture  of  Faith  for  a  New  Age.” 

Report  of  Committee  7A.  Home  Missions  and  Extension  Fund  Boards 

Your  committee  has  considered  the  reports  on  Home  Missions  and 
the  Extension  Fund  and  submits  the  following  resolutions: 

I.  Synodical  Board  for  Home  Missions 

1.  The  District  highly  approves  of  the  methods  employed,  the 
visions  seen,  and  the  plans  made  by  the  Board  for  Home  Missions. 
The  District  would,  however,  appreciate  a  more  specific  report  as  to 
the  evaluation  of  the  accomplishments  relative  to  dollars  expended. 

2.  The  District  is  expecting  fine  results  from  the  proposed  joint 
missionary  and  educational  program  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Boards,  and  calls  the  attention  of  its  members  to  the  new  mission  study 
text  book. 

3.  The  helpful  and  successful  efforts  of  the  Women’s  Union  in 
several  phases  of  Home  Missions  work  are  gratefully  recognized  by 
the  District. 

II.  Extension  Fund  Board 

4a.  The  District  considers  the  Extension  Fund  Board  work  of 
vital  importance,  particularly  at  such  a  time  as  this.  Congregations 
benefitting  from  the  funds  of  this  Board  are  reminded  that  these  monies 
are  legal  loans  and  are  not  to  be  considered  as  gifts. 

4b.  The  District  recommends  to  the  Extension  Fund  Board  that 
the  Chairman  of  the  Home  Missions  Board  be  informed  of  any  delin¬ 
quency  and  lack  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  any  church  receiving 
such  aid  in  his  district.  It  is  further  recommended  that  the  said 
chairman  determine  the  facfs  and  report  them  to  the  Extension  Fund 
Board  thereby  relieving  the  District  of  any  embarrassment  caused  by 
the  wilful  evasion  of  the  just  and  honorable  debts  by  any  church  within 
the  district. 

III.  District  Board 

5.  The  District  finds  that  the  business  of  its  Home  Mission  Boards 
has  been  transacted  in  a  highly  efficient  and  intelligent  manner  in 
these  critical  and  difficult  times. 

6.  The  District  congratulates  Grace  Church,  Buffalo,  on  its  deci¬ 
sion  to  become  self-sustaining.  In  regard  to  Christ  Church,  Rochester, 
the  District  does  not  fail  to  recognize  the  particular  difficulties  in  this 
field;  nevertheless,  it  encourages  both  pastor  and  congregation  to  as¬ 
sume  the  status  of  a  self-sustaining  church  with  optimism  and  deter¬ 
mination. 

7.  The  District  considers  the  reports  from  Southside,  Buffalo, 

Kenmore  and  Dewey  Avenue  Reformed,  Rochester  very  satisfactory. 
These  churches  have  not  only  held  their  own  but  have  made  excellent 
progress  in  every  way.  We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  our  mission 
workers  for  their  faithful  service.  .  . 

8.  The  District  votes  the  payment  of  $250.00  to  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sions  Board  for  the  continuance  of  the  work  being  done  at  the  Kenil- 
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worth  Church.  In  the  event  of  the  discontinuance  of  this  field  the 
Board  is  to  be  reimbursed  for  this  amount  ($250.00)  from  the  sale 
of  the  properties  of  said  Kenilworth  Church.

Report  of  Committee  7B.  Foreign  Missions,  District  Foreign  Missions, 
District  Evangelism 

1.  The  passing  of  Dr.  Paul  A.  Menzel,  D.D.,  from  the  church  mili¬ 
tant  to  the  triumphant  prompts  us  to  suggest  that  we  rise  in  his  mem¬ 
ory  and  salute  him.  He  was  a  “happy  warrior”  on  the  battle  field 
of  our  Foreign  Missions  for  many  years.  While  he  belonged  to  the  Synod 
at  large,  we,  of  the  New  York  District  feel  that  this  was  his  home 
section  and  wTe  are  entitled  to  our  own  sorrow. 

“Ach,  sie  haben  einen  guten  Mann  begraben 
Und  mir  war  er  mehr.” 

2.  We  are  ready  to  initiate  an  effort  to  perpetuate  the  memory 
of  the  late  Dr.  Menzel  by  collecting  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of 
a  lectureship  in  our  Eden  Theological  Seminary,  by  means  of  which 
foreign  missionary  ideals,  aims,  methods,  etc.,  may  be  effectively  im¬ 
pressed  on  students  in  training  for  the  Christian  ministry. 

3.  We  are  glad  that  our  Foreign  Missions  Board  can  report  spiri¬ 
tual  progress  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the  50th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  taking  over  and  taking  on  Foreign  Missions  as  part  of  our 
Synodical  program.  We  know  that  it  could  not  have  been  the  Golden 
Jubilee,  in  the  sense  of  financial  prosperity  and,  what  is  more,  we 
realize  that  material  advances  in  our  work  abroad  will  not  be  possible 
unless  and  until  social  injustices  are  lifted  at  home. 

4.  While  we  hope  that  the  merger  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 
the  United  States  with  our  Synod  will  result  in  a  considerable  saving 
in  overhead  expenses,  in  elimination  of  duplicated  efforts,  we  stress 
our  anticipations  thus.  May  this  union  deepen  our  love  for  all  breth¬ 
ren,  intensify  our  interest  in  Foreign  Missions,  enlarge  our  field  of 
effort  and  activity  at  home  and  abroad  and  give  us  a  wider  outlook 
upon  our  possibilities  and  responsibilities,  more  of  a  world  vision. 

5.  It  is  our  earnest  prayer,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do  as  we 
pray,  that  the  call  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  be  heard  and 
heeded,  namely  for  the  replacement  of  nine  missionaries,  urgently 
needed,  in  places  where  workers  had  to  return  or  were  compelled  to 
give  up  their  work  on  account  of  illness,  or  lack  of  financial  support. 

6.  One  of  the  most  noteworthy  and  hopeful  signs  of  the  times  in 
our  Foreign  Missionary  field  is  the  increase  of  the  spirit  and  ability  of 
independence  in  the  native  churches,  the  organization  of  the  India 
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Mission  District  and  the  admission  of  three  newly  organized  congre¬ 
gations  to  the  Mission  District.  Our  congratulations  go  out  to  our 
Christian  brothers  and  sisters  abroad  and  our  prayers  are,  “May  their 
tribe  increase.” 

7.  Concerning  Interdenominational  Cooperation  we  accept  with 
joy  and  without  their  “perhaps”  the  statement  of  our  Foreign  Mission 
Board  “perhaps  cooperation  is  more  advanced  in  the  foreign  mission¬ 
ary  field  than  anywhere  else  along  the  line.”  We  know  it  is  and  be¬ 
lieve  there  should  be  more  of  this  unity  of  the  spirit  and  resolve  anew 
to  pray  and  work  for  Christ’s  ideal  “That  they  all  may  be  one.” 

8.  We  compliment  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  upon  its  policy  to 
stay  within  its  income  and  our  brotherly  advice  is  that  this  policy  be 
continued  in  the  future  with  firmness  and  consistency.  At  the  same 
time  we  believe  that  with  the  return  of  better  times  there  should  also 
be  an  increase  in  the  sacrificial  spirit  of  our  people,  their  missionary 
interest  and  their  generosity  in  giving. 

9.  We  believe  that  the  Evangelical  Society  for  Medical  Missions 
is  doing  a  promising  and  much  needed  piece  of  work,  we  rejoice  in 
its  past  successes  and  suggest  as  a  possibility  for  increasing  its  mem¬ 
bership  and  support  the  systematic  approach  of  all  medical  men  and 
women  in  our  church,  especially  the  trained  and  registered  nurses. 

10.  We  cannot  help  noticing  the  deplorable  fact  that  some  copies 
of  the  Annual  Reports  of  Synodical  Officers  and  Boards  to  the  Dis* 
tricts,  which  are  intended  for  the  District  Conference  Delegates  (but 
mailed  to  the  pastors)  do  not  reach  their  destination  and  therefore 
do  not  fulfill  their  purposes.  In  the  interest  of  better  conference  work 
we  admonish  that  this  indifference  and  negligence  be  done  away  with. 

11.  In  addition  to  the  recommendation  of  the  District  Committee 
on  Evangelism,  which  we  heartily  approve,  we  offer  to  the  Regional 
Conferences  the  thought  of  the  evangelistic  possibilities  that  may  lie 
in  the  concerted  exchange  of  preachers  within  our  District,  at  least 
once  a  year,  or  during  the  summer  months,  or  /  and  during  the  Len¬ 
ten  Season  especially,  such  as  the  ministers  of  the  Rochester  Regional 
Conference  are  planning  for  July  and  August  of  this  year.

Committee  Ao.  8.  Synodical  and  District  Boards  of  Religious  Education 
(On  the  Synodical  Report) 

Sunday  Schools 

With  increasing  frequency  we  hear  that  the  Sunday  school  has 
arrived  at  an  impasse,  yet  the  New  York  District  recognizes  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  the  day  as  reflected  in  our  Sunday  school  as  well  as  in  the 
various  other  phases  of  church  work,  it  nevertheless  feels  that  the 
whole  Sunday  school  work  represents  the  most  apropos  educative  sys¬ 
tem  that  the  Protestant  churches  today  possess,  which  dare  not  be  cut 
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away  from  the  church  nor  crowded  into  obsolescence  until  a  program 
of  finer  and  more  virile  objectives  has  replaced  it.  Therefore,  be  it 
resolved  that  the  District  encourage  the  Board  of  Religious  Education 
in  its  efforts  to  maintain  a  sound,  practical  program  of  Religious 
Education. 

New  Interest  in  Religious  Education 

The  New  York  District  notes  with  interest  that  the  labyrinth  of 
confusion  has  unmistakably  driven  men  and  women  back  to  a  re-exam- 
ination  of  their  Christian  standards,  and  concomitant  with  that,  to  a 
revaluation  of  their  thought  and  action.  The  gratifying  evidence  is 
very  marked  in  the  increased  attendance  upon  the  summer  camps  and 
training  schools,  the  increased  demand  for  Christian  literature,  and  the 
fifty  per  cent  increase  in  the  service  library  circulation  as  reported  by 
the  Board  of  Religious  Education.  Such  a  report  is  encouraging  in 
the  face  of  the  exaggerated  view  of  greatly  lessened  Christian  activity. 
The  District  sincerely  rejoiced  over  this  apparent  heightened  interest. 

Co-ordination  of  Work  of  Christian  Training 

The  District  observes  with  interest  the  work  being  done  to  merge 
the  Board  of  Religious  Education  of  the  “R”  group  with  that  of  the 
“E”  constituency,  and  warmly  commends  the  keymen  for  such  laudable 
work.  Further,  feeling  that  the  institution  of  Religious  Education 
strives  for  a  greater  oneness  in  the  United  Church,  the  District  there¬ 
fore  prays  for  an  early  consummation  of  the  coordination  of  the  Work 
of  Christian  Education. 

Leadership  Training  Schools 

With  a  membership  of  over  one-half  million  coming  to  us  in  the 
Sunday  schools  for  guidance  in  the  development  of  Christian  vision, 
Christian  attitudes  and  Christian  action,  the  District  finds  it  of  para¬ 
mount  important  to  continue  in  the  development  of  leadership  training 
and  counsels  every  Sunday  school  to  recognize  the  wisdom  of  a  trained 
staff. 

New  York  District  urges  upon  its  Sunday  school  officers  and  teach¬ 
ers  the  study  of  Standard  “B”  for  the  Sunday  church  school  as  pro¬ 
moted  by  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education  to  the  end 
that  its  utility  may  be  realized  in  its  schools.  Copies  of  this  Standard 
may  be  secured  from  the  District  Committee  on  Religious  Education. 

The  New  York  District  commends  the  wise  management  of  the 
Dunkirk  Conference  Grounds  and  its  greater  use  for  inspirational  and 
educational  purposes  and  evidence  in  the  promotion  of  a  “Family 
Week.” 

The  District  regrets  that  this  worthy  project  has  not  received  the 
financial  support  it  so  eminently  merits.

Women’s  Union 

1.  Congratulations  are  in  order  on  the  Growth  and  Progress  of 
the  work  of  our  Women’s  Union  and  above  all  on  the  Leadership 
which  it  has  given  in  many  phases  of  our  church  work. 

2.  In  view  of  the  valuable  contributions  which  the  organized  Wo¬ 
men’s  Union  work  can  make  toward  the  life  of  the  church,  we  urged 
every  pastor  to  lend  his  personal  assistance  in  securing  the  cooperation 
of  each  society  in  the  District. 

3.  In  particular  we  are  proud  of  the  fine  support  given  by  our 
District’s  Women’s  Union  to  the  maintenance  of  our  Dunkirk  property. 

Evangelical  Young  People’s  League 

1.  We  commend  the  General  League  Headquarters  for  so  faithfully 
carrying  on  the  important  work  of  our  young  people,  in  spite  of  such 
unusual  financial  difficulties.

“Christian  Youth  Movement”  in  America  and  recommend  to  every  local 
church  the  immediate  cooperation  in  this  movement  of  building  a  new 
world. 

3.  We  call  attention  of  all  churches  of  our  District  to  the  Annual 
Young  People’s  Convention  of  the  New  York  District  to  be  held  on  the 
Conference  Grounds,  Dunkirk,  on  August  31  to  September  2. 

4.  We  take  very  special  recognition  of  the  very  generous  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  manner  in  which  the  Buffalo  Youth  Federation  has  contrib¬ 
uted  to  the  support  of  the  Dunkirk  property.

The  New  York  District  is  gratified  to  learn  that  it  was  possible  to 
increase  pensions  over  that  paid  for  the  past  year  and  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledges  the  assistance  given  to  the  Pension  and  Relief  by  the 
Women’s  Union. 

The  New  York  District  would  remind  all  members  of  the  District 
that  membership  in  the  Pension  Fund  is  now  obligatory  to  all  minis- 
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ters  under  55  and  that  such  who  are  still  on  the  non-member  list 
comply. 

The  New  York  District  congratulates  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm 
Insurance  Association  for  the  splendid  businesslike  manner  in  which 
it  conducted  its  affairs  and  urges  the  constituency  of  the  District  to 
take  advantage  of  the  low  rates  our  own  association  offers. 

Concurring  with  the  opinion  of  the  Historical  Commission  that  the

Report  of  the  District  President 

Dear  Co-workers  in  Christ:  % 

Abide  in  me  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  can  not  bear  fruit  of 
itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine  so  neither  can  ye,  except  ye  abide 
in  me.  I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches:  He  that  abideth  in  me 
and  I  in  him,  the  same  beareth  much  fruit;  for  apart  from  me  ye 
can  do  nothing.  John  15,  4-5. 

There  are  many  and  diversified  forces  active  in  these  days  of 
more  leisure.  The  evil  forces  will  try  to  claim  as  much  of  this 
time  as  possible.  They  will  endeavor  to  create  a  general  attitude, 
which  is  not  conducive  to  Christian  living,  in  the  mind  of  the  pub¬ 
lic.  The  church  must  rise  to  the  occasion  and  meet  this  challenge 
with  authority  and  the  power  of  God.  This  authority  is  none  other 
than  Christ  himself.  If  we  as  individuals  yield  to  Him,  if  we  will 
dare  to  abide  in  Him,  He  will  abide  in  us,  and  we  will  bear  much 
fruit,  the  very  kind  that  is  needed  in  this  particular  time.  If  the 
church  fails  in  being  the  power  she  should  be,  fails  in  overcoming 
the  adverse  forces  of  these  days,  it  will  indicate  that,  to  the  degree 
she  fails,  she  is  not  in  Christ,  for  without  Him  she  can  do  nothing, 
but  fail.  This  is  the  criterion  by  which  we  may  know  where  we 
stand.  Our  lack  of  greater  progress  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there 
are  too  many  voices  in  our  congregations  not  originating  in  Christ, 
too  many  personal  interests  and  mundane  purposes  desiring  to  take 
His  place.  We  can  not  build  God’s  Kingdom  in  a  carnally  minded 
church.  Unless  we  abide  in  Him,  we  can  do  nothing.  Jesus  de¬ 
mands  undivided  loyalty  to  Him  and  His  church.  Would  that  we, 
every  one  of  us,  would  kneel  at  the  throne  of  grace,  pledge  this 
loyalty  and  permit  ourselves  to  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then 
we  shall  be  ready  to  meet  the  challenge  that  comes  to  us  and  our 
church  in  this  age. 

During  the  past  year  our  church  experienced  the  supreme  joy 
of  merging  with  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  This  was  an 
epoch,  not  only  in  the  history  of  our  denomination,  but  of  the  Pro¬ 
testant  churches  of  our  entire  country.  Never  before  have  two  great 
church  bodies  united  solely  upon  faith,  leaving  all  other  matters 
to  be  worked  out  in  the  course  of  the  coming  years.  Other  denomina¬ 
tions  have  taken  cognizance  of  our  plans  and  actions  with  much 
interest,  some  hoping  we  may  succeed  and  others  with  doubts  and 
misgivings.  The  consummation  of  the  merger  of  the  two  churches, 
which  was  an  inspiring  event,  took  place,  as  you  know,  June  26,  (1934) 
at  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Friendly  relationships  and  merging  with  other  denominations 
is  written  in  the  very  life  of  our  church  and  is  in  accordance  with 
the  spirit  of  Christ,  who  prayed  that  they  may  all  be  one.  Mav  our 
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heavenly  Father  bless  this  union  and  set  it  to  be  a  blessing.  The 
contact  and  associations  with  the  brethren  of  the  Reformed  Church 
will  be  a  source  of  joy  and  inspiration  to  us.  Presenting  a  united 
front,  we  shall  be  able  to  do  more  effective  work  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God.

He  will  address  the  conference  in 
that  official  capacity  this  evening.  We  shall  appreciate  his  council  at 
the  various  conference  sessions. 

Due  to  the  death  of  Dr.  Schuetze,  Rev.  P.  Repke  has  been  appointed 
to  serve  in  his  place  as  district  secretary  of  the  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Association  until  a  successor  is  elected  by  the  District. 

Due  to  an  oversight  the  names  of  the  commissioned  workers  were 
omitted  from  the  published  list,  but  have  been  added  to  the  programs 
which  are  being  distributed  at  this  conference.  The  names  of  the  pas¬ 
tors  and  congregations  not  yet  members  of  the  Synod  are  marked  with 
a  check  on  these  programs. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  Synodical  constitu¬ 
tion  definitely  states,  Division  2,  Article  3,  Section  6,  No.  9,  that  con¬ 
gregations  in  the  filling  of  vacancies  must  avail  themselves  of  the  office 
of  their  district  president,  and  avoid  unseemly  competition  by  consider¬ 
ing  each  applicant  separately  and  voting  on  his  acceptance  or  rejection 
before  considering  another  applicant.  No  comment  on  this  paragraph 
is  necessary. 

A  letter  from  the  Pacific  Northwest  requests  that  the  names  of  the 
members  of  our  churches  moving  west  be  reported  to  the  pastors  of 
that  vicinity  in  which  they  expect  to  reside.  This  will  greatly  help 
them  in  their  work  and,  in  many  cases,  retain  our  members  for  our 
church  who  otherwise  may  never  come  into  contact  with  their  own  de¬ 
nomination.  This  rule  should  generally  be  observed.  Whenever  a 
member  of  our  church  leaves  to  reside  in  another  vicinity,  city  or 
state,  a  letter  of  transfer  should  be  sent  to  the  pastor  of  that  respective 
place.  This  greater  loyalty  may  require  the  overcoming  of  a  bit  of  self¬ 
ishness,  but  it  will  help  build  the  Kingdom  of  God.  This  is  our  primary 
duty. 
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In  Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  district  for  the  brotherly  spirit 
and  good  cooperation  accorded  me  during  the  past  years.  You,  with 
one  exception,  have  been  very  courteous  to  me  and  lenient  with  me  in 
my  weakness.  The  task  has  not  been  easy  in  these  unusual  times,  and 
unusual  problems  have  not  been  few,  but  I,  in  my  own  inferior  way, 
knowing  my  limitations,  tried  to  give  you  the  best  I  had  and  hope  I 
have  given  my  district  a  just  share  of  my  time,  that  I,  without  pangs 
of  conscience,  may  now  request  that  both  the  honor  and  the  burden  of 
the  presidency  be  placed  on  the  shoulders  and  the  heart  of  another  man.

Report  of  the  District  Mission  Board 

The  annual  report  of  your  Board  of  Home  Missions,  we  believe,  will 
contain  some  very  interesting  facts.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  a 
year  of  great  problems,  a  year  which  caused  your  Board  much  concern 
and  anxiety.  Many  problems  in  the  individual  fields  had  to  be  given 
much  thought  and  earnest  consideration.  We  are  grateful  to  God  for 
the  wisdom  and  guidance  which  He  granted  us  in  solving  the  difficult 
problems.  The  Board  met  regularly  each  month  and  upon  other  special 
occasions  when  it  was  necessary  to  do  so.  The  workers  in  the  Mission 
Fields  were  called  into  personal  conference  with  members  of  the  Board, 
and  official  visits  were  made  by  the  Board  or  its  committees  to  fields  for 
special  study  and  conference.  We  feel  that  the  Home  Mission  enter¬ 
prise  can  be  best  understood  and  most  intelligently  and  effectively 
studied  if  we  present  statistics  from  each  individual  field  and  give  the 
Conference  a  bird’s-eye  view  of  the  situation  in  these  fields.  Permit  us 
then  to  present  these  statistics  for  the  year  1934:

Full  reports  for  the  entire  year  are  lacking  in  our  files,  but  a  state¬ 
ment  for  the  quarter,  January  to  April  1,  1935,  shows  the  following: 
church  membership  152;  church  school  membership  140;  amount  con¬ 
tributed  by  Central  Board  $480.00. 

The  greatest  problem  in  this  field  was  the  financial  one,  the  church 
having  an  indebtedness  of  approximately  $15,000.  A  refinancing  set  up 
was  made  and  after  working  on  it  for  about  18  months,  the  Board  was 
able  to  refinance  the  $12,000  bond  issue,  with  the  result  that  the  present 
indebtedness  amounts  to  $8,000,  divided  as  follows:  Church  Extension 
Fund  $4,000  on  first  mortgage,  and  Church  Extension  Alliance  of  Chi¬ 
cago  $4,000  on  notes.  This  field  is  being  served  by  the  same  pastor  as 
the  River  Grove  Church.  The  pastor  dividing  his  time  between  the  two 
churches.  He  is  furnished  with  an  expense  account  of  $240  for  trans¬ 
portation  and  is  also  furnished  a  student  for  church  school  work.  This 
is  not  an  ideal  arrangement  and  the  Board  hopes  it  will  not  be  perma¬ 
nent,  but  it  is  done  in  the  spirit  of  economy  in  response  to  the  resquest 
of  the  Central  Board.

$596.35,  benevolences  $39.78;  indebtedness  $7,700. 
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Amount  contributed  by  Central  Board  for  Gary  and  Crown  Point, 
$1,300.  The  District  Board  together  with  the  Executive  Secretary  vis¬ 
ited  this  field  and  had  a  lengthy  conference  with  the  leaders  in  the 
work  there.  This  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  fields  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  our  District  Board.  There  is  very  little  hope  of  any  apprecia¬ 
tive  development  in  the  near  future.  Plans  for  a  merger  with  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  in  Gary  did  not  seem  to  be  practical.  The  pastor  who 
serves  Crown  Point  church  also  was  instructed  to  put  more  effort  into 
the  development  of  the  Crown  Point  Church,  because  of  the  desire  of 
the  Board  that  this  church  should  be  made  self-supporting  again  as 
soon  as  possible.

Your  District  Board  wishes  to  congratulate  its  workers  upon  the 
fine  type  of  service  rendered  these  mission  churches.  We  recognize 
that  the  greatest  hindrance  to  the  development  of  the  mission  churches 
is  the  large  burden  of  indebtedness  that  is  resting  upon  these  churches. 
If  some  means  could  be  found  to  help  these  struggling  churches  in  solv¬ 
ing  their  financial  problems,  we  feel  the  work  would  progress  more 
rapidly  and  the  responsibility  of  the  Central  Board  could  be  greatly  les¬ 
sened.  Your  District  Board  makes  an  official  request  of  the  District 
for  an  appropriation  of  $500  for  the  ensuing  biennium.  It  is  necessary 
for  us  to  have  such  funds  at  our  disposal  because  of  the  obligations 
that  we  must  meet  for  church  school  assistants,  travelling  and  moving 
expenses  of  new  workers  coming  to  their  fields  of  labor,  administration 
expenses  (especially  in  matters  of  refinancing  bond  issues,  etc.).  Such 
funds  were  formerly  raised  by  direct  appeals  to  the  churches  of  the 
District,  but  in  the  past  year  a  very  small  amount  has  been  designated 
for  this  work. 

Upon  the  request  of  the  District  Council,  Mr.  Frank  C.  Teuber,  our 
Treasurer,  served  as  Custodian  of  Funds  for  the  City  Mission  Work, 
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and  disbursed  such  funds  to  the  City  Missionary  at  the  direction  of  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  District  Conference  for  the 
raising  of  these  funds.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  City  Missions 

St.  Matthew  25:  40.  And  the  King  shall  answer  unto  them:  Verily, 
1  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of 
these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me. 

Your  committee  in  reporting  can  say,  with  a  clear  conscience,  it 
has  tried  hard  to  do  the  work  entrusted  to  it  by  the  North  Illinois  Dis¬ 
trict  Conference  of  1933.  By  personal  contact  at  regional  and  Federa¬ 
tion  conferences,  by  speaking  to  such  congregations,  that  gave  it  a 
chance  to  present  the  work  of  City  Missions,  by  circularizing  the 
churches  of  the  District,  by  personal  correspondence,  it  has  striven  to 
awaken  a  consciousness  of  the  necessity  and  worth-whileness  of  this 
branch  of  our  church  work.  It  does  not  hesitate  to  reaffirm,  that  we 
hold  it  to  be  the  most  precious  of  all  the  different  tasks  the  blessed 
Saviour  has  entrusted  to  his  followers  and  nearest  to  His  heart. 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  that  it  is  convinced  that  a  greater 
interest  has  been  awakened,  especially  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the 
women  and  women’s  organizations,  regarding  City  Missions  than  there 
was  before  it  began  its  activity.  The  proof  thereof  is  found  in  the 
direct  contributions  amounting  to  $1,440.26  which  never  would  have 
been  raised  and  of  which  at  least  90%  would  not  have  gone  into  any 
district  or  synodical  treasury  if  the  work  had  not  been  carried  on  as 
it  was.  Under  the  able  and  arduous  labor  and  leadership  of  our  late 
City  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Grotefeld,  who  actually  sacrificed  him¬ 
self  in  ministering  to  his  large  congregation  of  unfortunates,  number¬ 
ing  at  least  450  persons,  among  whom  were  many  former  members 
of  our  Evangelical  churches  in  good  standing,  the  work  was  signally 
blessed.  By  the  faithful  cooperation  of  the  faithful  women  workers  of 
our  churches  the  City  Mission  was  becoming  more  and  more  service¬ 
able  and  fruitful  to  our  churches.  For  is  not  the  opportunity  given 
them,  to  be,  helpful  in  such  ministration  a  blessing  we  need,  especially 
in  these  dark  days  of  depression,  not  only  in  financial  matters.  Your 
committee  therefore  deplores  the  fact  that  our  good  missionary  was 
taken  from  us,  God  calling  him  to  his  rest,  but  we  say:  God  knows 
best. 

Your  committee  is,  however,  convinced  that  this  branch  of  our 
work  can  not  be  successfully  carried  on,  by  being  left  to  a  committee. 
It  should  and  must  be  made  a  coordinated  part  of  the  regular  work 
of  our  District  Missions,  if  it  is  to  be  a  success. 
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In  spite  of  the  fact  that  $1,440.26  was  raised  for  this  purpose  in 
the.  past  20  months  this  was  not  enough  to  take  care  of  the  mission¬ 
ary’s  salary  of  only  $2,000.00  a  year  (he  paying  all  his  expenses)  plus 
a  few  incidental  expenses.  We  were  always  way  behind  in  paying  his 
salary  and  today  we  owe  5  months’  salary  or  $833.33  to  his  widow, 
Mrs.  Amalie  Grotefeld.  According  to  the  report  of  our  Mission  Treas¬ 
urer,  Mr.  Frank  C.  Feuber,  there  is  only  $53.18  in  the  treasury.  We 
regard  this  debt  to  Mrs.  Grotefeld  as  a  debt  of  honor  that  should  be 
liquidated  as  soon  as  possible.  Your  committee  would  therefore  make 
the  following  recommendations: 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  regards  the  unpaid  balance  of  debt 
owing  to  Mrs.  Amalie  Grotefeld  as  a  debt  of  honor  and  resolves  to  pay 
it  as  soon  as  possible  through  the  District  Treasurer.  (We  recommend 
monthly  payments.) 

2.  As  to  the  future  of  the  City  Mission  work,  the  North  Illinois 
District  resolves  to  find  ways  and  means  to  continue  it  in  some  way,  if 
perhaps  for  a  while,  by  a  part  time  worker,  endeavoring  to  bring  into 
the  work  the  75  congregations  still  only  looking  on,  and  especially  try 
to  win  the  Federations  of  our  Women’s  Union  to  make  it  a  special  part 
of  their  work.  (Bensenville  Home  has  its  Men’s  and  Women’s  Auxil¬ 
iary,  why  not  give  our  Women’s  Union  a  special  District  task  also.) 
St.  Louis  with  its  budget  of  almost  $18,000.00  a  year  has  a  special  or¬ 
ganization  of  interested  people,  why  not  Chicago  and  North  Illinois. 

In  concluding  your  committee  would  try  and  correct  some  very 
erroneous  ideas  that  are  abroad  that  this  work  is  only  of  interest  to 
Chicago  churches.  The  record  of  our  missionary  prove  that  people  from 
throughout  the  State  of  Illinois,  yes  the  whole  United  States  are  found 
among  his  clients,  whom  he  has  ministered  to  and  in  some  cases  saved 
them  and  restored  them  to  their  homes  and  loved  ones.  Also  the 
erroneous  idea  that  they  are  taken  care  of  in  our  public  institutions  by 
chaplains  of  other  churches.  This  is  done  in  a  very  haphazard  way, 
and  do  we  want  to  leave  our  own  unfortunates  to  the  mercy  of  others. 
What  will  our  Lord  say,  “Inasmuch  as  ye  have  not  done  it — ye  have  not 
done  it  unto  Me.  Go.” 

The  Committee  would  also  correct  the  wrong  idea  that  the  city 
pastors  should  take  care  of  it.  That  is  impossible.  In  at  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  cases  they  do  not  find  them  out  and  the  hospital  admin¬ 
istration  looks  to  some  one  especially  designated  to  represent  out 
churches.  We  would  quote  the  superintendent  of  our  great  Cook  County 
Hospital,  Mr.  Michael  Zimmer,  for  many  years  a  very  efficient  official 
and  an  Evangelical  man,  in  what  he  said  addressing  a  group  of  our 
ladies  led  by  our  missionary.  He  said:  “We  are  trying  to  help  furnish 
the  help  for  the  body  of  our  patients.  We  can  do  this  with  greater 
success  if  the  others  furnish  the  spiritual  uplift.” 

In  closing  our  committee  would  thank  all  the  pastors  and  people  of 
our  churches,  who  have  given  it  and  the  work  wholehearted  support. 
May  God’s  blessing  rest  richly  upon  them. 
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Resigning  its  charge,  it  places  it  into  the  hands  of  the  District  for 
further  action.

Report  of  North  Illinois  District  Federation  of 
Evangelical  Women’s  Unions 

To  the  pastors  and  delegates  at  the  46th  North  Illinois 
District  Conference: 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  Evangelical  Women’s  Union  shows 
wholesome  growth  and  progress  according  to  the.  annual  report 
covering  the  year  1934  by  the  board  of  directors.  North  Illinois  Wo¬ 
men’s  Union  has  had  a  definite  share  in  helping  toward  this  growth 
and  progress.  We  however  are  challenged  to  strive  for  greater  achieve¬ 
ments  for  our  compiled  report  from  our  six  federations  shows  that 
much  work  must  be  accomplished.  With  constant  prayer  for  God’s 
blessing,  with  your  help,  dear  pastors,  as  advisors  and  big  brothers, 
with  leadership  in  our  federations  and  with  a  determination  on  the  part 
of  all  in  responsible  places  to  strive  in  earnest  for  the  spirit  of  our 
whole  program,  we  can  hopefully  look  forward  to  progress. 

Officers’  Conferences 

These  conferences  were,  held  for  the  purpose  of  training  officers 
in  the  local  societies.  The  assistant  executive  secretary,  Mrs.  Elsa 
Reichenbach,  conducted  these  schools  of  methods  consecutively  in  the 
Monee,  Chicago-Suburban  and  Arlington  Heights  federations  last  Feb¬ 
ruary.  The  local  women  welcome  this  opportunity  to  become  informed 
and  instructed  on  their  duties  and  thereby  become  more  efficient  in 
leading  their  monthly  meetings.  They  are  led  into  the  spirit  of  the 
lofty  program  of  our  Women’s  Union  by  being  given  special  helps,  on 
the  department  work.  It  is  not  meant  to  make  the  local  union  a 
mechanical  machine,  but  the  purpose  of  our  conference  for  officers  is 
that  they  might  be  more  equipped  to  lead  their  women  so  that  they  too, 
may  realize  that  we  are  God’s  partners  in  building  His  Kingdom.  In¬ 
formation  and  instruction  is  a  dire  need,  and  I  hope  that  by  some  ways 
and  means  all  our  federations  will  provide  for  these  essentials — infor¬ 
mation  and  instruction. 

Women’s  Union  Work  Bulletin 

This  is  a  new  venture  of  our  district  board  and  is  sent  out  for  the 
purpose  of  promotion,  twice  a  year  to  all  local  societies  in  our  district 
and  to  federation  and  district  leaders.  The  necessary  information  and 
suggestions  received  quarterly  from  the  board  of  directors  in  a  similar 
bulletin  is  carried  over  the  the  local  federation  information.  It  is  sent 
merely  in  the  spirit  of  mutual  helpfulness. 

The  Special  Project  for  1935 

This  project  will  again  be  financial  support  for  Bensenville  Home, 
through  the  little  savings  banks.  We-  hope  that  1935  will  show  as  favor- 
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able  returns  as  was  the  case  in  1934.  There  were  49  societies  in  the 
district  that  co-operated  in  this  project  with  total  receipts  acquired 
through  the  four  ingatherings  amounting  to  $1,624.83.  Owing  to  the 
fact  that  other  ways  and  means  are  used  by  organizations  and  by  con¬ 
gregations,  this  report  represents  only  a  part  of  the  district  Women’s 
Union. 

Group  Meeting 

Many  women  live  scattered  far  from  the  center  of  their  local  fed¬ 
eration.  The  purpose  of  these  group  meetings  is  to  contact  these  women 
and  bring  to  them  our  lofty  women’s  union  work  program.  In  March 
a  group  meeting  was  held  for  such  a  group  of  women  at  Harmony,  Ill., 
with  three  societies  in  attendance.  We  found  enthusiasm  and  a  desire 
was  expressed  to  repeat  this  meeting.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  grad¬ 
ually  societies  can  be  challenged  to  overcome  localized  interests  and 
self-centered  activities. 

The  Area  Officers’  Conference 

for  federation  and  district  leaders  will  convene  in  our  midst  July  23 
to  25.  North  Illinois  will  be  host,  assisted  by  our  Elmhurst  friends  to 
our  sisters  coming  from  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Michigan  and 
part  of  Indiana.  Our  district  will  be  well  represented. 

The  Annual  District  Convention 

of  the  North  Illinois  Women’s  Union  will  be  held  at  Freeport,  St.  John’s 
Church,  Rev.  Ahrends,  pastor,  on  September  25  and  26.  A  well  planned 
informative  and  also  inspirational  program  will  be  presented.  Three 
outstanding  women  leaders  will  be  our  guest  speakers.  As  the  presence 
of  our  pastors  always  makes*  our  meetings  more  significant,  we  hope 
to  see  many  of  you  at  our  convention.  You  are  heartily  and  cordially 
invited. 

United  Efforts 

We  are  united  for  larger  service  and  this  requires  united  efforts. 
I  would  like  to  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  united  efforts  upon 
the  part  of  all  societies  and  all  pastors.  A  congregation  with  a  live 
women’s  union  working  harmoniously  with  its  pastor,  cannot  help  but 
see  the  good  influence  spread  into  the  congregational  life  by  their 
Christian  activity  in  the  work  plan  of  building  a  world  as  our  father 
would  have  it.  We  have  never  lost  sight  that  our  pastors  are  our  lead¬ 
ers  and  you  naturally  consider  yourselves  as  such.  We  want  to  be 
your  assistants  in  your  work  and  our  work  should  undergird  your 
work  and  you  enjoy  fruits  of  your  labors  in  the  ministry. 

Women’s  Union  Resolutions 

I  kindly  ask  that  you  approve  of  these  resolutions  as  they  are  sanc¬ 
tioned  by  the  district  board  so  that  we,  the  women  of  North  Illinois, 
may  help  you  in  your  local  churches  and  that  we  may  have  a  share  in 
the  responsibility,  and  that  we  may  cultivate  faithfulness  as  good  stew 
ards  of  the  Lord.

Unto  the  many  pastors  and  their  wives  I  express  sincere  gratitude 
for  giving  so  generously  of  their  time  and  talents  so  that  our  work 
might  be  more  effectively  promoted.  May  you  all  continue  to  give  inter¬ 
est  and  support  to  this  work.  Unto  God  our  Father  to  whom  we  all 
look  for  guidance,  we  give  praise  and  gratitude  for  all  His  blessings.

Report  of  the  District  Board  for  Pension  and  Relief 

Your  Board  for  Pension  and  Relief  considered  conscientiously 
either  in  joint  session  or  through  the  circulating  method  all  applica¬ 
tions  submitted.  Their  recommendations  to  the  Central  Board  were 
approved  with  but  few  exceptions. 

During  the  fiscal  year  of  1933  the  sum  of  $16,932.77  was  paid  to 
68  pensioners,  29  pastors  and  39  widows.  Nineteen  pastors  and  twenty- 
nine  widows  received  pension  only  and  ten  pastors  and  ten  widows  ad¬ 
ditional  relief.  The  highest  award  was  $519.96  and  the  lowest  $148.00. 
The  total  relief  for  1933  amounted  to  $2,245.45. 

During  the  fiscal  year  of  1934  the  sum  of  $16,079.45  was  paid  to 
67  pensioners,  24  pastors  and  43  widows.  Fifteen  pastors  and  thirty- 
three  widows  received  pension  only,  and  nine  pastors  and  ten  widows 
and  orphans  received  additional  relief.  The  highest  award  was  $529.96 
and  the  lowest  $164.00.  The  total  relief  in  1934  was  $2,021.95. 

During  the  interim  of  two  years  the  brethren:  Benno  Ott,  Th.  M. 
Haefele,  E.  Helm,  W.  C.  Zulauf,  Glen  Gumm,  Theo.  Tiemeyer,  W.  A. 
Mueller,  and  Irvin  Kracke  applied  for  membership  and  upon  recommen¬ 
dation  to  the  Central  Board  were  received  as  members. 

The  following  pensioners  were  called  to  their  eternal  reward:  Rev. 
C.  F.  Baumann,  Rev.  J.  HoWgraf,  Rev.  E.  F.  Klingeberger,  Rev.  Gustav 
Koch,  Rev.  E.  E.  Klimpke,  Rev.  E.  F.  Pinckert;  the  widows:  Louise 
Siegfried,  Lillian  Schmidt,  and  Selma  Hugo. 

The  list  was  increased  by  the  applicants:  Louise  Dexheimer,  Au¬ 
gusta  Klingeberger,  Emma  Koch,  Pauline  Pister,  Julia  Pinckert,  Kath¬ 
erine  Baumann,  Amalia  Grotefeld  and  the  pastors:  Geo.  Deckinger, 
Theo.  Kettelhut,  Theo.  Bierbaum,  Wm.  Meyer,  H.  Maier,  Alfred  Menzel 
and  Dr.  G.  F.  Schuetze. 

Three  pensioners  were  eliminated  by  the  new  ruling  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Conference  and  three  were  transferred  to  another  district. 

Dr.  D.  Irion  assigned  part  of  his  pension  each  quarter  to  worthy 
persons  and  brother  Max  Schroedel  designated  part  of  his  pension  to 
the  treasury  for  which  we  are  very  grateful. 

Chairman  Silas  P.  Bittner  of  the  Central  Board  informs  us  that 
pensions  for  1935  will  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  1934  but  that  relief  was 
to  be  out  wherever  possible,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  pension  budget  was 
reduced  by  $9,000.00. 
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We  urge  all  pastors  of  our  District,  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Pension  Fund,  to  consider  seriously  the  matter  of  joining,  not  only  from 
a  moral,  but  also  from  a  Christian  standpoint  and  act  accordingly.

Report  of  the  Evangelical  Young  People’s  Activities 

The  young  people  of  the  different  regions  of  our  North  Illinois  Dis¬ 
trict  are  developing  a  growing  sense  of  their  responsibilities  and  possi¬ 
bilities. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  189  delegates  and  visitors  from  44  differ¬ 
ent  churches  who  attended  the  Young  People’s  and  Church  School 
Workers’  Convention  at  Bensenville  last  summer  were  young  people, 
keenly  interested  in  developing  their  personalities  to  cope  with  their 
peculiar  problems  in  an  age  such  as  ours.  Some  fifty  young  people 
joined  the  discussion  of  the  sectional  conference  last  year.  A  greater 
interest  and  a  growing  response  is  visible  in  this  year’s  convention 
to  be  held  at  Bensenville  again  from  June  29  to  July  2. 

If  the  1500  young  people  who  are  confirmed  each  year  would  be 
added  to  the  organized  young  people’s  activities  and  started  out  on 
young  people’s  projects  we  would  be  assured  in  keeping  many  more  of 
them  as  latent  adult  Christians.  Only  a  few  of  the  Regional  Young 
People’s  Federations  were  heard  from  and  can  be  accounted  for. 

The  Chicago  Federation  of  Young  People  have  three  meetings  each 
year  with  attendances  ranging  from  650  to  200  young  people.  Some  50 
young  people’s  leagues  belong  to  the  Federation.  During  the  past  year 
some  15  leagues  united  in  athletic  contests  including  basketball  and 
baseball.  The  Federation  cooperated  with  the  young  people  of  other 
denominations  in  an  Easter  sunrise  service.^  They  also  sponsored  city¬ 
wide  discussion  within  the  Leagues  on  subjects  of  interest. 

The  Young  People’s  Federation  of  the  West  Suburban  Region  con¬ 
ducted  a  very  successful  meeting  at  St.  John’s  Church,  Melrose  Park, 
on  April  22.  The  Federations  of  the  Monee  Region  are  also  very  active 
as  are  also  the  young  people  of  the  Bloomington  Region.  Definite  re¬ 
ports  of  these  were  not  received.  Many  successful  meetings  of  an  edu¬ 
cational  and  inspirational  nature  were  conducted  by  the  officers  of  the 
various  Federations. 

Reports  of  individual  leagues  are  not  being  given. 

Most  of  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  was  con¬ 
ducted  through  its  convention  and  through  the  Regional  Conferences. 
Federation  officers  have  succeeded  in  conducting  young  people’s  group 
meetings.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Education 

Mr.  Moderator  and  worthy  members  of  the  Conference: 

It  is  with  profound  delight  that  I  submit  this  brief  report  as  the 
vice-chairman  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  of  the  North  Illinois 
District.  It  has  been  my  unalloyed  pleasure  to  work  with  one  of  the 
finest  Boards  of  the  North  Illinois  District  during  these  last  two  years. 
Perhaps  you  will  recall  that  this  board  to  which  I  refer  had  entirely 
disappeared  until  the  present  Board  resurrected  the  same.  It  meant 
that  we  were  compelled  to  re-establish  our  contacts  and  create  new 
enthusiasm  for  this  particular  kind  of  necessary  work  in  our  district. 

1.  Our  purpose  is  to  promote  the  work  of  Christian  Education  in 
our  local  churches  and  to  encourage  the  work  of  the  young  people  in 
general.  In  this  position  we  function  as  an  instrument  of  the  churches 
in  the  district  and  as  a  subsidiary  of  the  synodical  Board  of  Christian 
Education. 

2.  We  have  no  special  authority  as  a  Board  but  are  guided  by  our 
superior  synodical  board.  Our  work  is  experimental  to  a  certain  de¬ 
gree.  We  expect  however  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our  regional  confer¬ 
ences,  our  district  Sunday  schools  and  Young  People's  federations.  If 
the  pastors  and  various  leaders  in  our  churches  fail  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  literature  we  send  out  to  them  our  purpose  is  defeated. 

3.  The  “Trumpet"  which,  until  last  year,  was  our  publication  that 
stimulated  the  interest  of  our  young  people  in  Christian  Education  was 
discontinued  because  our  people  failed  to  read  it,  which  we  believe  was 
not  the  fault  of  our  Board  of  Christian  Education,  but  rather  a  lack  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  our  constituency.  We,  however,  substituted  an 
annual  Church  School  and  Young  People’s  Convention  which  convened 
at  Bensenville  from  June  30  to  July  2  for  a  similar  convention.  Our 
convention  theme  will  be  “Gearing  Christian  Education  to  Life."  We 
have  secured  a  splendid  array  of  speakers  and  the  convention  promises 
to  be  bigger  and  better  than  last  year. 

4.  We  believe  that  the  program  of  Christian  Education  as  out¬ 
lined  by  our  beloved  Synod  is  more  urgently  necessary  today  than  ever 
before.  The  active  membership  of  Protestant  churches  is  still  on  the 
decline  while  we  face  one  of  the  most  difficult  periods  in  the  history 
of  mankind.  Only  a  systematic  program  conscientiously  carried  out 
along  the  lines  of  Christian  education  in  our  local  churches  will  be 
able  to  build  a  vital  faith  in  this  present  generation. 

5.  If  you  as  members  of  the  North  Illinois  District  are  actually 
concerned  about  the  youth  in  your  respective  churches,  I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  excellent  articles  that  appeared  in  the  Evangelical 
Tiding  in  the  issue  of  June  2.  You  will  find  there  that  youth,  whether 
you  agree  or  not,  is  building  a  new  world,  which  will  make  for  a  new 
nation,  a  new  community,  a  new  church  and  a  new  home. 

6.  We  find  ourselves  confronted  with  a  task  which  lays  upon  us 
the  utmost  demand  for  thought  and  decision  and  action.  May  we  as, 
a  united  church  be  willing  to  do  our  utmost  for  the  youth  of  our 
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churches  in  order  that  they  may  solidly  build  the  walls  of  the  Christian 
character,  so  that  they  may  be  properly  equipped  to  face  the  problems 
of  today  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  Jesus,  our  Lord.  The  same  great  divine 
resources  are  at  our  disposal  that  have  upheld  us  thus  far,  but  we  must 
avail  ourselves  of  this  dynamic  force  which  comes  to  us  by  being  in 
tune  with  the  Infinite, 

7.  Lastly  we  wish  to  call  your  kind  attention  to  the  Elmhurst 
Leadership  Training  Course,  July  1-12.  Try  and  send  at  least  one  or 
two  young  people  to  this  splendid  school. 

Kindly  have  your  local  Young  People’s  League  send  in  their  na¬ 
tional  dues  in  order  to  relieve  the  financial  situations  of  our  national 
headquarters  which  is  really  precarious. 

Any  additional  information  anyone  wishes  along  the  lines  I  men¬ 
tioned  will  be  gladly  given  by  any  member  of  our  Board.

Resolutions 

Resolutions  on  Report  of  President  of  Evangelical  Synod  of  N.  A. 

1.  We  heartily  endorse  what  has  been  done  to  bring  about  the 
merger  between  the  Evangelical  Synod  and  the  Reformed  Church  and 
trust  that  both  will  coalesce  more  and  more  into  a  living  organism. 

2.  We  extend  to  all  the  officers  of  our  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church  sincerest  congratulations  upon  the  great  things  they  have  ac¬ 
complished  with  God’s  help. 

3.  We  hope  and  pray  that  there  will  be  a  deepening  of  the  spi¬ 
ritual  life  of  our  congregations  as  is  distinctly  observable  in  our  mis¬ 
sionary  work. 

4.  We  urge  that  our  congregations  combat  the  increasing  tendency 
toward  worldly  practices,  such  as  resorting  to  games  of  chance  and  the 
sale  of  intoxicants  at  bazaars  and  church  fairs. 

District  President's  Report 

We  urge  that  such  congregations  within  the  district  as  are  being 
served  by  our  pastors  and  are  receiving  the  blessings  of  our  Christian 
fellowship  and  denominational  help  seriously  consider  membership  in 
our  Evangelical  Synod. 

Elmhurst  College 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  congratulates  the  administration  and 
faculty  of  Elmhurst  College  on  the  fact  that  the  college  has  become 
fully  accredited,  and  takes  this  occasion  to  pledge  anew  to  Elmhurst 
College  the  special  interest  and  support  of  the  North  Illinois  District. 

2.  The  District  is  pleased  with  the  evidence  of  steady  growth  in 
the  attendance  at  Elmhurst  College,  and  of  the  reputation  which  the 
college  enjoys  in  the  western  suburbs  of  Chicago.  The  District  notes 
with  regret,  however,  a  decline  in  the  registration  of  students  from 
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Evangelical  homes  in  this  district  and  other  districts.  The  district 
affirms  its  conviction  that  it  is  now  no  less  than  ever  the  duty  of  the 
Christian  church  to  maintain  colleges  where  a  definitely  Christian  atti¬ 
tudes  and  spirit  prevails,  and  urges  pastors  and  churches  to  co-operate 
with  the  administration  of  Elmhurst  College  not  only  in  furnishing 
financial  support,  but  in  bringing  to  the  attention  of  prospective  college 
students  the  Christian  character  of  their  own  college. 

3.  The  North  Illinois  District  congratulates  Professor  Carl  Bauer 
on  the  completion  of  forty-five  years  of  service  at  Elmhurst  College,  and 
wishes  him  God’s  continued  blessing  in  the  years  to  come. 

Eden  Seminary 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  appreciates  Eden’s  strategic  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  middle  west  and  therefore  commends  the  seminary  for  its 
efforts  in  interesting  men  of  different  denominations.  It  is  pleased 
with  the  results  thus  far  attained  and  hopes  for  a  larger  fellowship 
which  will  also  widen  the  horizon  and  broaden  the  thinking  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  our  own  church. 

2.  The  district  is  glad  that  the  merger  with  Central  Seminary 
has  taken  place  and  trusts  that  the  amalgamation  of  the  students  and 
of  the  faculties  will  be  such  that  finer  character,  broader  scholarship 
and  greater  unity  may  result. 

3.  The  district  looks  with  favor  upon  the  efforts  made  in  behalf 
of  convocations,  special  lectures  and  of  contacts  with  leaders  outside 
out  own  communion  for  additional  inspiration  and  wider  outlook. 

4.  We  share  the  belief  of  the  President  of  Eden  that  the  curric¬ 
ulum  must  meet  the  growing  demands  of  the  times  and  we  appreciate 
the  efforts  of  the  faculty  in  rethinking  their  work  and  in  striving  toward 
a  “Functional”  curriculum. 

5.  We  approve  the  extension  of  field  work  beyond  practice  preach¬ 
ing  to  include  as  much  of  the  work  of  the  ministry  as  possible  in  order 
that  the  student  might  get  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  task  that 
awaits  him  and  at  the  same  time  gain  a  certain  balance. 

6.  The  district  suggests  to  those  who  have  the  responsibility  of 
placing  graduates  and  to  those  who  have  the  supervision  of  struggling 
mission  churches  to  give  study  to  a  plan  whereby  dependent  churches 
might  be  merged  for  the  sake  of  greater  efficiency  and  that  the  men 
thus  deprived  of  a  position  be  given  the  charges  ordinarily  given  to 
members  of  the  graduating  class — and  that  members  of  graduating 
classes  be  placed  in  older  churches  needing  additional  help,  where  they 
will  receive  additional  practical  training,  comparable  to  an  internship 
of  a  doctor. 

The  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  desires  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  all  who  have  contributed  toward  the  measure  of  success  which  the 
Elmhurst-Eden  Advance  has  achieved,  encourages  the  president  of  Elm¬ 
hurst  College  and  the  officers  of  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance  to  continue 
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in  their  efforts,  and  urges  all  pastors  and  members  to  co-operate  with 
them  to  the  fullest  extent  until  the  goal  has  been  reached. 

2.  The  District  expects  that  the  funds  contributed  to  the  Elm- 
hurst-Eden  Advance  shall  be  kept  inviolate  for  the  purposes  for  which 
they  were  given. 

Home  Missions 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  expresses  itself  as  in  full  accord 
with  the  interpretation  of  the  task  of  Home  Missions  in  the  light  of 
modern  needs  and  changed  conditions  as  this  is  stated  in  the  report  of 
the  Board  for  Home  Missions  on  page  49  of  the  report  to  the  districts. 
It  calls  upon  its  pastors  to  help  their  churches  to  understand  the  im¬ 
plications  of  this  fundamental  task  and  to  cooperate  with  existing 
agencies. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  calls  upon  its  pastors  and  churches 
to  give  serious  consideration  to  the  suggestions  for  Schools  of  Missions 
in  the  local  church,  and  to  the  other  plans  for  missionary  education  rec¬ 
ommended  by  the  Council  for  Missionary  Education.  It  urges  liberal 
use  of  the  various  missionary  publications  of  both  the  Evangelical  and 
the  Reformed  Boards. 

3.  The  North  Illinois  District  encourages  further  cooperation  with 
interdenominational  and  other  denominational  groups  working  at  home 
mission  tasks  and  encourages  efforts  toward  the  establishment  of  com¬ 
munity  churches. 

4.  The  North  Illinois  District  appreciates  the  unselfish  spirit  of 
its  District  President,  the  Rev.  Arno  A.  Zimmermann,  and  his  St.  Paul’s 
Church  of  Pekin,  Ill.,  in  establishing  the  Creve  Coeur  Church  without 
any  synodical  support  and  rejoices  in  the  success  of  the  venture. 

Eoreign  Missions 

1.  The  members  of  the  North  Illinois  District  rejoice  that  in  the 
person  of  the  former  Associate  Secretary,  the  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch,  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  has  found  a  capable  and  worthy  successor 
to  Dr.  Menzel.  We  assure  brother  Goetsch  of  our  wholehearted  support 
as  he  carries  on  the  work  in  his  enlarged  field  of  labor. 

2.  The  District  approves  of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Board  of  For¬ 
eign  Missions  looking  forward  to  a  final  merger  of  the  activities  of  the 
two  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions  at  present  functioning  in  the  Evangel¬ 
ical  and  Reformed  Church  and  encourages  its  own  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  to  continue  its  work  in  this  direction. 

3.  The  District  rejoices  in  the  numerical  growth  of  the  India  Mis¬ 
sion  District  and  in  the  progress  made  in  the  home  mission  field  of  the 
Indian  Church  in  Phingeshwar.  It  implores  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
this  promising  work  and  its  future  developments. 

4.  The  District  rejoices  also  in  the  fact  that  a  new  missionary 
in  the  person  of  the  Rev.  Harold  G.  Freund,  M.D.,  could  be  added  to  our 
missionary  forces  in  India.  It  regrets  deeply  the  illness  of  Miss 
Lydia  Kies  and  Mrs.  Helen  Suger  and  asks  for  them  God’s  grace  and 
help  for  their  complete  recovery  if  this  be  His  will. 
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5.  The  District  further  takes  grateful  knowledge  of  the  fact  tnat 
during  the  anniversary  year  of  1934  two  new  mission  stations  could 
be  established  in  the  interior  of  Honduras  at  Yoro  and  Pinalejo  respec¬ 
tively.  Realizing  that  in  pioneer  work  such  as  is  involved  in  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  new  stations  many  hardships  must  be  encountered  and 
great  patience  exercised,  the  District  wishes  the  Andreses  and  Herr- 
schers  special  grace  in  meeting  their  many  problems. 

6.  The  North  Illinois  District  is  glad  to  note  that  increasingly  ade¬ 
quate  provisions  for  the  training  of  native  workers  are  being  made  on 
our  mission  fields.  The  District  recognizes  this  as  a  fundamental  fac¬ 
tor  involved  in  the  future  progress  of  Christian  work  in  missions. 

7.  The  District  notes  with  concern  the  reduction  in  missionary 
personnel  during  the  past  four  or  five  years  leading  to  a  loss  of  nine 
missionaries  due  to  illness  or  other  unavoidable  causes,  and  agrees  with 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  that  these  losses  should  be  replenished 
by  sending  forth  of  replacement  missionaries  as  soon  as  possible. 

Report  of  Synodical  Treasurer 

1.  While  it  pleases  us  to  hear  that  152  of  our  congregations  con¬ 
tributed  their  full  quota  to  the  synodical  budget  last  year  and  that  662 
churches  increased  their  contributions  somewhat,  we  nevertheless 
deeply  deplore  the  fact,  that  382  churches  paid  less  than  25%  of  their 
respective  quotas  or  nothing  whatsoever  and  that  450  congregations 
decreased  their  support  by  a  total  of  $35,000  which  facts  caused  our 
synodical  deficit  to  increase  in  the  amount  of  almost  $71,000. 

2.  Realizing  that  it  may  have  been  difficult  for  some  of  our 
churches  to  carry  out  the  Synodical  Recovery  Plan,  because  of  the  pre¬ 
vailing  depression,  we  nevertheless  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  cam¬ 
paign,  inaugurated  by  our  Board  of  Directors  and  endorsed  by  the  last 
General  Conference,  should  have  been  conducted  by  more  of  our  con¬ 
gregations  and  with  much  better  results.  We  commend  those  congrega¬ 
tions  and  pastors  who  responded  and  urge  the  others,  especially  such 
churches  that  failed  to  raise  their  quota  in  full  for  the  Synodical 
budget,  to  make  this  drive  real  soon. 

3.  The  North  Illinois  District  commends  those  individuals  among 
our  Evangelical  constituency,  who  so  trustingly  placed  their  private 
funds  into  the  hands  of  our  Synod  either  by  loans  amounting  to  $126,000 
or  in  the  form  of  annuities  totaling  $26,000.  It  was  this  considerate 
help  that  enabled  the  Synod  to  pay  its  various  boards  the  monies  they 
needed  for  the  continuance  of  our  synodical  work  and  the  interest  on 
our  bond  issues. 

Board  for  Endowment  and  Trust  Funds 

1.  We  are  grateful  to  God,  the  giver  of  all  good  and  perfect  gifts, 
that,  though  we,  like  other  church  bodies,  suffered  financial  reverses, 
we  so  far  have  sustained  no  serious  losses  in  our  Endowment  and 
Trust  Funds  and  that  the  sum  total  of  our  synodical  funds  have  even 
increased  during  the  past  year. 
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Pension  Board 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  learns  with  gratification  that  the 
Pension  Funds  are  safe.  The  actual  status  of  the  fund  is  as  follows:

2.  The  District  urges  that  all  pledges  made  during  the  pension 
campaign  by  churches  and  individuals  be  paid  as  soon  as  possible. 

3.  The  District  recommends  to  all  its  members  the  buying  of 
years  of  service  prior  to  1910  as  a  means  of  increasing  their  pension. 

4.  The  North  Illinois  District  thanks  Mrs.  M.  Mack  for  turning 
over  her  entire,  and  Dr.  Irion  for  turning  over  part  of  his  pension  for 
the  past  year  to  the  Relief  Fund;  likewise  do  we  thank  all  organizations 
for  contributions  they  have  made  to  this  fund. 

5.  The  North  Illinois  District  is  grateful  to  Mrs.  Emma  Leonhardt 
for  her  contribution  toward  the  new  cottage  in  Bensenville  and  sees 
in  it  a  practical  example  for  others  to  follow: 

Federation  of  Evangelical  Charities 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  is  pleased  to  hear  that  at  present 
24  of  our  Evangelical  charitable  institutions  are  affiliated  with  the 
Federation  of  Evangelical  Charities  and  thanks  the  Lord,  who  enabled 
them  to  give  helpful  service  and  tender  care  to  almost  20,000  sick  and 
unfortunate  persons. 

2.  Since  the  benevolent  gifts  received  by  the  hospitals  of  the  fed¬ 
eration  are  so  meager,  that  not  one  free  patient  a  day  for  each  institu¬ 
tion  can  be  cared  for,  we  urge  that  our  congregations,  church  organiza¬ 
tions  and  individual  members  remember  our  hospitals  with  gifts  more 
readily  and  frequently,  so  that  these  deserve  help. 

Bensenville  Home  and  Evangelical  Hospital,  Chicago 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  congratulates  the  Bensenville  Home 
for  Children  and  Aged  upon  the  40th  anniversary  of  its  work  of  mercy 
and  the  Evangelical  Hospital  upon  the  silver  anniversary  of  its  healing 
ministry;  we  pray  that  God  may  continue  to  bless  the  work  of  these, 
our  benevolent  institutions. 

Synodical  Board  of  Religious  Education 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  affirms  with  the  Board  of  Education 
the  end  of  Christian  Education  “as  'an  inward  leaven-like  process';  its 
changes  have  to  do  not  with  features  or  dress,  but  with  understandings 
and  attitudes,  with  ideals,  with  convictions,  and  with  relationships  to 
God  and  to  society." 
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2.  The  North  Illinois  District  calls  to  the  attention  of  the  District 
that  significant  progress  was  made  in  the  following  phases  of  the  work 
of  the  Board:  an  increased  attendance  at  the  leadership  training 
schools;  they  note  that  confirmation  is  regaining  favor;  an  increase  in 
enrollment  in  the  vacation  church  schools;  the  acquisition  of  the  fa¬ 
mous  Bailey  Religious  Art  collections  of  stereopticon  slides;  a  wider 
use  of  the  service  library;  and  that  missionary  education  materials  are 
being  made  more  available  in  religious  education. 

Dunkirk  Board 

The  North  Illinois  District  rejoices  that  a  wide  interest  is  being 
manifested  by  the  eastern  districts  in  availing  themselves  of  the  splen¬ 
did  Dunkirk  Conference  Grounds. 

District  Board  of  Christian  Education 

1.  Whereas  the  Synodical  Board  of  Religious  Education  emphat¬ 
ically  urges  the  organization  of  home  departments  in  as  many  of  the 
churches  as  may  be  feasible  for  the  year  1935: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we,  the  pastors  and  delegates  of  the  North 
Illinois  District,  lend  our  whole-hearted  support  to  the  attainment  of 
this  objective  and  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  home  department 
superintendent  in  each  church. 

2.  Whereas  only  a  few  churches  in  this  district  conduct  daily  vaca¬ 
tion  church  schools,  and  whereas  such  schools  present  an  unusual  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  Christian  training  of  children: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  North  Illinois  District  Conference  urge  its 
pastors  and  congregations  to  study  this  project  seriously,  present  it  to 
the  respective  church  school  staffs,  and  make  every  reasonable  attempt 
to  utilize  this  opportunity  for  Christian  instruction. 

3.  Whereas  a  large  number  of  churches  in  the  North  Illinois  Dis¬ 
trict  still  lack  trained  leadership: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  this  Conference  stress  the  necessity  of  such 
training  and  encourage  the  organization  of  leadership  training  classes 
wherever  such  have  not  yet  been  established. 

4.  Whereas  one  of  the  largest  Evangelical  Leadership  Training 
Schools  is  held  annually  in  this  district  and  thereby  presents  an  un¬ 
usual  opportunity  to  the  churches  of  our  district  to  develop  a  trained 
leadership : 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  North  Illinois  District  Conference  call  this 
fact  to  the  attention  of  its  congregations  and  prevail  upon  them  to 
send  more  workers  to  this  school. 

5.  Whereas  a  national  youth  convention  has  not  been  held  since 
1932,  and  whereas  it  is  a  most  logical  and  critical  time  for  such  a 
national  convention  because  the  merger  of  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church  has  not  yet  brought  the  youth  of  these  two  groups  to¬ 
gether,  and  other  opportunities  for  youth  are  looming  upon  the  horizon : 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  North  Illinois  District  Conference  recom¬ 
mend  to  the  Evangelical  League  officers  that  a  National  Youth  Conven- 
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tion  be  held  in  coiijuiiction  with  the  young  people  Of  the  Reformed 
group  in  1936. 

City  Missions 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  regards  the  unpaid  balance  of  debt 
owing  to  Mrs.  Amalie  Grotefeld  as  a  debt  of  honor  and  resolves  to  pay 
it  as  soon  as  possible  through  the  District  Treasurer. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  directs  its  officers  to  solicit  funds 
from  its  congregations  to  enable  its  treasury  to  pay  the  sum  of  money 
due  Mrs.  Amalie  Grotefeld. 

3.  We  emphasize  in  particular  the  fine,  unselfish,  truly  Christian 
sacrificial  service  rendered  by  Mrs.  Wm.  C.  Lange.  She  has  given  much 
of  her  time  and  means  to  support  the  committee  work,  also  much  per¬ 
sonal  ministration  in  aiding  our  missionary  in  his  efforts  to  comfort 
the  unfortunates  that  we  are  convinced  the  District  owes  her  a  very 
special  vote  of  thanks;  we  urge  its  members  to  emulate  her  beautiful 
example. 

Board  of  Publications 

The  North  Illinois  District  heartily  endorses  the  plan  of  the 
Board  of  Publications  to  effect  a  merger  of  these  denominational  week¬ 
lies:  The  Reformed  Church  Messenger,  The  Christian  World,  and  the 
Evangelical  Herald. 

Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  commends  the  efforts  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  to  arouse  the  church  to 
a  realization  of  the  need  for  action  in  bringing  about  a  better  social 
order. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  heartily  approves  the  establishment 
of  a  Board  of  Christian  Life  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church, 
the  functions  of  which  are  stated  on  page  154  of  the  annual  reports 
for  1935. 

Church  Extension 

1.  Realizing  the  financial  handicap  of  the  Church  Extension  Board, 
the  North  Illinois  District  greatly  appreciates  the  endeavors  of  this 
Board  to  render  aid  to  needy  churches. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  agrees  with  the  Board  that  Mission 
Churches  must  be  favored,  but  also  commends  the  board  in  aiding  other 
churches  which  might  otherwise  be  lost. 

3.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  this  board  is  closely  related  to  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  the  North  Illinois  District  feels  that  there  should 
be  two  separate  boards. 

Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance 

1.  Inasmuch  as  the  past  year  has  again  proved  its  reliability  and 
soundness,  the  North  Illinois  District  urges  the  congregations  to  con¬ 
sider  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association  when  in  need 
of  this  kind  of  protection. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  ratifies  the  appointment  of  Rev.  P. 
Repke  as  District  Inspector.

Evangelical  Brotherhood 

1.  The  District  favors  the  organization  of  the  men  of  the  local 
congregations  for  more  effective  service  and  suggests  if  possible  their 
affiliation  with  the  respective  brotherhood  federations. 

Evangelical  Women’s  Union 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  urges  all  its  pastors  and  delegates 
to  stress  in  their  local  churches  the  helpful  and  effective  work  of  the 
Evangelical  Women's  Union  so  that  all  local  societies  may  become 
active  members  of  this  splendid  organization. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  kindly  requests  the  pastors  of  our 
district  to  give  to  the  women  of  their  respective  congregations  monthly 
or  at  least  quarterly  the  status  of  the  synodical  quota  of  their  local 
church  to  date  with  suggestions  as  to  ways  and  means  by  which  they 
can  help  to  raise  the  full  amount  of  their  share  of  this  their  larger 
Kingdom  service. 

Resolutions  of  Respect  and  Appreciation 

1.  The  North  Illinois  District  pays  a  tribute  of  love  and  appreci¬ 
ation  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Dr.  Paul  A.  Menzel,  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  believing  that  to  him  more  'than  to  any 
other  one  man  is  due  the  interest  that  the  entire  church  has  in  its 
foreign  missionary  enterprize. 

2.  The  North  Illinois  District  deplores  the  death  of  our  esteemed 
and  faithful  Rev.  Wm.  Grotefeld,  who  for  many  years  served  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  and  as  chairman  of  the  Board  for  Endowments  and  Trust  Funds. 
We  recognize  and  deeply  appreciate  the  estimable  services  he  rendered 
our  Synod,  especially  during  the  critical  period  of  the  economic  depres¬ 
sion. 

3.  The  North  Illinois  District  congratulates  Mr.  John  Michel  and 
Mr.  W.  Wiegmann  on  the  completion  of  40  years  of  service  rendered 
the  church  as  Commissioned  Workers. 

4.  The  North  Illinois  District  recognizes  and  acknowledges  the 
faithful  services  rendered  by  members  of  synodical  and  district  boards, 
also  by  numerous  individual  workers  mentioned  in  practically  every 
report;  to  all  such  the  District  extends  a  heartfelt  vote  of  thanks. 

5.  The  District  thanks  Dr.  Lehmann  and  his  staff,  St.  Peter’s 
Church  and  its  pastor,  Rev.  Dr.  Frederick  Frankenfeld,  for  their  hos¬ 
pitality  in  entertaining  the  conference. 

6.  The  North  Illinois  District  expresses  most  sincere  appreciation 
for  the  work  done  by  the  Conference  Resolutions  Committee,  which  it 
performed  in  such  sacrificial  manner.  We  wish  to  assure  the  commit¬ 
tee  that  this  enjoyable  conference  was  in  no  small  measure  due  to  its 
untiring  efforts. 

Miscellaneous  Resolutions 

1.  Resolved  that  the  name  of  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Huntley,  Illinois, 
be  dropped  from  our  church  register  since  the  church  no  longer  exists, 
having  been  absorbed  by  St.  John’s  at  Harmony  and  Union,  Illinois. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  president  and  the  secretary  of  the 
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North  Illinois  District  be  given  the  sums  of  $200  and  $50  respectively 
to  help  re-imburse  them  for  at  least  a  part  of  the  expenses  they  have 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  on  the  District  Council, 
and  that  a  gratuity  of  $10  be  given  to  Mrs.  Schirneker. 

3.  The  North  Illinois  District  decides  that  the  Home  Mission 
Board  receive  the  amount  of  $250  per  year  for  district  work  or  such 
amount  as  the  treasurer  is  able  to  pay. 

4.  Since  the  Evangelical,  the  Heidelberg  and  Luther’s  Small  Cate¬ 
chisms  are  included  among  the  important  symbolical  books  of  our 
church,  it  is  urgently  requested  that  some  attention  be  given  to  these 
catechisms  in  the  curriculum  of  Eden  Theological  Seminary. 

5.  The  North  Illinois  District  requests  that  the  resolutions  adopted 
by  all  the  districts  be  published  in  one  volume. 

6.  The  North  Illinois  District  empowers  the  District  Council  to 
appropriate  the  funds  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $50  annually  which  are 
required  to  liquidate  the  deficit  of  the  District  Board  of  Religious  Edu¬ 
cation  and  which  may  be  required  to  carry  on  the  work  of  this  Board. 

7.  The  North  Illinois  District  empowers  the  District  Council  to  act 
upon  requests  of  congregations  to  be  reassigned  to  a  different  regional 
Conference. 

8.  The  North  Illinois  District  requests  that  the  District  Council 
continue  the  precedent  established  this  year  in  arranging  for  a  new 
type  of  conference  program. 

9.  The  North  Illinois  District  empowers  the  District  Council  to 
select  a  place  for  the  conference  to  meet  in  future  years. 

10.  The  North  Illinois  District  requests  the  District  Council  to 
have  the  reports  of  the  District  officers  and  boards  mimeographed  or 
printed. 

11.  The  District  directs  the  District  Council  to  determine  the 
status  of  the  St.  James  Evangelical  Church  of  Glen  Ellyn,  Illinois, 
as  a  member  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  North  America. 

12.  The  District  instructs  its  Secretary  to  convey  the  greetings 
and  good  wishes  of  the  Conference  to  those  brethren  who  have  been 
hindered  from  attending  conference  because  of  illness.

The  forty-sixth  conference  of  the  Ohio  District  met  in  the  First 
Evangelical  Church  of  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  on  the  afternoon  of  June  3, 
1935.  The  session  opened  with  a  brief  devotion  conducted  by  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  District,  Rev.  H.  E.  Pheiffer.  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Hazlebeck  ex¬ 
tended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  visiting  pastors  and  delegates  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  entertaining  church,  to  which  greeting  the  president  re¬ 
sponded  briefly. 

The  roll  call  showed  the  presence  of  a  quorum  and  the  conference 
was  officially  declared  in  session.  Rev.  H.  E.  Pheiffer  was  elected 
moderator  and  Mr.  Wm.  C.  Hazleback  vice-moderator  of  the  conference. 
Upon  motion  the  printed  conference  program  was  then  accepted  as  the 
official  order  of  business.  The  Committee  on  Credentials  and  Excuses 
read  a  list  of  accredited  delegates  and  registered  pastors  and  upon 
motion  of  the  committee  the  persons  whose  names  were  read  were 
given  seat  and  vote  in  the  conference. 

The  president  then  read  the  names  of  the  committee  on  nomina¬ 
tions,  selected  by  the  District  Council.  This  committee  was  made  up  of 
the  following  conference  delegates:  Rev.  Paul  David,  Rev.  C.  Ralph 
Schmidt,  Rev.  Paul  Pfeiffer,  Mrs.  C.  Ralston  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Frische. 

Upon  motion  of  the  Committee  on  Excuses  the  following  were  ex¬ 
cused  for  part  time:  Rev.  J.  Melchert,  Rev.  R.  Ditter,  Rev.  G.  Krause 
and  Rev.  P.  Saleste.  For  the  entire  conference  the  following  were  ex¬ 
cused:  Rev.  O.  Wittlinger,  Rev.  J.  E.  Digel,  Rev.  Theo.  Papsdorf,  Rev. 
P.  Bourquin  and  Rev.  A.  Scheible. 

The  president  then  read  his  annual  report  to  the  District.  This 
was  followed  by  the  reading  of  reports  of  the  following  officers  and 
committees:  Pension  and  Relief  Board,  District  Council,  District  Trea¬ 
surer,  District  Home  Mission  Board,  District  Women’s  Union,  District 
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Sunday  School  and  Young  People's  Work,  Detroit  Home  for  Orphans 
and  Aged,  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions,  Committee  on  Evangelism, 
Committee  on  Evangelical  Brotherhood.  All  these  reports  were  re* 
ceived  and  referred  to  the  respective  conference  committees  for  further 
action  and  recommendations. 

Several  new  members  of  the  conference  and  guests  were  then  pre¬ 
sented  and  welcomed.  The  afternoon  session  closed  with  a  Bible  Study 
conducted  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Brueseke,  who  spoke  on  “The  Sustaining  Work 
of  God,”  basing  his  discourse  on  the  Scripture  passage  in  John  5:  1-17. 
Adjournment  followed. 

Tuesday’s  Sessions 

After  a  song  service  Rev.  Theo.  S.  Schlundt  opened  the  second  day’s 
session  with  prayer.  After  roll  call  the  minutes  of  the  previous  day’s 
proceedings  were  read  and  approved.  The  Committee  on  Credentials 
presented  a  number  of  additional  names  of  registered  accredited  dele¬ 
gates  and  they  were  given  seat  and  vote. 

Rev.  H.  P.  Yieth  then  presented  the  serious  crisis  we  are  facing 
as  a  Church  and  suggested  various  very  definite  ways  in  which  we  can 
meet  this  crisis  now.  He  stressed  in  particular  the  need  for  honest  and 
consecrated  Christian  stewardship. 

In  the  course  of  the  day  the  Committee  on  Nominations  presented 
the  names  of  candidates  to  fill  the  offices  of  the  District,  and  the  elec¬ 
tion  was  held  by  ballot.  At  ten  o’clock  a  recess  was  declared  to  give 
the  various  conference  committees’  an  opportunity  of  drafting  their 
resolutions. 

The  afternoon  session  was  presided  over  by  the  vice-moderator. 
Rev.  Theo.  Honold  conducted  a  period  of  devotion.  Committee  Number 
8  was  first  to  report  and  bring  its  resolutions,  which  were  adopted. 

Dr.  B.  F.  Lamb,  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Ohio  Council  of 
Churches,  addressed  the  conference,  giving  illuminating  information 
on  the  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Ohio  Council  of  Churches  in  defeating 
the  bill  before  the  Ohio  legislature  to  appropriate  public  funds  to  sup¬ 
port  parochial  schools. 

Rev.  F.  Meusch,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Synod,  then  conveyed  a 
few  words  of  greeting  to  the  conference. 

Committees  Number  2  and  Number  6  brought  in  reports  and  pre¬ 
sented  resolutions  which  were  adopted. 

Rev.  C.  L.  Higgins  reported  on  his  work  as  District  Inspector  for 
the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association. 

The  afternoon  session  was  brought  to  a  close  with  an  excellent 
Bible  Study  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Brueseke  on  the  subject:  “Divine  Resource 
for  Effective  Living,”  based  upon  Ephesians  3.  Adjournment  followed. 

Wednesday’s  Sessions 

After  a  devotional  period  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  Bartels  the  confer¬ 
ence  proceeded  with  roll  call  and  adoption  of  minutes  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  Tuesday’s  sessions.  The  Committee  on  Mileage  brought  in  its 
report  with  a  recommendation  that  the  mileage  refund  be  reduced  from 
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four  to  three  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  travelled.  The  recommenda¬ 
tion  was  approved.  It  was  further  decided  that  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
be  fixed  as  the  average  equalization  fee  for  all  delegates  and  pastors 
for  this  conference. 

The  chairman  of  the  District  Home  Mission  Board,  Rev.  P.  David 
presented  the  cause  of  Home  Missions  within  the  district  which  was 
followed  by  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  resolutions  presented  by 
the  conference  committee  dealing  with  Home  Missions. 

Rev.  G.  Bruce  Cameron  of  Cincinnati,  representing  the  American 
Bible  Society,  gave  an  account  of  some  of  the  activities  of  this  great 
organization.  Committee  10,  7,  14,  3  then  brought  in  their  reports  and 
resolutions  which  were  adopted. 

The  morning  session  closed  with  a  Bible  Study  by  Rev.  A.  E.  Kit- 
terer,  who  spoke  on:  ‘‘From  Vision  to  Action,”  using  as  a  text  Joel  2:28. 

The  afternoon  session  began  with  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  Grunwaldt. 
Mr.  Hazlebeck,  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  Constitution  for  the 
united  Church,  gave  some  sidelights  on  the  proposed  and  tentative  draft 
of  the  new  constitution. 

Rev.  M.  P.  Davis,  one  of  our  missionaries  in  India,  who  is  now  on 
furlough,  gave  an  interesting  address  on  the  developments  in  the  racial 
and  religious  struggles  that  are  going  on  in  India  and  showing  the 
definite  challenge  and  opportunity  they  present  to  the  Christian  Church. 
This  address  was  followed  by  the  presentation  of  resolutions  by  Com¬ 
mittee  Number  5  which  were  adopted.  Committee  Number  9  presented 
its  resolutions  which  were  adopted. 

The  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried,  that  the  conference 
dispense  this  year  with  electing  delegates  to  a  General  Conference. 
Elections  took  up  the  balance  of  the  session. 

At  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session  Rev.  A.  E.  Kitterer  continued 
his  Bible  Study  in  which  he  developed  the  thoughts  outlined  in  his  pre¬ 
vious  study.  Adjournment  followed. 

Thursday’s  Session 

The  closing  day  of  the  conference  began  with  a  memorial  service 
conducted  by  Rev.  Henry  Bahnsen.  The  business  session  opened  with 
roll  call  and  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings 
of  Wednesday's  sessions.  The  president  then  made  his  appointment  of 
the  standing  committees  for  the  coming  year. 

It  was  moved,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  matter  of  the  printing 
of  the  minutes  of  the  conference  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  District 
Council. 

The  newly  elected  officers  of  the  District  and  the  members  of  the 
District  Judiciary  were  then  formally  installed  by  Rev.  F.  A.  Meusch. 
Committee  Number  11  then  presented  several  special  resolutions,  which 
were  adopted. 

Rev.  H.  P.  Vieth,  synodical  representative,  again  addressed  the  com 
ference  in  a  final  word  of  admonition  and  a  plea  for  larger  support 
of  the  Kingdom  Cause. 


The  Committee  on  Mileage  recommended  that  the  surplus  in  equal¬ 
ization  fund  be  given  over  to  the  Dunkirk  Maintenance  Fund.  This 
recommendation  was  adopted. 

Upon  motion  the  secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  message  of 
greeting  to  our  senior  pastor,  Rev.  J.  E.  Digel,  who  for  the  first  time 
in  many  years  could  not  attend  the  conference. 

After  the  reading  and  adoption  of  the  closing  day's  session’s  min¬ 
utes  the  conference  adjourned  sine  die. 

Rev.  Paul  Pfeiffer  offered  the  closing  prayer. 

Divine  Services 

The  opening  church  service  was  held  on  Monday  evening  with  Rev. 
C.  Higgins  in  charge  of  the  altar  service.  Rev.  H.  P.  Vieth  preached 
the  sermon.  The  church  choir,  supported  by  the  boys’  choir  and  a 
girls’  choir,  all  fully  robed,  enhanced  the  service  with  beautiful  anthems. 

In  the  evening  service  on  Tuesday  Rev.  F.  A.  Meusch  preached  the 
word,  and  Rev.  H.  E.  Pheiffer  served  at  the  altar.  Holy  Communion 
was  celebrated  and  the  members  of  the  conference  as  well  as  members 
of  the  local  church  partook  of  the  sacrament. 

Items  of  Interest 

During  the  noon  hour  on  Wednesday  the  hosts  had  provided  for 
an  extensive  auto  tour  which  took  the  guests  through  the  city  of  Ports¬ 
mouth  into  the  picturesque  and  interesting  environs  of  the  city. 

At  the  supper  meeting  on  Wednesday  the  conference  guests  enjoyed 
a  splendid  banquet  prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the  church.  In  connection 
with  the  meal  a  program  of  music  and  speaking  was  presented  in  the 
interest  of  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Alumni  Association.  Rev.  H.  Schowe 
was  the  toastmaster.  The  principal  speaker  of  the  evening  was  Rev. 
A.  F.  Alberswerth  of  Mehlville,  Mo. 

Later  that  evening  a  set  of  new  slides  depicting  the  work  of  Dun¬ 
kirk  Leadership  Training  School  was  shown. 

Much  interest  was  displayed  in  the  group  singing  and  the  instru¬ 
mental  numbers  given  at  the  close*  of  each  meal.

District  President’s  Report 

Dear  Brethren  and  Co-workers  in  the  Churches: 

It  seems  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  make  an  extensive  report  on 
the  conditions  that  have  obtained  in  the  world  and  in  our  state  of  Ohio 
since  the  conference  last  year.  We  all  know  the  terrific  struggle  that 
has  been  made  to  keep  the  Church  and  its  institutions  running  and 
efficient,  how  some  of  the  brethren  have  been  led  to  doubt  that  the 
Church  could  continue  in  many  instances,  how  incomes  of  the  member¬ 
ship,  the  pastors  and  churches  have  been  curtailed  and  reductions  made 
in  every  item  of  church  expense.  But  God  has  been  faithful  and  our 
faith  in  Him  has  been  justified,  for  His  work  goes  on  with  a  brighter 
outlook  than  for  some  time.  Especially  has  the  income  of  the  Synod 
been  heavily  cut,  so  that  all  budgets  have  had  to  be  cut  33%  per  cent. 
Still  the  income  continues  to  shrink.  In  the  first  three  months  of  1935 
the  Synod  received  39  per  cent  of  what  should  have  been  paid,  which 
was  actually  given  by  less  than  50  per  cent  of  the  churches.  630 
churches  paid  nothing  during  the  first  three  months  of  this  budget 
year.  Of  the  76  churches  in  our  District  there  are  28  churches  show¬ 
ing  no  contributions  for  these  months.  It  would  seem  that  in  many 
of  these  churches  with  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  loyal,  consecrated 
pastors  and  members  some  money  could  have  been  contributed.  May 
we  urge  you  as  you  return  home,  to  make  a  special  effort  to  see  that 
your  congregation  contribute  to  the  budget  of  the  Synod.  If  the 
work  of  our  denomination  is  to  continue  something  must  &e  done.  Let 
us  all  do  our  work,  for  eventually  victory  will  come.  Our  Lord  has 
said  that  the  “very  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against  His  Church.” 
Conditions  in  church  work  are  changing  and  ever  will,  but  the  promise 
still  holds,  and  if  we  only  have  the  faith  and  courage  to  go  ahead,  even 
though  we  cannot  see  the  great  fruits  of  our  efforts,  the  crisis  will  be 
weathered  and  the  work  will  go  on. 

Vacancies 

In  the  Ohio  District  at  the  present  time  there  are  five  vacant  pul¬ 
pits.  St.  John’s,  Loudon  Twp.;  Fostoria;  St.  John’s,  Millersburg;  St. 
John’s,  Columbus;  Immanuel,  Kettlersville ;  St.  Paul’s,  Cleveland.  In 
the  handling  of  these  matters  connected  with  the  calling  of  a  pastor  it 
has  been  my  sincere  desire  to  be  fair  with  both  the  applicants  and 
the  congregations.  Some  congregations,  however,  seem  to  think  that 
the  district  places  a  man  in  the  position  of  president  as  a  mere  decora¬ 
tion.  Some  pastors  also  think  that  the  District  President  is  a  stum¬ 
bling-block  in  their  way  to  a  big  church  and  are  ever  endeavoring  to 
get  around  that  stumbling  block.  A  number  of  men  have  taken  into 
their  own  hands  the  negotiations  with  churches  seeking  pastors  and 
have  discovered,  generally  to  their  sorrow,  that  most  of  the  churches 
have  a  greater  sense  of  order  than  they. 

District  Roll 

At  present  there  are  51  pastors  in  active  service  in  the  churches. 
Four  are  listed  as  superannuated,  one  is  furloughed,  one  invalided,  two 
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supernumeraries,  one  commissioned  worker  and  one  superintendent 
of  a  hospital.  The  brethren  J.  E.  Digel  and  Th.  Papsdorf  have  been 
ill,  but  we  hope  for  their  speedy  recovery.

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Report  of  Pension  and  Relief  Board 

Your  committee  met  at  Wapakoneta  in  January.  Eleven  applica¬ 
tions  for  relief  were  considered  and  definite  recommendations  made. 
Two  widows  informed  us  that  they  would  try  to  get  along  without 
relief.  Relief  had  to  be  cut,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Synodical  Pension 
Board  will  receive  from  the  budget  $9,000  less  than  last  year.  In 
1933  pension  payments  had  to  be  cut  $30  and  $24  respectively.  In  1934 
a  third  of  this  cut  could  be  restored  and  it  was  hoped  that  another  third 
could  be  restored  this  year.  However  such  is  not  the  case.  The  present 
income  warrants  no  increases.  On  our  list  are  at  present  eight  pastors 
and  16  widows.  In  July,  1934,  your  chairman  sent  a  personal  letter  to 
the  15  pastors  of  our  district  who  are  not  yet  members  of  the  Fund. 
These  brought  no  response.  We  desire  that  each  pastor  who  is  eligible 
for  membership  should  consider  this  matter  most  seriously.

Report  of  District  Home  Mission  Board 

West  Gate:  The  real  estate,  consisting  of  several  lots,  is  still  in  our 
possession.  The  taxes  are  paid  to  date. 

St.  Paul,  Toledo:  Rev.  L.  Hegeman  began  his  work  in  St.  Paul  with, 
a  membership  of  86.  It  now  numbers  143.  On  Palm  Sunday  a  class 
of  16  was  received  by  confirmation.  17  adults  were  added  to  the 
church  on  Easter  Sunday.  Worship  service  attendance  has  increased. 
The  various  organizations  show  a  steady  growth  and  are  actively  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  work  of  the  church.  Sunday  school  enrollment  is  135. 
Regular  monthly  payments  are  being  made  to  the  synodical  budget. 
Rev.  Hegeman  made  a  survey  of  the  whole  field  and  feels  confident 
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that  the  church  has  a  splendid  prospect  for  future  development.  Ap¬ 
propriation  from  Central  Board  $414.40. 

Pilgrim ,  Cleveland:  Rev.  A.  Scheible.  The  work  in  this  field  is 
progressing  along  constructive  lines.  Membership  175.  Sunday  school 
enrollment  216.  Pilgrim  Church  is  well  established  and  the  prospects 
for  the  future  are  good.  Appropriation  from  the  Central  Board 
$1,165.80. 

Ridge  Road ,  Cleveland.  Rev.  C.  Ralph  Schmidt.  Membership  55. 
Sunday  school  enrollment  120.  Four  were  confirmed  and  14  were 
received  into  church  membership  on  Easter  Sunday.  The  congregation 
is  faced  with  financial  difficulties.  They  will  not  be  able  to  meet 
their  payments  of  more  than  $1000  each  year  to  the  Extension  Fund 
Board  and  also  pay  all  current  expenses.  Many  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  people  living  near  the  mission  have  connections  with  other 
Cleveland  churches.  If  in  the  future  some  of  them  could  be  advised 
and  induced  to  transfer  their  membership  to  this  struggling  field  it 
would  serve  as  an  encouragement  and  render  valuable  aid  where  it  is 
most  needed.  Appropriation  from  Central  Board  $1,313.75.

Evangelical  Women’s  Union 

Our  executive  board  met  twice  during  the  past  year  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  the  various  phases  of  the  program.  According  to  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  president,  Mrs.  Lina  Bruken,  we  have  66  local  Women’s 
Unions  and  58  are  using  the  monthly  program.  More  of  the  local 
organizations  are  having  the  six  departments  at  work.  To  quote  Mrs. 
Bruken:  “Some  of  our  Unions  feel  they  do  not  need  these  departments. 
We  hope,  with  the  help  of  the  pastors,  to  have  these  departments  in 
all  the  Women’s  Unions  this  year. 

At  the  annual  convention  in  Oak  Harbor  in  May,  1934,  it  was  voted 
to  change  the  constitution  and  hold  annual  conventions  in  the  fall  of 
each  year  in  line  with  the  plan  followed  by  most  District  Unions. 

Plans  have  been  made  for  the  appearance  of  the  “Ohio  District 
Women’s  Union  at  Work,”  a  mimeographed  paper  to  be  issued  from 
time  to  time  with  the  assistance  of  the  District  Departmental  Chair¬ 
men  and  the  cooperation  of  the  six  federations  within  our  district. 

Our  special  projects  for  the  year  are  the  Leadership  Training 
School  at  Dunkirk  and  the  Cleveland  Deaconess  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Bruken:  “The  merger  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Churches  has  brought  about  a  pleasant  relationship  in  the  Ohio  Dis¬ 
trict  and  we  are  enjoying  getting  acquainted  with  the  Women’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  of  the  Ohio  Synod.”

The  joint  convention  of  the  Y.  P.  L.  and  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
District  was  held  in  Sandusky,  June  20-21,  1934,  was  the  outstanding 
work  of  the  past  year.  Regional  rallies  and  institutes  have  been  urged 
and  recommended  by  the  committee.  Lilian  Digel ,  Chairman. 

Home  for  the  Orphans  and  Aged  at  Detroit 

Realizing  the  present  economic  condition  and  the  corresponding 
difficulties  confronting  us,  we  should  feel  very  grateful  for  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  the  Almighty  God  upon  our  Home  during  these  days.  Because 
of  the  generous  gifts  of  those  outside  our  church  as  well  as  from  our 
own  people  we  were  able  to  continue  this  blessed  work  for  another 
year.  Many  improvements  were  made  to  keep  our  building  in  the  best 
shape  possible.  The  Zoar  Society  of  Detroit  has  given  many  fine  dona¬ 
tions  for  this  work. 

We  of  the  Ohio  District  as  well  as  our  entire  church  should  feel 
proud  of  our  Detroit  institution.  During  the  past  year  we  note  that 
the  gifts  from  our  Ohio  people  have  greatly  increased.  The  Northwest 
Ohio  Region  annually  fills  the  Home  truck  to  overflowing  with  gifts 
usable  during  the  year. 

At  a  recent  meeting  it  was  decided  to  organize  a  children’s  band, 
and  we  believe  this  will  be  a  benefit  in  presenting  the  Home  to  more 
of  our  people  in  and  about  Detroit,  yet  more  will  it  add  to  our  educa¬ 
tional  program. 

At  the  present  time  48  aged  and  125  children  are  taken  care  of  by 
18  employes.  Of  the  above  number  two  aged  and  six  children  are  from 
Ohio.  Most  of  our  children  are  from  Detroit  and  the  immediate 
vicinity. 

May  we  continue  to  ask  God’s  blessing  on  this  noble  work,  and 
also  help  in  any  way  we  can.

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Resolutions  Adopted  by  the  Conference 
Synodical  President 

1.  The  Ohio  District  finds  itself  in  hearty  accord  with  President 
Klick  concerning  the  need  for  self-examination  and  in  his  statement, 
that  we  dare  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  business  of  the 
church  to  preach  Christ,  to  bring  His  teaching  into  all  human  relation¬ 
ships,  to  speak  out  clearly  against  the  many  sins  of  our  day,  against 
social  injustice,  racial  hatred,  nationalism,  corrupt  politics  and  flagrant 
disregard  of  human  and  divine  law  among  rich  and  poor. 

2.  The  Ohio  District  expresses  its  sincere  gratitude  to  Rev.  Paul 
Press  for  his  splendid  service  as  President  of  the  Synod  and  voices  its 
confidence  in  and  pledges  its  wholehearted  support  to  the  Rev.  F.  C. 
Klick  and  asks  God’s  blessings  upon  him  in  the  difficult  task  as  Presi¬ 
dent  of  our  Synod. 

Synodical  Treasurer 

The  Ohio  District  expresses  its  hearty  appreciation  to  the  Trea¬ 
surer  of  the  Synod,  Mr.  F.  A.  Keck,  for  his  comprehensive  report  and 
the  conscientious  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  Ohio  District  requests  its  pastors  and  congregations  to  refrain 
from  questionable  methods  in  raising  money  and  expresses  its  belief 
that  the  best  way  of  financing  the  program  of  the  church  and  the  King¬ 
dom  is  by  outright  voluntary  giving. 

Endowment  and  Trust  Funds 

The  District  commends  the  splendid  services  and  management  of 
the  Board  members  of  the  Endowment  and  Trust  Fund,  particularly 
during  these  trying  years. 

Educational  Institutions 

Eden  Seminary 

1.  The  District  is  very  happy  to  note  that  the  union  of  Central 
Seminary  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  with  Eden  Seminary  of  Webster  Groves,  Mo., 
has  proved  very  satisfactory  thus  far,  and  expresses  the  hope  that  by 
further  readjustments  in  the  curriculum  of  Eden  permanent  success 
and  satisfaction  can  be  assured. 

2.  The  District  welcomes  Dr.  H.  Christman,  Dr.  F.  W.  Leich,  and 
H.  Werneke,  formerly  of  Central  Seminary,  to  our  Eden  faculty  and 
wishes  for  them  continued  joy  and  success  in  their  new  work. 

3.  We  deeply  regret  the  loss  of  the  late  Professor  Frederick  Pfeif¬ 
fer,  instructor  of  Church  Music  at  Eden  Seminary,  and  pray  that  God 
in  His  grace  may  sustain  his  family  in  their  bereavement. 

4.  We  welcome  Professor  Walter  E.  Von  Kalinowski  to  the  chair 
of  Church  Music  and  we  are  happy  to  note  that  Professor  Elmer  J. 
Arndt  has  returned  to  the  Seminary  from  his  graduate  work  at  Yale 
Divinity  School. 

5.  The  Ohio  District  congratulates  the  Eden  Faculty  upon  its  very 
helpful  convocation  and  special  lecture  course  for  1934-1935.  We  also 
take  cognizance  of  the  progress  that  is  being  made  in  the  Field  Work 
Department  of  the  Seminary  and  most  heartily  endorse  the  action 
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taken  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  that,  beginning  with  September,  1935, 
the  entrance  requirements  at  Eden  will  be  a  full  A.B.  course. 

6.  The  District  concurs  with  Dr.  S.  Press,  that  “a  theological  edu¬ 
cation  that  lacks  sensitivity  to  today’s  needs  is  neither  theological  nor 
educational.  If  our  curriculum  is  to  mean  something  to  our  students 
and  to  do  something  for  their  work  in  ministering  to  the  world,  it  must 
be  governed  and  permeated  by  the  fundamental  elements  of  actual  life. 
It  must  be  directed  to  present  day  needs  in  the  world  at  large  and 
to  the  individual  in  his  everyday  concerns.” 

Elmhurst  College 

1.  We  are  grateful  that  Elmhurst  College  has  now  achieved  a 
rating  in  the  Association  of  American  Colleges  which  makes  it  a  fully 
accredited  college  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  this  relationship  can  be 
sustained. 

2.  The  Ohio  District  re-affirms  its  belief  in  the  value  of  a  Christian 
College  in  this  day  when  the  greater  emphasis  upon  learning  how  to 
live  well  supersedes  the  more  general  conception,  that  higher  educa¬ 
tion  is  valuable  only  when  it  enables  one  to  make  a  better  living. 

3.  The  Ohio  District  looks  with  favor  upon  the  extension  of  co¬ 
educational  facilities  as  the  need  arises. 

4.  The  Ohio  District  welcomes  all  newly  appointed  members  of 
the  faculty  at  Elmhurst  and  extends  its  congratulations  to  Professor 
Karl  Bauer  upon  the  completion  of  45  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
institution. 

5.  The  District  looks  with  favor  on  any  financial  support  by 
means  of  scholarships  or  otherwise,  that  can  be  granted  to  individual 
students,  but  recommends  that  all  such  support  be  made  contingent  to 
scholarship  and  faithfulness. 

Elmhurst-Eden  Advance 

The  Ohio  District  reaffirms  its  faith  in  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance 
and  urges  all  members  of  the  District  to  meet  their  pledges  as  they 
come  due. 

Synodical  Home  Missions 

1.  We  believe  with  the  Board  that  there  is  still  a  call  for  Home 
Mission  Work  in  fields  that  are  underchurched  as  well  as  among  the 
underprivileged,  such  as  the  Back  Bay  District  in  Biloxi,  the  Ozarks, 
and  the  like. 

2.  We  believe  that,  where  and  when  retrenchment  must  be  made, 
the  Central  Board  be  given  authority  to  select  the  churches  or  fields 
which  must  be  discontinued. 

3.  We  are  gratified  that  during  the  75th  Anniversary  of  Home 
Missions  the  income  from  designations  for  this  work  was  doubled. 

4.  We  rejoice  that  the  number  of  new  members  in  Home  Mission 
churches  has  increased  nearly  800  and  that  four  churches  have  become 
self-supporting. 

5.  We  sanction  the  efforts  of  both  Home  Mission  Boards  (Re¬ 
formed  and  Evangelical)  in  merging  Home  Mission  work  where  the 
two  bodies  had  been  working  in  the  same  field. 
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6.  We  express  our  gratitude  to  the  Women’s  Union  for  its  con-  ' 
tinued  efforts  in  supporting  Home  Mission  work  through  its  thank- 
offering. 

7.  We  urge  the  continuance  of  visual  education  and  urge  every 
pastor  to  look  after  the  distribution  of  the  pamphlet  “The  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Bulletin’’  which  has  recently  been  issued. 

District  Home  Missions 

We  commend  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Hegeman  of  St.  Paul’s,  Toledo,  Rev. 

A.  G.  Scheible,  Pilgrim,  Cleveland,  and  Rev.  C.  Ralph  Schmidt,  Ridge 
Road,  Cleveland,  for  their  continued  faithfulness  under  great  difficulties. 

Eoreign  Missions 

1.  The  Ohio  District  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  death  of  Dr. 
Paul  Menzel  greatly  affects  the  work  of  the  Board.  With  the  entire 
constituency  of  our  church  we  deeply  mourn  his  loss. 

2.  We  are  confident  that  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch  will  efficiently  direct 
the  work  of  the  office  of  Executive  Secretary  and  that  he  fully  deserves 
the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  church. 

3.  The  District  appreciates  the  fact  that  the  work  in  both  India 
and  Honduras  has  prospered  in  ipite  of  the  curtailment  of  financial 
support  and  realizes  that  this  result  w^as  made  possible  only  because  of 
the  blessing  of  God  and  the  devoted  labor  of  our  workers. 

4.  We  rejoice  that  the  Board  has  been  able  to  open  new  stations 
in  Honduras  (Yoro  and  Pinalejo)  and  to  add  a  new  worker  to  its  mis¬ 
sionary  staff  in  India  in  the  person  of  Dr.  Harold  Freund. 

5.  We  realize  that  we  cannot  perform  our  duty  before  God  in  the 
foreign  field  unless  we  provide  the  means  and  the  workers  for  larger 
work.  We  believe  that  the  Board  is  stressing  only  the  most  necessary 
addition  to  its  staff  when  it  calls  for  one  new  ordained  missionary  and 
two  new  lady  missionaries  for  India  and  one  new  ordained  missionary 
for  Honduras. 

6.  We  are  happy  to  realize,  that  after  the  consolidation  of  the 
work  the  members  of  the  new  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  will 
have  a  wider  horizon  in  foreign  missions  through  the  added  field  of 
Japan,  China  and  Iraq. 

Religious  Education 

1.  We  believe  that  the  subject  of  Christian  Education  is  being 
approached  with  a  new  degree  of  thoughtfulness  today. 

2.  We  recommend  to  our  churches  a  re-thinking  of  the  entire  pro¬ 
gram  so  that  it  will  adequately  meet  the  demands  of  life’s  relationships 
and  attitudes. 

3.  We  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  for  the  splendid  application  of  religion  to  life  as  portrayed  in  the 
articles  and  lesson  helps  of  the  “Light  Bearer.” 

4.  We  urge  all  church  schools  of  our  District  to  subscribe  to  the 
“Light  Bearer”  for  their  teachers. 

5.  We  look  forward  with  eagerness  to  an  early  completion  of  “The 
Guide  for  Confirmation  Instruction.” 
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6.  We  call  the  attention  of  our  District  to  the  Bailey  Religious  Art 
Collection  of  Stereopticon  Slides  and  the  Service  Library. 

7.  We  anticipate  with  interest  further  details  and  information 
concerning  the  proposed  Church  School  for  Missions. 

8.  We  believe  that  Dunkirk  is  meeting  a  real  need  in  its  training 
of  our  young  and  old  as  is  evidenced  by  continual  growth  and  develop¬ 
ment  in  all  camp  and  school  activities. 

9.  We  urge  all  churches  of  the  Ohio  District  to  assume  their  obli¬ 
gations  toward  Dunkirk  of  ten  cents  per  church  member  and  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  be  paid  by  the  Sunday  school. 

Evangelical  League 

1.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  Young  People’s  Work  in  our  Synod 
we  request  the  General  Council  to  re-consider  its  action  regarding  an 
appropriation  for  the  League  and  to  restore  an  adequate  allowance 
for  this  important  work. 

2.  Because  of  the  financial  difficulty  in  which  the  Evangelical 
League  finds  itself,  we  strongly  urge  all  Leagues  to  pay  not  only  their 
assessments  but  to  send  support  in  a  special  way  immediately. 

BrotheJhood 

1.  We  hope  that  the  recent  National  Convention  held  at  Milwaukee 
will  result  in  a  closer  union  of  the  Evangelical  Brotherhood  and  the 
Reformed  Churchmen’s  League. 

2.  We  suggest  the  institution  of  a  traveling  library  for  the  re¬ 
gional  conference  to  make  more  religious,  inspirational  and  educational 
material  available  to  our  men. 

3.  We  accept  in  full  the  recommendations  of  the  Evangelical 
Brotherhood  Board. 

Women’s  Union 

1.  We  heartily  endorse  the  prospective  consummation  of  the  union 
of  all  women’s  organizations  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church, 
thereby  linking  them  up  with  the  whole  program  of  the  united  church. 

2.  We  express  our  appreciation  to  the  Women’s  Union  for  the  sub¬ 
stantial  aid  given  the  church  through  the  Thankoffering,  Student  Aid 
Fund,  Day  of  Prayer  Offering,  and  like  contributions. 

3.  We  recommend  that  our  local  societies  accept  the  recommen¬ 
dations  made  by  the  Evangelical  Women’s  Union  officials  in  the  annual 
reports. 

Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  The  Ohio  District  authorizes  its  District  Council  to  appoint  a 
special  District  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems. 

2.  We  thank  the  Commission  for  the  various  helpful  pamphlets 
prepared  thus  far.  We  are  also  grateful  for  the  “Film  Estimate  Ser¬ 
vice”  in  the  “Evangelical  Tidings”  and  the  “Light  Bearer,”  and  we 
recommend  that  if  possible  this  service  be  extended  to  “The  Evangel¬ 
ical  Herald”  and  the  “Friedensbote”. 

Evangelical  Charities 

1.  We  request  that  our  congregations  remember  our  hospitals  and 
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charitable  institutions  with  special  donations,  and  in  order  to  secure 
such  gifts  we  ask  the  District  to  designate  a  special  Charity  Institu¬ 
tions  Donation  Sunday. 

2.  We  suggest  that  the  District  organize  a  District  Charity  Asso¬ 
ciation  with  fixed  membership  dues. 

3.  We  urge  our  congregations  to  recruit  workers  for  the  Deaconess 
cause  as  well  as  paying  members  for  the  above-mentioned  charity 
association. 

4.  The  District  requests  the  superintendents  of  our  charitable  in¬ 
stitutions  to  submit  an  annual  report  concerning  the  actual  status  of 
their  institutions. 

District  President 

1.  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  our  District  President  has  been 
working  under  difficulties  that  are  rather  unusual  and  commend  him 
for  his  faithfulness. 

2.  We  consider  it  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  all  our  congre¬ 
gations  most  emphatically  to  the  necessity  of  contributing  more  liber¬ 
ally  to  the  support  of  Kingdom  work.  We  note  that  in  some  instances 
funds  contributed  by  church  members  have  been  carelessly  diverted 
from  the  Synodical  budget  to  the  payment  of  local  expenses.  This  we 
regard  as  a  betrayal  of  trust  toward  individual  givers  and  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  God  can  bless  such  acts.  We  believe  in  the  maxim,  that  only 
a  missionary-minded  church  can  really  prosper  in  its  local  work, 

3.  We  call  attention  to  the  mode  of  procedure  regarding  the  filling 
of  vacant  pulpits  that  is  prescribed  by  our  Synodical  by-laws  (Art.  Ill, 
Sec.  9,  par.  1)  and  demand  that  the  Ohio  District  President  be  always 
looked  upon  as  the  official  mediator  in  these  matters  and  that  he  be 
kept  informed  of  all  developments. 

4.  To  our  outgoing  officers,  Rev.  Ernst  Irion  as  secretary  and  Mr. 
Jacob  Haller  as  treasurer  and  Mr.  George  Herman  as  Member  of  the 
District  Council  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks. 

Pensions 

1.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  it  was  possible  to  increase  the  pen¬ 
sion  payments  over  those  of  1933  and  we  hope  that  in  the  near  future 
the  pension  can  be  restored  to  its  full  amount. 

We  remind  all  eligible  pastors  who  are  not  members  of  the  Pension 
Fund  that  membership  in  the  Fund  is  a  moral  obligation  of  eveiy 
Evangelical  pastor. 

2.  It  should  also  be  noted  at  this  time  that  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  years  of  service  prior  to  1910  expires  Jan.  31,  1936. 

3.  The  Ohio  District  deeply  appreciates  the  generosity  and  thought¬ 
ful  consideration  to  the  cause  of  Pension  and  Relief  which  was  mani¬ 
fested  by  Mrs.  M.  Mack  and  Dr.  D.  Irion,  who  returned  pensions  re¬ 
ceived  for  the  purpose  of  special  relief,  by  the  Women’s  Union  with  its 
financial  support  and  the  erection  of  the  cottages  at  Blue  Springs  and 
by  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Emma  Leonhardt  which  made  possible  the  erection 
and  the  cottage  at  Bensenville. 
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4.  We  would  kindly  remind  those  congregations  which  have  not 
paid  their  pledges  to  the  Pension  and  Relief  Fund,  to  keep  their  prom¬ 
ised  pledge. 

Publications 

Since  we  believe  that  a  denominational  journal  offers  an  opportu¬ 
nity  for  the  expression  and  discussion  of  matters  peculiar  to  our  inter¬ 
ests,  and  since  such  a  publication  would  be  of  exceptional  value  to  the 
United  Church,  we  therefore  would  welcome  the  publication  of  such 
a  journal  in  our  merged  church  and  request  that  the  resolution  of  the 
General  Conference  of  1933  relative  to  the  publication  of  such  a  maga¬ 
zine  be  carried  out. 

Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association 

1.  We  urge  those  churches  and  pastors  who  have  not  affiliated 
themselves  with  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association, 
to  avail  themselves  of  this  sound  and  inexpensive  type  of  insurance. 

2.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  1934  the 
Insurance  Department  of  Iowa,  in  examining  the  books  and  records 
of  the  Association,  has  pronounced  it  solvent  and  efficiently  admin¬ 
istered. 

3.  We  commend  our  District  Inspector,  Clarence  Higgins,  for  the 
able  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  his  duties. 

Historical  Commission 

1.  We  heartily  commend  the  work  which  the  commission  is  doing. 

2.  We  urge  the  cooperation  of  all  our  churches  when  called  upon 
for  information  in  the  work,  and  recommend  that  they  keep  all  their 
records  up  to  date  and  intact. 

3.  We  recommend  the  continuation  of  this  research  work  even 
though  in  the  near  future  this  commission  may  be  merged  with  a  simi¬ 
lar  one  in  the  United  Church. 

Special  Resolutions 

1.  Whereas  we  feel  that  the  President  of  the  District  has  other 
demands  made  upon  his  time  during  the  sessions  of  the  conference  we 
recommend  that  in  the  future  some  one  other  than  the  District  Presi¬ 
dent  be  elected  moderator  of  the  conference. 

2.  We  view  with  alarm  the  sinister  forces  in  the  world  that 
threaten  to  drag  the  nations  into  another  international  conflict,  and  we 
urge  all  Christians  to  work  and  to  pray,  yes,  even  to  suffer  if  necessary, 
for  the  great  cause  of  world  peace. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  churches  of  our  District  take  careful 
note  of  all  members  who  have  moved  from  their  congregations  and  im¬ 
mediately  inform  the  pastor  in  the  area  in  which  they  have  located. 
We  especially  urge  our  church  to  cooperate  with  our  mission  churches 
in  this  respect. 

4.  Whereas,  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society  is  of  recog¬ 
nized  value  to  the  Christian  Church,  Be  it  resolved,  1.  That  we  heartily 
endorse  the  American  Bible  Society  in  its  purpose  of  making  the  Bible, 
more  widely  and  more  easily  available,  and  that  we  further  endorse 
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the  celebration  this  year  of  four  hundred  years  of  the  printed  English 
Bible,  by  encouraging  our  people  to  read  and  study  their  Scriptures 
more  faithfully  and  by  holding  suitable  anniversary  observances  in  the 
autumn  in  every  church  and  Sunday  school,  and  that  we  further  rec¬ 
ognize  that  our  denomination  has  recommended  the  giving  of  a  per¬ 
centage  of  its  benevolence  budget  to  the  American  Bible  Society. 

5.  We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  and 
appreciation  to  First  Evangelical  Church,  the  pastor  and  his  family, 
the  choirs,  all  the  committees  who  worked  hard  to  make  this  an  excep¬ 
tional  conference,  to  our  hosts  and  hostesses  who  entertained  us  so 
well,  and  to  all  others  who  in  any  way  contributed  to  the  success  of 
this  conference.  We  also  extend  our  thanks  to  the  guest  speakers  who 
contributed  so  much  to  the  conference. 

6.  We  earnestly  hope  and  pray  for  the  speedy  recovery  of  our 
good  co-workers,  Rev.  J.  E.  Digel,  Rev.  Theo.  Papsdorf  and  Rev.  A. 
Scheible. 

7.  We  recommend  that  at  future  district  conferences  an  editor  be 
appointed  to  assemble  and  issue  a  daily  bulletin  of  interesting  events 
and  humorous  highlights  of  the  conference.

The  22nd  conference  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  District  opened  with 
a  service  of  worship  on  Thursday  evening,  May  16,  1935,  at  Trinity 
Church,  Spokane,  Wash.,  Rev.  W.  A.  Werth,  pastor.  Rev.  C.  Hoffman 
preached  the  sermon  on  “Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?”  (Acts

of  appreciation.  The  church  auditorium,  throughout  the  conference 
was  beautified  with  floral  decoration,  and  the  members  of  Trinity  choir 
rendered  appropriate  vocal  music  for  the  various  services. 

The  conference  was  in  session  through  Friday  and  Saturday,  and 
on  Sunday  the  delegates  and  guests  joined  Trinity  congregation  in  the 
celebration  of  the  30th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  their  church. 

On  Friday  and  Saturday  mornings  the  sessions  opened  with  a  paper 
prepared  by  Rev.  A.  E.  Binder,  pastor  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Seattle. 
His  theme  was  “Common  Problems  of  Pulpit  and  Pew,”  and  he  dealt 
with  a  reinterpretation  of  the  function  of  the  church  in  our  day,  the 
necessity  of  a  sensitized  ethical  conscience,  and  the  perennial  problem 
of  personal  relations.  A  lively  discussion  followed  the  presentation  of 
the  paper  on  both  mornings.

An  interesting  item  on  the  program  was  the  seminar  on  “Christian¬ 
ity  and  the  World  Today/’  led  by  Dr.  O.  Williamson,  Dean  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Education  at  Cheney  State  Normal  College.  Dr.  William¬ 
son  piesented  an  outline  address  in  which  he  analyzed  the  present  social 
situation  and  pointed  to  the  churches  and  educational  institutions  of 
the  country  as  instruments  of  God  in  bringing  about  a  more  just  order 
of  life.

Resolutions 

Resolutions  on  the  Report  of  the  District  President 

The  Pascific  Northwest  District  endorses  the  sentiments  of  its  pres¬ 
ident,  as  expressed  in  the  preamble  of  his  report,  that  all  true  progress 
for  the  human  race  depends  on  carrying  the  philosophy  of  the  cross: 
gain  by  loss,  into  every-day  thinking  and  living,  and  would  suggest  to 
every  member  of  the  district  to  ponder  well  and  to  manifest  in  life 
adherence  to  the  principle  exemplified  by  the  Saviour  of  the  world, 
“Measure  thy  life  by  loss  instead  of  gain; 

Not  by  the  wine  drunk,  but  the  wine  poured  fourth; 

For  love’s  strength  standeth  in  life’s  sacrifice, 

And  he  who  suffers  most  hath  most  to  give.” 

With  deep  regret  the  Pacific  Northwest  District  takes  cognizance  of 
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the  death  of  its  first  president,  the  Rev.  F.  H.  Freund;  assures  the  fam¬ 
ily  of  the  departed  of  its  sincere  Christian  sympathy  in  their  bereave¬ 
ment;  accepts  gratefully  the  gift  of  love  bequeathed  it  by  the  departed, 
and  recognizes  in  this  action  the  spirit  of  unselfish  service  which  actu¬ 
ated  him  through  all  the  years  during  which  he  was  connected  with 
the  Kingdom  work  in  the  District,  and  instructs  the  district  secretary 
to  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  relatives. 

The  District  commends  to  the  Father  of  Mercies  and  the  God  of  all 
comfort  all  those  within  our  district  and  within  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  from  whose  hearts  and  homes  loved  ones  have,  in  the 
wisdom  of  the  Heavenly  Father,  been  removed  during  the  past  year. 

The  District  wishes  Brother  Ed.  Horstman,  who  for  some  time  has 
been  serving  Bethany  Reformed  Church,  Salem,  Ore.,  and  Brother 
Henry  Warber,  who  has  accepted  the  call  from  Friedens  Church,  Bloom¬ 
ington,  Ill.,  the  Lord’s  richest  blessings  in  their  new  fields  of  labor. 

The  District  gratefully  receives  the  invitation  of  Zion  Church  of 
Everett  and  St.  Paul’s  Church  of  Seattle  to  hold  the  next  district  con¬ 
ference  at  their  churches,  but  leaves  the  choice  of  time  and  place  to  the 
District  Council. 

The  Pacific  Northwest  District  is  cognizant  of  the  need  of  economy 
in  the  light  of  the  present  dire  financial  situation,  but  accordingly: 

a)  Laments  the  ^necessity  of  combining  congregations  under  one 
pastor  which  cannot  but  affect  the  efficiency  of  the  same,  and  of  our 
total  task. 

b)  Commends  the  fine  sacrificial  and  co-operative  spirit  of  those 
congregations  and  pastors  who  have  had  to  enter  into  such  arrange¬ 
ments; 

c)  Recognizes  the  prerogative  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in 
directing  such  measures  to  be  effected,  but  requests  that  in  the  future, 
if  any  such  steps  must  again  be  taken,  that  this  be  done  only  through 
the  District  Committee  for  Home  Missions. 

The  District  recognizes  the  value  of  a  centralized  authority  in  the 
direct  administration  of  its  Home  Mission  affairs,  but  holds  that  in  the 
future  such  business  must  be  handled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
relative  thereto  in  the  synodical  constitution  and  by-laws. 

The  District  declares  itself  ready  to  co-operate  as  much  as  possible 
in  the  meeting  of  the  religious  needs  of  the  people  working  and  living 
in  those  communities  connected  with  the  erection  of  the  Bonneville 
(Ore.)  and  Grand  Coulee  (Wash.)  dams,  but  recognizes  its  limitations 
in  this  respect  and  accordingly  commends  this  work  to  the  care  and 
interest  of  pastors  and  lay-men  living  in  close  proximity  to  these  proj¬ 
ects,  together  with  counsel  and  advice  of  the  constituted  district  au¬ 
thorities. 

In  view  of  the  discovery  of  the  need  of  carrying  on  that  type  of 
harbor  mission  work  whereby  a  Christian  ministry  is  carried  directly 
to  the  crews  of  foreign  ships  touching  Pudget  Sound  ports,  we  instruct 
our  President  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Washington  and  Idaho  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Churches  and  Christian  Education  to  this  need,  urging  that  some 
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type  of  work  be  established  touching  all  foreign  ships  in  which  it  will 
be  definitely  stated  that  our  Evangelical  Synod  shall  be  willing  to  as¬ 
sume  responsibility  for  providing  such  a  ministry  on  German  ships. 

The  District  instructs  its  congregations  that  the  contribution  to  the 
Contingent  Fund  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  is  not  op¬ 
tional  but  obligatory  upon  every  congregation,  and  should  be  remitted 
promptly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  District  and  designated  as  contribu¬ 
tion  to  that  fund. 

The  District  congratulates  Trinity  Church,  Spokane,  Wash.,  upon 
its  30th  anniversary  and  wishes  it  Godspeed  for  increased  Kingdom 
service  in  the  coming  days. 

The  District  appreciates  the  fine  hospitality  accorded  it  by  Trinity 
Church,  the  pastor’s  family  and  the  organizations  and  individual  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  church,  and  instructs  its  president  to  give  expression  of 
this  appreciation  at  a  convenient  time. 

The  District  gratefully  recognizes  the  services  rendered  it  by  its 
presiding  officer,  the  Rev.  Charles  Warber. 

Resolutions  on  Synodical  Reports 

The  District  is  convinced  that  the  solution  of  our  present  difficul¬ 
ties  cannot  be  offered  in  any  infallible  plan  or  program,  but  fully  agrees 
with  the  President  of  the  Synod  that  it  is  a  matter  of  the  church  and 
a  number  of  men  who  will  take  Jesus  and  his  ethics  of  love  seriously 
enough  to  make  that  love  the  principle  that  governs  in  the  whole  range 
of  influence  and  action.  It  will  be  either  Christ  or  chaos. 

The  District  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  the  long  planned  merger, 
after  years  of  negotiations,  has  been  perfected  and  prays  that  through 
this  union  our  work  will  become  more  efficient  as  regards  the  Master’s 
commission:  “Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel.” 

The  District  voices  its  sincere  gratitude  to  our  former  President, 
Rev.  Paul  Press,  who  has  carried  on  the  work  of  our  Synod  so  ably  for 
a  period  of  seven  months. 

The  District  wishes  Godspeed  and  wisdom  to  that  group  of  men 
to  whom  the  difficult  task  of  framing  a  new  constitution  is  assigned  and 
hopes  that  it  will  be  so  drafted  that  it  will  make  the  management  of 
the  synodical  and  district  affairs  and  all  other  involved  activities  simple 
enough  that  the  new  church  may  be  able  to  carry  on  the  work  of  our 
Christ  with  larger  results  than  before. 

The  District  assures  the  new  President,  Rev.  H.  G.  Klick,  of  its 
whole-hearted  support,  wishes  him  God’s  blessing  and  pledges  its  full 
co-operation. 

.  The  District  realizes  the  seriousness  of  our  present  status  in  regard 
to  synodical  finances,  deplores  the  fact  that  so  many  congregations, 
for  no  reason,  have  curtailed  their  contributions  to  the  synodical  budget 
and  recommends  that  untiring  efforts  be  made  to  ask  them  to  return 
to  the  former  basis  of  support. 

The  synodical  officers  as  well  as  the  district  councils  shall  be  urged 
to  gather  such  investigation  material  as  will  give  the  underlying  reason 
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of  non-support  and  that  such  material  shall  be  made  known  to  the 
districts  of  our  church,  that  justice  may  at  least  be  given  to  such  con¬ 
gregations  which  under  the  present  circumstances  could  not  have  raised 
their  budgets. 

The  District  expresses  its  sincere  sympathy  to  all  who  have  been 
bereft  of  loved  ones.  May  the  pain  of  their  bereavement  be  softened 
by  the  promises  of  God,  who  assures  us  hope  of  eternal  life  through 
Jesus  Christ. 

Educational  Institutions 

The  District  notes  with  pleasure  that  Eden  Seminary  is  serving 
the  community  by  means  of  lectures  and  convocations  open  to  the 
public. 

The  District  is  glad  to  note  that  the  merger  of  Central  Seminary 
and  Eden  Seminary  has  been  effected. 

The  District  welcomes  the  Department  of  Field  Work  into  the 
curriculum  of  the  Seminary,  as  a  needed  emphasis. 

The  District  congratulates  the  administration  of  Elmhurst  College 
on  having  the  institution  recognized  and  accredited  by  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 

Home  Missions 

The  District  notes  with  thankfulness  towards  God  that  the  labor 
of  our  missionaries  was  crowned  with  success  and  many  members  were 
added  to  the  church. 

The  District  congratulates  our  devoted  Women’s  Union  for  their 
splendid  financial  support  of  our  mission  churches. 

The  District  congratulates  the  Board  for  Home  Missions  and  the 
Board  for  Foreign  Missions  for  their  publications  of  “Missionary 
Horizons”  and  “Missionary  Trails”  and  also  for  the  periodicals  “Our 
Work”  and  the  “Mission  Sunday.” 

The  District  recommends  an  earnest  and  prayerful  study  of  mis¬ 
sions,  especially  the  six-session  institute,  in  order  to  regain  a  world¬ 
wide  vision  of  the  Kingdom  work. 

The  District  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  in  spite  of  great  financial 
handicaps  several  mission  churches  could  become  self-supporting. 

The  District  urges  the  wider  distribution  and  study  of  the  maga¬ 
zine,  “The  Outlook  of  Missions,”  which  gives  a  very  comprehensive 
view  of  the  combined  activities  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church. 

The  District  welcomes  and  encourages  the  new  Home  Missions 
Bulletin. 

Foreign  Missions 

With  the  entire  church  at  home  and  abroad,  the  District  feels 
deeply  the  loss  of  this  faithful  servant  of  the  Lord,  Dr.  Menzel,  to  the 
foreign  mission  field;  but  would  say,  bowing  to  the  wisdom  of  the  will 
of  God:  “He  hath  done  all  things  well.” 

The  District  wishes  to  the  successor  of  Dr.  Paul  Menzel,  the  Rev. 
F.  A.  Goetsch,  the  Lord’s  blessings  in  his  responsible  position. 
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The  District  would  ask  all  its  members  to  do  the  work  of  home 
missions  faithfully,  but  not  to  leave  the  foreign  mission  w^ork  undone. 

The  District  recognizes  the  work  of  Medical  Missions  as  an  im¬ 
portant  branch  of  Foreign  Mission  work,  and  even  for  this  reason 
urges  faithful  support  of  Foreign  Mission  work.  Contributions  may 
be  especially  designated  for  this  branch  of  mission  activity. 

Miscellaneous 

The  District  looks  forward  with  anticipation  and  hearty  approval 
of  the  merging  of  the  three  English  church  papers  into  “The  Messenger’’ 
and  urges  the  rapid  merging  of  other  publications  in  the  near  future. 

The  District  approves  the  discontinuance  ,of  the  “Theological 
Magazine.” 

The  District  urges  the  discontinuance  of  the  “Quiver,”  in  the 
interest  of  economy,  since  the  book  reviews  are  made  available  through 
the  Evangelical  Herald  and  the  professional  magazines. 

People  who  profess  to  be  Christian  should  so  live  their  Christianity 
in  public  and  private  life,  that  they  may  set  an  example  of  Christian 
living  before  all  with  whom  they  come  in  contact. 

One  answer  to  the  question  on  how  to  build  up  the  church  is  to 
give  the  young  people  what  they  need  under  competent,  sympathetic 
leadership  chosen  by  themselves,  permit  them  to  conduct  their  organi¬ 
zations  and  cooperate  with  them  in  every  possible  way.

The  37th  Conference  of  the  Pennsylvania  District,  convening  in 
St.  John’s  Evangelical  Church,  (Switzerland  Township)  Powhatan 
Point,  Ohio,  Rev.  H.  G.  Schuessler,  Minister,  was  opened  with  a  Com¬ 
munion  Service  on  Thursday  evening,  June  13,  1935,  8  P.  M. 

The  minister  of  St.  John’s  Church  served  at  the  altar.  The  chorus- 
choir  of  St.  John’s  Church  sang  several  appropriate  anthems.  Rev. 
Schuessler  extended  a  hearty  welcome  to  all  conference  guests.  The 
District  President,  Rev.  J.  R.  C.  Haas  responded  to  this  with  well- 
chosen  words. 

Rev.  O.  D.  Hempelmann  preached  the  Communion  sermon  and  bas¬ 
ing  his  remarks  on  three  passages  of  Scripture — 2  Sam.  23,  16;  Mark 
14,  3  and  Matt.  26,  28— he  presented  the  challenge  which  true  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Christ  inevitably  brings,  in  a  most  forceful  way.  The  number 
of  those  who  communed  was  103. 

The  opening  business  session  of  the  Conference  was  called  to  order 
by  President  Haas  at  9  o’clock,  E.  S.  T.,  after  Rev.  L.  F.  Stueber  had 
led  in  a  brief  devotional  service. 

After  the  call  to  order,  roll  call  was  had  showing  14  ministers  and 
15  lay-delegates  present. 

Election  of  Moderator  resulted  in  the  selection  of  the  District  Presi¬ 
dent,  and  O.  D.  Hemplemann,  District  Vice-President  as  the  Vice- 
Moderator. 

The  District  President,  the  Rev.  J.  R.  C.  Haas  read  his  report  from 
which  the  following  excerpt  is  taken: 
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To  the  Pastors  and  Members  of  the  Churches  of  the  Pennsylvania 

District. 

Eph.  5:  27.  A  glorious  church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle  or  any 
such  thing;  but  that  it  should  be  holy  and  without  blemish. 

On  the  Day  of  Atonement  when  Aaron  put  his  hand  upon  the  head 
of  the  goat,  bearing  the  sins  of  the  people,  the  multitude  of  Israel  must 
have  breathed  a  sigh  of  relief.  The  blame  for  their  sins  was  now  being 
borne  by  someone  or  something  else.  Thus  their  Jewish  religion  taught 
them  that  with  the  laying  of  the  sins  upon  the  seapegoat  and  its  run¬ 
ning  off  into  the  wilderness,  their  sins  were  removed. 

To  this  day  there  is  a  marked  tendency  of  human  society  to  find 
a  scapegoat  to  bear  the  stigma  of  its  shortcomings  and  misdoings.  Our 
present  human  society  is  in  a  period  of  transition.  There  are  many 
fluxes,  waves,  manias,  epidemics  of  habit  and  thought  and  living  which 
are  foolish  and  sinful  and  something  has  to  be  found  upon  which  the 
blame  can  be  placed.  Something  must  be  made  the  scapegoat.  Through 
all  the  centuries  of  the  Christian  era,  the  Church,  which  is  the  one 
force  to  save  the  world,  the  one  power  shedding  light  into  the  darkness, 
has  been  set  upon  and  abused  for  the  very  ills  it  has  tried  to  alleviate 
and  cure.  Christ  and  the  Twelve,  Stephen  and  Paul,  were  charged  with 
“turning  the  world  up  side  down”  when  they  were  doing  their  best  to 
set  it  right  side  up.  Today,  after  all  the  blunders  of  critics,  statesmen, 
diplomats  and  the  mighty  machinery  of  our  time,  society  turns  about 
and  blames  the  Church  for  the  tragic  collapse  of  its  house  of  cards. 
Magazine  experts,  social  scientists,  versatile  editors,  soap-box  orators 
and  such  draw  up  withering  indictments  against  the  general  impotence 
and  helplessness  of  the  Church.  Some  preachers,  reared  in  the  Church, 
protected  by  her  motherly  care,  suddenly  discover  that  they  are  much 
more  advanced  than  their  mother  and  demand  that  the  Church  come 
up  to  their  advanced  position.  They  are  vexed  at  the  old-foginess  of 
the  Church  and  tell  the  world  about  it.  That  pleases  the  world.  It 
lends  color  to  the  alibi  of  peace  conferences,  international  commissions, 
national  cabinets  and  congresses,  that  they  had  nothing  to  do  with 
bringing  on  the  chaotic  conditions.  It  is  evident,  very  evident,  that  the 
Church  has  failed. 

But  has  the  Church  failed?  He  who  talks  about  the  failure  of  the 
Church  or  of  the  Christianity  for  which  it  stands,  is,  to  say  the  least, 
a  user  of  inexact  English.  Christianity  never  fails.  The  Church,  in  its 
narrow  sense,  has  at  times  blundered  and  come  short  of  the  high  ideals 
of  its  Founder,  but  by  and  large,  in  terms  of  time  and  influence,  the 
Church  has  been  the  most  successful  of  all  human  institutions.  It  is 
not  Christianity  that  fails  but  we  Christians.  Every  day  thousands  of 
Christians  fail  to  fit  their  faith  to  their  lives.  Ignorance,  inexperience, 
lack  of  thought,  sudden  trial  or  temptation  and  many  other  strains 
bring  Christ’s  followers  to  failure  and  Christ’s  work  suffers  loss.  If 
this  were  the  failure  of  Christ’s  person  and  work,  the  whole  world 
would  be  flung  into  moral  panic.  But  Christ  has  not  failed.  His  truth 
is  still  true  and  sure.  Every  attack  made  upon  him  has  failed  to  give 
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the  lie  to  the  gospel.  Crime  waves,  industrial  disorder,  political  and 
civilian  corruption  do  not  make  Christ’s  “Come  unto  me”  or  His  “Fol¬ 
low  Me”  a  mockery  and  delusion.  If  the  Church  or  any  branch  of  it, 
is  not  true  to  her  Lord,  she  is  headed  for  disaster.  If  any  individual 
fails  it  is  then  when  he  does  not  follow  Christ.  Nothing  fails  that 
truly  follows  Jesus.  War  fails.  Force  fails,  Greed  fails.  Hate  fails. 
Selfishness  fails.  But  Christianity  does  not  fail.  Indeed,  Christianity 
is  still  waiting  to  be  tried. 

The  Church  is  the  visible  body  of  Christ  on  earth.  Its  function 
concerns  man’s  relation  to  the  divine  as  the  fountain  of  life.  The 
essential  principle  of  religion  is  belief  in  and  a  reverence  for  things 
not  seen.  Religion  belongs  to  the  mysteries.  Paul  says,  “Great  is  the 
mystery  of  godliness.”  Christ  speaks  of  the  “Mysteries  of  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven.”  There  is  a  brazen  irreverence  that  would  tear  down 
the  veil  of  all  mystery. 

The  Church  is  interested  in  the  social  welfare  of  men.  Christian 
folk  ought  to  be  leaders  in  every  movement  for  external  social  and 
political  reform,  for  every  bit  of  civic  betterment,  for  everything  that 
goes  for  the  help  of  their  fellows.  But  the  primary  purpose  of  Christ’s 
coming  was  to  reveal  God  to  man,  to  proclaim  the  plan  of  salvation, 
as  He  Himself  declared:  “to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost.” 
The  Church  stands  for  contact  with  God  and  the  spiritual,  superna¬ 
tural  element  in  the  relationship  between  God  and  man.  The  Church’s 
function  is  spiritual.  As  long  as  the  Church  follows  Christ  it  cannot 
fail.  Some  organizations  of  it  may  be  untrue  and  lose  the  presence  of 
their  Lord,  but  the  great  mighty  body  of  believers  need  not  fear  failure 
if  Christ  be  there,  the  Head,  the  Cornerstone. 

We  have  our  financial  difficulties,  our  church  problems,  our  adjust¬ 
ment  worries,  but  in  the  essential  business  of  our  churches  and  of 
ourselves  as  Christian  leaders,  we  have  our  task  and  the  assurance  of 
victory.  Let  us  not  fail  our  Lord  in  presenting  the  Church  as  a  “glori¬ 
ous  church,  not  having  spot  or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing;  but  that  it 
should  be  holy  and  without  blemish.” 

The  program  of  the  37th  Conference  of  the  Pennsylvania  District 
has  been  carefully  planned.  May  its  theme — “The  Greater  Task;  A 
Challenge  to  our  Membership” — be  sounded  in  every  message  and  its 
motto:  “Every  Member  Kingdom-minded” — become  our  goal. 

The  President’s  report,  together  with  the  reports  of  all  other  dis¬ 
trict  officers,  committees  and  boards  were  given  hearing  and  then  re¬ 
ferred  to  committees. 

Following  are  some  of  the  resolutions,  submitted  by  various  com¬ 
mittees  and  passed  by  the  conference: 

Resolutions 

Report  of  the  District  President 

1.  The  District  shares  the  conviction  expressed  by  its  President 
that  the  Church  of  Christ,  in  the  Scriptural  sense,  has  never,  and  will 
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never  fail,  because  its  main  objective  is  to  reveal  God  to  man  and  to 
proclaim  the  plan  of  salvation  according  to  Jesus’  own  program. 

2.  Resolved,  that  the  sum  of  $500,  loaned  to  the  Synod  by  the 
District,  be  given,  as  a  contribution  to  the  Synodical  Deficit  Fund. 

3.  Resolved,  that  a  District  Committee  on  Christianity  and  Social 
Problems  be  appointed. 

Report  of  the  General  President 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  District  expresses  its  deep  gratitude  to  the 
Rev.  Paul  Press  for  the  splendid  services  rendered  to  the  church  in  its 
critical  time  of  transition  and  asks  pastors  and  congregations  to  pledge 
their  loyal  support  to  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick  in  advancing  the  possibili¬ 
ties  and  solving  the  problems  presenting  themselves  in  our  Union  with 
the  “Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.” 

2.  We  reflect  with  deep  sorrow  on  the  loss  of  the  many  co-workers 
during  the  past  year:  those  who  held  positions  of  special  leadership,  as 
well  as  the  thousands  from  our  congregational  ranks  and  we  shall 
devote  a  special  period  of  this  conference  to  pay  them  loving  tribute. 

Report  of  the  Executive  Secretary 

1.  We  urge  the  publication  of  the  Lenten  booklet  as  heretofore. 

2.  We  recommend  that  our  promotional  endeavor  be  undergirded 
by  specific  educational  projects  such  as: 

a.  Graded  lessons  on  stewardship  for  the  children’s  division. 

b.  Discussion  outlines  for  young  people’s  groups. 

c.  Elective  courses  for  adult  groups. 

d.  Stewardship  plays  and  pageants  for  special  days. 

3.  We  endorse  the  creation  of  a  new  committee  of  at  least  three 
members,  known  as  the  Kingdom  Service  Committee,  whose  function 
it  will  be  to  correlate  and  promote  the  work  of  the  Every  Member 
Canvass. 

4.  We  deplore  the  fact  of  the  ever  increasing  deficit  of  our  Church 
and  feel  that  the  only  way  to  relieve  this  condition  is  through  a  greater 
interest  and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  all  individual  members  and  pastors. 

5.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  denominational  steward¬ 
ship  board. 

Report  of  the  District  Budget  and  Promotion  Committee 

We  congratulate  the  three  churches'  which  have  met  their  budget 
quota  in  full  and  insist  that  the  remaining  churches  make  a  more 
strenuous  effort  to  contribute  their  budget  quota  in  full,  especially 
those  that  have  not  contributed  anything. 

Report  of  the  Board  for  Home  Missions 

1.  We  note  with  gratitude  the  steady  progress  made  in  the  Home 
Mission  field,  despite  the  curtailed  financial  support  under  which  the 
Board  has  to  carry  on  its  work. 

2.  We  agree  with  the  Board  that  there  is  a  need  for  a  more  basic 
missionary  interest  in  the  churches,  for  “we  are  in  danger  of  losing 
a  very  vital  phase  of  our  Christian  life  when  we  no  longer  experience 
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that  deep  desire  to  win  men  for  Christ,  to  share  our  Christ  with 
others.” 

3.  The  District  recommends  the  splendid  literature  published  by 
the  Home  Mission  Board,  especially  “Missionary  Trails”  and  “Mission¬ 
ary  Horizons”  as  text  books  for  our  church  organizations. 

4.  We  commend  the  Home  Mission  Board  for  its  vision,  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  spirit  of  co-operation  with  other  denominations  in  the 
common  problems  of  their  field. 

5.  We  congratulate  our  lone  Mission  Church,  the  First  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Church  of  Mt.  Troy,  and  its  energetic  pastor,  The  Rev.  C.  A.  Ittel, 
for  their  noteworthy  accomplishments  for  the  past  ten  years. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  District  denounces  as  un-Christian  and  un- 
American  the  tendencies  toward  a  paganism  and  fascism,  which  sets 
nation  against  nation,  class  against  class  and  man  against  man,  and 
deplores  the  pagan  spirit  that  reduces  man  to  a  mere  object  of  exploita¬ 
tion. 

2.  We  condemn  the  complacent  reliance  on  armaments  of  steel 
and  gas  and  urge  our  nations  to  repentance  and  renewed  reliance  upon 
God  to  do  what  laws  and  political  ingenuity  have  failed  to  do,  for  we 
believe  that  only  the  Spirit  of  God  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men  can 
bring  about  the  social  justice  which  all  decent  men  in  every  walk  of 
life  desire. 

Report  of  Board  for  Dorsey ville  Home  for  Aged 

1.  The  District  would  welcome  a  merger  of  the  Old  People's  Home 
of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Greensville,  Pennsylvania  with  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Home  for  the  Aged  at  Dorseyville. 

2.  The  District  welcomes  the  endeavor  to  organize  a  Women’s 
Auxiliary  among  the  Women’s  Organizations  of  the  District. 

Report  on  Pension  and  Relief 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  District  appreciates  such  gifts  to  the  Pension 
and  Relief  Fund  as  the  exemplary  refund  of  the  Mrs.  M.  Mack  to  the 
relief  treasury  and  that  of  Dr.  D.  Irion  for  special  relief  as  well  as 
the  splendid  gifts  of  the  Women’s  Union  of  a  cottage  at  Blue  Springs 
and  that  of  the  Brotherhoods  of  West  Missouri  and  that  of  Mrs.  Emma 
Lienhardt  of  Bensenville,  Illinois. 

2.  The  District  calls  the  attention  of  its  members  to  the  fact  that 
the  time  for  the  purchase  of  years  of  service  prior  to  1910  in  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Fund  expires  on  January  31,  1936. 

Report  on  Educational  Institutions 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  District  rejoices  in  the  courageous  note 
sounded  in  the  report  of  the  President  of  Eden  Seminary.  The  time 
has  come  when  the  servants  of  the  Church  must  give  themselves  sac- 
rificially  rather  than  professionally  if  the  Gospel  of  Christ  is  to  make 
any  inroads  upon  mankind. 

2.  The  Pennsylvania  District  hails  the  introduction  and  inclusion 
of  Field  Work  in  the  curriculum  of  our  Seminary  and  looks  forward  to 
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an  ever  broadening  of  the  scope  of  this  type  of  training  to  the  end  that 
our  future  pastors  may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  reali¬ 
ties  of  life  before  engaging  upon  their  ministries. 

3.  The  Pennsylvania  District  wishes  to  commend  the  raising  of 
the  educational  standards  at  both  Eden  and  Elmhurst  which  shall  place 
our  educational  institutions  on  a  par  with  other  first  class  schools  in 
the  country. 

4.  The  Pennsylvania  District  is  proud  of  the  fact  that  Elmhurst 
College  as  a  school  of  higher  education  is  seriously  concerned  with  the 
building  of  Christian  character  as  it  pertains  to  all  phases  of  life.  We 
heartily  agree  that  the  creating  of  a  proper  philosophy  of  life  which 
will  prepare  the  student  for  any  exigency  is  the  only  and  proper 
method  through  which  the  Christian  Youth  will  build  a  new  world. 
Every  endeavor  along  this  line  should  be  whole-heartedly  supported  by 
the  leadership  and  constituency  of  our  Church. 

Historical  Commission  Report 

The  District  takes  note  of  the  important  work  of  the  Historical 
Commission  and  urges  the  continuance  of  its  work  with  adequate  finan¬ 
cial  support. 

Report  of  Board  of  Religious  Education 

1.  We  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  fine  spirit  of  co¬ 
operation  exhibited  by  representatives  from  both  groups  of  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church,  and  the  steps  that  are  taken  to  merge  all  pos¬ 
sible  endeavors  of  both  bodies  to  avoid  overlapping  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  resources  and  energy. 

2.  We  will  strive  for  a  more  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  Finer 
Arts  in  Religious  Education  and  their  bearing  on  the  program  of  wor¬ 
ship.  In  connection  with  this  program  we  recommend  a  wider  use  of 
the  splendid  materials  made  available  by  the  Board  of  Religious  Educa¬ 
tion  through  the  Light  Bearer  and  its  recently  acquired  Art  Library. 

3.  To  our  pastors  we  recommend  a  re-study  of  the  correlation 
between  work  of  the  Sunday  School  and  the  program  of  confirmation 
classes.  The  two  phases  of  our  work  should  be  more  carefully  planned 
to  avoid  overlapping. 

4.  In  harmony  with  the  general  trend  of  our  day  we  urge  our 
churches  to  place  more  emphasis  upon  the  home  as  a  religious  educa¬ 
tional  agency.  There  is  a  great  need  for  parent-training  classes  and 
parent-teachers. 

5.  We  urge  our  churches  to  co-operate  more  closely  with  other 
educational  agencies  of  their  respective  communities,  such  as  the  public 
schools,  newspapers,  movies,  playgrounds,  boys'  and  girls'  clubs,  etc. 

6.  We  urge  more  emphasis  upon  the  training  in  stewardship  and 
missions.  We  will  always  have  to  cope  with  decreasing  budgets  as 
long  as  our  program  of  education  does  not  measure  up  with  our  pro¬ 
gram  of  promotion. 

7.  We  heartily  approve  the  “Christian  Youth  Building  a  New 
World  Movement"  and  recommend  to  our  churches  to  give  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  League  its  whole-hearted  co-operation  in  the  promotion  of  this 
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program  among  the  youth  groups  of  our  denomination.  We  also  urge 
the  General  Council  of  our  Church  to  recognize  the  strategic  importance 
of  a  strong  League  program  and  for  adequate  financial  support  of  this 
phase  of  our  denominational  work. 

Report  of  Foreign  Mission  Board 

1.  The  Pennsylvania  District  notes  with  pleasure  the  splendid 
co-operation  that  was  shown  throughout  the  Synod  in  the  celebration 
of  the  75th  anniversary  of  Home  Missions  and  the  50th  anniversary 
of  the  Foreign  Missions  and  rejoices  that  the  year  1934  proved  to  be  a 
year  of  spiritual  progress. 

2.  We  express  our  heartfelt  sympathy  at  the  loss  through  death 
of  our  beloved  and  esteemed  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  Rev.  Paul  A.  Menzel  and  we  hope  that  his  wonderful 
example  of  love  and  devotion  may  be  an  inspiration  to  us  all  to  carry 
on  the  work  of  the  Master. 

3.  The  Pennsylvania  District  also  expresses  its  appreciation  to 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  for  its  ability  in  furthering  the  larger 
Kingdom  work  in  the  face  of  difficulties  and  urges  its  members  to 
become  more  Kingdom  minded,  so  that  through  increased  financial 
contributions  this  most  worthy  cause  may  be  adequately  furthered. 

Report  of  Laymen’s  Meeting 

1.  The  lay-members  of  this  conference  wish  to  express  their  de¬ 
sire  to  support  the  larger  Kingdom  work  of  the  church  to  the  best  of 
their  ability  in  their  respective  churches. 

2.  We,  the  lay-delegates  of  this  conference  desire  to  go  on  record 
as  being  in  full  accord  with  our  Synodical  President  in  his  objection 
to  the  sale  of  beer  and  intoxicants  or  the  operation  of  any  games  of 
chance  as  a  means  of  financing  any  church  activity. 

Report  of  Ministerial  Meeting 

The  Ministerium  of  the  District  recommends  the  reception  of  Mr. 
Emil  Bassler  into  the  ministry  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  through  the 
Pennsylvania  District  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  of  N.  A. 

Report  of  Special-Resolutions  Committee 

1.  With  deep  sorrow-  the  Pennsylvania  District  takes  note  of  the 
passing  of  the  Rev.  F.  E.  C.  Haas,  the  venerable  father  of  our  district 
president,  with  sincerity  of  heart  we  assure  the  president  and  all  his 
relatives  of  our  Christian  sympathy  in  their  bereavement  and  com¬ 
mend  them  to  the  abiding  comfort  and  love  of  our  God  and  Father.

Introduction 

The  46th  conference  of  the  South  Illinois  District  convened  at  St. 
John  Evangelical  Church,  Mascoutah,  Illinois,  April  29th  to  May  1st. 
Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  President  of  our  Synod,  delivered  the  sermon  based 
on  the  sixteenth  verse  of  the  twenty-first  chapter  of  the  Gospel  accord¬ 
ing  to  St.  John.  He  brought  to  the  conference  the  challenging  question 
the  Lord  addressed  to  Simon  Peter,  “Lovest  thou  me?”  and  stressed 
the  fact  that  love  to  the  Christ  is  ever  the  first  requisite  of  Christian 
discipleship.  Rev.  A.  W.  Hoelscher  served  at  the  altar.  In  this  service 
the  president  of  the  entertaining  congregation,  Mr.  H.  F.  Lill,  extended 
a  very  cordial  welcome  to  all  the  members  of  the  conference  and  the 
Rev.  H.  J*  Bredehoeft,  president  of  the  District,  responded  in  a  fitting 
manner. 

The  next  morning  the  first  conference  session  began  with  a  solemn 
service  of  Holy  Communion  with  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Hosto  delivering  the 
sermon  (Matthew  9,  2)  and  the  local  pastor,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Hoelscher, 
serving  at  the  altar.  Following  the  service  Rev.  H.  J.  Bredehoeft  was 
elected  moderator  and  Rev.  Aug.  Warskow  vice-moderator.  The  confer¬ 
ence  program  as  submitted  by  the  District  Council  was  adopted.  The 
reports  of  the  District  officers  and  the  District  Boards  were  received 
and  referred  to  the  proper  committees.  In  the  evening  service  Dr. 
Herbert  H.  Wernecke  of  Eden  Seminary  delivered  the  sermon  (Mt.  22, 
35-37)  and  spoke  on  “A  Christ-controlled  Church  Membership.”  The 
pastor  E.  J.  Westerbeck  served  at  the  altar. 

The  sessions  of  the  second  conference  day  were  opened  with  a  de¬ 
votion  led  by  Rev.  H.  Kochheim,  who  spoke  on  the  theme,  “The  Sus¬ 
taining  Work  of  God.”  In  the  evening  service  Rev.  O.  W.  Heggemeier 
delivered  a  very  impressive  sermon  (Acts  3,  6)  on  “The  Task  of  the 
Church.”  The  pastor  A.  H.  Wegener  served  at  the  altar.  At  the  close

of  this  service  the  President  of  our  District,  Rev.  H.  J.  Bredehoeft, 
thanked  the  congregation,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  A.  W.  Hoelscher,  and  all  who 
helped  to  make  the  conference  days  so  pleasant.  The  members  of  the 
District  Council  and  of  the  District  Court  were  then  installed  by  Rev. 
O.  W.  Heggemeier. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  third  conference  day  a  Memorial  service 
was  held.  Rev.  L.  F.  Kutz  served  at  the  altar  and  the  Rev.  R.  Kofer 
preached  a  very  edifying  sermon  on  the  text,  Psalm  116,  15. 

A  number  of  distinguished  guests  were  welcomed  and  given  the 
privilege  to  address  the  conference.  Among  them  were  Dr.  S.  D.  Press, 
President  of  Eden  Seminary,  Dr.  Tim.  Lehmann,  President  of  Elmhurst 
College  and  the  Rev.  Paul  Press,  First  Vice-President  of  our  Synod. 
They  delivered  stimulating,  timely  and  highly  interesting  addresses  in 
the  course  of  the  conference.

Report  of  the  District  President  for  the  Years  1934-1935 

Esteemed  brothers  in  the  ministry  and 

representatives  of  the  congregations : 

“I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches.”  John  15. 

This  is  and  must  ever  be  the  secret  of  our  Christian  life:  “I  am 
the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches,  He  that  abideth  in  me  will  bear  much 
fruit.”  Living  in  this  vital  communion  with  our  Lord,  we,  not  only 
point  to  ethical  standards,  not  only  encourage  humanity  to  return  to 
the  Lord,  but  we  live  with  the  exalted  Lord,  who  himself  tells  us :  “Who¬ 
soever  believed  in  Me,  though  he  die,  yet  shall  he  live.”  Experiencing 
this  new  living  communion,  we  can  represent  the  Kingdom  of  God,  stand 
up  for  it  in  the  face  of  the  present  day  difficulties  and  the  economic 
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strain.  As  children  of  God  by  regeneration  and  conversion  in  Christ, 
we  have  something  far  in  excellence  of  what  the  worldly-minded  can 
have.  A  deep,  constant  and  continuing  faith  in  our  Lord  brings  con¬ 
tentment  and  hope.  We  shall  mediate  on  this  and  look  to  ourselves!

Death  again  has  summoned  from  this  earthly  life  to  a  higher 
life  many  of  workers  of  our  churches,  and  the  consolation  remains 
ours,  as  Jesus  says:  “I  live  and  ye  shall  live  also.”  From  our  active 
circle  Mrs.  Hermina  Kraeckler  Rauch,  wife  of  Rev.  L.  Rauch,  after  a 
lingering  sickness  was  called  home  on  February  23.  Also  the  father 
of  the  pastor  of  this  church,  Mr.  Hoelscher,  was  suddenly  called  from 
this  life  on  February  9  and  Mr.  W.  Kropp  of  Millstadt,  a  member  of 
our  Foreign  Mission  Committee,  was  called  to  his  heavenly  reward 
December  9,  last  year.  We  shall  have  a  special  memorial  service  for 
all  departed  on  Thursday  morning. 

Applications  for  Membership 

Applications  for  membership  in  the  Synod  will  come  to  our  atten¬ 
tion.  Rev.  Firdel  Paul,  who  has  been  serving  St.  Paul  congregation, 
near  Edwardsville,  has  been  granted  ordination,  and  desires  affiliation 
with  the  Synod.  He  has  attended  Elmhurst  and  Eden.  Also  Rev. 
Fred  Kalkbrenner,  who  is  serving  the  congregation  at  New  Hanover, 
a  graduate  of  Elmhurst  and  Eden,  wishes  to  become  a  member  of  the 
District  and  Synod. 

The  Trinity  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  at  Belleville  who 
have  been  granted  the  full  rights  to  organize  and  begin  work  in  a 
new  section  of  that  city,  desire  membership  in  the  Synod. 

Student  Pastors 

St.  Peter,  Murphysboro  is  being  served  by  students  from  Eden 
Seminary.  This  congregation  has  been  receiving  help  from  the  Mission 
Board.  The  students  Wichman  and  Luthe  are  serving  alternately. 
Summerfield  is  being  served  by  Student  Schroedel  of  Eden  Seminary. 
Hookdale,  too,  is  being  served  by  students. 

Vacancies 

Hamel,  Immanuel,  is  without  a  pastor.  They  have  been  fair  to  the 
two  candidates  that  have  been  there,  however,  the  men  could  not  ac¬ 
cept  the  call;  they  are  now  inviting  others  and  will  have  elected  by 
conference.  Zion,  Garret,  near  Arthur,  Illinois,  is  vacant.  They  are 
seeking  a  pastor.  Likewise  Ursa  and  Fowler  will  again  be  wanting  a 
new  man  since  the  present  pastor  leaves  about  May  first.  The  St.  John 
Congregation,  Round  Knob,  is  looking  for  a  pastor. 

Festivities 

Several  congregations  of  the  district  have  observed  special  anni¬ 
versaries.  Salem,  Quincy,  with  special  services  celebrated  their  85th 
anniversary,  during  the  month  of  April.  In  September  St.  John's  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church  at  Plumhill  observed  the  80th  anniversary,  September 
30.  St.  Paul's  at  Belleville  celebrated  in  a  special  service  the  95th  anni¬ 
versary,  and  in  October  of  last  year  the  St.  Paul  Evangelical  congrega¬ 
tion  observed  the  60th  anniversary  of  its  founding.  In  November  the 
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St.  Paul  Church  at  Columbia  observed  the  85th  anniversary.  These 
congregations  are  to  be  congratulated  and  all  of  them  have  the  good 
wishes  of  the  district  for  many  more  years  of  blessings  in  the  Lord’s 
work.  During  this  year  the  Zion  Church,  Millstadt,  will  be  privileged 
to  celebrate  the  100th  anniversary.  A  new  parish  hall  is  being  erected 
there  in  honor  of  the  event.

Rev.  Harold  W.  Hohman,  graduate  of  Eden,  was  ordained  July  1 
in  St.  Paul,  Nashville,  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  H.  Kluge,  assisted  by  Rev. 
L.  Hohman  and  Rev.  J.  Merzdorf.  Rev.  Firdel  Paul,  pastor  St.  Paul, 
near  Edwardsville,  Illinois,  was  ordained  by  the  undersigned  April  7, 
1935,  assisted  by  Rev.  A.  H.  Wegener  and  Rev.  Then.  Stoerker. 

Damage  by  Fire 

In  August  (16-17)  the  members  of  St.  John’s  Church,  Granite  City, 
were  saddened  when  a  fire  of  unknown  origin  destroyed  their  edifice 
and  house  of  worship  to  the  extent  that  the  ruins  must  needs  be  re¬ 
moved;  they  have  decided  to  build  a  new  structure. 

Fire  also  destroyed  the  parsonage  in  New  Hanover,  Rev.  Fred  Kalk¬ 
brenner,  pastor.  They  are  at  present  building  a  new  home  for  the 
pastor. 

Also  we  are  informed  the  parsonage  in  DuQuoin,  Rev.  Wm.  B. 
Weltge,  pastor,  was  destroyed  by  fire.  They  are  busy  making  plans 
for  a  new  building. 

The  district  sympathizes  with  the  congregations  and  the  pastors 
and  families  in  this  material  loss  and  hope  that  they  will  soon  be  ready 
to  go  forward  in  the  work  of  the  kingdom  without  any  sad.  conse¬ 
quences. 

Regional  Conferences 

were  not  held  during  the  past  year  as  wished  by  the  officers  of  the 
Regions.  Perhaps  they  will  be  more  interesting  the  next  year. 

Young  Peoples  Work 

The  resolution  of  the  last  year  passed  by  the  Convention  held  in 
Collinsville  reading:  “We  recommend  that  during  the  coming  year  a 
committee  consisting  of  the  District  League  Committee,  convention  offi¬ 
cers  and  advisors  of  the  District  League,  and  Sunday  School,  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  District  Committee  on  Religious  Education,  and  such 
other  interested  parties  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  study  the  possi¬ 
bilities  for  more  effective  youth  work  in  the  district  in  the  light  of  the 
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present  day  needs  and  developments,  and  that  such  committee  bring  in 
definite  and  conclusive  recommendations  to  the  1935  district  confer¬ 
ence, M  was  placed  confidently  into  the  hands  of  the  district  advisors  of 
the  Young  People’s  Work.  They  shall  have  a  report  at  the  proper  time. 
The  District  has  always  been  interested  in  student  pastors  at  the  uni¬ 
versities  of  Missouri  and  Illinois.  Would  it  not  seem  logical  and  pos¬ 
sibly  right,  if  the  district  conventions  would  make  as  its  object  the  sus¬ 
taining  and  financing  of  this  work?  Money  received  from  dues  and  offer¬ 
ings  should  really  make  possible  such  an  arrangement.  This  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  that  deserves  our  attention. 

Matters  of  Discipline 

Again  we  must  remind  the  members  of  this  conference  that  there 
are  always  some  things  brought  to  our  attention  that  require  a  decision. 
Many  times  the  officers  could  have  it  so  much  easier  if  a  clear  mind 
and  logical  reasoning  would  be  employed,  for  so  often  we  find  when 
the  problem  is  understood  matters  take  regular  course  and  differences 
are  settled.  Why  bother  with  petty  matters,  why  stir  up  and  agitate 
trouble,  why  carry  things  around  really  private  matters,  why  think  that 
someone  knows  more  about  the  thing  than  the  one  it  is  told  to,  why 
seek  to  lower  our  standards,  if  these  things  would  not  be  there  would 
be  no  trouble  for  the  district  council.  We  have  tried  to  find  the  right 
solution  of  the  problems  before  us,  we  have  had  to  call  on  those  in 
higher  authority  than  we,  sometimes,  that  is  sufficient  to  see  the  mat¬ 
ter  closed.  We  trust  that  the  future  will  reveal  to  all  concerned,  that 
faithfulness,  loyalty  and  prayer,  has  brought  a  right  solution  and  that 
new  life,  new  hope  and  new  enthusiasm  will  be  found  in  the  congre¬ 
gations. 

Our  Host 

At  the  last  regular  conference  Rev.  A.  W.  Hoelscher  and  the  St. 
John  Congregation  of  Mascoutah  renewed  their  invitation  to  hold  this 
conference  in  their  midst.  We  accepted  the  invitation  gratefully  and 
now  we  are  making  plans  to  be  cordially  entertained.  We  hope  that 
the  delegates  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  help  and  cooperate  with  the 
members  of  this  church  to  make  our  stay  here  pleasant.  Invitations 
for  the  next  conferences  are  from  Pinckneyville,  St.  Peter’s,  Okawville, 
and  Salem,  Quincy. 

Guests 

Rev.  Paul  Press,  first  vice-president  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  will 
be  our  guest  during  the  conference.  He  will  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  speak  to  the  conference  at  a  special  hour  on  the  program.  Also  he 
will  bring  the  opening  service  to  the  assembled  group  on  Monday  eve¬ 
ning.  Rev.  Tim.  Lehmann,  D.D.,  also  wrote  early  in  the  year  that  he 
would  be  a  guest  at  our  conference  in  the  interest  of  promotional  work. 
He  has  been  placed  on  the  program  and  will  bring  a  message  on  the 
first  day. 

In  Conclusion 

Brethren  I  have  served  you  for  the  past  six  years  as  president,  and 
I  must  say  that  I  enjoyed  it.  There  is  nothing  an  officer  should  like 
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better  than  to  enjoy  his  work,  such  matters  are  of  primary  interest. 
Perhaps  I  have  been  there  too  long,  perhaps  others  knew  more  about 
matters  than  the  officers  and  I  did,  and  we  feel  so  sorry  that  such  did 
not  enlighten  us;  we  could  not  consult  with  you  either,  because  we  did 
not  know  who  you  were;  nevertheless  we  are  comforted  to  know  that 
we  could  only  decide  or  reach  decisions  on  evidence  and  facts  at  hand. 
So  we  are  perfectly  and  agreeably  contented  that  we  have  done  the  best 
we  knew  how.  But  let  me  remind  you,  brethren,  that  I  am  certainly 
grateful  to  all  of  the  officers,  who  worked  faithfully;  I  also  appreciated 
the  kind  contributions  toward  the  work  by  the  chairmen  of  the  various 
committees  and  auxiliary  organizations.  There  have  come  to  my  atten¬ 
tion  the  sincerity  of  many  of  our  men  and  they  were  friends  always. 
Let  me  again  say:  Thank  you,  to  every  one  of  the  members  of  the 
organization.  Let  me  continue  by  saying,  that  I  too  enjoyed  working 
with  the  members  of  the  district,  I  have  tried  to  do  my  duty  in  every 
respect.  Now  should  we  have  made  a  mistake,  well  you  will  overlook 
it  and  bear  with  us.  We  meant  only  the  best.  The  district  will  elect 
a  successor  not  only,  but  give  the  chosen  one  full  support  and  stand 
by  him  and  the  official  family  at  all  times.  Our  sincerest  thanks  for 
your  cooperation  and  asking  for  your  pledge  for  the  continued  success 
of  the  Kingdom  work  and  cause  in  South  Illinois.

Report  of  Vice-President 

To  the  Members  of  the  South  Illinois  District. 

Dear  Friends: 

Rev.  H.  J.  Bredehoeft,  President,  Edwardsville,  Ill. 

Dear  Brother  President: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  the  report  on  the  contributions  our 
district  made  for  greater  Kingdom  work  during  the  year  1934.  It  re¬ 
veals  the  encouraging  fact  that  on  the  whole  the  district  has  made  some 
improvement  over  the  previous  years,  although  a  number  of  congrega¬ 
tions,  who  were  regularly  in  the  “hundred  percent”  class  have  slipped. 

It  would  be  a  real  advancement  in  Kingdom  giving,  if  the  interest 
in  giving  toward  the  greater  work  would  be  so  steady  that  it  would 
continue  without  a  break  each  month  from  January  to  December,  and 
the  monthly  receipts  for  Kingdom  purposes  would  flow  regularly  into 
the  Synodical  Treasury.  It  must  be  apparent  to  anyone  that  the  work 
must  suffer  a  great  deal,  w^hen  the  inflow  is  irregular  and  unreliable. 
In  view  of  the  need,  regular  giving  becomes  a  highly  desirable  virtue. 
We  need  to  cultivate  with  all  diligence. 

Attention  is  called  to  a  considerable  increase  in  Designations.  The 
gifts  for  Synodical  Recovery  no  doubt  account  for  that.  Thirty  congre¬ 
gation  raised  the  sum  of  $1,600.57  for  that  purpose.  In  addition  the 
increase  in  budget  contributions  amounted  to  $1,481.26.  This  would 
indicate  that  those  congregations  which  did  not  participate  in  the 
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Synodical  Recovery  Campaign  worked  just  a  little  harder  to  reach 
their  budget  quotas. 

The  special  efforts  on  the  part  of  Synodical  Headquarters  to  in¬ 
form  our  people  at  the  close  of  the  year,  when  they  arranged  for  mass 
meetings  at  regional  centers  and  appealed  for  loyal  support,  had  good 
results.  Well-planned  efforts  of  this  nature  would  be  productive  of  even 
better  results,  if  carried  out  from  year  to  year.  Information  on  the 
needs  of  our  beloved  church  in  all  of  its  varied  activities,  presented  in 
a  warm,  personal  way,  would  do  much  to  enlist  and  inspire  enthusiastic, 
willing  giving  on  the  part  of  our  people.

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Committee  No.  3— Resolutions  on  Report  of  District  Treasurer  and 
Inspector  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association 

The  committee  has  audited  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer,  Mr.  Val. 
Hirth  and  found  the  same  correct. 

We  thank  the  District  Treasurer  for  his  successful  efforts  in  col¬ 
lecting  the  District  dues  and  the  congregations  for  their  hearty  response 
in  meeting  their  obligations  toward  the  District. 

We  find  the  report  of  the  District  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  In¬ 
spector  correct  and  thank  Rev.  C.  F.  Kniker  for  his  continued  interest 
and  efforts. 

Report  of  the  South  Illinois  Home  Mission  Committee 

February  1,  1935. 

To  the  South  Illinois  District  Conference: 

During  the  past  year  this  committee  has  deemed  it  advisable  to 
hold  only  two  meetings  in  order  to  keep  down  the  expense  of  admin¬ 
istration  and  has  relegated  supervision  of  the  churches  under  its 
jurisdiction  to  members  of  the  committee  living  in  the  immediate 
vicinity.  This  has  enabled  the  committee  to  remain  informed  as  to 
respective  needs  as  they  arose. 

1.  Dupo,  Bro.  Clyde  McNelly,  Pastor.  This  field  continues  to 
show  progress  of  a  forward-looking  nature.  A  continuance  of  your 
committee’s  hands-off  policy  should  reward  the  hope  that  the  Synod 
will  not  have  to  support  the  work  here  many  years  longer.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  advice  at  hand  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  this  report  an 
effort  was  being  made  by  the  congregation  to  raise  $1750,  which 
together  with  $5000  available  from  the  Extension  Board  would  en¬ 
able  them  to  liquidate  their  indebtedness  of  $9000  with  the  bank, 
and  have  their  entire  debt  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest.  By 
this  very  act  their  debt  will  be  reduced  $2250.  This  is  a  movement 
toward  financial  security  and  augurs  well  for  the  future  welfare  of 
the  congregation.  The  Central  Board  has  appropriated  $280  for  the 
support  of  this  field  during  the  present  year. 

2.  Fieldon,  Bro.  Leonard  Todd,  Pastor.  Just  to  indicate  how 
energetic  is  the  worker  there,  suffice  it  to  say  that  he  made  192 
pastoral  calls  and  151  sick  calls  during  the  year.  If  this  means  any¬ 
thing  we  can  hope  for  steady  and  definite  improvement.  There  are 
only  16  contributing  families,  hence  it  is  quite  natural  enough  that 
church  finances  rely  upon  their  annual  church  picnic,  which  this  year 
yielded  $378,  this  out  of  a  total  of  $678.07  for  church  support.  We 
believe  it  would  be  an  encouragement  to  the  worker  to  see  a  pro¬ 
portionately  larger  part  of  this  borne  by  the  members  through  out¬ 
right  giving.  There  is  nothing  so  inducive  to  real  growth  as  sacri¬ 
ficial  giving. 

3.  Jerseyville,  Bro.  L.  Todd,  Pastor.  Work  is  being  carried 
on  here  solely  on  the  fear  of  giving  it  up  and  losing  what  we  have 
involved.  Circumstances  here  date  back  for  years  and  it  would  be 
impossible  to  deduce  what  motives  are  at  work.  The  worker  has  made 
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70  pastoral  calls  and  60  sick  calls  during  the  year.  There  are  still 
20  members  who  own  some  loyalty  to  the  cause. 

For  both  of  these  fields  the  Central  Board  has  appropriated 
$975  for  the  present  year. 

4.  Murphysboro,  Bro.  Martin  P.  Schroedel,  Pastor.  Changes  in 
pastorate  have  hardly  helped  nor  hindered  the  work  of  carrying  on. 
Economic  conditions  remain  unchanged,  hence  the  continuance  of  the 
present  arrangement.  The  perseverance  of  the  congregation  is  com¬ 
mendable.  A  genuine  love  for  their  church  has  made  continued  support 
necessary,  but  it  has  grown  steadily  more  difficult  to  serve  this  field 
with  neighboring  pastors.  Beginning  February  1st,  1935,  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  Eden  Seminary  whereby  student  supply  will  meet 
the  needs.  For  this  work  the  Central  Board  has  appropriated  $240 
for  the  present  year.

The  South  Illinois  District  receives  with  satisfaction  the  report 
of  the  district  board  concerning  the  fine  progress  at  Fieldon  and  Dupo, 
Illinois,  under  the  able  leadership  of  their  respective  Pastors,  L.  Todd 
and  C.  McNelly. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Home  Mission  Board  con¬ 
tinue  a  Student  Supply  for  Murphysboro  until  such  time  when  better 
arrangements  can  be  made. 

The  South  Illinois  District  is  in  hearty  agreement  with  the 
commendation  conferred  by  the  Synodical  Home  Mission  Board  upon 
the  many  deserving  Home  Mission  Workers  of  our  Church. 

The  South  Illinois  District  commends  the  hearty  cooperation  of 
the  Reformed  and  Evangelical  Mission  Boards,  and  notes  with  interest 
the  merger  of  Reformed  and  Evangelical  Mission  Churches,  in  over¬ 
churched  district. 

The  District  notes  the  fine  example  set  by  the  Women’s  Union 
in  their  liberal  designations  for  the  Home  Mission  Projects. 

The  District  favors  the  joint  Missionary  educational  program  of 
the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Boards  and  awaits  with  interest  the 
publications  of  the  new  Mission  Study  Text  Book. 

Report  of  the  District  Pension  Committee 

To  Rev.  H.  J.  Bredehoeft,  President  of  the  South  Illinois  District: 

The  Board  of  Pensions  of  the  District  submits  the  following 
report  for  1934: 

There  were  23  individuals,  widows  and  pastors,  on  the  Pension 
List  of  our  District  in  1934.  Twelve  of  this  number  were  also 
entitled  to  and  received  relief  besides  their  pension.  One  person  re¬ 
ceived  relief  only.  Another  has  been  transferred  to  another  District. 

Now  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  District  what  these  pensioners 
a,re  receiving.  The  lowest  received  $96.00  relief  last  year  and  the 
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highest  $430.00  last  year  which  sum  included  relief.  The  majority, 
13,  are  receiving  between  $180.00  and  $300.00  a  year.  This  gives  one 
a  vague  idea  of  what  one  might  expect. 

Sorry  to  say  for  1935  the  pension  will  be  paid  on  the  same  basis 
as  in  1934.  However,  might  I  quote  from  the  National  Chairman’s 
letter,  so  that  persons  concerned  will  understand,  “All  relief  has  been 
cut  where  possible  due  to  $9,000.00  less  which  we  will  receive  from 
budget  in  1935.”  This  might  be  bad  news  to  some,  especially  those 
who  were  in  hopes  of  receiving  more  relief  in  1935  as  per  applications 
and  request.  However  it  is  the  same  old  philosophy,  “It  cannot  be 
given  unless  one  has  it  in  the  first  place.” 

We,  the  Committee,  sincerely  hope  that  conditions  will  improve 
and  budget  appropriations  will  increase  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
do  better  by  our  own,  who  so  justly  deserve  it.

The  District  thanks  God,  the  giver  of  all  good  gifts,  that  the  Board 
of  Pension  and  Relief  was  able  to  help  a  number  of  ministers,  widows 
and  orphans,  during  the  past  years. 

The  District  expresses  its  gratitude  for  the  cooperation  of  the 
the  Synodical  and  District  officers  of  the  Pension  and  Relief  Board. 

Tlie  District  deeply  appreciates  the  efforts  of  the  Women’s  Union 
in  building  a  home  at  Blue  Springs,  and  for  donating  half  their  thank 
offering  to  the  Relief  Fund,  and  promising  a  repetition  for  1935. 

The  District  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  Brotherhoods  of  the 
West  Missouri  District  for  their  willingness  to  assume  the  obligation 
to  pay  for  the  installation  of  water  into  the  various  cottages  at  Blue 
Springs. 

The  District  highly  commends  the  action  of  Mrs.  Emma  Leonhardt 
in  paying  one  half  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  a  home  at  Bensenville 
and  sincerely  hopes  that  others  may  follow  her  example. 


Committee  No.  6— Resolutions  on  Report  of  Synodical  President 

With  the  president  of  the  Synod  the  District  recognizes  the  diffi¬ 
culties  which  confront  the  church  under  prevailing  conditions. 

The  District  recognizes  the  estimable  services  rendered  by  the 
Rev.  Paul  Press  in  the  capacity  of  President  of  the  Synod  and  pledges 
to  the  present  incumbent,  the  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  its  full  support. 

The  District  pledges  cooperation  in  the  promotional  work  of  our 
church  and  urges  all  its  officers  and  congregations  to  fully  meet  their 
financial  obligations. 

The  District  resolves  to  hold  a  special  conference  in  1936  to  study

the  tentative  constitution  and  to  elect  delegates  to  the  General  Con¬ 
ference. 

The  District  sympathizes  deeply  with  those  members  of  our  church 
who  were  bereaved  during  the  last  twelve  months  and  recognizes  what¬ 
ever  meritorious  Kingdom  work  the  deceased  may  have  rendered. 

The  District  again  calls  attention  to  the  dangerous  practices  of 
using  questionable  methods,  such  as  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
games  of  chance  and  card  parties  in  connection  with  the  functions  of 
the  church  and  charges  its  officers  with  the  strict  enforcement  of  the 
principle  underlying  this  resolution. 

Committee  No.  7 — Resolutions  on  Report  on  Educational  Institutions 
Eden  Theological  Seminary 

We  endorse  the  curriculum  of  our  theological  , school  in  its 
entirety  because  we  see  in  it  an  honest  attempt  to  give  our  church 
a  ministry  well  educated  and  equipped  to  cope  with  the  many  problems 
arising  in  our  turbulent  age. 

We  implore  God’s  blessings  upon  the  merger  of  the  two  theological 
schools  and  upon  the  enlarged  faculty. 

The  interdenominational,  the  inter-racial,  and  international  atmos¬ 
phere  at  our  Eden  Seminary  is  a  splendid  illustration  of  our  motto, 
Ephesians  4:  4. 

We  commend  the  Eden  Faculty  for  the  splendid  programs  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  convocations  and  also  for  the  chapel  lectures. 

Elmhurst  College 

We  encourage  our  people  to  send  their  children  for  a  higher  edu¬ 
cation  to  Elmhurst. 

The  South  Illinois  District  highly  commends  the  Elmhurst  faculty 
on  its  courageous  stand  against  the  proposed  bill  pending  in  the 
Illinois  legislature  delegating  to  an  assessor  the  power  to  brand  certain 
teachings  as  seditious  or  unpatriotic.  We  believe  such  a  bill  to  emanate 
from  a  tendency  toward  Fascism,  which  violates  American  tradition, 
and  recommend  that  every  minister  lodge  strenuous  protest  with  the 
representatives  of  his  district  to  such  a  bill. 

Eden  Advance 

We  feel  the  withholding  of  detailed  facts  and  figures  to  those 
contributing  is  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  Christian  giving. 

We  respectfully  request  an  early  detailed,  published  report  on  the 
Elmhurst-Eden  Advance  campaign,  that  is,  on  expenses  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  and  of  the  collections. 

This  request  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  financial  report  is 
too  short,  since  such  a  large  amount  of  money  is  involved. 

Committee  No.  8 — Resolutions  on  Report  of  Eden  Publishing  House 

The  District  is  gratified  to  note,  that  in  spite  of  increased  wages, 
expensive  costs  system,  and  the  decreased  subscriptions,  that  the  net 
results  are  considerably  better  than  last  year. 

The  South  Illinois  District  is  satisfied  with  the  decision  of  the 


General  Council  authorizing  the  closing  of  the  Chicago  branch  after 
the  present  lease  expires  in  October,  1936,  since  the  branch  is  operating 
under  such  a  great  loss.  We  suggest  that  the  brand!  be  closed  before 
the  release  expires,  if  a  saving  can  thus  be  effected. 

The  District  casts  its  opinion  that  matters  be  dropped  in  reference 
to  a  general  conference  resolution,  namely,  that  the  “Theological  Maga¬ 
zine”  be  revised,  since  there  are  so  many  interdenominational  magazines, 
and  since  the  faculty  of  the  Eden  Theological  Seminary  does  not  care 
to  sponsor  a  Theological  Journal. 

The  District  notes  with  delight,  the  achievement  of  the  merged 
publications  of  the  year  book  and  almanac  of  the  Evangelical  and 
Reformed  Church  1935  to  the  time  of  twehty-two  thousand  copies. 

The  South  Illinois  District  looks  forward  with  interest  to  the  new 
publication  of  the  merged  church,  “The  Messenger”  which  makes  its 
appearance  in  October  of  this  year. 

Committee  No.  9 — Resolutions  on  Report  of  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 

With  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  the  South  Illinois  District 
acknowledges  with  thanks  to  God  that  the  year  1934  was  one  of 
encouragement  and  spiritual  progress. 

We  deplore  the  passing  away  of  the  esteemed  and  beloved  Secre¬ 
tary,  the  Rev.  Paul  A.  Menzel  and  are  confident  that  his  successor, 
the  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch,  will  carry  on  the  work  in  the  same  spirit. 

We  rejoice  that  steps  have  been  taken  to  bring  about  more  blessed 
results  by  the  united  efforts  in  the  administration  of  mission  work  in 
the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church. 

We  note  with  rejoicing  that  the  number  of  baptized  persons  has 
greatly  increased  in  the  Indian  field. 

While  the  sending  of  several  new  workers  is  very  desirable,  we 
rejoice  that  at  least  the  Rev.  H.  G.  Freund  could  enter  the  active  service. 

We  are  thankful  that  conditions  in  Honduras  are  favorable  at  the 
present  time. 

We  appreciate  that  several  Honduranean  helpers  were  won  by  our 
missionaries. 

Finally,  we  recommend  whole-heartedly  those  suggestions  found 
on  page  89  in  the  Annual  Report;  we  refer  particularly  to  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  “Missionary  Horizons”  and  “Missionary  Trails.” 

Report  of  Committee  for  Religious  Education 

Religion  needs  education.  Christian  truth  must  be  taught.  There 
are  facts  of  divine  revelation  that  need  to  be  known,  apprehended  by 
both  heart  and  mind.  Religion  has  a  content  and  this  content  must 
be  presented  to  the  pupil  in  such  a  manner  that  it  be  understood  and 
appropriated.  The  teaching  of  religion  calls  for  definite  formal 
instruction;  for  organization,  curriculum  and  the  application  of  tried 
teaching  methods.  In  answer  to  this  need  for  Christian  education,  the 
modern  Sunday  school  was  called  into  being.  Marion  Lawrence,  the 
great  pioneer  in  this  realm,  said  at  one  time,  “The  Sunday  school  is 
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the  noblest  development  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  it  is  one  of  the 
finest  Christian  tools  of  the  twentieth  century.”  There  are  many  today 
who  do  not  share  the  enthusiasm  here  expressed.  The  institution  of 
the  Sunday  school  has  been  much  criticised  in  late  years  and  its 
weakness  exposed.  That  we  examine  this  agency  with  critical  eye  is 
necessary.  That  we  revise  our  plans  in  the  light  of  new  insights  is 
ever  a  duty.  But  it  seems  to  us  that  the  pendulum  is  swinging  too 
far  in  the  direction  of  pessimism  and  lack  of  faith.  Certainly  the 
Sunday  school  has  been  and  is  still  a  mighty  force  in  building  the 
Kingdom  of  God.  It  is  still  leading  the  youth  of  our  land  God-ward. 
It  represents  a  large  measure  of  Christian  service  and  devotion.  Every 
Sunday  many  thousands  of  volunteer  Bible  school  workers  in  all  parts 
of  this  country  meet,  their  classes  as  Christian  leaders  and  teachers. 
The  church  and  the  country  owe  them  a  debt  of  gratitude.  No  service 
being  rendered  in  our  congregations  requires  more  application  and 
resourcefulness. 

The  teacher  is  the  key  to  the  Sunday  school  situation.  Apt 
teachers  will  insure  effective  teaching.  Our  task  as  pastors  and 
leaders  is  to  help  the  teacher  to  make  the  most  of  his  opportunity. 
There  are  a  number  of  things  that  can  be  done  to  aid  the  Bible 
school  workers  to  become  more  efficient  in  their  task.  In  the  home 
church  they  may  be  enrolled  in  training  classes,  provided  with  useful 
books  and  lesson  helps  and  stimulated  by  well  planned  workers  con¬ 
ferences.  Then  the  workers  may  also  be  taken  out  of  the  local  field 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period — to  conventions,  to  institutes,  to  Sum¬ 
mer  Leadership  Training  Schools. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  a  num¬ 
ber  of  splendid  training  schools  are  annually  conducted  in  various  parts 
of  the  country.  For  the  1934  season  the  enrollment  was  614.  How¬ 
ever  of  these  hundreds  of  students,  only  20  came  from  our  South 
Illinois  churches.  Why  were  we  not  better  represented? 

Our  District  League  and  Sunday  School  Convention  was  held 
in  St.  John  Church  in  Collinsville,  August  28-29.  A  well  balanced 
program  built  around,  the  theme  “Christianity  for  an  Un-christian 
World,”  was  presented.  The  attendance  was  very  good  and  a  fine 
spirit  was  manifest.  A  strong  feature  of  the  gathering  were  the  well 
directed  sectional  conferences/  A  smiliar  convention  is  being  planned 
for  the  coming  summer. 

Several  regional  one  day  conventions  for  Sunday  School  Teachers 
are  being  held  in  various  parts  of  the  district  every  year.  This  is 
a  commendable  custom  and  is  to  be  recommended  for  the  entire 
district.  Our  workers  need  the  inspiration  and  the  encouragement 
that  comes  out  of  contact  with  others. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  pastors  of  this  district  to 
the  Guide  for  Confirmation  Instruction,  which  was  recently  published 
by  the  Board  for  Religious  Education.  While  we  do  not  deem  it 
in  all  ways  an  adequate  outline,  we  do  consider  it  a  valuable  aid  to 
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the  pastor  in  his  significant  work  of  preparing  children  for  the  rite 
of  confirmation.

We  endorse  with  enthusiasm  the  affiliation  of  our  Synod  with  the 
International  Council  of  Religious  Education  as  a  means  to  inter¬ 
denominational  fellowship  and  enterprise. 

We  note  with  interest  and  joy  the  contacts  of  the  various  Chris¬ 
tian  Education  groups  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  sections  of 
our  united  church. 

We  note  with  gratification  that  the  “Service  Library”  of  the 
Board  of  Religious  Education  has  obtained  a  number  of  new  and 
valuable  books  and  we  recommend  that  all  our  church  schools  avail 
themselves  of  the  privileges  thus  provided. 

We  recommend  to  our  pastors  the  use  of  the  “Guide  for  Confirma¬ 
tion  Instruction”  prepared  by  the  Board  for  Religious  Education. 

Report  of  the  Brotherhood  Federation 

To  the  Rev.  H.  Bredehoeft, 

President  of  the  So.  Ill.  District:  . 

During  the  past  year,  dating  from  the  special  District  Conference 
in  May  1934,  the  Brotherhood  Federation  of  the  South  Illinois  Dis¬ 
trict  has  gone  forward.  By  the  energetic  leadership  and  thoughtful 
planning  of  President  George  M.  Thomas  progress  has  been  made  in 
three  fields:  1  Education,  2  Promotion,  and  3  Brotherhood  Extension. 

1.  The  officers  and  chairmen  of  .the  local  Brotherhoods  were 
called  together  in  two  meetings,  one  in  Mascoutah  and  one  at  Ed- 
wardsville  to  discuss  ways  and  means  to  improve  the  local  Brother¬ 
hood  meetings,  realizing  the  fact  that  the  success  of  the  entire 
national  Brotherhood  movement  depends  on  the  success  of  every  local 
meeting.  The  necessity  of  making  each  and  every  local  meeting 
thoroughly  educational,  informational,  and  interesting  was  not  only 
advocated  but  it  has  been  realized  by  many  local  organizations  by 
the  use  of  the  topic  found  in  the  “Monthly  Program,”  by  the  free 
“Monthly  Topic  Service”  sent  from  headquarters,  and  by  a  thorough 
discussion  of  the  topic  by  the  laymen.  Recognizing  the  devotional  and 
educational  need  of  the  Brotherhood,  nineteen  of  our  organizations 


were  represented  at  the  “Men’s  Retreat”  at  Eden  Sminary  in  coopera¬ 
tion  with  the  Missouri  and  St.  Louis  Federations. 

It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  Brotherhoods  which  thrive 
best  are  those  which  make  education  on  vital  topics  primary  and  which 
make  entertainment  secondary. 

2.  The  Federation  took  charge  of  the  Evangelical  Day  at  Hoyle- 
ton  Orphans’  Home  in  August  1934  and  is  soliciting  members  for 
the  Orphans’  Home  Association.  It  has  promoted  Undershepherd 
Services  in  local  Brotherhoods  for  the  benefit  of  our  Retired  Ministers, 
and  the  ministry  in  general;  supported  by  the  Brotherhood  Student 
fund;  encouraged  work  with  boys,  stewardship,  and  missions. 

3.  Brotherhood  extension  has  also  met  with  success.  The  new 
Brotherhoods  are  Pinckneyville,  Carlyle,  DuQuoin,  and  the  Trinity 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Brotherhood  at  Belleville. 

The  man-power  of  our  churches,  as  it  is  organized  in  our  Feder¬ 
ation,  is  by  no  means  exhausted.  In  fact,  it  is  just  beginning  to  be 
appreciated.  In  order  to  harness  it  for  the  furtherance  of  God’s 
Kingdom  we  need  more  wisdom,  experience,  and  cooperation.  Lead¬ 
ership  is  present,  and  interest  is  alive. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for  the  average  church  to 
accommodate  the  quarterly  meetings,  the  attendance  of  which  nears 
200.  Only  the  largest  churches  can  accommodate  the  annual  meet¬ 
ings  the  last  of  which  had  an  attendance  of  485. 

May  God  continue  to  give  us  new  victories  in  the  future,  and 
inspire  our  leaders  as  He  has  in  the  past.  The  least  we  can  do  is 
.to  accept  the  program  of  work  offered  by  our  executives  and  pray 
for  its  success.

Women’s  Union 

Dear  Christian  Co-Workers: 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  past  year  in  our  district,  we  give 
thanks  and  praise  to  God  for  the  fact  that  in  every  department  there 
has  been  some  progress  made. 

More  societies  are  adopting  our  programs  and  plans.  The  monthly 
program  is  one  of  the  best  pieces  of  literature  we  have  as  it  con¬ 
tains  material  and  help  for  all  departments  of  work.  It  acquaints 
our  women  with  the  work  of  our  Church  locally  and  denominationally 
and  with  the  subjects  that  should  be  familiar  to  all  church  women. 
During  the  past  year  3263  copies  were  sold,  this  being  243  more 
than  the  previous  year.  59  societies  are  using  them,  out  of  which 
26  societies  are  making  use  of  these  programs  in  all  six  departments 
of  work. 

The  General  Education  Department  reports  a  gain  of  31  new 
subscribers  for  the  Evangelical  Herald  over  last  year.  This  depart¬ 
ment  also  reports  21  societies  observing  church  paper  week,  and  8 
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societies  organizing  women’s  union  libraries  with  a  total  of  80 
volumes. 

The  Devotional  Life  Department  shows  a  gain  in  promoting  the 
use  of  Daily  Talks  with  God,  and  establishing  of  family  altars,  and 
the  distribution  of  all  Christian  literature.  Distribution  was  made  to 
the  local  societies  at  our  rallies,  group  meetings  and  conventions. 
Are  also  happy  to  report  that  12  societies  are  observing  Lenten  Quiet 
Hour. 

Our  Missionary  Education  Department  reports  38  societies  now 
observing  the  Day  of  Prayer  for  Missions.  The  amount  of  $215.99 
was  contributed  to  missions — sorry  this  is  much  less  than  contributed 
during  previous  year.  In  addition  to  contributions,  clothes  and 
bandages  were  made  for  the  lepers  in  India. 

A  gain  in  the  number  of  societies  using  thank  offering  boxes 
is  reported  by  the  Christian  Stewardship  Department,  a  total  of  728 
being  in  use  and  a  gain  in  the  amount  contributed.  To  the  Student 
Loan  Fund  was  contributed  $143.15  and  to  the  Synodical  Budget 
$548.58.  In  addition  many  Stewardship  packets  and  plays  were  sold 
at  our  rallies  and  conventions  to  help  promote  the  work. 

Our  Social  Welfare  reports  are  good.  Much  help  was  given 
local  relief  agencies,  and  food,  clothing  and  coal  were  given  to  the 
needy.  Our  Synodical  benevolent  institutions  were  given  bedding, 
clothing,  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  along  with  a  cash  contribution 
of  $492.49. 

A  gain  of  3  societies  over  last  year  is  reported  by  our  Christian, 
Citizenship  Department.  It  is  also  reported  that  7  societies  are  pre¬ 
senting  the  Christian  citizenship  objectives.  We  hope  to  give  a  better 
report  for  this  department  next  year. 

We  regret  to  report  that  we  lost  members  during  the  past  year, 
but  with  improved  conditions  we  are  hopeful  of  showing  a  gain  this 
year.  Our  present  membership  is  6200,  and  the  number  of  societies 
is  63,  we  having  lost  1  society  and  gained  1  during  the  year.  A  total 
of  7  rallies,  group  meetings  and  conventions  were  held.  Our  3rd 
annual  Meditation  Days  on  June  16th  and  17th,  1934  at  Eden  Sem¬ 
inary  were  well  attended,  and  those  present  experienced  a  closer 
walk  with  God  as  well  as  days  of  meditation  and  consecration.  The 
13th  annual  convention  was  held  in  Alton  on  Wednesday,  October 
3,  1934. 

We  realize  there  is  still  much  to  do,  and  may  we  say,  direct  us 
Lord  in  all  our  doings  with  Thy  most  gracious  favor,  guide  us 
and  father  us  with  Thy  continual  help.

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Report  of  the  Evangelical  League  Committee 

The  Rev.  Hugo  J.  Bredehoeft,  President  of  South  Illinois  District: 

In  the  Gospel  of  Mark  we  read:  “And  Jesus,  looking  upon  him 
(the  rich  young  ruler),  loved  him.”  The  Church  in  following  the 
example  and  life  of  Jesus  has  manifested  a  similar  love  and  interest 
for  the  young  people  under  its  charge.  Our  Synod  through  its 
“Evangelical  League”  organization  has  given  our  young  people  an 
opportunity  to  “advance  in  wisdom,  and  stature,  and  in  favor  with 
God  and  man,”  and  to  serve  God,  His  Church,  and  His  Kingdom  at 
large. 

During  the  past  year  increased  opportunity  was  given  our  youth 
through  the  League  and  through  young  people’s  classes  to  worship, 
to  study,  to  have  recreation  and  fellowship,  and  to  be  of  service  to 
the  local  churches  and  to  God’s  Kingdom.  Opportunity  was  given 
in  local  congregations:  to  sponsor  Young  People’s  Day  service,  to 
conduct  Confirmation  Day  Re-union  services,  to  have  Young  People’s 
choirs,  to  promote  religious  dramas  and  pageants  and  secular  plays, 
to  assist  as  ushers  and  helpers  in  church  and  as  teachers  and  leaders 
in  Sunday  school;  in  Greater  Kingdom  work:  to  support  the  National 
League  organization  (our  South  Illinois  District  League  contributed 
$102.10,  more  than  any  other  District  League) ;  to  study  and  to  support 
missions  and  benevolence;  to  help  in  social  service  work  in  the  com¬ 
munity;  and  to  win  young  people  to  the  Kingdom. 

Opportunty  was  given  in  many  localities  to  exchange  visits  with 
neighboring  Leagues  in  mutual  fellowship,  worship,  and  study.  In 
the  various  regions  a  Young  People’s  Rally  was  conducted  separately 
or  in  connection  with  a  Sunday  School  Rally  or  convention.  The 
Edwardsville  Region  sponsored  a  separate  League  Rally  at  Alhambra, 
Illinois,  on  Sunday,  July  8th,  1934,  at  which  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun,  execu¬ 
tive  secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  spoke,  and  at  which  175 
young  people  and  pastors  were  present. 

The  greatest  privilege  of  the  year  for  League  members  was  at¬ 
tendance  at  the  19th  annual  Sunday  School  and  League  Convention 
which  convened  at  St.  John’s  Evangelical  Church,  the  Rev.  C.  H. 
Kuhlmann,  pastor,  Collinsville,  Illinois,  on  August  28  and  29,  1934. 
Prof.  Paul  Lehmann  of  Elmhurst  College  delivered  three  thought- 
provoking  addresses  on  the  theme  of  the  convention,  “Christianity 
for  an  Unchristian  World.”  It  was  also  a  privilege  for  many  of  our 
youth  to  attend  the  interdenominational  youth  conference  held  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year  at  Carbondale,  Ill.,  Springfield,  Ill.,  and  St. 
Louis,  Mo.  The  theme  of  these  conferences,  as  of  those  in  other 
states,  was  “Christian  Youth  Building  a  New  World.” 

Future  opportunities  and  responsibilities  for  the  youth  of  our 
district  will  depend  upon  the  findings  and  suggestions  of  the  com¬ 
mittee,  recommended  at  the  last  special  conference,  to  “study  the 
possibilities  for  more  effective  youth  work  in  the  district  in  the  light 
of  present-day  needs  and  developments,  and  that  such  committee 
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bring  in  definite  and  inclusive  recommendations  to  the  1935  district 
conference”;  and  also  upon  the  cooperation  and  whole-hearted  interest 
of  the  entire  South  Illinois  District  and  its  constituent  members,  pas¬ 
tors,  congregations  and  Leagues.^  May  God  help  us  in  perfecting  the 
work  that  has  thus  far  been  accomplished.

Committee  No.  11 — Resolutions  on  Report  of  Brotherhood, 
Women’s  Union  and  League 

Brotherhood 

The  South  Illinois  District  is  grateful  that  during  the  past  year 
the  Brotherhood  work  under  the  energetic  leadership  of  its  officers 
has  gone  forward  in  the  three  fields  of  Education,  Promotion  and 
Extension.  We  express  our  thanks  and  satisfaction  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  Federation  officers  have  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  organi¬ 
zation. 

Since  the  monthly  program  has  found  recognition  and  praise  this 
year  with  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education  at  Chicago 
we  again  recommend  to  all  Brotherhoods  the  use  of  the  monthly 
program.  Also  because  those  Brotherhoods  thrive  the  best  which  make 
education  on  vital  topics  primary  and  entertainment  secondary. 

As  we  are  aware  that  spiritual  life  among  the  Brotherhood  mem¬ 
bers  is  the  foundation  of  the  welfare  of  the  church  and  home,  there¬ 
fore,  we  urge  all  men  to  be  faithful  in  attending  church  services,  to 
make  use  of  the  “Daily  Talks  with  God”  and  the  Men’s  Retreat  at 
Eden  Seminary — June  8-9. 

Young  People's  League 

We  rejoice  that  the  work  of  the  Evangelical  League  in  the  past 
year  could  be  carried  on  along  the  lines  followed  in  previous  years 
giving  all  young  people  an  opportunity  to  advance  in  spiritual  growth, 
in  services  within  the  local  church  and  the  greater  Kingdom  work. 

As  the  merger  of  our  church  with  the  Reformed  group  necessarily 
calls  for  a  more  comprehensive  program  for  the  young  people  and  their 
services,  the  South  Illinois  District  therefore  recommends  to  the  Na¬ 
tional  League  officers  that  the  coming  youth  be  given  their  rightful 
place  and  the  best  the  church  has  to  offer. 

We  recommend  the  report  of  the  advisory  committee  on  the  Youth 
Round-Up  program. 

Women’s  Union 

The  South  Illinois  District  compliments  the  Women’s  Union  and 
further  urges  the  good  work  of  carrying  on  the  Rally  day  group  meet¬ 
ings  in  various  sections,  prayer  day  for  missions  on  Ascension  Day, 
and  meditation  days  at  Eden  Seminary. 

As  the  Orphan  Home  celebration  this  year  comes  earlier  in  the 
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year  we  express  the  hope  that  the  congregations  and  federations  will 
take  the  same  vital  interest  as  in  former  years. 

We  recommend  that  the  Study  Committee  to  consider  the  possi¬ 
bilities  for  more  effective  youth  work  in  the  district  be  continued  and 
bring  in  definite  and  conclusive  recommendations  to  the  1936  District 
Conference. 

Committee  >o.  12 — Special  Resolutions 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Program  Committee  make  special  arrange¬ 
ments  to  provide  sectional  meetings  for  the  lay  delegates  so  that  they 
may  discuss  practical  church  administration  problems. 

The  South  Illinois  District  respectfully  requests  our  educational 
institutions,  Elmhurst  College  and  Eden  Seminary  to  publish  in  their 
annual  reports  all  salaries  paid  to  professors,  instructors  and  em¬ 
ployees. 

The  South  Illinois  District  recommends  that  the  Synodical  Pension 
and  Relief  Fund  be  placed  on  a  more  brotherly  and  Christian  basis, 
i.  e.,  instead  of  paying  the  rate  according  to  the  age  of  entrance,  every 
member  pay  on  a  percentage  basis  according  to  salary  received. 

Independent  Resolutions 

Be  it  moved  that  the  advisability  of  omitting  the  evening  service 
prior  to  the  opening  of  the  conference  be  determined  by  the  District 
officers  and  the  local  pastor.  (Rev.  Wm.  von  Brauchitsch.) 

The  president  shall  send  to  all  churches  a  pastoral  letter  containing 
all  important  resolutions  of  the  conference.  (Rev.  C.  R.  Hempel.) 

Laymen’s  Meeting 

We  recommend  that  the  district  Treasurer  be  granted  an  honora¬ 
rium  of  $40.00  for  services  rendered  during  the  past  4  years. 

We  respectfully  ask  Rev.  Hoelscher,  the  local  pastor  to  convey  a 
word  of  thanks  to  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Methodist  Church  for 
the  use  of  their  church  auditorium  for  the  meeting  of  the  laymen  held 
on  May  1,  1935.  * 

We  appreciate  very  much  the  splendid  talk  by  F.  T.  Hotz,  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Orphan’s  Home  and  recommend  that  every  laymen  be¬ 
come  a  member  of  the  Hoyleton  Orphan’s  Home  Association. 

The  laymen  appreciate  the  inspiring  address  given  by  Attorney 
John  W.  Mueller,  of  St.  Louis,  also  the  talk  by  George  M.  Thomas, 
president  of  the  South  Illinois  Evangelical  Brotherhood. 

New  Members — The  Examining  Committee 
recommended  that  Rev.  Fred  Kalkbrenner  be  accepted  into  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Synod  and  the  District  and  also  that  Rev.  Firdel  Paul  be 
accepted  into  the  membership  of  the  Synod  and  the  District.

Services 

The  keynote  of  the  conference  was  struck  in  the  opening  service  on 
Wednesday  night.

President’s  Report 

Fellow  coworkers: 

Jesus  values  highly  the  trust  men  place  in  him  and  always  special 
blessings  come  to  him  who  has  complete  confidence  in  his  power  to  aid 
mankind.  Through  faith  in  him  sinners  become  saints,  unknown  men 
become  famous,  weaklings  become  giants  in  strength.  If  this  is  true 
of  individuals,  it  is  equally  true  of  organizations.  The  church  of  today 
must  find  this  faith  if  it  wants  to  survive.  Our  age  is  a  materialistic 
age.  With  all  of  its  accomplishments  it  has  made  no  lasting  progress. 
We  must  turn  to  the  spiritual  realm  to  find  our  real  power. 

Four  times  Jesus  censures  men  of  his  day  with  these  words:  *‘0 
ye  of  little  faith !”  Mt.  8:  26  and  always  because  men  were  fearful  and 
fretting  either  because  of  a  shortage  of  food  or  that  a  danger  was 
threatening.  Yet,  men  of  his  day  seemingly  did  not  learn.  The  few 
who  followed  his  example  became  to  be  a  force  in  world  affairs.  The 
masses,  under  the  leadership  of  self-righteous  men,  went  down  to  de¬ 
struction. 

Our  day  is  a  day  of  many  fears.  Frantic  efforts  are  made  in  all 
directions  to  remedy  the  dangers.  Many  voices  are  heard:  “Lord  we 
perish.”  This  is  true  of  the  state  and  it  is  sad  to  say — of  the  Church, 
the  lack  of  faith  of  the  believers,  the  half-hearted  efforts  of  the  Chris¬ 
tians  reflects  itself  in  the  inefficiency  of  the  Church. 

The  church  cannot  go  much  longer  on  this  way.  We  need  to  regain 
the  faith  that  faces  the  storms  fearlessly  and  should  the  storm  break 
upon  us  with  full  fury — can  we  now  come  through?  Evidently  we  can 
for  Jesus  said  once:  “O  ye  of  little  faith!”  Shall  he  repeat  this  to  his 
followers  of  our  generation?  Often  we  wonder  what  the  cause  for  this 
situation  might  be.  To  my  knowledge  no  attempt  has  been  made  to 
determine  this.  Charges  have  been  made.  We  were  ready  to  accuse 
others,  eager  to  blame,  satisfied  if  we  saved  a  few  dollars  by  cutting 
salaries  of  secretaries  and  stenographers,  closing  mission  fields,  writing 
volumes  of  letters  of  appeals  and  statistics,  by  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Ad¬ 
vance,  through  the  S.  R.  P.,  etc.  We  have  been  visited  with  strong 
appeals  for  funds  so  often  that  it  seems  our  church  would  now  be  well 
taken  care  of.  This  is  not  the  case.  We  have  laid  a  strain  on  our 
material  resources  that  our  spiritual  capacity  was  unable  to  bear.  May 
it  not  be  more  essential  to  lay  the  primary  stress  on  our  spiritual 
development.  It  seems  to  us  more  logical  to  develop  a  faith  that  will 
issue  in  works  than  to  resort  to  works  in  order  that  faith  may  be 
achieved.  The  lack  of  the  dollar  was  considered  more  than  the  hungry 
and  crying  soul.  “O  ye  of  little  faith!”  If  faith  is  lacking — how  can 
we  go  on?  On  the  other  hand  it  is  also  true  that  little  has  been  done 
to  awaken  faith  in  our  members.  Where  individuals  set  out  with  a 
faith  in  Christ  and  his  cause  they  had  no  lack  and  the  work  of  our 
Church  was  supported,  even  in  these  adverse  times.  There  is  no  reason 
for  our  Synod  to  be  in  such  financial  distress.  The  expenditures  are 
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not  so  great  but  that  the  300,000  members  could  easily  have  taken  care 
of  them.  But  faith  must  have  a  chance  to  assert  itself.  May  I  most 
humbly  advise  that  our  only  way  out  is  to  take  the  way  of  faith.  We 
have  trusted  long  enough  in  the  might  of  the  dollar  and  our  own  prow¬ 
ess.  In  this  we  have  failed  consistently.  With  Christ  with  us  we  can¬ 
not  fail  and  by  all  means  let  us  make  all  efforts  that  He  may  look 
favorably  upon  us. 

Status  of  District 

Officially  we  still  carry  61  churches  on  our  list.  42  ministers  are 
members  of  our  District,  also  2  commissioned  workers. 

Changes  in  the  District 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  changes  have  taken  place. 

Rev.  C.  Kniker  has  retired  from  active  service. 

Rev.  J.  Meiller  retired  for  a  time  due  to  ill  health,  but  we  are  happy 

to  report  that  he  is  ready  to  serve  a  church  again. 

Rev.  R.  F.  Kuretsch  came  from  Beasley  to  Cibolo-Zuehl. 

Rev.  M.  Ernst  came  from  Corpus  Christi  to  Beasley-Cottonwood. 

Rev.  A.  Greeb  came  from  Gerald  to  Riesel. 

Rev.  Wm.  E.  Scholze  is  taking  charge  of  Marlin  by  July  1st. 

Rev.  G.  Krebs  is  retiring  from  service  July  1st. 

Transferred  to  other  Districts: 

Rev.  T.  C.  Beyer  to  the  South  Illinois  District. 

Rev.  P.  Piepenbrok  to  the  Missouri  District. 

Vacancies: 

Besides  our  vacant  mission  churches  there  are  the  following:  Wo- 
mack-Cayote  temporarily  served  by  Mr.  Heinrich  Rest  of  Eden  Semi¬ 
nary.  Gerald-West,  Schulenburg,  Rowena  by  July  1st,  Cego  by  July  1st. 

Anniversaries 

The  past  year  was  one  of  anniversaries.  A  large  number  of  churches 
celebrated,  pastors  were  remembered  for  their  long  services  and  our 
Eden  Home  for  the  Aged  is  now  celebrating.  Congratulations  to  you 
all  and  God’s  richest  blessing  for  the  future. 

Regional  Conferences 

All  four  regions  held  their  conferences  in  the  Fall  of  the  year.  The 
dates  were  coordinated  in  order  to  make  it  possible  for  Rev.  R.  P. 
Zwilling,  Assistant  Supt.  of  the  Deaconess  Hospital  of  St.  Louis  and 
Rev.  O.  P.  Schroerluke,  Secretary  of  the  Young  People’s  League  to  meet 
with  all  regions.  These  men  made  real  contributions  and  brought  real 
blessings  to  our  District.  It  may  be  safe  to  say  that  our  contributions 
to  the  Budget  were  materially  aided  by  their  coming.  A  real  progress 
was  noticeable  in  every  conference  and  our  members  are  showing  an 
increased  interest  in  Kingdom  work.  We  are  receiving  a  new  vision  of 
the  opportunities  and  our  duties.  Thanks  be  to  God. 

Budget 

By  the  report  of  our  budget  secretary  you  notice  an  increase  for 
kingdom  giving.  Your  council  tried  to  meet  the  need  with  faith  and  it 
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has  been  proven  that  our  feeble  efforts  were  not  in  vain.  Never  did  we 
visit  a  church  to  collect  money,  but  primarily  to  acquaint  people  with 
our  work  as  a  challenge  to  their  faith.  This  is  only  the  beginning  and 
we  hope  that  more  of  this  can  be  done  in  the  future. 

Home  Missions 

No  other  board  within  the  district  met  with  such  difficulties  as  our 
District  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Two  of  our  most  promising  fields 
could  not  be  taken  care  of — not  because  the  Central  Board  would  not 
aid  us.  Its  hands  were  tied,  due  to  the  lack  of  support  towards  the 
larger  Kingdom  work  and  the  lower  paying  basis  allowed  the  Board 
by  the  Finance  Board.  It  is  deplorable  that  our  Boards  are  not  free 
to  carry  on  the  work  for  which  they  are  responsible  as  they  understand 
it  best. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  concerning  a  mission  gift.  We  need 
to  recognize  the  missionary  spirit  of  First  Evangelical  Church  of  Hous¬ 
ton  and  its  pastor,  our  present  chairman  of  the  District  Home  Missions 
Board.  At  the  occasion  of  the  10th  anniversary  celebration  of  Christ 
Evang.  Church  of  Houston  this  church  was  credited  with  $3,000  on  its 
present  debt  and  $5,000  was  made  available  for  a  parsonage.  At  the 
same  time  Bethel  Evang.  Church  was  credited  with  $3,000  on  its  debt. 

In  Memoriam 

Soon  after  the  last  special  conference.  Rev.  D.  Jud  was  called 
home.  For  a  number  of  years  he  had  faithfully  served  our  church  in 
Riesel. 

At  the  end  of  June  Mrs.  G.  Voegtling  was  called  home. 

We  mourn  not  as  such  who  have  no  hope.  The  risen  Christ  has 
shown  us  the  way.

If  there  has  been  good 
accomplished  it  is  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  faithful  service  and 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  District  Council  and  the  ministers  of  the 
District.  The  churches  were  splendid  to  work  with  and  in  this  way 
made  matters  much  easier.  May  every  member  of  our  District  experi¬ 
ence  what  true  friends  can  mean  with  their  sympathy  and  candid 
council.

Report  of  the  Texas  District  Mission  Board  for  1934 

To  the  Reverend  Robert  Mohr,  President: 

Your  Mission  Board  begs  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Every  real  Evangelical  Christian  is  alarmed  over  the  serious  situa¬ 
tion  existing  in  both  the  Foreign  and  Home  Mission  branches  of  our 
work.  In  the  field  of  Home  Missions  the  need  for  actual  work  is 
greater  than  ever,  because  of  the  inability  of  many  of  the  well  organ¬ 
ized  and  self-sustaining  churches  to  go  out  and  bring  the  Gospel  of 
salvation  to  a  deeply  stricken  population.  Just  as  local  programs  of 
work  have  been  curtailed  on  account  of  the  lack  of  funds  to  carry  on, 
so  our  denominational  work  has  been  cut  down. 

A  real  loss  came  to  our  district  in  the  passing  of  Brother  D.  A. 
Jud,  Riesel,  Texas,  in  the  latter  part  of  April,  when  he  was  suddenly 
called  from  active  service.  The  deceased  carried  on  valiantly  in  spite 
of  human  frailties.  Mr.  Edwin  Eiben  of  our  Eden  Seminary,  St.  Louis, 
did  two  months  of  intensive  field  work  in  Friedens  Church,  Riesel.  St. 
Pauls  Church  of  Cego  did  not  apply  for  financial  support  for  the  new 
year  after  receiving  $100.00  during  1934.  Our  Board  now  feels  that  its 
responsibility  for  Friedens,  Lewisville  and  Friedens,  Gay  Hill  has 
ended,  since  these  two  churches  are  being  looked  after  by  the  Brethren 
R.  Uhlhorn  and  A.  Walton. 

Brother  Schwengel  again  looked  after  the  needs  of  Lyons  and  Md. 
Prairie  as  his  time  allowed  it  and  Brother  Scholze  has  been  doing  very 
fine  supply  work  at  San  Angelo.  The  Pastors  C.  Mueller,  C.  Wolff,  J. 
Meiller,  A.  Greeb,  Paul  Kniker  and  perhaps  others  whose  names  are 
not  known  to  us  all  did  willing  supply  work  in  vacant  churches  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  Sincere  thanks  to  them.  Brief  reports  of  the 
various  fields,  omitting  statistics,  now  follow. 

1.  and  2.  United  Evang.  Corpus  Christi  and  Christ ,  Woodsboro. 
Brother  Martin  Ernst  resigned  and  left  this  field  in  November  to  accept 
another  church  in  our  district  and  since  that  time  the  neighboring 
pastor,  Rev.  Paul  Kniker,  has  looked  after  both  churches.  In  spite  of 
conscientious  and  intensive  work  the  immediate  prospects  for  both  of 
these  churches  to  become  self-sustaining  are  uncertain,  hence  due  to 
reasons  as  already  stated  it  was  thought  advisable  to  look  after  them 
together  with  the  neighboring  churches  until  better  conditions  come 
and  make  it  possible  for  these  people  to  do  more  for  themselves. 

3.  and  4.  Immanuel,  Spring  and  Christ,  Cypress .  Rev.  E.  Puhl- 
mann.  The  Church  at  Spring  is  developing  nicely  under  the  sincere 
efforts  of  their  leader.  An  actual  membership  gain  of  more  than  30 
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percent  was  attained  during  the  year.  A  debt  of  $600.00  on  the  new 
parsonage  will  also  soon  be  liquidated.  There  has  not  been  this  marked 
development  at  Cypress,  where  the  work  is  going  along  quite  well 
however. 

5.  and  6.  Salem,  Birch  and  St.  John,  Dime  Box,  Rev.  C.  Stadler. 
Adverse  agricultural  conditions  make  it  hard  for  these  two  churches  to 
make  any  headway.  The  Pastor  is  doing  all  that  is  perhaps  possible  to 
further  the  work.  The  latter  church  is  located  amidst  several  other 
churches  in  a  small  village  thus  impeding  natural  development.  Just 
what  the  future  will  be  is  hard  to  say  should  the  suggested  plan  be 
put  into  effect. 

7.  Christ  Evang.,  Houston,  Rev.  Paul  Rahmeier.  Real  progress  is 
made  at  Christ  Church  with  a  nice  membership  gain.  Payment  of 
over  $600.00  on  debt  and  interest  and  an  increase  toward  the  pastor's 
salary  for  the  new  year.  The  need  of  a  parsonage  adjoining  the  church 
has  led  to  the  starting  of  a  building  fund  for  this  purpose.  The  Bible 
School  and  other  organizations  are  hard  at  work  and  assisting  the 
church  quite  materially  in  a  financial  way. 

8.  First  Evang.,  Karnes  City.  Rev.  W.  H.  Aufderhaar.  This  field 
was  surveyed  by  the  pastor  and  a  helper  last  Summer  and  was  found 
to  be  worthwhile  in  every  way,  even  though  the  center  of  the  com¬ 
munity  is  not  near  the  highway.  Present  financial  conditions  make  it 
impossible  for  the  Central  Board  to  undertake  the  development  of  this 
field.  The  long  distance  from  San  Antonio  makes  it  very  difficult  to 
care  for  and  much  credit  is  due  the  present  pastor  for  his  loyal  and 
willing  service. 

9.  Christ,  Lockhart,  Rev.  J.  Reichert.  There  have  not  been  any 
noticeable  changes  in  this  field  during  the  past  year.  The  plight  of  the 
farmer  in  this  section  has  retarded  progress  due  to  the  inability  of 
many  to  support  the  church.  The  work  of  proclaiming  the  gospel  is 
appreciated  here  as  elsewhere  under  existing  conditions. 

10.  and  11.  Evang.  Luth.,  Orange  Grove  and  Friedens,  Tynan,  Rev. 
Paul  Kniker.  After  several  years  of  supply  preaching  these  two 
churches  have  had  the  advantage  of  a  full-time  pastor.  Progress  is 
necessarily  slow,  but  some  advances  have  been  made.  At  present  the 
pastor,  however,  has  the  additional  work  of  looking  after  both  Corpus 
Christi  and  Woodsboro. 

12.  Friedens,  Riesel,  Rev.  A.  Greeb.  The  present  pastor  has  just 
started  work  where  a  long  vacancy  of  almost  a  year  had  existed.  Since 
the  passing  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Jud  the  work  here  has  been  done  by  the 
neighboring  pastor,  Rev.  C.  Mueller  and  for  two  months  during  the 
summer  by  Mr.  Edwin  Eiben.  Prospects  of  real  development  are  evi¬ 
dent  there.  We  hope  and  pray  that  rapid  strides  can  be  made  with 
God’s  help  toward  making  this  church  self-sustaining. 

13.  Immanuel,  San  Angelo,  Vacant.  Rev.  Wm.  Scholze  has  in- 
augerated  a  “new  deal”  as  he  calls  it  for  San  Angelo.  He  goes  over 
there  from  Rowena  each  Friday  to  make  calls  and  conduct  the  Young 
People’s  Leagues  and  then  each  Sunday  afternoon  for  services.  Rev. 
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Theo.  Beier  resigned  and  left  there  in  October  at  which  time  the 
church  was  very  discouraged  and  thought  of  disbanding.  The  fine  re¬ 
lief  work  done  by  Brother  Scholze,  however,  has  aroused  new  hopes 
here  for  the  future. 

14.  Evang.  Community,  San  Antonio,  Rev.  W.  H.  Aufderhaar.  Fine 
progress  has  been  made  here  with  a  membership  gain  of  over  50  per¬ 
cent  and  the  meeting  of  all  financial  obligations.  Under  the  steady 
leadership  of  the  present  pastor  this  promising  church  should  begin 
to  grow  and  make  quick  strides  toward  becoming  self-sustaining.  Twice 
monthly  the  pastor  also  makes  the  long  trips  to  Karnes  City  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  looking  after  his  own  work. 

15.  Friedens,  San  Antonio,  Rev.  F.  W.  Schaefer.  Fine  headway  has 
also  been  made  here  during  the  past  year.  A  membership  gain  of  some 
25  percent  was  scored  and  certain  urgent  financial  obligations  were 
met.  With  perseverance  and  God’s  help  this  hard-stricken  church  will 
work  out  of  all  trouble.  Fine  leadership  there  is  being  met  with  splen¬ 
did  cooperation.  Without  the  help  of  the  Mission  Board  of  the  Synod 
this  church  would  probably  have  disbanded. 

16.  Friedens,  Three  Oaks,  Rev.  August  Artus.  The  past  year  has 
not  brought  any  great  changes  in  this  church.  Just  what  arrange¬ 
ment  for  its  future  will  be  made  is  still  uncertain. 

17.  Zion,  Electra,  Vacant.  Very  little  supply  work  was  possible 
for  this  faithful  flock.  Brother  Uhlhorn  held  services  there  several 
times.  If  some  other  denomination  can  serve  this  better  than  we  can, 
then  we  should  dispose  of  our  holdings  there.  The  district  board  has 
not  been  able  thus  far  to  take  any  active  part  toward  solving  the  prob¬ 
lems  connected  with  this  isolated  church. 

A  total  of  $8,728.46  was  received  by  seventeen  mission  churches 
being  served  by  twelve  pastors.  For  1935  the  Central  Board  for  Home 
Missions  has  granted  the  sum  of  $6,185.00.  May  the  Lord’s  richest 
blessings  go  out  to  every  worker  and  his  flock.

Dear  Brother: 

Of  the  forty  pastors  and  one  teacher  of  the  district  there  are 
thirty-four  pastors  and  the  one  teacher  members  of  the  Pension  Fund. 
Four  pastors  are  pensioned,  two  are  temporarily  disabled,  one  draws 
pension,  because  his  salary  is  below  the  minimum;  one  is  without  a 
charge  and  being  below  pension  age,  receives  special  relief.  Special 
relief  has  been  granted  also  to  our  Brother  H.  Schulz,  in  Burton. 

Six  pastors’  widows  receive  pension,  and  one  widow  special  relief. 
Brother  John  Meiller  had  to  apply  for  pension  and  relief  on  account 
of  disability.  We  were  glad  to  be  able  to  give  him  and  his  family  a 
home  in  our  own  “Eden  Evangelical  Pastor’s  Home.’’

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Report  of  the  Laymen’s  Meeting  May  169  1935 

Presiding  Officer:  Mr.  W.  F.  Puls. 

Opening  Prayer:  Matthew  9:  37-38. 

A  detailed  address  was  delivered  by  Delegate  C,  G.  Schietinger 
and  his  subject  was  “Church  and  the  Synodical  Program.”  On  the 
suggestion  of  the  Houston  delegate,  H.  J.  Salge,  it  was  resolved  that 
a  permanent  laymen's  organization  be  formed  and  a  copy  of  the  min¬ 
utes  of  this  meeting  be  mimeographed  for  distribution  to  laymen  be¬ 
fore  adjourning  of  the  conference,  and  it  was  further  resolved  that  the 
District  Secretary  be  provided  with  a  copy  of  such  for  use  at  future 
conferences. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  to  serve  until  the  next  district 
conference:  president,  Mr.  C.  G.  Schietinger,  Weimar,  Texas;  vice- 
president,  Mr.  R.  C.  Malitz,  1503  Milby  St.,  Houston,  Texas;  secretary- 
treasurer,  Mr.  E.  G.  Hudel,  Fed.  Res.  Bk.,  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  advisability  of  organizing  a  Brotherhood  in  all  Texas  churches 
was  discussed  and  the  respective  pastors  should  be  urged  to  support 
this  phase  of  church  work. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted:  “This  body  goes  on  record  favoring  stricter  su¬ 
pervision  and  discipline  of  pastors  and  congregations  and  provision  for 
central  authority  with  power  to  station  pastors  for  definite  time 
periods.” 

Upon  discussing  the  apparent  indifference  existing  among  members 
of  congregations,  the  great  lack  of  information  was  considered  the  chief 
factor  and  it  was  therefore  resolved:  “The  district  council  be  requested 
to  find  ways  and  means  of  providing  each  family  with  the  Gemindebote, 
since  it  was  felt  that  each  member  was  entitled  to  receive  news  and 
information  of  general  interest  in  the  district.”  At  a  special  meeting 
of  the  laymen  held  Friday  afternoon,  May  17,  the  following  resolution 
was  presented  for  consideration:  “Resolved:  That  the  district  council 
recommends  to  the  Texas  District  that  a  standing  committee  of  4  lay¬ 
men  (one  from  each  region)  be  elected  by  laymen  of  the  Texas  District 
for  the  term  of  4  years  to  take  charge  of  all  promotional  work  among 
laymen.”  Upon  due  deliberation  the  resolution  was  accepted  and  the 
following  laymen  were  elected:  Waco  Region,  E.  G.  Hudel,  Chairman; 
Brazos  Region,  C.  G.  Schietinger;  San  Antonio  Region,  Chas.  Schlake; 
Houston  Region,  R.  L.  Scheef.

Resolutions 

President  of  the  Synod 

1.  The  Texas  District  is  in  full  accord  with  the  President  of  the 
Synod  in  emphasizing  as  our  foremost  duty  the  preaching  of  Christ  and 
the  practical  application  of  his  teachings  to  all  relationships  of  life. 
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2.  With  rejoicing  hearts,  we  gratefully  note  the  unfolding  of  the 
practical  aspects  of  the  so  happily  consummated  union  with  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  evidenced  in  the  growing  fel¬ 
lowship  and  blending  of  interests  among  pastors,  congregations,  and 
the  various  official  boards. 

3.  The  Texas  District  sincerely  mourns  the  passing  of  our  faith¬ 
ful  president,  Rev.  C.  W.  Locher,  regrets  that  the  highly  valued  services 
of  his  successor,  Rev.  Paul  Press,  terminated  so  soon,  and  extends  the 
hand  of  full  cooperation  to  our  present  leader.  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick. 

4.  The  District  fully  appreciates  the  promotional  work  done  under 
present  trying  conditions  by  the  various  executive  secretaries  of  our 
synodical  boards. 

5.  The  Texas  District  deplores  the  alarming  minimum  reached  in 
our  giving  for  kingdom  work  throughout  the  Synod,  and  urgently  re¬ 
quests  every  congregation  in  the  district  to  do  its  utmost  for  the  year 
1935  in  support  of  the  synodical  budget. 

6.  In  keeping  with  the  traditional  policy  of  our  denomination,  the 
district  expects  all  congregations  and  pastors  to  use  only  pure  and  un¬ 
spotted  methods  in  the  raising  of  money  for  our  program  work. 

District  President 

1.  The  Texas  District  agrees  with  its  president  that  the  church  of 
today  must  find  faith  that  faces  storms  fearlessly  if  it  wants  to  survive. 

2.  The  Texas  District  endorses  with  minor  changes  the  resolutions 
of  the  district  council:  “Resolved:  that  the  district  council  recom¬ 
mends  to  the  Texas  District  that  a  standing  committee  of  four  laymen 
(one  from  each  region)  be  elected  by  the  laymen  of  the  Texas  District 
for  the  term  of  four  years  to  take  charge  of  all  promotional  work 
among  the  laymen.’' 

3.  The  Texas  District  gratefully  commends  the  First  Evangelical 
Church  of  Houston  and  its  pastor,  Rev.  D.  Baltzer,  for  its  missionary 
spirit  which  manifested  itself  in  the  liberal  gifts  to  its  two  sister 
churches  in  Houston,  Christ  Evangelical  and  Bethel  Evangelical.  (Ris¬ 
ing  vote). 

4.  The  Texas  District  was  happy  to  have  at  its  conference,  the 
President  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Rich¬ 
ards;  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  President  of  the  Synod;  Rev.  F.  A.  Goetsch,  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  Mrs.  Lillian  Lang,  Field 
Secretary  of  the  Evangelical  Society  of  Medical  Missions. 

5.  The  Texas  District  thanks  the  Board  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  its  Superintendent,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  John  Dippel,  and  the  evangelical 
churches  of  San  Antonio  and  their  pastors  for  their  splendid  hospitality 
and  instructs  the  president  to  give  expression  of  this  at  an  opportune 
time. 

6.  The  Texas  District  expresses  its  sincere  appreciation  for  the 
devoted  service  of  its  president,  Rev.  Robert  Mohr. 
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Home  Missions — District  and  Synod 
A.  District 

1.  The  Texas  District  acknowledges  the  faithful  work  that  has 
been  done  by  the  District  Board  of  Home  Missions  under  the  present 
conditions  of  unrest,  and  gives  them  a  deserving  vote  of  thanks,  ex¬ 
pressing  its  confidence  in  their  future  management  of  home  mission 
problems  in  our  district  and  pledging  its  loyal  support  to  their  work. 

2.  The  Texas  District  acknowledges  the  sincere  efforts  of  the  mis¬ 
sion  congregations  and  rejoices  in  their  steadfastness  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  under  the  difficult  financial  conditions  and  urges  them  to  carry 
on  the  most  precious  work  entrusted  to  them  in  the  name  of  Christ  in 
establishing  his  kingdom  in  their  respective  communities. 

3.  The  Texas  District  pledges  to  all  of  our  home  mission  congre¬ 
gations  its  loyal  support  and  requests  the  stronger  congregations  and 
also  the  pastors  of  these  congregations  to  lend  aid  and  support  to  the 
weaker  ones,  because  we  are  all  one  body  in  Christ  and  in  these  dis¬ 
tressing  times  must  learn  to  pool  our  resources.

1.  The  Texas  District  acknowledges  the  strenuous  efforts  of  the 
Central  Home  Mission  Board  to  keep  up  the  work  of  home  missions  in 
our  Synod,  which  is  inseparably  connected  with  the  existence  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  our  Synod,  and  pledges  the  wholehearted  support  of  the 
district  to  this  work.

•. ;  2.  The  District  feels  itself  in  hearty  accord  with  the  purpose  of 
the  Diakonie  Yerein,  to  enlist  our  people  for  the  promotion  of  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  our  Home  for  the  Aged,  and  the  Pastor’s  Homes. 

3.  We  express  to  the  Dallas  Brotherhood  our  hearty  appreciation 
for  publication  and  distribution  of  their  excellent  pamphlet,  “Our 
Pride.”  (Rising  vote.) 

4.  We  recognize  with  grateful  appreciation  the  work  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  Diakonie  Verein  and  we  wish  to  see  a  greater  interest  and  a  more 
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liberal  support  by  organizing  a  Diakonie  Verein  within  every  congrega¬ 
tion  of  the  Texas  District.  We  are  able  to  do  so  when  our  people  are 
properly  approached  and  informed. 

Gemeindebote 

1.  We  thank  the  editor  of  the  Gemeindebote,  Rev.  J.  Jaworski,  for 
his  unselfish  services  and  we  feel  deeply  indebted  for  his  generous  edi¬ 
torship.  (Rising  vote.) 

2.  In  view  of  the  valuable  service  he  has  given  as  editor  in  the 
past,  the  Texas  District  asks  him  to  continue  to  serve  as  editor  of  the 
Gemindebote. 

3.  We  expect  all  pastors  and  congregations  to  assist  and  cooperate 
with  the  editor  by  gaining  new  subscribers  and  sending  in  items  of 
interest. 

4.  Regarding  the  surplus,  an  occasion  of  joy,  the  District,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  Rev.  Jaworski,  designates:  ten  dollars  to  the  treas¬ 
ury  of  the  district;  ten  dollars  to  the  treasury  of  the  Texas  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board;  and  ten  dollars  to  the  Diakonie  Yerein. 

Church  Extension,  Pension,  Fire  and  Storm 

1.  The  Texas  District  commends  the  Extension  Fund  Board  for 
its  labors  under  difficulties,  approves  its  close  cooperation  with  the 
Home  Mission  Board,  and  is  particularly  grateful  for  its  help  in  our 
district. 

2.  The  Texas  District  fully  endorses  the  Mutual  Fire  and  Storm 
Insurance  Association  and  recommends  that  all  its  pastors,  workers, 
and  congregations  avail  themselves  of  its  services.  We  also  appreciate 
the  new  policies  and  urge  all  who  are  eligible  to  take  advantage  of 
them. 

3.  We  appreciate  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  District  Inspector, 
Rev.  E.  H.  Schwengel,  in  carefully  attending  to  our  policies  and  espe¬ 
cially  with  regard  to  renewing  under  the  new  policies. 

4.  We  are  glad  that  it  was  possible  to  increase  the  pension  last 
year  in  spite  of  prevailing  conditions. 

5.  The  Conference  urges  all  its  pastors  and  delegates  to  a  greater 
support  of  our  own  Eden  Pastor’s  Home. 

Eden  Theological  Seminary 

1.  The  Texas  District  concurs  with  Dr.  S.  D.  Press  in  his  state¬ 
ment  that  since  Christ’s  own  self  rooted  in  God  and  drew  the  power 
from  God  in  order  to  live  his  religion,  which  was  to  do  the  will  of  God 
regardless  of  its  consequences,  it  must  needs  be  the  theology  of  the 
Evangelical  Christian  minister  courageously  to  follow  in  the  footsteps 
of  the  Master,  even  at  the  cost  of  material  and  earthly  profits  and  the 
honor  of  man. 

2.  Since  theology  is  the  greatest  of  all  sciences  and  has  to  do 
with  the  actualities  of  life,  the  Texas  District  endorses  not  only  the 
raising  of  the  entrance  requirements  to  a  full  A.B.  course,  but  also  the 
more  organized  attention  and  efforts  of  field  work. 
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3.  The  Texas  District  believes  that  as  soon  as  the  faith  and  relig¬ 
ion  of  all  ministers  and  church  members  of  the  Synod  is  rooted  in  God 
and  draws  its  strength  from  God,  the  financial  clouds  will  vanish. 

4.  The  Texas  District  congratulates  the  ministers  and  Evangelical 
church  members  of  St.  Louis  and  vicinity  for  the  convocations,  special 
lectures,  musicales,  etc.,  they  may  attend  and  endorses  fully  such  under¬ 
takings. 

5.  The  Texas  District  believes  that  the  guiding  of  the  field  work 
is  a  big  enough  and  important  enough  job  for  one  suitable  man,  to  give 
his  full  time  and  thought  to  it,  and  recommends  that  it  be  done  as  soon 
as  the  financial  and  other  conditions  of  the  seminary  permit  it. 

Elmhurst  College 

1.  The  Texas  District  notes  with  much  satisfaction  that  our  Elm¬ 
hurst  College  is  now  fully  accredited  and  a  member  of  the  North  Cen¬ 
tral  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools.  We  accept  these 
achievements  as  a  challenge  to  ^become  more  loyal  and  more  generous 
in  our  support  not  only  of  the  work  of  higher  education  of  our  future 
ministers  and  Evangelical  youth  but  also  of  the  kingdom  at  large. 

2.  The  Texas  District  emphasizes  the  fact  that  educational  work 
is  a  live  and  most  important  work,  and  just  as  important  as  missionary 
work, — yea — it  is  missionary  work  with  our  youth  and  therefore  a  duty 
of  every  Christian;  we  also  firmly  believe  that  steady  growth  is  a  log¬ 
ical  consequence  of  real  natural  as  well  as  spiritual  life  and  a  more 
generous  support  of  our  educational  institutions  would  be  a  tangible 
proof  of  spiritual  growth  and  vitality. 

3.  The  Texas  District  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  new  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty  and  wishes  them  God’s  richest  blessings  for  their 
heart,  hearth  and  work. 

4.  'The  Texas  District  resolves  that  the  needed  full-time  field  rep¬ 
resentative  be  engaged,  and  another  woman  be  added  to  the  faculty. 

5.  The  Texas  District  resolves  that  all  of  its  pastors  and  congre¬ 
gations  should  cooperate  with  the  board  and  faculty  of  Elmhurst  Col¬ 
lege  by  doing  according  to  the  recommendations.  (Page  41  of  Annual 
Reports.) 

6.  The  Texas  District  expresses  its  gratitude  to  the  boards  and 
faculties  of  Eden  Seminary  and  Elmhurst  College  respectively  for  their 
faithfulness  and  sacrifices  in  their  work  under  the  present  conditions 
and  confesses  that  much  retrenchment  would  not  have  been  necessary 
if  every  pastor  and  church  member  would  have  done  at  least  his  duty. 

Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

1.  Resolved  that  the  Texas  District  appreciates  the  fine  “Christ¬ 
mas  and  Lenten  Messages”  of  the  Commission  of  Christianity  and  So¬ 
cial  Problems. 

2.  Resolved  that  the  Texas  District  commend  the  Commission  for 
its  part  in  furnishing  film  estimates  for  the  Tidings  and  Light  Bearer; 
and  recommends  the  estimates  to  our  people  for  their  use. 
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3.  Resolved  that  the  president  of  our  district  be  instructed  to  ap¬ 
point  a  district  committee  to  work  in  cooperation  with  the  commission. 

4.  Resolved  that  the  Texas  District  deplores  the  lack  of  financial 
help  given  this  Commission,  which  all  but  crippled  this  work,  and  that 
this  Commission  is  under  special  need  for  our  designations. 

5.  Resolved  that  we  approve  the  statement  of  “Functions”  of  the 
merged  Commissions  as  given  in  the  last  two  paragraphs  on  page  154 
of  the  report. 

Federated  Activities 

1.  The  Women’s  Federations  of  the  Texas  District  are  to  be  com¬ 
mended  for  their  splendid  efforts  in  helping  to  make  the  members  of 
individual  congregations  Kingdom  minded  through  the  use  of  their 
monthly  program  and  distribution  of  “Daily  Talks  with  God.” 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  fifteenth  birthday  (1936)  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Women’s  Union  be  observed  also  in  our  district  in  a  special  way. 

3.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  our  men  are  becoming  more  in¬ 
formed  and  loyal  to  the  program  and  activities  of  the  congregation  and 
kingdom  at  large  through  the  activities  of  the  Brotherhoods,  and  there¬ 
fore,  recommend  the  organization  of  Brotherhoods  where  they  do  not 
as  yet  exist.  We  heartily  endorse  the  annual  projects  as  outlined  by 
our  secretary,  Rev.  H.  L.  Streich.  (Page  12  of  1935  report.) 

4.  We  rejoice  that  more  of  the  young  people  of  our  Texas  District 
are  becoming  Kingdom  minded  and  are  taking  up  some  special  form 
of  kingdom  work.  For  instance,  deaconess  work;  and  therefore  recom¬ 
mend  the  loyal  and  hearty  support  of  the  work  of  Federated  Charities 
by  each  congregation. 

Christian  Education 

1.  The  Texas  District  agrees  with  the  Synodical  Board  of  Relig¬ 
ious  Education  that  the  goal  of  Christian  Education  must  be  to  shape 
the  lives  of  ourselves  and  of  our  children  after  the  perfect  pattern  of 
the  life  of  Jesus  Christ. 

2.  The  Texas  District  acknowledges  the  splendid  work  and  results 
of  the  Synodical  and  the  District  Boards  of  Religious  Education  in  the 
maintaining  and  developing  of  the  Evangelical  Leadership  Training 
Schools  in  spite  of  constant  financial  handicaps. 

3.  We  urge  that  all  of  our  churches  send  workers  and  prospective 
workers  to  the  Lone  Star  E.  L.  T.  S.  and  supplement  the  work  of  this 
school  by  local  training  classes. 

4.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  purpose  of  the  schools  are  likely 
to  be  mis-interpreted  by  some  of  the  students,  we  recommend  that  the 
name  of  the  Evangelical  Leadership  Training  Schools  be  changed  to 
Evangelical  Training  School  for  Service. 

5.  We  urge  all  of  our  churches  to  avail  themselves  of  the  valuable 
service  offered  by  the  Synodical  Board  of  Religious  Education. 

6.  The  Texas  District  realizes  the  great  value  of  the  Home  De¬ 
partment  in  extending  the  usefulness  of  the  Sunday  school  and  urges 
all  churches  without  a  Home  Department  to  organize  one. 
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Executive  Secretary  and  Annuities 

1.  The  Texas  District  appreciates  very  much  the  double  work  be¬ 
ing  done  by  the  Executive  Secretary  through  his  being  elected  as  one 
of  the  secretaries  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  new  church. 

2.  The  Texas  District  highly  recommends  the  promotional  book¬ 
let  on  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  and  is  thankful  for  the 
publication  of  the  Lenten  pamphlets. 

3.  The  Texas  District  rejoices  that  a  special  department  for  the 
handling  of  slide  material  is  to  take  care  of  this  very  important  branch 
of  the  promotional  work. 

4.  The  Texas  District  is  in  favor  of  having  all  reports  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  conference  published  in  one  volume  and  that  therefore  some  defi¬ 
nite  arrangements  should  be  made  in  order  to  make  this  possible. 

5.  The  Texas  District  agrees  to  the  formation  of  a  Kingdom  Ser¬ 
vice  Committee  for  the  united  promotional  efforts  of  the  Evangelical 
and  Reformed  Church. 

6.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  quite  a  number  of  loyal  Evangel¬ 
ical  people  helped  our  Synod  through  annuities  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  more  of  our  people  might  be  willing  to  assist  our  church  in 
this  way. 

Foreign  Missions 

1.  The  Texas  District  pays  tribute  to  the  splendid  work  of  Dr. 
Menzel,  who  passed  from  our  midst  since  the  last  district  conference. 

2.  The  Texas  District  expresses  its  appreciation  in  the  wonderful 
work  the  Women’s  Union,  the  Evangelical  Society  for  Medical  Missions, 
and  the  individuals  of  our  church  have  done  toward  the  upbuilding  of 
our  foreign  mission  work. 

3.  The  Texas  District  rejoices  that  the  Foreign  Mission  Boards  of 
the  two  constituencies  of  our  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  could 
take  some  steps  in  integrating  their  work,  and  hope  that  this  work 
might  come  to  a  fuller  realization  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

4.  The  Texas  District  rejoices  that  we  have  had  the  good  fortune 
in  acquiring  a  new  medical  missionary,  Dr.  Freund,  for  our  India  field. 

5.  The  Texas  District  expresses  its  regret  in  the  loss  of  Mrs.  Helen 
Enslin  Suger  for  our  Foreign  Mission  cause,  due  to  ill  health  on  her 
part  and  wishes  her  a  speedy  recovery. 

6.  The  Texas  District  rejoices  that  two  new  mission  stations 
could  be  opened  in  Honduras  during  the  last  year,  namely  Yoro  and 
Pinalejo. 

7.  The  Texas  District  hopes  and  prays  that  the  vacancies  in  our 
Foreign  Mission  fields  may  soon  be  replaced;  namely  for  India,  one  or¬ 
dained  missionary  and  two  college-trained  young  women;  and  for  Hon¬ 
duras,  one  ordained  missionary. 

8.  The  Texas  District  believes  that  the  way  to  raise  our  budget 
is  by  giving  information  on  Christian  missions  through  the  mission 
writings  of  our  church,  namely,  “Fliegende  Missionsblaetter”;  “Our 
Work”;  “Our  Mission  Sunday  (for  juniors)  Foreign  Mission  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Friedensbote  and  the  Evangelical  Herald. 
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9.  The  Texas  District  recommends  that  its  members  get  acquainted 
with  the  monthly  missionary  periodical,  “Outlook  for  Mission"  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Reformed  Church,  and  hopes  that  this  periodical  will  be¬ 
come  the  missionary  periodical  of  the  united  church. 

10.  The  Texas  District  commends  the  splendid  missionary  material 
of  the  Missionary  Education  Movement.

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The  Forty-Third  Conference  of  the  West  Missouri  District  opened 
with  a  Communion  Service  at  two-thirty  p.  m.  on  the  above  date  at 
Zion  Evangelical  Church,  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  Rev.  G.  Kreuzenstein 
of  Billingsville,  conducted  the  liturgical  service,  and  Rev.  Theo.  Hauck 
of  Higginsville,  led  our  meditation,  basing  his  inspirational  address 
on  the  words  of  Paul,  1  Corinthians  11:  23-29.  Having  been  thus  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  proper  approach  to  the  table  of  the  Lord,  the  entire  Con¬ 
ference  membership  partook  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament. 

At  the  close  of  this  service,  the  Committees  undertook  their  re¬ 
spective  tasks. 

Opening  Service 

At  eight  o’clock  p.  m.  the  Conference  met  again  at  a  service  of 
divine  worship.  Rev.  F.  Stoerker,  Pastor  of  Zion  Church,  was  in 
charge  of  the  service,  and  at  the  proper  time  also  extended  the  wel¬ 
come  of  Zion  Church  to  the  Conference.  Dr.  George  W.  Richards, 
President  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church,  preached  on  the 
theme  “The  Christian  Control  of  Life,”  using  as  his  text  1  Corinthians 
6:  12,  “All  things  are  lawful  for  me,  but  I  will  not  be  brought  under 
the  power  of  any.”  He  showed  how  this  statement  of  Paul  was  a 
declaration  of  freedom  and  likewise  an  affirmation  of  self-control.  He 
pointed  out  the  fallacies  of  the  Ascetic  and  Libertine  in  their  attitude 
toward  the  things  of  life,  suggesting  in  their  place  the  Christ-way, 
challenging  all  to  come  under  the  control  of  this  power  of  the  universe 
— love.  He  declared  the  primary  function  of  the  church  to  be  the 
propogation  of  the  Christian  attitude,  which  is  greater  than  law  and 
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pointed  out  that  we  have  as  our  help  for  this  purpose  the  fellowship  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  Conference  program  set  aside  a  period  each  morning  for 
devotional  purposes.  Rev.  N.  Lehmann  of  Hartsburg,  led  in  these 
devotions,  taking  as  his  theme,  “The  Divine  Power  Hath  Granted  Unto 
Us  All  Things  That  Pertain  Unto  Life  and  Godliness.”  He  treated  this 
subject  in  the  three  sub-topics,  (a)  “The  Source  of  Power.”  (b)  “The 
Distribution  of  Power.”  (c)  “The  Individual  Appropriation  of  Power.” 
Text  2  Peter  1:  2-3.

District  President’s  Report 

“And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye 
shall  receive.”  Matthew  21:  22. 

Dear  Coworkers: 

We  are  living  in  a  time  of  serious  unrest.  In  vain  have  the  na¬ 
tions  of  the  world  been  striving  for  peace.  On  every  hand  the  spirit  of 
dissention  and  strife,  of  hatred  and  contempt  is  keeping  the  nations  in 
constant  turmoil.  Governments  are  being  over-thrown,  kingdoms  are 
falling  and  new  powers  and  new  nations  have  sprung  up.  Serious 
national  and  international  problems  are  taxing  the  genius  of  the 
world’s  greatest  men  to  the  utmost. 

In  this  period  of  reconstruction  and  reconciliation  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  must  take  its  portion  of  the  task.  Should  the  Church  of 
today  fail  to  grasp  its  opportunity  and  not  use  its  God-given  power  to 
counter-balance  the  forces  of  evil,  then  the  future  outlook  of  the  world 
will  indeed  be  hopeless.  There  is  but  one  means  and  one  road  that 
will  lead  us  to  victory.  This  road  leads  us  through  faith  and  prayer 
over  Calvary  to  victory. 

It  is  this  road  the  Master  trod.  In  the  extreme  moment  of  passion 
and  agony  he  enters  the  sacred  confines  of  Gethsemane  and  there  finds 
comfort  and  strength  in  prayer.  Through  prayer  he  consecrates  Him¬ 
self  and  His  work.  Through  faith  and  prayer  He  is  able  to  bring  the 
greatest  sacrifice  and  in  the  end  conquer  over  Satan,  sin  and  death. 

As  the  followers  of  Christ,  this  great  heritage  of  power  and 
strength  has  been  bestowed  upon  us.  Are  we  equal  to  the  task?  If 
this  world  of  ours  is  to  be  saved,  then  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
must  save  it.  If  the  forces  that  are  threatening  the  life  of  nations  with 
destruction  are  to  be  curbed,  then  must  the  Church  exert  more  and 
more  its  power  and  its  influence.  What  this  world  needs  more  than 
ever  today  is  men  of  holy  vision  and  vigor,  men  filled  with  the  con¬ 
viction  of  Jesus,  with  a  just  cause  and  a  consecrated  life. 

Thus  and  thus  only  will  we  be  able  to  do  our  portion  in  the  great 
task  of  re-construction  and  re-conciliation.  Thus  let  us  face  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  our  own  Church.  The  Master’s:  “Lo,  I  am  with  you,”  was  a 
promise  not  only  to  the  early  disciples  but  unto  the  Church  forever. 
Our  country,  our  homes  and  our  congregations  demand  of  us  that  the 
whole  truth  of  Christ  be  declared  consistently  and  with  the  thought 
of  our  scriptural  quotation  in  mind  let  us  begin  the  task  before  us: 
“And  all  things  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall 
receive.” 

In  giving  you  a  brief  resume  of  the  most  outstanding  facts  and 
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activities  of  the  district  during  the  past  conference  year,  let  me  begin

Rev.  T.  Lehman  has  written  under  date  of  February  28,  1935;  “In¬ 
creasingly  it  becomes  evident  that  a  good  word  from  you  to  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  your  District  may  mean  the  turning  of  the  scale  in  favor  of 
further  enthusiastic  co-operation.”  Let  me  therefore  bring  this  matter 
again  to  your  attention  and  urge  upon  all  pastors  to  co-operate  with 
Rev.  Lehman  for  a  most  effective  follow-up  on  all  pledges.  Total  col¬ 
lections  in  our  District  from  January  1,  1934  to  January  1,  1935 
amounted  to  $2,521.25,  making  a  grand  total  paid  to  date  of  $11,228.25. 

Communication  from  President  of  Synod 

“In  accordance  with  a  decision  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church  and  on  recommendation  of  its  com¬ 
mittee  on  correlation  and  promotion,  there  are  to  be  elected  or  ap¬ 
pointed  in  every  district:  “Kingdom  Service  Committees”  whose  duty 
it  will  be  to  promote  the  various  kingdom  agencies  of  the  denomina¬ 
tion  in  cooperation  with  the  respective  boards. 

“It  is  the  intention  of  calling  all  chairmen  of  these  committees 
from  both  groups  to  meet  this  fall  for  a  two  day  session  with  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  correlation  and  promotion.  At  that  time  a  general  plan  of 
promotion  will  be  submitted  and  a  regular  school  of  instruction  held 
to  insure  that  the  plan  will  be  properly  carried  out.  For  this  reason 
it  is  very  important  that  these  committees  be  selected  this  spring. 

“Since  the  chairman  is  to  be  the  keyman  in  the  district  for  all 
promotional  activities,  his  personality  is  of  considerable  importance 
....  He  should  by  all  means,  be  someone  whose  loyalty  to  the  larger 
cause  is  unquestioned  and  who  is  both  able  and  willing  to  serve. 

“We  suggest  that  the  other  members  of  this  committee  be  selected 
by  choosing  one  from  each  region  in  the  district,  they  in  turn  to  serve 
as  chairman  of  similar  committees  in  the  region.  They  should  be 
chosen  with  equal  care  as  the  chairman  and  you  should  assure  yourself 
of  their  ability  and  willingness  to  serve. 

“Will  you  please  take  it  upon  yourself  to  see  that  this  matter  is 
attended  to  without  delay  and  report  the  action  taken  to  my  office  and 
addresses  of  the  men  selected. 

“I  count  on  your  fullest  cooperation  in  order  that  your  district  may 
be  ably  represented  at  the  promotional  meeting  which  is  to  be  called 
for  next  fall.”

District  Budget 

To  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Bierbaum, 

President,  West  Missouri  District. 

I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  as  budget  secretary  of  the 
district  council  of  the  West  Missouri  District.  This  report  covers  the 
budget  payments  from  the  churches  of  this  district  during  the  year 
1934. 

A  total  of  $12,696.54  was  paid  by  the  churches  of  the  district  to  the 
synodical  budget.  Our  quota  for  the  year  was  $16,000.  That  gives  the 
district  a  fraction  over  79%  of  its  total  quota.  The  total  amount  is 
$568.95  lower  than  it  was  in  the  previous  year. 

Thirteen  churches  paid  their  quota  100%  or  more.  The  highest 
percentage  was  attained  by  the  St.  Paul's  Church,  Napoleon,  with  104%. 
Four  churches  paid  75%  up  to  99%;  11  churches  paid  50%  up  to 
74%;  and  six  churches  paid  less  than  50%.  Every  church  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  with  the  exception  of  the  Evangelical  Church  at  Columbia,  which 
had  no  quota  assigned  to  it,  pdid  something  toward  the  quota.  Espe¬ 
cially  examplary  is  the  work  of  the  Pastor's  Home  at  Blue  Springs, 
who,  although  no  quota  was  assigned  them  paid  $67.45  to  the  budget. 

The  attached  statistics  will  show  that  the  Zion  Church  at  Arrow 
Rock  and  the  Salem  Church  at  Little  Rock  are  each  credited  with  a 
larger  contribution  to  the  budget  than  they  probably  expected.  That 
is  because  each  church  sent  a  contribution  to  the  synodical  treasurer 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  1934,  which  they  desired  to  have 
credited  to  their  1933  quota,  but  which  arrived  at  the  office  of  the 
treasurer  too  late  and  was  therefore  recorded  in  the  records  for  1934. 
For  the  same  reason  Zion  Church,  St.  Joseph,  will  find  their  total  for 
1934  $100  less  than  they  probably  expected.  The  last  $100  remitted  by 
this  church,  although  intended  by  the  church  to  be  added  to  their  1934 
payments,  was  received  by  the  synodical  treasurer  too  late,  and  is 
carried  in  the  records  for  1935.  The  figures  contained  in  this  report 
correspond  with  the  figures  submitted  to  me  by  the  treasurer  of  the 
Synod. 

The  statistics  further  show  that  the  sum  of  $480.46  has  been 
credited  to  the  churches  of  our  district  as  designations.

To  the  West  Missouri  District

We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  work  at  St.  Paul’s  church  has 
been  carried  on  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Rumpf  in  an  effective 
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way.  Financially,  this  group  has  proven  it's  interest  and  faithfulness 
and  we  dare  hope,  that  also  spiritually  the  development  has  gone  on. 
When  news  of  the  Central  Board’s  reduction  in  support,  reached  us, 
the  church  willingly  agreed  to  add  this  amount  to  its  obligation.  If, 
however,  further  reductions  should  be  forthcoming,  it  seems  doubtful 
whether  the  group  can  also  assume  these.  It  would  seem  wise  and 
proper,  if  the  district  would  devise  means  and  ways  whereby  this 
additional  financial  obligation  would  be  assumed  by  the  District.  I 
assure  you,  that  St.  Paul’s  church,  would  only  take  advantage  of  such 
an  arrangement  in  the  event  of  a  real  emergency. 

We  regret,  that  the  ministry  of  Rev.  O.  J.  Rumpf  at  St.  Paul’s 
church  will  terminate  about  July  1st.  We  appreciate  his  faithful  ef¬ 
forts.  At  this  writing  it  seems  quite  certain  that  arrangements  are 
nearly  completed  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  such  a  way,  that  there  will 
be  only  a  slight  disruption  in  the  work.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  give 
you  the  full  and  completed  facts  of  this  change  at  the  Conference 
session. 

In  closing,  let  me  appeal  to  the  churches  and  Pastors  of  the  Dis¬ 
trict,  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  this  work,  and  in  a  prayerful  and 
cooperative  manner,  seek  to  further  this  work  in  our  midst.

The  work  of  religious  education  in  the  churches  of  our  district 
during  the  past  year  has  continued  much  as  in  previous  years.  In  the 
Sunday  school,  Confirmation  classes,  Vacation  schools,  and  in  a  few 
instances  in  Week-Day  schools  our  pastors  and  teachers  have  sought 
by  the  process  of  education  to  develop  Christian  personality. 

In  its  efforts  to  provide  inspiration  and  instruction  for  the  work¬ 
ers  in  the  field  of  religious  education  in  our  churches  your  Board  has 
again  met  with  enthusiastic  response.  Both  the  convention  held  at 
Sedalia,  and  the  institutes  held  at  Jamestown,  Higginsville  and  Park-

Evangelical  League 

Report  of  the  District  League  Board  on  the  work  carried  on  be¬ 
tween  the  District  Conferences  of  1934  and  1935. 

To  the  Hon.  President  of  the  West  Missouri  District, 

Rev.  J.  C.  Bierbaum,  California,  Missouri. 

Dear  Brother: 

The  League  Board  has  nothing  to  report  except  giving  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Status  in  the  Y.  P.  work  in  the  District  as  far  as  it  concerns  the 
League  Board. 

It  would  seem  that  there  is  a  missing  link  somewhere  in  the  Y.  P. 
work  in  the  district.  The  League  Board  is  appointed  by  the  Hon. 
President  of  the  district  and  is  authorized  to  collect  the  district  dues 
and  the  national  dues  of  the  Y.  P.  Leagues  and  to  forward  the  Na¬ 
tional  dues  to  headquarters  in  St.  Louis.  But  when  there  has  accumu¬ 
lated  a  small  surplus  in  the  treasury  of  the  district  union  then  the 
district  conference  disposes  of  it  as  it  sees  fit.  The  fact  is  that 
the  Y.  P.  Leagues  who  have  contributed  that  money  have  not  a  word 
to  say  about  the  disbursement.  It  would  seem  more  just  and  fair  and 
it  would  create  more  of  an  active  interest  if  the  League  Board  and  the 
officers  of  the  District  Y.  P.  Union  could  have  more  of  a  mutual  under¬ 
standing  and  cooperation.  As  we  have  it  now,  the  League  Board  and 
the  officers  of  the  Union  are  not  only  two  independent  but  also  two 
separate  parties— the  Board  having  nothing  to  do  with  the  program  of 
the  Y.  P.  conventions,  and  the  officers  of  the  Union  having  nothing  to 
say  as  to  the  expenditures  of  the  Y.  P.  money.  Would  it  not  be  advisa¬ 
ble  for  these  two  parties  to  get  together  at  the  next  Y.  P.  convention 
and  find  some  more  satisfactory  way  of  cooperation?

Brotherhood  Report 

To  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Bierbaum,  President,  West  Missouri  District: 

The  eleventh  annual  convention  of  the  Federation  of  the  Evangelical 
Brotherhoods  of  West  Missouri  District  was  held  October  14th,  1934, 
at  Zion  Evangelical  Church,  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  The  West  Missouri 
District  Federation-  at  the  time  of  the  convention  had  12  Brotherhoods 
with  a  membership  of  459.  All  National  and  District  dues  were  paid 
in  full. 

On  January  13th,  1935,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  was  held 
at  Lexington,  Missouri.  Plans  for  the  regional  conferences  for  1935 
were  discussed  also  the  possibility  of  holding  a  men’s  Congress  at 
Jefferson  City,  Missouri.  Further  plans  for  financing  the  Blue  Springs 
Pastors  Home  water  works  were  discussed. 

On  March  24th,  1935,  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  officers  and  others 
as  a  special  committee  relative  to  the  disposition  of  tickets  and  other 
matters  relating  to  the  Men’s  Congress  which  is  to  be  held  in  Jefferson 
City,  Missouri,  on  May  19th,  1935,  sponsored  by  the  Missouri  District 
Federation,  West  Missouri  District  Federation  and  the  St.  Louis  Federa¬ 
tion. 

On  May  5th  a  regional  conference  was  held  at  Parkville,  Missouri, 
Evangelical  Church.  There  was  an  attendance  of  141  persons  repre¬ 
senting  10  congregations. 

One  new  Brotherhood  was  organized  that  of  Napoleon,  Missouri.

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Resolutions 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  District  look  with  favor  upon  the  Men's 
Congress  held  at  Jefferson  City  on  May  19,  1935.  We  consider  it  an 
outstanding  event  and  hope  that  similar  meetings  be  encouraged  and 
repeated. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  District  expresses  its  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  the  West  Missouri  District  Brotherhood  Federation 
and  urges  a  continuance  of  all  its  projects.  All  the  men's  organizations 
within  the  District  are  also  urged  to  support  the  Brotherhood  program. 

Evangelical  Women’s  Union 

A  summary  of  the  report  of  the  Evangelical  Women’s  Union  of 
the  West  Missouri  District  for  1934,  compiled  by  Mrs.  Leslie  J.  Ross, 
Secretary,  Jefferson  City,  Missouri: 

There  are  45  organizations  in  our  District;  4  of  these  were  added 
during  the  past  year;  the  membership  is  1,476.  A  convention  and 
three  group  meetings  were  held;  the  attendance  at  the  group  meetings 
was  313.  Local  societies  contributed  $3034.56  to  their  churches.  Church 
Paper  Week  was  observed  by  9  societies;  38  subscribers  were  reported. 
Clothing,  toys  and  $252.38  were  contributed  to  missions.  Ninety-five 
“Daily  Talks  with  God”  were  sold.  Two  hundred  and  eighty-one 
Thankoffering  boxes  were  used  in  14  societies;  $209.92  was  the  amount 
contributed  in  them.  Sixty-five  dollars  was  given  to  the  Student  Aid 
Fund  and  $409.00  to  the  Synodical  budget.  Four  members  “in  Mem- 
oriam”  and  one  Patron  are  reported.  Canned  goods  and  Christmas 
baskets  to  the  value  of  $545.92  were  contributed  in  local  congregations 
and  communities.  Money,  food,  bedding  and  clothing  to  various  homes 
and  missions  amounted  to  $637.18.  Nineteen  societies  encouraged  their 


members  to  vote.

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  District  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  the  District  and  National  Women’s  Union,  which  shows 
us  the  vital  contribution  this  organization  is  making  towards  Kingdom 
building,  and  trust  it  will  continue  its  efforts.  We  solicit  the  support 
of  our  local  organizations  of  the  programs  offered  by  the  National 
and  District  Boards. 
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Pension  and  Relief 

The  past  year  has  been  without  any  outstanding  events  as  far  as 
our  Pension  and  Relief  work  is  concerned.  The  checks  have  been  sent 
out  regularly  every  three  months  and  were  gratefully  received  by  our 
pensioners.  Our  District  Committee  met  for  its  annual  meeting  and 
disposed  of  the  routine  business. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  list  of  pensioners  in  our 
District  during  this  year.  Three  names  that  were  present  a  year  ago, 
do  not  appear  on  our  list  today.  These  are:  Mrs.  Hannah  Seybold  and 
Mrs.  Catherine  Krull,  both  having  been  called  by  the  Master  into  the 
life  beyond,  and  Rev.  I.  Neumann,  who  has  returned  to  the  Indiana 
District.  The  new  members  that  have  come  into  our  midst  are:  Mrs. 
J.  Stroetker  and  Rev.  C.  Raase.  Both  have  moved  into  vacant  houses 
of  our  Pastors  Home  at  Blue  Springs.  We  bid  them  a  hearty  welcome! 
The  total  number  of  pensioners  in  our  District  is  now  21,  one  less  than 
a  year  ago.  Of  these  11  persons  receive  pension  only,  while  the  re¬ 
maining  10  are  also  provided  with  relief. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  report  a  decrease  in  the  amount  of  relief 
granted  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  on  the  relief  roll  have  suf¬ 
fered  a  reduction  of  an  average  of  $16.00  from  the  amount  they  received 
last  year.  Much  as  we  deplore  this  fact,  yet  we  have  cause  to  be 
thankful  that  the  loss  isn’t  greater.  We  sincerely  hope,  that  our 
Pension  Board  may  be  in  a  position  to  pay  out  the  amounts  promised 
and  substantially  increase  them  in  the  future.

Foreign  Mission  Board 

To  the  District  President: 

The  District  Board  for  Foreign  Missions  does  not  have  very  much 
of  a  tangible  nature  to  report  to  the  Annual  District  Conference.  As 
a  board  and  individually  we  have  endeavored  to  create  a  greater  in¬ 
terest  in  the  Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  church.  We  have  been  of 
assistance  in  suggesting  reading  courses  and  whenever  called  upon 
have  presented  the  work  of  the  United  Church  at  Conferences,  con¬ 
ventions  and  at  Annual  Mission  festivals. 

Quite  generally  the  churches  of  the  West  Missouri  District  manifest 
a  real  interest  in  the  Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  Church,  which  makes 
unnecessary  a  great  amount  of  work  for  the  District  Board,  but  we 
feel  that  now  with  the  United  Church  there  should  be  imparted  to 
the  churches  of  the  District  more  information  of  a  personal  nature  by 
workers  from  the  new  fields  of  our  Church,,  and  therefore,  if  the 
churches  of  the  District  will  cooperate,  it  is  suggested  that  a  repre¬ 
sentative  from  China  or  Japan  or  Iraq,  be  secured  to  speak  in  as  many 
churches  as  possible. 

The  Board  acknowledges  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  the  interest 
shown  in  Foreign  Missions  by  designations  for  the  work,  which  has 
made  possible  certain  projects  not  permitted  with  the  curtailed  budget 
receipts.  We  also  appreciate  the  reception  accorded  Missionaries  of  the 
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District,  Rev.  Theo.  Seybold  and  Sister  Minnie  Gadt,  wlio  were  per¬ 
mitted  to  speak  in  many  churches  of  the  District.

Mutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  many  trials  for  our  Association. 
Not  only  did  the  closing  of  banks  tie  up  some  of  its  funds,  but  addi¬ 
tional  demands  were  made  on  account  of  unusually  heavy  losses.  But 
we  are  happy  to  say,  that  it  has  not  been  found  wanting.  All  claims 
have  been  adjusted  and  paid  in  due  time. 

The  long-expected  new  policies  have  made  their  appearance  and 
ard  now  in  use.  These  policies  are  written  in  three  classs,  designated 
as:  AC  for  church  and  SS.  buildings  and  contents,  AD  for  parsonage 
and  out-buildings  and  B  for  personal  property.  The  fact,  that  these 
policies  are  blanket  policies  and  that  the  insurance  for  fire-lighting 
and  storm-hail  are  separted,  makes  them  more  valuable  and  convenient. 
These  and  other  additional  advantages  more  than  make  up  for  the 
slight  increase  in  cost.  The  latter  has  been  further  reduced  by  a 
recent  reduction  of  storm  insurance  from  15c  to  10c  per  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  of  insurance.  The  assessments  on  all  policies  of  the  new  series 
are  due  on  the  date  of  issue  of  the  policy  and  are  collected  by  the 
home  office.  The  policies  of  the  old  series  remain  in  force  until 
maturity  and  the  assessments  on  these  are  collected  by  the  District 
Inspector  as  heretofore. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  95  policies  of  the  old  and  21  policies 
of  the  new  series  in  force  in  our  District.  The  total  amount  of  in¬ 
surance  by  these  116  policies  is  $529,935.00. 

On  September  11,  1934,  the  Evangelical  Advent  Congregation, 
Moniteau  was  paid  the  sum  of  $171.90  for  damages  on  their  church 
caused  by  a  storm. 

The  rate  of  assessment  for  this  year  remains  the  same  as  Jast 
year  namely  V/2  and  2%  dollars  per  thousand  dollars  insurance  and 
should  be  paid  to  the  District  Inspector  on  or  before  July  1,  1935.

Resolutions  Based  on  Reports  of  the  Synodical  Officers 
and  Boards 
President’s  Report 

The  West  Missouri  District  agrees  with  the  President  that  the 
admonition  of  St.  Paul:  “Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves  and  to 
all  the  flock,”  deserves  our  special  attention  in  the  present  time  which 
is  characterized  by  upheavals  and  changes  in  all  fields  of  human 
activities. 

We  welcome  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick,  who  for  many  years  has  been  a 
faithful  member  of  our  District  and  for  several  terms  ably  filled  the 
office  of  District  President,  into  the  important  office  of  President  of 
the  Synod.  We  pray  that  God’s  blessings  and  guidance  may  enable 
him  to  serve  in  this  important  position  in  God’s  Kingdom. 

In  view  of  the  promise  that  the  new  constitution  of  our  United 
Church  will  be  ready  by  next  spring,  the  West  Missouri  District  is  of 
the  opinion  that  a  special  conference  should  be  called  for  next  year 
in  order  to  give  all  members  an  opportunity  to  consider  and  amend 
the  constitution  before  it  is  finally  adopted  by  the  General  Conference. 

Our  hearts  are  filled  with  sadness  as  we  remember  the  many  co¬ 
workers  in  our  church,  many  of  whom  were  prominent  in  the  work, 
who  were  called  from  the  church  militant  into  the  church  triumphant. 
We  express  our  sympathy  to  all  the  bereaved,  pointing  to  that  precious 
hope  expressed  in  the  word  of  God:  “Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in 
the  Lord.”  We  set  aside  the  opening  period  of  Thursday  afternoon’s 
session  as  the  time  for  a  memorial  service. 

We  call  the  attention  of  all  members  of  our  District  to  the  words 
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of  our  President  directed  against  the  worldly  practices  that  have  crept 
into  the  churches  in  some  places.  We  expect  all  our  members  to  re¬ 
frain  from  using  such  means  as  are  not  in  keeping  with  the  high 
calling  of  the  church. 

Synodical  Treasurer  and  Synodical  Budget 

The  West  Missouri  District  notices  with  satisfaction  that  the 
number  of  congregations  which  have  met  their  obligations  toward  the 
Synod  has  increased,  but  regrets  very  much  that  this  improvement  has 
almost  been  wiped  out  by  the  failing  of  others  who  have  raised  a  very 
small  amount  or  have  failed  entirely. 

We  suggest  that  the  officers  of  the  Synod  personally  visit  these 
congregations  and  their  pastors  in  an  effort  to  help  these  respective 
parties  to  recognize  their  duties  toward  the  Kingdom  of  God.  This 
attempt  should  be  made  in  the  present  year  in  order  that  the  1935 
Budget  may  be  a  success. 

To  all  those  parties  who  desire  to  donate  a  sum  of  money  to  their 
Church  we  recommend  that  such  donations  be  given  in  the  form  of 
annuities  rather  than  in  legacies,  in  order  that  the  trouble  and  loss 
on  the  part  of  the  Church  may  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Council 

Be  it  resolved,  that  we  take  note  of  the  splendid  work  accomplished 
by  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Council,  and  we  feel  that 
this  work  should  be  continued  in  spite  of  the  reduced  Budget  income. 

We  favor  the  continuation  of  the  printing  of  statistics  on  the  new 
economic  basis,  as  in  former  years. 

The  West  Missouri  District  favors  the  Kingdom  Service  Committee 
in  the  interest  of  promotional  work  and  especially  as  it  pertains  to 
the  Every  Member  Canvass,  which  will  materially  assist  in  the  raising 
of  necessary  finances  for  local  and  synodical  work.  The  members  of 
this  committee  shall  be  elected  by  the  District  Conference,  one  from 
each  regional  conference  in  the  District. 

We  recommend  to  the  churches  of  the  District  the  published  work 
“The  New  Venture  of  Faith”  and  suggest  the  use  of  same. 

Educational  Institutions 

Eden  Seminary 

The  West  Missouri  District  is  happy  to  learn  that  the  venture  of 
uniting  Central  Seminary  with  Eden  Seminary,  has  proved  satisfactory 
to  all  concerned.  It  is  also  very  gratifying  to  the  District  to  know  that 
the  phase  of  the  curriculum  known  as  Field  Work,  is  receiving  more 
attention. 

Elmhurst  College 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  pleasure  to  the  District  that  Elmhurst 
College  has  finally  become  a  fully  accredited  institution  of  learning. 
However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  favorable  rating  will  continue 
only  so  long  as  certain  standards  are  met,  we  urgently  request  that 
individuals  and  congregations  do  their  utmost  toward  amply  supplying 
*his  school  with  funds  and  students. 


Elmhurst-Eden  Advance 

The  West  Missouri  District  rejoices  that  during  the  years  of  the 
depression  the  ingathering  of  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance  can  show 
such  results  as  are  reported.  They  speak  of  love  and  loyalty  to  our 
educational  institutions  and  to  the  church.  They  bring  us  the  assur¬ 
ance  that  as  soon  as  the  economic  situation  of  our  country  improves, 
Elmhurst  and  Eden  will  enjoy  a  liberal  financial  support. 

The  West  Missouri  District  does  not  want  the  standards  of  Elm¬ 
hurst  College  lowered,  neither  does  the  district  think  it  wise  to  raise 
the  fees  at  Elmhurst,  therefore  we  earnestly  urge  the  churches  of  the 
District  to  pay  their  budget  quota  in  full  so  that  the  appropriation  to 
Elmhurst  from  the  synodical  budget  need  not  be  lowered.  We  further 
urge  that  all  members  of  the  District  who  signed  pledges  in  the  Elm¬ 
hurst-Eden  Advance  campaign  pay  those  pledges  promptly  so  that  the 
endowment  of  our  institutions  may  be  enlarged. 

The  WTest  Missouri  District  is  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Elmhurst-Eden  Advance  campaign,  i.  e.,  the  principal, 
should  be  used  to  pay  interest  on  the  bonds  of  these  institutions. 
Wherever  that  has  become  necessary,  we  hope  that  arrangements  will 
be  made  to  return  such  amounts  to  capital  investments. 

Home  Missions 

The  West  Missouri  District  is  grateful  to  God  for  the  various  mani¬ 
festations  of  progress  in  this  enterprise  of  our  Church.  We  note  with 
joy  the  fact  that  four  churches  have  become  self-supporting  and  that 
others  are  making  progress  in  that  direction. 

We  regret  the  fact  that  reduced  giving  on  the  part  of  the  churches 
has  made  retrenchment  necessary  in  the  work  of  missions.  We  feel, 
however,  that  general  economic  conditions  are  at  least  partially  re¬ 
sponsible  for  this  condition  and  that  the  reduced  giving  is  not  neces¬ 
sarily  an  indication  of  a  flagging  interest  in  the  work. 

We  recognize  the  greatness  of  our  task  of  bringing  the  various 
phases  of  the  life  of  our  nation  under  the  sway  of  Christ,  but  are 
happy  to  note  and  approve  the  promise  of  our  Board  not  to  plunge  into 
these  “vast  fields  of  service”  until  economic  conditions  justify  such 
actions. 

We  rejoice  in  the  benefits  derived  from  the  observance  of  the 
75th  anniversary  of  the  Home  Mission  work  of  our  church  together 
with  the  circulation  of  the  missionary  booklets  “Missionary  Trails” 
and  “Missionary  Horizons.” 

We  are  grateful  for  the  progress  being  made  by  the  Home  Mission 
Boards  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  branches  of  our  church  toward 
the  consummation  of  the  merger  and  join  the  Board  in  recommending 
that  the  constituency  of  our  church  acquaint  itself  with  the  Home 
Mission  work  of  the  Reformed  Church. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  liberal  contribution  made  by  the 
Women’s  Union  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 

The  West  Missouri  District  appreciates  the  work  of  our  mission- 
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dries  in  the  “Home  Field”  of  the  Church,  who  have  worked  so  faith¬ 
fully  for  their  Savior  even  under  adverse  circumstances.  May  the 
Lord  bless  them  in  their  work.  We  also  voice  our  hearty  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  its  capable  promotion  of  the  missionary 
enterprise  and  its  efficient  and  unselfish  work  in  building  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

Extension  Fund 

The  District  is  grateful  that  the  Church  Extension  Fund  could  be 
of  help  to  a  number  of  churches  again  during  the  past  fiscal  year. 
We  appreciate  the  difficulties  under  which  this  board  had  to  labor  and 
express  our  gratitude  to  the  members  for  their  wise  and  loyal  adminis¬ 
tration  of  the  funds. 

The  District  thinks  that  the  Church  Extension  Fund  is  by  no 
means  the  least  important  fund  in  the  synodical  administration  and 
desires  that  it  be  remembered  more  liberally  in  the  division  of  budget 
receipts. 

Foreign  3Iissions 

The  West  Missouri  District,  considering  the  50th  anniversary  of 
our  Foreign  Missions  with  its  manifold  blessings,  and  remembering 
the  sacrifices  of  our  missionaries  in  these  50  years  of  service,  shares 
in  the  grateful  expression  of  the  Board,  that  1934  was  truly  “a  blessed 
year  of  the  Lord.” 

The  West  Missouri  District  faithfully  remembers  the  extraordinary 
and  outstanding  work  and  loving  service  of  the  late  Dr.  Paul  Menzel 
who  served  39  consecutive  years  as  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  Executive 
Secretary  respectively. 

We  praise  God  for  Dr.  Menzel’s  work  and  will  always  remember 
him  as  a  shining  example  of  faithfullness  in  our  Mission  enterprise. 
To  his  successor  Rev.  F.  Goetsch  we  express  our  full  confidence  and 
assure  him  of  our  sincere  cooperation. 

The  West  Missouri  District  is  encouraged  by  the  increase  in 
designations  for  missions  in  general  and  appreciates  the  fine  support 
given  by  the  Women’s  Union,  the  Medical  Society  and  the  special  sup¬ 
porters  in  the  ranks  of  our  Church.  May  the  number  of  such  cheerful 
and  interested  donors  increase  in  the  ensuing  years. 

We  congratulate  our  co-workers  in  India  upon  their  accomplish¬ 
ments  in  the  varied  activities  to  promote  Kingdom  growth  and  rejoice 
that  through  God’s  grace  they  have  been  kept  in  good  health  to  carry 
on  their  God-given  tasks. 

The  West  Missouri  District  shares  in  the  enthusiasm  of  our  per¬ 
sonnel  in  Honduras  upon  their  success  in  extending  their  work  into 
new  fields.  We  urge  our  constituents  at  the  home  base  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  various  splendid  and  helpful  aids  that  are  offered  to 
promote  this  venture  of  faith  and  to  learn  that  by  prayer  and  sacrifice 
alone  the  promises  of  victory  are  certain. 

The  West  Missouri  District  rejoices  in  the  fact  that  Dr.  Harold 
Freund,  formerly  of  our  District  has  entered  into  active  service  as  a 
missionary  and  physician  in  India. 
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Board  of  Publications 

In  consideration  of  the  reported  deficit  of  the  Board  of  Publica¬ 
tions  to  the  amount  of  $2,986.92,  the  West  Missouri  District  wishes  to 
go  on  record  that  it  understands  the  situation,  and  commends  the 
Board  of  Publications  for  its  faithful  work  under  the  trying  circum¬ 
stances. 

The  West  Missouri  District  approves  of  the  action  of  the  General 
Council  in  its  meeting  of  last  fall  wherein  it  authorized  the  closing  of 
our  Chicago  branch  of  Eden  Publishing  House  upon  the  expiration  of 
the  present  lease  in  October,  1936. 

The  West  Missouri  District  agrees  with  the  position  of  the  faculty 
of  Eden  Theological  Seminary  in  declining  the  editorship  of  the 
“Theological  Magazine,”  but  recommends  that  space  be  made  available 
in  some  other  of  our  publications  for  the  expression  of  such  theological 
and  philosophical  thought  as  may  be  of  special  interest  to  our  con¬ 
stituency. 

The  West  Missouri  District  wishes  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude 
the  valuable  services  which  were  rendered  by  the  following:  Board  of 
Publications,  the  Editors  of  various  papers  of  our  church  (including 
the  editor  of  the  “Theological  Magazine”),  and  the  General  Manager 
and  staff  of  Eden  Publishing  House. 

Religious  Education 

The  West  Missouri  District  endorses  the  only  justifiable  goal  of 
Religious  Education  as  set  forth  by  the  Board  of  Religious  Education 
and  would  emphasize  particularly  the  words:  “For  Christian  Educa¬ 
tion  after  all  is  an  ‘inward  leaven-like  process/  its  changes  have  to  do 
not  with  features  or  dress  but  with  understandings  and  attitudes,  with 
ideals,  with  convictions  and  with  relationships  to  God  and  to  society. 
...  Its  task  is  not  one  of  changing  finish,  but  one  of  working  with 
fiber,  one  of  reaching  into  the  innermost  parts  of  life  itself,  one  of 
guiding  the  growth  of  personality  not  after  an  ideal  fashion  of  man 
but  after  the  perfect  pattern  of  Christ.  Its  task  is  not  easy,  neither 
is  it  simple.”  (P.  102  of  Synod  Report.) 

Its  leaders  therefore  cannot  be  too  vigilant  in  insuring  an  on-going 
process  rightly  tuned  with  and  directed  toward  the  only  justifiable 
objective,  the  establishment  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in  human  lives,  the 
spiritual  creative  growth  of  Christian  personality. 

The  West  Missouri  District  heartily  recommends  the  study  of  the 
most  recent  problems  relating  to  Sunday  school  work,  especially  per¬ 
taining  to  the  discontinuance  of  classes  from  the  intermediate  depart¬ 
ment  and  up. 

With  thanks  to  God  the  District  takes  cognizance  of  the  fact  that 
in  almost  all  phases  of  its  work  the  Board  of  Religious  Education  is 
able  to  show  increase  and  development. 

The  Districe  pledges  itself  to  support  every  movement  of  the 
respective  Boards  of  the  “E”  and  “R”  groups  dealing  with  the  further¬ 
ance  of  Religious  Education. 
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The  District  appreciates  the  work  and  success  of  the  Board  of 
Religious  Education  in  promoting  leadership  training,  more  effective 
confirmation  instruction,  in  the  publication  of  literature  helpful  to 
the  teacher  and  guide,  in  aiding  the  conduct  of  the  vacation  church 
school,  in  offering  new  stereopticon  slides  and  other  visual  aids,  in 
proffering  the  use  of  service  libraries,  in  promotion  of  missionary  edu¬ 
cation,  and  in  its  indefatiguable  field  work. 

The  West  Missouri  District  is  in  sympathy  with  the  policy  of 
our  Board  of  Religious  Education  to  work  increasingly  with  other 
religious  educational  agencies.  It  feels  its  obligation  to  aid  in  educat¬ 
ing  our  people  toward  a  deeper  spiritual  life  and  a  keener  Kingdom- 
mindedness  so  that  social  justice,  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  the 
world’s  goods,  clean  government,  and  international  understanding  and 
peace  be  established. 

Pension  and  Relief 

We  of  the  West  Missouri  District  are  pleased  to  take  note  of  the 
increase  of  Pension  paid,  but  on  the  other  hand  regret  that  it  was 
necessary  to  reduce  the  relief  granted  to  the  worthy  pensioners.  We 
trust  that  this  relief  fund  will  be  increased  so  that  sufficient  relief 
can  be  tendered  the  needy  and  worthy  parties  concerned. 

The  West  Missouri  District  would  express  their  heartiest  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  Women’s  Union  for  their  gift  received  in  the  erection  of 
the  Cottage  at  Blue  Springs,  Missouri.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  their 
further  contributions  for  relief  among  our  pensioners  through  their 
thankoffering  project.  We  also  duly  appreciate  the  Union’s  promise  of 
future  assistance  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1935. 

We  as  a  conference  wish  sincerely  to  thank  the  West  Missouri 
District  Brotherhood  Federation  for  assuming  the  obligation  of  the 
installation  of  water  at  Blue  Springs,  Missouri,  and  urgently  request 
all  pastors  and  congregations  to  assist  the  Federation  in  financing  this 
very  worthwhile  project. 

Endowments  and  Trust  Funds 

The  West  Missouri  District  deeply  regrets  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
William  Grotefeld,  who  for  many  years  served  the  Synod  as  member 
and  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Endowments  and  Trust  Funds.  We 
know  that  the  Synod  has  lost  a  loyal  and  devoted  servant.  His  work 
will  be  a  lasting  memorial  unto  him. 

The  sentence  “So  far  we  have  sustained  no  actual  loss  of  funds,” 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  fills  us  with  deep  gratitude  to  God  that  He 
has  given  his  abundant  blessing  on  the  work  of  this  Board.  To  the 
members  of  the  Board,  individually  and  as  a  Board,  we  express  our 
appreciation  for  their  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 

Brotherhood 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  district  notes  with  pleasure  the  progress 
made  by  the  National  Brotherhood  and  congratulates  the  officers  and 
Board  for  the  comprehensive  program  they  have  worked  out  for  the 
men  of  the  church  and  encourages  its  use  as  far  as  possible. 
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Be  it  resolved  that  the  district  is  pleased  to  note  the  progress  made 
toward  the  ultimate  merger  of  the  Evangelical  Brotherhood  and  Re¬ 
formed  Ghurchmen’s  League. 

Women’s  Union 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  district  express  its  appreciation  of  the 
work  done  by  the  district  and  National  Women’s  Union,  which  shows 
us  the  vital  contribution  this  organization  is  making  towards  Kingdom 
building  and  trust  it  will  continue  its  efforts.  We  solicit  the  support 
of  our  local  organizations  of  the  programs  offered  by  the  National  and 
District  Boards. 

Evangelical  League 

The  District  recognizes  the  supreme  importance  of  youth  work 
in  the  Church.  We  are  especially  mindful  of  the  service  the  League 
is  rendering  our  students.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  small  amount  of 
indebtedness  still  rests  on  our  Chapel  at  Columbia,  Missouri,  we  would 
like  to  challenge  those  groups  that  have  as  yet  made  no  contribution 
toward  this  project  to  do  so  as  soon  as  possible. 

We  regret  the  fact  that  the  meager  financial  support  of  the  League 
has  materially  hampered  it  in  carrying  out  its  program.  Since  in  our 
opinion  the  effectiveness  of  the  merger  of  our  Church  with  the  Re- 
•  formed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  will  have  to  begin  with  our  young  people 
we  urge  that  efforts  be  put  forth  to  bring  the  youth  of  the  United 
Church  together  in  a  national  convention  next  year. 

Evangelical  Charities 

The  West  Missouri  District  appreciates  the  good  work  which  is 
being  done  by  our  various  institutions  of  charity  and  invokes  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  their  ministrations  of  mercy. 

Should  the  charitable  institutions  of  the  Reformed  Church  see  fit 
to  join  the  federation  we  approve  of  the  proposal  to  change  the  name 
to  “The  Federated  Charities  of  the  Evangelical  and  Reformed  Church.” 

Christianity  and  Social  Problems 

The  District  commends  the  Commission  on  Christianity  and  Social 
Problems  for  its  untiring  efforts  to  awaken  the  Church  to  its  God-given 
task  of  helping  to  create  a  social  order  that  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  teachings  of  Christ. 

In  order  that  the  matter  of  Christianity  and  Social  Problems  might 
be  given  more  attention  within  the  District,  we  favor  the  appointment 
of  a  District  Committee  on  Social  Problems. 

Historical  Commission 

The  West  Missouri  District  rejoices  in  the  conscientious  research 
work  of  the  Historical  Commission  and  requests  its  members  as  well 
as  the  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  to  report  any  important  dates 
or  data  of  historical  value  to  that  respective  Commission. 

3Iutual  Fire  and  Storm  Insurance  Association 
•  -  The  fine  record  of  this  association  inspires  us  with  a  confidence 
that  it  will  serve  the  constituency  of  our  Church  as  faithfully  and  as 
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efficiently  in  the  future.  This  confidence  is  strengthened  by  declaration 
in  the  report,  that  the  officers  are  determined  to  continue  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  this  association  on  sound  principles.  We  thank  the  officers 
and  district  inspectors  for  their  fine  services  rendered. 

We  urge  church  councils  and  trustees,  for  their  own  sake  and  for 
the  sake  of  the  association  officers,  to  heed  the  admonition  in  the 
report  about  care  in  filling  out  applications  for  insurance. 

Services  and  Addresses 

The  Communion  Service  on  Tuesday  afternoon  was  a  real  inspira¬ 
tion  to  all  members  of  the  Conference.  Rev.  Theo.  Hauck  brought  the 
message  and  Rev.  G.  Kreuzenstein  conducted  the  liturgical  service. 

Tuesday  evening’s  service  gave  the  Conference  the  opportunity  to 
hear  Dr.  George  W.  Richards,  President  of  the  Evangelical  and  Re¬ 
formed  Church.  The  local  pastor,  Rev.  F.  Stoerker  served  at  the  altar. 

Wednesday  morning,  Rev.  J.  J.  Braun,  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  addressed  the  Conference,  bringing  the  informa¬ 
tion  and  challenge  of  this  work  which  he  represents. 

Following  this  address.  Rev.  Harmon  J.  McGuire,  pastor  of  the 
First  English  Lutheran  Church,  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  delivered  a  paper 
on  “Modern  Tendencies  and  Technique  of  the  Forms  of  Worship.” 

Wednesday  afternoon  Dr.  George  W.  Richards  addressed  the  Con-  • 
ference  on  “Why  the  Union.” 

Wednesday  evening  was  devoted  to  an  hour  of  fellowship.  The 
entertainment  was  provided  by  the  local  church,  and  consisted  of 
musical  numbers  and  short  addresses. 

Thursday  afternoon  Rev.  E.  W.  Berlekamp  paid  a  tribute  to  our 
departed  members  and  called  the  attention  of  all  to  the  glorious  hope 
of  the  Christian  faith.  Rev.  E.  F.  Abele  led  the  devotional  part  of  the 
Memorial  Service. 

Thursday  evening  the  Conference  met  for  its  last  worship  service. 
Rev.  Paul  Niedermeyer  conducted  the  liturgy  and  Rev.  F.  C.  Klick, 
President  of  the  Evangelical  Synod  preached  the  sermon  on  the  theme 
“The  Heart  of  Kingdom  Service.”  At  this  service  the  Honorable 
President,  J.  C.  Bierbaum,  conveyed  to  the  members  of  Zion  Church, 
its  pastor  and  family,  the  thanks  of  the  Conference  for  the  many 
kindnesses  shown  us,  and  the  splendid  entertainment  offered  us.  At 
the  close  of  the  service,  Rev.  J.  Sauer  of  Kansas  City,  installed  the 
newly  elected  officers  of  the  District. 

On  Friday  morning,  President  F.  C.  Klick  addressed  the  Conference, 
reminding  all  that  the  task  of  the  church  belonged  not  only  to  the 
officers,  but  to  every  member  and  individual  pastor. 

The  Conference  voiced  its  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  who  thus 
served  in  the  above  mentioned  manner. 

Conference  Greetings  and  Guests 

Greetings  were  conveyed  to  the  Conference  from  Rev.  Paul  Press, 
who  expressed  regret  over  the  fact  that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to

be  in  our  midst.  Greetings  also  were  brought  to  the  Conference  from 
Rev.  Clyde  Koehler,  a  former  member  of  our  District,  and  Rev.  C.  F.

The  traveling  expenses  for  the  members  of  the  Conference  were 
fixed  at  $4.30.  The  customary  registration  fee  of  $2.00  prevailed  as 
in  former  years.

Rev.  S.  P.  Bittner  was  excused  for  the  duration  of  the  conference, 
likewise  the  delegate  from  Bethel  Church,  Concordia.  The  following 
were  excused  at  11:00  A.  M.  Friday  morning:  Rev.  E.  W.  Berlekamp, 
Rev.  E.  Beissenherz,  Rev.  C.  Gabler,  Mr.  Carl  Bosch,  Mr.  T.  J.  Schaberg, 
Mr.  E.  Hotz,  Rev.  H.  Mueller  and  Mr.  Dan  Schupp.  The  matter  of 
excusing  others  who  failed  to  be  present,  or  ask  for  permission  to 
leave  before  adjournment  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Council. 

Special  Resolutions 

The  West  Missouri  District  favors  the  printing  of  its  Conference 
reports  and  resolutions  in  a  separate  booklet. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  no  congregation  may  be  represented  by  more 
than  one  member  on  the  District  Council,  and  that  no  member  of  the 
Council  who  has  served  two  consecutive  terms  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  District  Council  appoint  a  committee  of 
three,  composed  of  two  pastors  and  one  layman,  to  look  after  the 
religious  life  of  our  youth  at  Warrensburg,  Missouri,  and  Maryville, 
Missouri,  at  our  Teacher’s  Colleges  or  Normals,  at  those  places,  and 
that  this  committee  be  empowered  to  survey  the  situation  and  present 
it  to  the  District  Council  for  their  definite  action. 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  customary  gratification  of  $25.00  per  year 
be  voted  the  President  and  Secretary  of  our  District,  respectively,  and 
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that  a  gratification  of  $10.00  be  allowed  the  janitor  of  the  entertaining 
church. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  District  Mission  Board  be  authorized  to 
draw  on  the  District  Treasury  for  the  payment  of  the  moving  expense 
of  Rev.  Imel  to  the  Mission  Church,  provided  these  costs  can  not 
otherwise  be  defrayed. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  District  ask  the  President  of  the  Synod 
to  convey  its  greeting  to  other  Districts  which  he  will  visit. 

The  West  Missouri  District  instructs  the  Secretary  to  send  a  letter 
of  sympathy  to  the  Rev.  K.  W.  Notrott  of  Blue  Springs,  Missouri,  and 
say  to  him  “Be  not  dismayed,  God  will  take  care  of  you.” 

The  lay  delegates  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  of  the  fine 
spirit  of  Christian  fellowship  that  has  existed  between  them  and  the 
pastors  during  this  Conference  and  does  exist  between  the  laymen  and 
pastors  of  our  District. 

The  motion  was  made  and  adopted  that  the  pastors  of  the  District 
Council  be  the  members  of  the  Examining  Board. 

It  was  moved  and  accepted  that  the  most  important  resolutions 
be  mailed  to  each  delegate  of  the  Conference.
